POLITICAL  NOTE. 

The  Councillors  are  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year.  Spoonera  Ver- 
mmU  JmarwjA  embraced  the  above  list  of  Councillors  in  the  "  Washing* 
ton  and  Jefferson  Ticket"  previous  to  the  election,  and  on  printing  the 
result,  Oct  16 180A,  commented  thus: 

The  increase  of  Republican  principles  in  this  state  far  exceeds  our 
expectation.  Last  year  the  ditterence  between  tlis  lowest  Republican 
candidate  for  Councillor,  aiii.d  the  highest  Federal,  was  500  votes:  This 
jear  the  difference  is  20Q0— fioltindAstanding  toe  ftove  a  FvSitaral  Oovtmor, 

The  Windaor  Federal  GoseUe,  of  Aug.  21  1804,  placed  the  name  of 

Jonas  Galusha  at  the  head  of  "  Federal  Nominations,''  as  did  also  The 
(Brattleborough)  Mtpwrter  of  September  1  180i,  and  the  result  showed

that  Mr.  Galtisha  received  3010  votes  more  than  the  highest  candidate 
on  the  Jeffersonian  1u  ]iubli(  an  ticket  The  Federal  candidates  for  ex- 
ecutive officers  were  Isaac  Tichenor  for  Governor.  General  Zeliina  Cur- 
tis for  Jvicut.  Governor,  and  Bcnjamiii  Swan  tor  Treasurer;  and  the 
llepublican  candidates  were  Jonathan  Kol>insou  tor  Governor,  Paul 
Brigham  for  Lieut.  Governor,  and  William  Hunter  for  Treasurer.  No 
detafled  statement  of  the  votes  has  been  found,  bat  The  Bt^rUr  of  Oct. 
SO  1604  gave  the  following: 

For  Governor,  His  Excellency  Isaac  Tichenor,  Votes  duly  returned

A  large  minority  of  the  representatives,  chosen  at  the  same  election, 

were  Jeflcrsonians.  The  Jettersonian  majorities,  on  the  ballot  in  joint 
conmiiltee  for  Prosidentinl  Electors,  ranged  from  11  to  81.  The  ballot 
for  the  fourtli  Elector,  wlucli  was  nearest  to  an  accurate  test,  resulted  as 
follows:  "Nathaniel  Niles,  repub.  125,  David  Wing,  juu.  fed.  31,  Scat- 
tering 13 — Majority  for  Mr.  Hiles,  dl.**  Mr.  Wing's  vote  was  the  high> 
.  est  given  for  a  Federal  candidate.  ^ 

While  it  is  evident  that  the  Jeffersonians  had  the  control  of  the  state, 
it  is  remarkable  that  Gov.  Tichenor,  who  was  an  avowed  Federalist,  re- 
ceived 732  more  votes  than  Jonas  Gnlnsha,  who  was  on  the  ticket  of 
each  party;  Benjamin  Swan,  wlio  was  on  the  Eederal  ticket  only,  had  a 
majority  nearly  double  that  of  Gov.  Ticbeoor;  and  Paul  Brigham,  who 
was  on  the  Jeffersonian  ticket  only,  had  a  m^ority  nearly  as  large  as 
Mr.  £wan's.  The  conclusion  is,  that  a  large  part  of  the  people  did  not 
consider  themselves  bound  by  party  considerations  alone  in  the  election 
of  their  chief  executive  oUicer.s. 

The  electoral  ticket,  referred  to  above,  was  aijreed  to  in  a  caucus  of 
the  Republicans  in  the  Geneial  Assembly.  A  ticket  for  Governor, 
Lieut.  Governor,  Treasurer,  and  Councillors,  to  be  suppcnied  hy  the 
Jetfersoniau  Republicans  at  the  election  in  1805,  was  also  agreed  to 
in  caucus.

pro  Tern,'*  which  was  Read,  and  it  was  Resolvi-d,  That  a  Coniniittee  of 
live  Members  from  the  Council  join  the  aforesaid  Committee  from  the 
House.  Members  chosen.  Mess.  Galusha,  Witherell,  Wheeloek,  Shep- 
ardson and  Loomis,  and  were  sworn  by  his  Honor  the  Governor  to 
the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty. 

The  above  Re.'<olution,  willi  ttie  Iiesolve  of  the  Council  thereon,  was 
returned  to  the  House  of  Rejjresentatives  by  the  Sheriff.

Rutland,  (  Vermont.)  Oct.  13.— On  Thursday  last  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  this  Slate  convened  in  this  town.  At  nine  o'clock  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor  was  escorted  into  town  by  the  company  of  caviUry 
commanded  by  Capt.  Cheeney.  At  twelve  the  Legislative  body  pro- 
ceeded to  the  meeting  house  to  attend  divine  service.

To  the  Fathers  of  the  People  of  Vermont,  now  assembled  in  Grand  Coun- 
•  cil  at  Rutland.    Broth i  kn.  When  your  taiher.s.  to  avoid  peiweculi«»n, 

fled  frotn  l-'ngland  and  the  Eii  -lisli  n.-itioii.  ihi  y  came;  across  the  bi<» 
Lake  thai  se[)arales  Europe  from  jVinviica,  and  .-ellletl  amoiiii  the  In- 
•  dians,  <»f  whom  I  am  a  descendant.  Ai  that  ihne.  your  fathi'i>  wi  re 
weak,  wiilmuf  ti  ii'uds.  and  withnnt  provisions  it  wiLrwains: — Mv  laihi  rs 
gave  iheui  protection,  became  their  friends,  ami  turnisheti  ihem  wiih 
provisions.  And  wlien  the  King  of  England  nssimied  an  oppressive  au- 
thority overthcni.  tlicy  opposed  his  n]ipi  t  >sioii ;  and  a  friendship  existed 
between  them  and  nty  tribe.  At  the  commencement  of  the  war  thai 
divided  the  Colonies  from  Great-Britain,  Captain  John  Vincent  was  a 
tirm  friend  of  the  United  States.  Under  General  Washington  he  be- 
came attached  to  their  cause,  and  constantly  directe*!  his  arrows  against 
the  British  Sachem.

To  the  General  Assembly  now  siltiny,  Your  committee  to  whotn  was  re- 
ferred the  ))etition  of  Capt.  John  Vinciint,  liepori,  that  ilie  facts  therein 
contained  arc  true,  and  that  he  have  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill,  granting 
him  the  sum  of  twenty  five  dollars,  and  to  appoint  a  c^uai'dian  to  l  occive 
ihe  same  for  his  use.  Eliakim  Spoonkh./o?-  connnilltt. 

The  appro[)riation  recommended  was  made,  and  Hon.  Elias  Keyes 
was  appointed  guardian  ;  in  1800,  John  Fuller  of  Sherl)urne  was  author- 
ized to  draw  thirty  dollar.s  annually  for  Vincent's  support;  in  1807, 
159.33  was  granted  to  several  persons  who  had  contributed  for  his  support, 
and  in  1809  an  act  was  passed  autliorizing  James  D.  Bailer  of  Rutland 
to  draw  not  cxcoediufr  sixty  dollars  annually  for  his  support. 

The  following,  originating  in  one  of  the  newspapers  puldished  at 
Rutland,  is  cojiied  from  Spooner's  V er ) n oyi t  Journal  of  .liily  2.1  ISIO: 

Died,  at  Parkerstt)wn  [Men<lon.]  <tn  the  ;>d  inst.  at  ilir  house  of  John- 
son liichanlson,  Esq.  Capt.  Joiix  Vinckkt,  an  Indian,  aged  95.  In 
1755,  he  had  aconimantl  among  the  Coguawogga  tribe,  then  opposed  l»y 
French  influence  to  these  then  colonies  and  provinees.  (ien.  Braddock 
was  at  that  time  defeated  at  Fort  du  C^uesne,  near  where  Pittsburgh 
now  is.  Capt.  Vincent  had  reconnoilerod  the  country  southerly  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Scioto,  and  had  returned  liefore  the  engagement.  He 
formed  the  ambuscade,  which  deteuted  Jiradduck.  Upon  the  death  of 
Braddock  he  commanded  and  contended  against  Colonel  Washington, 
and  has  often  said  that  if  .Braddock  would  have  known  the  great  nian 
then  advising  him,  he  would  have  been  preserved.  That  Uraddoek  did 
not  consider  Colonel  Washington  as  a  soldier,  and  therefore  lost  his  life. 
—That  Col.  Washington  lian  assedlhe  French  and  Indians,  wlien  they 
supposed  themselves  to  he  the  conquerers.  At  that  lime  C'a|)t.  Vincent 
returned  with  his  warriors  to  his  tribe — That  at  the  euinmencement 
of  the  revolutionary  war.  lu-.  C'apl.  John,  soon  leann  il  iliai  Col.  Wash- 
ington was  commander  in  ehiet — lliat  liistrihe  l)eing  in  Hrilish  interests, 
he  left  them,  fully  believing  thai  the  Great  Spirit  hud  preserved  Col. 
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mer  allotment,  survey  and  division  of  said  Town  iuto  severalty,  and 
when  so  confirmed  bv  the  Proprietors,  at  their  legal  meeting  holden  as 
aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  as  good  and  valid  in  Law.  to  all  iolents  and 
purposes,  as  tho"  the  survey,  allotment  and  division  liad  been  previously 
made  in  the  manner  prescribed  bv  a  Statute  I^aw  of  this  Siau-  in  that 
case  made  and  provided,  any  Law,'tJsageor  Custom  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstandinj;  " — which  amendment  was  ad<>i)ted  and  it  w:i-  Kcsolvofl. 
To  concur  with  the  House  in  passing  s*^  iiill  iuto  a  Law  as  amended,  and 
M'*  Galttsha  appointed  to  assign  thb  Keasons  therefor  to  the  House. 
Adjourned  to  9  O'clock  Tomorrow  morning.

Braddock,  had  shot  at  Washinfrfnu,  Inil  n<»l)(Mly  rf>ul(l  kill  him  that 
about  the  year  1779,  Capt.  Johu  received  I'rom  General  W'ashiuglun  a 


bridge  through  the  province  of  Maine  to  Quebec*  lie  was  at  Quebec 
when  Montgomery  fell.  He  well  understood  the  history  o4"  the  revolu- 
tionary war,  having  in  1775  espoused  the  American  caust-,  and  his  tribe 
being  seduced  to  the  British  interest.  He  has  since  secreted  himself 
among  our  mountains  in  Sherburne. 

The  Legislature  of  Vermont  having  known  this  distinguished  chief- 
tain, long  since  made  him  a  pensioner.  Capt.  John  was  early  educated 
by  a  Roman  Catholic  Priest  in  the  French  lanijuage  and  in  the  tenets  of 
that  church.  These  early  impressions  were  not  erased.  Al  no  time 
was  this  tenant  of  the  forest  known  to  rise  without  his  orisons,  to  sleep 
without  his  vespers,  or  to  eat  without  at  lea^t  ofTering  ujt  his  ^ili-nt  but 
reverent  petitiou.  From  this  Boman  instructor  he  hud  received  a  large 
French  bible.  This  he  often  read  and  preserved  as  his  best  inheritance, 
and  it  is  said  has  bequeathed  it  to  the  Rev.  Heman  Ball  of  this  village 
[Rutland.]  It  is  not  supposed  that  Capt.  Vincent  was  perfect,  but  he 
was  brave,  generous,  humane,  and  pious.  He  not  only  knew  liow  to 
distinguish  wisdom  from  folly,  but  could  see  God  in  the  clouds  and 
hear  him  in  tho  wind.  A  uniform  mat.  ])rosented  him  by  General 
Washington,  he  bequeathed,  with  some  other  articles,  to  Mr.  liichard.son. 
This  proud  trophy  has  been  preserved  unsullied.

This  does  not  clearly  identify  Vincent  as  the  <  ]ii(  f;  but  there  are 
other  and  good  grounds  for  according  credit  to  liis  statements  ;  Gen. 
Roger  Euos,  who  commanded  one  of  the  bodies  of  troops  through  the 
first  part  of  Arnold's  expedition,  was  living  in  Colchester  at  the  time  the 
foregoing  report  was  made,  and  of  course  had  personal  knowledge  of  the 
matter;  and  the  committee  consisted  of  intelligent  and  honorable  men, 
who  would  make  no  statement  that  was  not  satisfactorily  Youdied,  and 
probably  by  several  persons  who  had  personal  knowledge  of  the  facts. 
Two  of  the  committee,  Samuel  Shaw  and  Henry  Olin.  were  subsequently 
Members  of  Congress,  and  the  third,  Jedediah  P.  Buckingham,  was  a 
candidate  for  the  same  office.

BIOGRAPHICAL  NOTICE. 

Gen.  JosTAii  Wright,  iun-u  in  1752,  son  of  Charlof  Wrij^lii,  was 
broui;ht  by  his  father  from  Williamstowu,  Mass.,  to  Pownai  in  1703.  He 
reprcisented  Pownai  in  the  General  Assembly  1793  until  1803, 1796  ex- 
cepted—nine  years  ;  .was  Councillor  1805  until  1817,  1808  and  18U 
excepted—ten  years ;  Judge  of  Probate  1801  until  1814— thirteen  years; 
Judge  of  the  County  Court  1810  until  1817, 1814  excepted-  six  years  ; 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  twenty-four  years;  and  Prcsidtntial  Elector 
in  1804  and  1R12.  He  was  one  of  the  Board  of  Conmiissioners  ap- 
pointed in  1807  for  tlie  erection  of  the  State  Prison,  *'aud  is  believed," 
wrote  Gov.  Hiland  Hall,  **to  have  been  the  active  agent  and  super- 
intendent in  its  construction."  He  was  Councillor  when  his  death 
occurred,  Jan.  1  1817,  from  an  accident.  Gen.  Wright  and  his 
younger  brother,  Judge  Solomon  Wright,  differed  in  political  senti- 
ment on  the  formation  of  the  Jeffersoniau  Republican  and  Federal 
parties,  and  each  was  a  party  leader  in  tiie  town  and  influential  in  the 
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County  and  State,  General  was  defeated  by  the  Judge  in  the 

election  for  representative  in  1706,  1803,  and  1804  ;  and  again  in  the  ap- 
pointments as  Judge  of  the  County  Court  and  of  tlie  Probate  Court  in 
1814  ;  but  as  during  their  political  lives  the  Republican  party  was 
generally  dominant,  the  largest  share  of  otlicial  service  loll  to  the  Gen- 
eral. Both  were  Whigs  in  the  revolution,  and  rendered  military  ser- 
vice—the General  in  the  battle  of  Bennington,  and  the  Judge  on  the 
frontier  poets  at  Butland  and  Fittaford.  Gov.  Hall  has  described  them 
as  "men  of  great  natural  talent  and  shrewdness,  and  possessing  sound 
and  discriminating  judgments  and  determined  wills,  were  well  calcu- 
lated to  lead  in  all  matters  in  which  tliey  re.spectively  took  part." — Vt.

Credit  is  not  less  liable  than  money, 
to  be  misimproved,  and  while  the  misimprovement  of  money  merely 
diminishes  property,  that  of  credit  creates  debt,  and  when  it  is  employed 
to  discharge  one  debt,  by  incurring  another,  nothing  can  commonly  be 
gained.  Those  who  borrow,  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  debts,  all- 
ready  contracted,  without  some  fair  prospect  of  exoneration,  will,  proh* 
ably,  be  still  less  provident,  when  encouraged  to  believe,  they  may 
make  further  loans  to  repa^  the  present.  In  this  way,  every  Banking 
operation,  in  our  Country,  in  its  present  condition,  seems  rather,  than 
any  thing  else,  a  vicious  substitute  for  that  industry  and  economy,  which 
constitute  the  best  portion  of  our  means  of  livelihood,  general  ease  and 
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afflaence.  The  Governor  and  Couii<!iI  are  further  of  opinion,  thnt  sud- 
den chan'j:('>.  in  tlio  quanlity  (tf  circulatinir  medium,  are  not  Ic^^s  fatal  to 
genera)  pr<>s])ority.  tliau  ail  siu'h  cliau*;c'f<  in  llu-  atmospliere  lo  ilu"  cuin- 
fbrt  and  health  of  mankind.  Thoy  operati*,  powerrally,  to  shift  property 
from  hand  i  '  h.iii  !  \",  it1ii>nt  at  all  auirmcnl im;  the  L:«'iieral  wealth  of  a 
country.  Baukiug  csiahiishmeuts,  lo  bay  ihe  lujihi,  possess,  in  a  very 
hij?h  de<:;:ree,  the  vefy  dangerous  power,  of  producing  such  changes,  in 
the  ein-iilatlon  of  tlic  prcuniaiy  ineilium  of  comnK.'rce.  The  Governor 
and  Count-.il  are  unwilling  lu  augiueut  this  power,  by  any  additions  to 
the  number  of  Banks,  all  ready  in  operation.  Neither  are  they  willing, 
by  overload inj?  the  syHteai.  lo  increase  those  means,  l)y  which  it  ma}' 
ultimately  siiiV.  and.  iu  that  cajic,  necessarily  draw  after  il,  the  unavoid- 
able ruin  of  multitudes.'

POLITICAL  NOTE. 

The  foregoing  list  of  executive  officers  and  Councillors  is  the  same  as 
for  the  preceding  year,  aod  with  the  exception  of  Governor,  the  persons 
named  were  sl\  on  the  ticket  which  bad  previously  been  agreed  upon, 
said  Qpootur'^s  Vennoni  JewnmL^  by  tiie  Jeffersonians— doubtless  meaning 

in  a  legislative  caucus  at  the  session  of  1805.  The  Jcfferponiaii  ticket 
also  embraced,  for  the  first  time,  the  namo  of  Betijnniin  Swan  as  Treas- 
urer. No  official  or  other  record  of  the  entire  vole  for  Governor  can  be 
found  ;  but  Spooner's  Vemwnt  Journal  lor  Sept  15  1606  states  that  in 
seventy- idne  towns  Tichenor  had  5065  votes,  and  Israel  Smith  4250. 
The  Atsmhtig  Joumai  shows  that  the  votes  of  twenty  towns  were  re- 
jected for  informality,  whi(  li  towns  gave  544  fbr  Tichenor, 3U  for  Smith, 
and  18  scattering.  The  House  was  Jeflersonian  by  a  very  large  mar 
jority,  as  indicated  by  the  election  of  Stephen  R.  Bradley  as  United 
Slates  Senator,  he  havini^  received  120  votes  against  60  for  all  other 
persons,  as  is  stated  iu  iS^oon&r's  Vcnno)d  Journal  for  Oct.  27  1806.

Israel  Smith  was  boru  iu  Suiiield,  Codd.,  April  4  17o9,  graduated  at 
Yale  college  in  1781,  and  became  a  resident  of  Rupert  in  1783,  when  he 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  this  State.  He  represented  Bnpert  In  the 
General  Assembly  in  1786  and  1788,  '89  and  *90,  and  in  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  1791,  in  which  year  he  removed  to  Rutlnnd.  He 
was  one  of  the  Commlsfjioners  named  in  the  act  of  1789  to  settle  the 
controversy  with  New  York.  He  represented  tlie  south  western  dis- 
trict of  Vermont  in  Congress  from  1791  to  1797,  when  he  was  elected 
Chief  Judge  of  (he  Supreme  Court  and  served  one  year.  He  was  tiie 
chief  victim  of  the  ^^Yergennes  sUmgbter-house "  in  1798,  when  the 
Pederalists,  for  party  reasons,  reflised  to  re-elect  him.  He  was  again 
elected  Chief  JusUoe  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  1801,  but  declined  the

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office.  He  was  United  States  Senator  1803  to  1807,  when  lie  resigned 
thht  ofTico  to  accept  the  executive  rhair.  Tn  liis  message  he  ably  ar^^ued 
the  mailer  of  j)unishn)ent  for  criinrs,  and  liis  influence  was  used  to 
secure  the  construction  of  the  State  Prison.  The  tradition  is,  tliat  the 
anticipated  coat  of  the  prison  was  regarded  an  a  burden  too  heavy  to  be 
borne,  and  that,  becanse  of  Gov.  Smith's  connection  with  that  matter, 
he  was  defeated  in  1808.  His  talents  were  good  ;  "  he  was  a  noble 
looking  man  and  got  the  name  of  the  handsonie  Judge  disf  ingiiished 
for  " amiable  candor."  and  "  indexible  integrity ;  "  and  at  his  deatli  "all 
united  in  deploring  the  loss  of  a  dignikikd  statesman  and  much 
ESTEEMED  MAN."  Shortly  after  his  term  am  governor  expired,  his  health 
began  to  fail,  and  he  died  at  Rutland  Dec.  2  1810,  in  Ihe  fifty-second 
year  of  his  age.  He  was  brother  of  Hon.  Koah  Smith,  for  a  notice  of 
wliom  see  Vol.  iv,  p.  1(>8.— H,  Hall's  Eco'ly  HUtory  of  Vermont ;  Drake's 
Dictionary  of  American  Biography  ;  Deniing's  Catnhxjne  ;  Vt.  Uisiorical 
Magazine.  Vol.  i,  article  "  Kupcrt  and  Jiutland  Herald^  copied. by  the- 
Northern  Centinti,  £  iiuiliuglon,]  of  Dec.  27  1810. 

Ezra  Butler,  bora  in  Lancaster,  Mass.,  Sept  34th,  1763,  came  from 
Weathersfleld  to  Watcrbury  in  17^.'  to  prepare  a  residence,  which  was 
occupied  by  the  family  in  1780.  He  was  the  second  settler  in  Water- 
bury,  anti  the  lirst  town  clerk,  appointed  Mnrch  31  1790.  and  from  that 
date  until  1832  be  was  almost  constantly  in  public  service.  He  wa.s 
elected  town  vepresenlative  for  eleven  years,  but  in  the  last  year  (1807) 
he  was  also  elected  Councillor,  and  after  two  days'  service  in  the  House 
he  took  his  seat  in  the  Ckmncil.  He  served  in  the  Council  sixteen 
years,  when  he  was  elected  Governor  in  182G.  and  re-elected  in  ]s27. 
He  served  one  term  in  Congress,  1813  to  March  18irj,  and  in  Sept.  1815  he 
was  again  elected  to  the  Council.  lie  was  Judge  of  the  County  Court 
for  twenty  years,  and  was  in  that  ollice  when  be  was  elected  Governor, 
He  was  one  of  the  Council  of  Censors  in  180<3,  and  a  delegate  in  the 
Constitutional  Convention  of  1822.  Got.  Butler  was  a  Democrat  of  the 
school  of  Jefferson,  for  whom  and  George  Clinton,  as  Presidential  elec^ 
tor,  he  voted  in  1804.  He  was  subsequently  Elector  for  three  terms, 
and  voted  na  follows  :  in  1820  for  Monroe  and  Tompkins  ;  in  1828  for 
John  Quincy  Adams  and  llichard  Rush  ;  and  in  1832  for  William  Wirt 
and  Amos  Elmaker.  The  last  votes  indicate  his  judgment  against  tree- 
masonry.  Beckoning  by  the  offices  he  filled,  (ho  hrequeotly  served  in 
more  than  one  office  at  the  same  time,)  bis  public  service  oerered  sixty- 
five  years.  This,  however,  does  not  embrace  his  service  to  the  public 
in  a  different  and  even  bisiber  character:  inasmtach  as,  about  1800,  he 
was  ordained  an  Elder  in  the  liaptist  Church,  and  in  that  cajiacity  was 
a  teacher  of  religi<»n  until  his  death,  July  12  1838.  In  answer  to  the 
inquiry  whether  any  portrait  of  Gov.  Butler  was  ever  painted,  the 
reply  of  a  member  of  the  ihmily  was,  *Hhat  there  was  not— he  was  not  that 
sort  of  man."  It  is  true  thw  he  was  a  modest  mannered  man,  of  a  grave 
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oountenance  and  moderate  in  speech,  apparently  conaeieiitiouB  in  the 
discharge  of  every  duty,  and  firm  in  his  convictions.  His  integrity  and 
sound  judgment  secured  for  hira  the  extraordinary  measure  of  public 
confidence  which  was  accorded  to  him  from  first  to  last,  not  the  arts  of 
the  mere  poliUciun,  brilliant  talents,  anil  graceful  manners.  The  editor 
of  this  volume  listened  to  one  of  his  annual  speeches  as  governor — prob- 
ably the  last  It  was  delivered  in  person  from  the  desk  of  the  Speaker 
of  tiie  House,  and  in  a  style  like  that  of  a  sermon ;  and  the  tradition  is, 
that  on  the  conclusion  of  one  of  his  executive  speeches,  a  man  in  the 
gallery  invited  the  joint  assembly  to  "sing  Mear."  Whether  this  be 
true  or  not,  the  surrgestion  was  truly  indicative  of  the  ministerial  man- 
ner <>t  the  excellent  (xovernor. — Drake's  Dictionary  of  American  Biog- 
raphy ;  Thompson's  Vermont ;  Parker's  Early  History  of  Waterbury; 
and  Deming's  Catalogue. 

Doct.  Samlkl  Shaw,  born  in  Dighton,  Mass.  in  Dec.  i7t)8,  removed 
to  Putney,  Vt.  iu  1778,  and  to  Casiletou  in  17S7,  when  he  entered  upon 
the  practice  of  his  profession  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  and  became  eminent 
as  a  surgeon.     He  entered  early  into  politics,  and  was  one  of  the  vie- 

tiins  of  the  seditiou  law;  for  his  denunciation  tf  the  administration  of 
John  Adams,  he  was  imprisoned,  and  liberated  J)y  the  people  without 
the  forms  of  law."'  He  rcpresciifed  Castloton  in  tlie  General  Assembly 
1800  until  1807,  when  he  was  elected  to  each  hou.«c  and  accepted  the 
office  of  Councillor.  lie  served  but  one  year,  having  been  defeated  ia 
1806,  when  the  Federalists  elected  ten  of  the  twelve  Councillors.  He 
was  elected  to  Congress,  however,  in  1808  and  served  until  March  1813. 
On  bis  retirement  from  Congress  he  was  appointed  surgeon  in  the  U.  S. 
army,  whieli  ofhee  he  filled  until  1810.  As  an  instance  of  his  physical 
strength,  it  is  stated  that  he  rode  on  horseback  trom  St.  Louis,  Missouri,- 
to  Albany,  N.  Y.,  in  twenty-nine  days.  He  died  at  Clarendon,  Vt.,  Oct. 
22  1827. — Lanman's  Dictionary  of  Congress;  and  Deming's  Catalogue, 

RoLLix  Carlos  Mai.laiiy  wa.s  born  in  Cheshire,  Conn.,  May  27 
1784,  and  graduated  at  Middlebury  College  in  the  class  of  1805.  He 
practiced  law  iu  Castleton  from  1807  to  1818,  and  iu  Poultney  from  1818 
until  his  death.  He  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Crovernor  and  Council 
1807  and  1809  until  1813 ;  as  State's  Attorney  fbr  BuUand  County 
1810  until  1813,  and  again  in  1815  ;  and  as  Member  of  Congress  1819 
until  1831,  in  which  year,  April  loth,  he  died  at  Baltimore,  Md.  A  zeal- 
ous advocate  of  protection  to  American  inanufaeiiires,  as  chairman  of  the 
committee  of  manufactures  he  reported  the  tariti"  of  1828  and  exerted 
himself  greatly  to  procure  its  passage.  Charles  Lanman  has  stated  that 
**he  was  held  in  the  highest  estimation  both  for  bis  public  acts  and 
private  virtues."  Bev.  Charles  D.  Mallary,  J>.  D.,  a  Baptist  clergyman.

and  the  ballots  being  tajteu,  counted  and  sorted,  the  Hon.  Jonas  Galusba 
had  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  and  was  duly  elected  on  the  pert  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  [Charles]  Rich  appeared  in  Council  and  informed  the 
Governor  and  Council  that  the  house  had  balloted  for  a  Senator  and 
were  ready  to  meet  the  Governor  and  Council  in  the  Representatives' 
room,  compare  their  respective  nominations  and  proceed  according  to 
law;  and  he  withdrew.  The  Governor  and  the  ronncil  accordingly  went 
to  the  representatives'  room  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned  and  met

ballots  being  taken,  sorted  and  counted  the  Hon.  Jonathan  Robinson 
Esquire  had  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  and  was  declared  duly  elected 
by  the  joint  ballot  of  both  houses;  autl  by  the  direction  of  his  excellency 
the  Governor  the  Sberitf  of  Windsor  County  made  proclamation  of  the 
same;  and  the  Governor  and  Council  returned  to  their  chamber.

BIOGRAPHICAL  NOTICES. 

Owing  to  ootwiderable  dissatisfectioD  as  to  the  expenditure  for  the 
State  PrisoD,  and  more  a^^  to  tlie  ombargo  and  military  orders  connected 
therewith,  the  election  of  1S08  resulted  in  a  political  revolution,  Gov. 
Tirhcnor  bcinij  restored  to  ofVicc.  and  a  Council  elected  of  whose  mem- 
bers two  thirds  sat  for  the  lirst  time  iii  that  body. 

Chauncky  Laxgdon.  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  17S7.  must  have 
come  shortly  afterwards  to  Castleton,  Vennqut,  as  he  was  Register  ot 
Probate  in  1792,  aud  practicing  in  Rutland  County  Court  in  1794.  He 
was  Register  for  five  years,  and  Judge  of  Probate  in  1798  and  1799.  He 

represented  Castleton  in  the  General  Assembly  in  1813  and  14,  1817, 
1810.  1820,  and  1822  ;  and  was  Councillor  in  1808.  and  1823  until  his 
death  in  1830.  He  was  one  of  the  Fedorrd  members  of  Congress,  1815 
to  March  1817.    His  character  and  talents  entitled  him  to  high  respect, 

*-The  Weuihingtonkin  placed  Mr.  Hatch  in  Norwich  in  1810. 
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and  were  it  not  that  his  zeal  as  a  partizan  kept  him  for  several  years  with 

the  minority  of  the  freemen  of  his  town,  a  majority  of  whom  followed 
such  Jeftersonian  leaders  as  Isaac  Clark  and  Sannul  8liaw,  he  would 
have  been  much  more  employed  in  public  service.  Tiie  editor  of  this 
volume  remembers  him  as  one  of  the  most  venerable  and  dignitieil 
among  the  Councillors  of  18^.  He'  was  first  Vice  President  of  the  Yt. 
Bible  Socie^  at  the  time  of  his  death.— ^anman's  DkHiomary  of  QmgrtBt; 
and  Deming's  Ostologue. 

Daniel  Chifmam,  LL.D.,  wa«  born  in  Salisbury,  Conn.,  Oct.  22  1765, 
and  graduated  at  Dartmouth  College  in  178&  He  removed  with  his 
fttber  to  Tinmonth  in  1775,  and  labored  on  a  fiirm  until  1783.  Pursuing 
a  classical  course  for  five  years,  he  studied  law  with  his  brother  Judge 

Nathanif  1  Chipman,  and  on  his  admission  to  the  bar  commenced  prac- 
tice at  lluiland.  In  1794  he  removed  to  Middlebiii  v.  and  th- tf  lie  spent 
the  best  part  of  his  professional  life,  becoming  difttnii;uisln d  in  his  pro- 
fession and  in  literature.  He  was  admitted  to  the  American  Academy 
in  1812.  and  was  law  professor  in  Middlebury  College  from  1806  to  1816, 
being  succeeded  in  that  office  by  Judge  Nathaniel  Chipman.  His  legis- 
lative service  commenced  in  17118,  as  Representative  of  Middlebury  in 
the  General  Assembly,  which  office  he  held  for  eleven  years,  ending  in 
the  year  1821  2,  and  in  1S13  and  "14  he  was  Speaker  of  the  Mf)use.  He 
was  elected  Representative  in  18(is.  and  also  Councillor,  and  entered  the 
Council  on  the  second  day  of  the  session,  and  served  one  year  only. 
He  was  one  of  the  three  Federal  Councillors  of  that  year  who  served  in 
Congress  1815  to  March  1817.  He  was  State's  Attorney  for  Addison 
County  1797  until  1817,  and  Deleoate  in  Constitutional  Conventions  as 
follows  :  for  Rutland  in  1793,  Middlebury  in  1814.  and  Uipfon  in  1S36, 
'43,  and  '50.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  Couveiition  of  184M.  and  though 
he  was  in  his  seventy-eighth  year,  the  editor  of  this  volume  ean  attest 
that  he  was  prompt,  vigorous,  aud  eloquent  in  debate,  and  genial  and 
communicative  in  conversation.  It  was  the  fortune  of  the  editor  to  hear 
John  Quincy  Adams  in  debate  when  he  was  in  bis  seventy-third  year 
andihlly  maintaining  his  title  to  the  name  of  the  **old  man  eloquent.'' 
In  person  and  intellectual  qualities,  ^fr.  Chipman  strongly  resembled 
Mr.  Adams,  and  with  equal  advanlaj;es  in  culture  and  expeiii  iiee  in 
lofty  statesmanship,  Mr.  Chipman  certainly  would  have  won  high  repute 
in  the  nation.  "He  was  tiie  youngest  of  seven  brothers,  all  highly 
distinguished  men.**  His  published  writings  are  an  Essay  on  the  Law 
of  Contracts,  1822  ;  Reports  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont,  1789- 
1825,  published  in  1835  ;  Life  of  Nathaniel  Chipman,  1846  ;  Memoir  of 
Seth  Warner,  1848  ;  and  Memoir  of  Thomas  Chittenden,  1841).  He  died 
April  23  18.50,  from  disease  incurred  in  attendin^jj  tlu;  Constitutional 
CoDvention  of  that  year. — Drake's  Dictionary  of  American  Biography; 
I>eming>  Catahgw;  and  Vermont  Watehman  and  State  Jwmal^  Jan. 
1843,  and  May  1850.

Kev.  Asa  Lyon  was  l)(»i  n  in  Ponifret,  Conn..  Dtc.  .'{l  17«5.3,  graduated 
at  DartMiDUtli  CoHrirc  in  17U0,  and  j)asfor  of  the  Con^rrejrational  cliurch 
at  Sunderlar)d.  Mas>..  tioni  Oet.  4  17!ti!  to  Sept.  'S.i  17U:;.  He  oiiianized 
the  Cungrej^alionul  churt  l»  in  South  Hero,'  iu  conjunction  with  Grand 
Isle,  in  17U0,  aud  was  its  fir»t  miuiBler,  though  he  never  was  installed 
but  was  elected  by  the  members — I>kAKB  says,  from  Dec.  21  1802  to 
March  15  1840.  After  a  few  years,  a  difficulty  arose  as  to  his  support, 
when  he  declared  that  his  pastoral  services  should  be  ^:ratuitou(i.  Be- 
ginning with  a  valnaltlc  farm  and  livincr  in  the  most  frutrni  fashion,  he 
became  the  Wfalihifsi  ukui  on  the  islands,  without  the  aid  of  a  salary. 
He  x-uprebeuled  St>uth  Hero  iu  the  General  A.H.sembly  179*J  until  18(J3, 
1804  until  1807,  and  1808  for  a  few  days  till  he  entered  the  Council,  in 
which  he  served  one  year.  He  represented  Grand  Isle  1812  until  1815, 
when  he  was  electt  d  \t>  Congress  and  siTved  l^lo  tp  March  1817 — being 
the  third  of  the  Federal  Councillor.s  in  1S()8  who  served  in  the  same 
Congress.  He  wa.s  Cliicf  Judge  of  Grand  Isle  County  Court  iu  180".  '(». 
'8,  and  '13.  Kev.  Simkon  I'aumalkk  gave  a  very  inii  rc-ling  sketch  of 
Mr.  Lyon,  iu  the  necond  volume  of  the  Vt.  Historical  Magaziney  article 
*^  Grand  Isle  "  in  which  he  wrote  that 

He  was  a  great  man  in  stature  and  in  powers  of  mind.   He  had  a 

dark  coui})lexion.  coat  -t-  features,  powerful  build,  niore  than  six  feot  in 
height,  iargu  boued.  giaut-framed,  aud  a  little  stooping.  *  *  It  never 
could  be  said  that  tlie  pe(»ple  of  the  Island  were  deprived  of  the  gospel. 

Xor  was  it  a  shaniiny  man-made  gospel  tiiat  Mr.  Lyon  i)roclaiuu'd  to 
them,  for  which  tluy  gave  him  uotbing,  but  an  afde  and  faithful  exhibi- 
tion of  gospel  truth — clear  as  the  sun  in  its  meridian  strength.  Nor 
was  he  unaijpreciwi.  1  as  a  man  of  power  and  an  able  vindicator  of  the 
truths  of  the  i:;o^[>cl.  by  his  people.  Hi-  tVieuds  thought  him  mn  only  a 
great  man,  but  a  good  man.  You  <  ouui  oiletid  bis  people  in  no  w  ay  any 
(juicker  than  to  speak  reproachfully  of  Mr.  Lyon.  Still  they  knew  he 
had  faults,  and  they  saw  them,  yet  he  bad  his  good  tiaits.  and  his  pe*)ple 
saw  them -also,  aud  loved  him  aud  judged  him  witii  charity.   *   *  He 


*  The  three  present  towns  of  Grand  Isle,  North  Hero,  aud  South  Hero 
originally  formed  one  town  named  the  Two  Hiroes.  Oct  27  1788,  the 
islands  were  divided  into 'two  towns  which  were  known  as  North  Hero 
aud  South  Hero,  and  were  called  hy  these  names  by  Ira  Allen  in  1781. 
Nov.  7  1798,  South  Hero  was  maile  two  towns  named  .\fi'Idlc  Hn-o  and 
South  Hero,  and  Nov.  o  1810,  the  name  of  Middle  Hero  was  changed  to 
Grand  i«ie.

TTi-  was  no  saint  Lyon,  as  the  (ulliusjast  pencil  may  over[)aii!t,  "  with 
no  spot  uur  wrinkle  nor  an^  such  tlii-.ig;''  but  lie  was  honored  iu  liie  na- 
tion and  worshipped  in  his  own  (pul[)it.  Said  the  late  Hon.  Charles 
Adams  of  Burlini^lon.  "  There  have  been  two  men  in  this  State,  whose 
intellect  towered  above  all  others,  one  Kat.  (Jhipiuan  of  TintUouth.  the 
other  Asa  Lyon  of  Grand  Isle." 

He  died,"  said  Mr.  Parmalee,  as  he  had  lived,  like  a  philosopher 
and  a  Christian."  His  death  occurred  April  4  1841,  in  his  78th  year.

A  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Goveruor  and  Council  of  the 
State  of  Vermont,  at  their  Session  begun  &  bolden  at  Montpelier.  within 
&  for  said  State,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  October,  being  the  second 
Tliursday  of  said  Month,  in  tlie  year  of  onr  Lord,  one  liiousaud  eight 
hundred  &  eight,  and  of  the  In(lepen<]ence  of  the  United  States  the 
Thirty  third,  on  which  day  the  General  Assembly  were  convened,  pur- 
suant to  the  laws  and  Constiintion  of  this  Slate.  Present,  His  Honor 
Paul  Brigham  Esq"^  L'-  GuvLtnor;  of  the  Council,  The  Hon*>i«  Beriah 
LootniA,  Nnah  Chittenden.  ElMMu  zer  Wbeelock,  Nathaniel  Xiles,  Elias 
Keyes,  Samuel  Shaw,  .Tosiah  Wright,  Samuel  Shepardson.  Ezra  Butler, 
and  Asapli  Fletclier  Esquires.  Uollin  C.  Mallary  Secretary,  Joseph 
Armington  Sheriff  of  Caledonia  Coanty.  Mr.  Dan*-  ChiproaD  appeared 
in  Council  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  informed  that  they 
had  formed  a  quorum,  and  were  ready  to  proceed  to  business.  Ordered, 
That  the  Secretary  inform  the  General  Assembly  that  a  quomm  of  the 
Council  were  convened,  and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

A  resolution  was  received  from  the  House  of  lleprcsentatives  appoint- 
ing a  Committee,  to  receive,  sort,  and  count  the  votes  for  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor.  Treasurer  and  Councillors  for  the  vear  ensuing, 
which  was  read,  and,  Kesolved,  To  concur  witli  the  bouse  in  passing  tlie 
same.  Councillors  chosen,  Mes-s*-  Shaw,  Wright,  Chittenden,  Keves, 
Wheelock,  Shepardsmi  Loomis,  and  they  were  sworn  to  the  faithfiil 
execution  of  their  trust. 

Adjourned  to  4  o'clock  P.  M.' 

'  The  usual  religious  services  followed  tlie  adjournment,  the  election 
sermon  by  Rev.  Tilton  Eastman.  Of  course  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Legislature  at  Montpelier  was  honored  by  all  the  ceremonies  and  cour- 
tenes,  civil  and  military,  that  were  possible.  Daniel  P.  Thom|>8on 
gave  an  account  of  them  in  his  History  tf  MontpetUrj  but  unfortunately 
that  was  in  fact  a  description  of  the  '  election  day"  of  1809.  In  1808 
escort  duty  was  performed  by  United  Slates  troops,  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  Earned  Lamb  of  Montpelier.  who  at  that  lime  had  received  a 
commission  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  raised  a  company.  A  large  number 
of  people  attended  to  witness  the  opeuiug  of  the  Legislature  and  the 
prodamation  of  the  state  officers,  and  but  a  very  small  part  of  them 
could  gain  admission  to  the  house.  Col.  Lamb's  company  had  filed  in 
after  the  representatives  and  occupied  the  back  seats  of  the  hall  of  the 
house,  wbeti  Mr.  William  Tenipleton  obje(^tod  stroni^ly  fo  tiie  presence 
of  United  States  troops  to  the  exclusion  of  the  freemen  of  the  State,  and 
especially  of  those  who  had  contributed  for  the  building  of  the  State 
House.  He  was  clamorously  seconded,  and  the  troops  were  ordered  to 
withdraw  from  the  hall.  The  editor  is  indebted  for  Uiese  statements  to 
a  gentleman  who  was  present,  the  Hon.  Daniel  Baldlrin  of  Montpelier. 
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4  o'clock  p.  M.— Mr.  Griswold  apiieartd  in  council  Chamber,  ami 
informed  that  the  General  Assembly  were  convened  in  the  Representa- 
tives' room,  and  were  ready  to  meet  the  L*-  Governor  &  Council  in 
Joint  Coininittee  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  the  rejiort  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  both  Houses,  appointed  to  receive,  sort  &  count  the  Votes  for 
Governor,  I>  €k>vemor,  Treasurer  A  CouDcillors  for  the  year  ensuing. 
The  L*^  Governor  and  Council  immediately  repaired  to  the  Representa- 
tives' room,  and  the  following  report  was  read,  viz.  "  That  his  Excel- 
lency Isaac  Tiehenor  Esquire  i«  Elected  Governor.  His  Honor  Paul 
Brigham  Esquire  L*  Governor,  Benjamin  Swan  Esq"^-  Treasurer,  and  the 
Hon^'<"  Elias  Keyes,  Chauncey  Lanjjdon,  Daniel  Chipman.  Solomon  Mil- 
ler, Zerali  Willohy.  Asa  Lyon,  Samuel  Fletcher,  Reuben  Hatch.  Jede- 
diah  P.  Buc  kiuirhani.  Daniel  Dana,  John  Elsworth  and  Moah  Chitten- 
den, are  duly  Ekcied  Councillors  for  the  year  onsuinjr.  all  which  is 
respectfully  submitted.  t^AMUEL  Shaw, /or  Com"  * 

The  Governor  &  Council  relumed  to  their  Chamber  and  ad- 
journed untill  9  o^docic  Tomorrow  morning. 


Fkiday  October  14"^.  9  oVlock  A.  M. 

The  Council  met  purouant  to  adjournment.  Present,  His  Honor  Paul 
Brigham  Esq'- 1>  Governor,  The  Hon^  Elias  Keyes  and  Noah  Chitten- 
den Esq"  Councillors.

Gilbeht  Dentson  represented  Guilford  in  the  General  Assembly 
1805  until  1809  ;  was  Judgt;  of  Probate  1806  until  1811,  and  in  1816  ; 
Sheriff  of  Windham  County  1811  and  12  ;  Assistant  Judge  1817  until 
1820 ;  and  Councillor  1809  until  1812.— Deming's  Catalogue, 
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Samuel  Chandlbb  Crafts  was  born  in  Woodstock,  Conn.,  Oct.  6

of  Congress  1817  until  Karch  1825 ;  Governor  1828  nntil  1881 ;  TTnitod 
States  Senator  Dec.  1842  nntil  March  8 1848 ;  and  Presidential  Elector 
in  184(K  **In  June  1802,  while  there  were  but  few  log  huts  on  the  site  of 
the  present  city  of  Cincinnati,  be  commenced  a  tour  of  observation  to  the 
lower  Mississippi,  and.  in  company  with  Michaux  the  younger,  made  a 
botanical  reconnoissaiu  t:  <'f  the  Valley  of  the  Great  West  iu  canoes  and 
arks."

Maj.  Hainks  French"  (son  of  John  French,  who  came  from  Wal- 
pole,  N.  H.,  to  Maidstone  previous  to  1774,  and  brother  of  John  French, 
who  vras  a  captain  in  the  continental  army,)  was. born  about  the  year 

1760,  and  at  the  age  of  fifteen  became  a  servant  to  Maj.  Whitcomb  of 
the  revolutionary  army,*  and  was  with  him  at  the  siege  of  Quebec  nnder 
Montgomery,  when  he  iH-catne  a  jirisoner  of  war.  In  the  winter  of 
1813,  through  Congressman  James  Fisk,  he  obtained  a  commission  as 
Major  in  the  31st  Regiment,  U.  S.  Infkntry,  in  the  division  of  Maj.  Gen. 
Wade  Hampton,  and  he  entered  upon  the  service  with  three  of  his  sons, 
one  of  whom  (Homer)  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Chippewa.  Maj. 
French  died  previous  to  that  event,  having,  on  the  march,  been  stopped 
at  Chateaugay  Four  Corners,  X.  Y.,  b}'  an  illness  which  proved  fatal 
about  the  middle  of  November  1813.  He  had  not  the  advantages  of 
even  a  district  school,  and  was  taught  to  write  by  his  wife  after  mar- 


'  Whitcomb  (proliably  Benjamin  Whitcomb)  asserted  that,  on  orders 
from  Washington  to  shoot  a  British  General,  in  retaliation  for  the  wan- 
ton massacre  of  Americans  b}'  British  Indians  and  their  officers,  he 
went  from  Ticonderoga  into  Canada  and  shot  Gen.  Gordon,  receiving  a 
Major's  commission  therefor.  For  Whitcomb's  account,  related  by  him 
in  his  last  sickness  to  David  Goodall  Esq.  of  St.  Johnsbury,  see  Vt.  Uis- 
torical  Magazine^  Vol.  i,  p.  10C5.  As  related  the  afi'air  was  extraordinary,

He  rejirt  sented  Maidstone  in  the 
General  Assembly  1793  and  %  1796  and  '7,  and  1802  nntil  1808,  and  was 
a  Delegate  in  the  Gonetitotiooal  Conyention  of  170S.  He  served  as 
Clerk  of  Essex  County  Court  1803  until  1813 ;  and  was  Councillor  1809 
and  10.  He  whs  elected  Chief  Judge  of  the  County  Court  in  1S08,  bat 
he  declined  to  serve.

fioKATio  Setmoitb,  LL.  D.,  was  born  in  Litcbfield,  Conn.  May  81 

1778,  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1797,  came  to  MIddlebury  1799,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  lS(tO.  soon  winning  an  extensive  praftiro. 
He  was  State's  Attorney  for  Addismi  County  1810  until  ISl.J.  and  again 
1815  until  1810  ;  Judge  of  Probati-  1847  until  1856  ;  and  Councillor  1809 
until  1814.  In  1820  he  was  elected  U.  S.  Senator,  and  was  re-elected  in 
1826,  serving  from  March  1821  to  March  1833.  His  election  in  1826  was 
very  zealously  contested  by  Cornelius  P.  Van  l^ess,  who  felt  his  defeat 
keenly,  charged  it  to  the  interference  of  John  Quincy  Adams,  whose 
administnif ion  he  tlien  abandoned,  and,  so  far  as  he  could  d(»  so,  trans- 
ferred his  friends  over  io  the  then  Jackson  party,  of  which  he  became 
the  chief  in  Vermont.  Mr.  Seymour  died  Nov.  27  1857.  For  his  por- 
trait, see  Swia^s  Hittory  of  MidSklmry.—Vt  HUt  Mag.

State  in  the  Union.  From  the  peculiar  constitution  and  duties  of  this 
company,  it  was  often  called  the  governor's  guard.  It  corresponded 
well  with  the  "Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  "  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  was  well  maintained  until  about  1836.  D.  P.  Thompson, 
in  his  History  of  Montpelier,  thus  described  the  company  at  its  first  ap- 
pearance in  1809,  but  erroneously  dating  in  1808: 

A  fine  artillery  company,  uniformed  throughout  with  plumed  Bona- 
parte hataand  tne  dress  of  field  officers  in  all  except  the  epaulette  on 
the  privates,  was  organized  from  among  the  first  citizens  of  this  and  the 
neighboring  towns,  to  serve  as  the  Governor's  Guard,  and  be  in  especial 
attendance  on  Election  days.  Of  this  company  Isaac  Putnam,  a  man 
nearly  six-feet-six  liigh,  weighing:  over  two  hundred  pounds,  well  pro- 
portioned, and  as  noble  in  soul  as  in  body,  had  the  honor  of  being 
chosen  the  first  captain,  and  no  one  of  those  present  now  living  can  fail 
to  recall  his  fine  and  commanding  military  appearance  on  those  occa- 
sions as  he  stood  up  between  his  soldiers  and  the  encircling  crowd,  like 
Saul  among  the  people.

''Statk  of  Veiuiont  ss.  Ik  Council  July  24^  1812. 
The  Council  of  said  State  of  Termont,  taking  intn  considemtion  the 

existing  war  between  the  United  States  &  (treat  Britain  &  considering 
that  the  State  of  Vermont  is  a  frontier  State  bordering  on  the  British 
province  of  Lower  Canada,  having  a  frontier  of  about  Ninety  miles, 
exposed  to  the  inroads  &  depredations  of  the  Enemy,  are  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  exposed  &  deftMieeless  situation  of  our  new  Settlements 
on  ife  near  Canada  line.  The  great  exertion  making  in  the  province  of 
Canada  to  organize  an  efficient  military  force  has  cfuled  the  attention  of ' 
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the  Council  to  the  Situation  of  our  own  State  &  induced  a  critical  oxnm- 
inatioQ  uf  our  means  of  dercncc.  Wc  find  that  tho  orders  for  the 
detachment  of  Militia  required  of  this  State  by  the  general  Government 

have  beeti  proniplly  obeyed;  wo  however  find  that  llie  militia  of  tliis 
State,  especially  Ihu  norihcru  &  more  exposed  part  of  it,  is  extremely 
deflcient  in  arms.  That  to  arm  tlio  militin,  in  addition  to  the  arms  we 
now  have,  ten  thousand  Stands  would  be  needed.  In  the  noitlietn 
Counties,  wc  lind  it  almost,  if  not  wholly,  impracticable  for  evcu  the 
small  number  of  Troo])8  detached  for  the  United  States  service  to  fur- 
nish themselves  with  arms.  This  StiUe  has  none,  &  arms  in  any  quan- 
tity are  no  where  to  be  purchased.  With  these  views  of  our  situation, 
the  Council  deem  it  highly  neci  ssary  that  the  destitute  situation  of  this 
frontier  be  iujmedialcly  made  known  to  the  executive  of  the  General 
Covernment.  And  the  Council  cannot  entertain  a  doubt  but  on  a  just 
representation  being  niadc  of  (»ur  Situation,  this  frontier  will  be  .supplied 
with  arms  by  llie  General  Government,  either  by  making  a  deposit  of  a 
portion  of  the  United  S!:itcs'  arms  within  this  State,  to  be  usid  on 
emergencies,  or  by  sonic  other  raean.s  as  .sliall  by  them  be  deemed  ad- 
visoable.  It  will  be  worthy  of  the  consideration  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, that  the  detached  troops  would,  if  supprud  with  the  arms  tin's 
State  ntibrds,  be  put  to  great  iuconvenieuce  from  having  arms  of  every 
description  A  calibre  i*cquirin<r  bails  &  cartridges  of  various  sizes,  « 
that  these  arms,  tho'  iinprniH  r  for  troops  who  are  furnished  by  tlic  Gen- 
eral Govcrumeut  with  cartridges  of  a  uniform  size,  would  still  be  Useful 
for  the  defence  of  the  Country  in  the  hands  of  the  inhabitants,  who  are 
in  exposed  situations  &  who  would  furnish  themselves  with  amnmni- 
tion  suited  to  their  pieces.  It  will  further  be  considered  that  this  Slate 
will  probably  have  its  full  share  of  the  burthen  of  the  war  by  its  being 
from  its  frontier  situation  ex|ioscd  to  constant  alarms  &  possibly  to  the 
necessity  of  calling  out  the  whole  body  of  the  militia  for  its  own  defence 
as  well  as  for  the  beueliL  of  the  common  cause,  &  if  furnished  with  arms 
by  the  General  Government,  still  bear  their  proportion  of  the  cxpences 
of  prosecuting  8c  supportincr  tlie  cause  of  the  Union.  Thereforo. 

llcsolved,  iliaL  hi.s  Exeeilency  the  Governor  be  requestctl  to  make

engnged  in  the  defence  of  this  Slate  k.  who  are  unable  to  arm  them- 

Ivr?,  it  the  «nmo  time  to  have  them  in  tlu>  best  situation  possible  to  be 
disposed  of  according  to  any  future  act  of  the  legialalure. 

And  whereas  it  appears  that  Col.  Isaac  Clark  has  furnished  the  de- 
tached militia  undor  Col.  Williams  &  now  on  the  frontiers  with  one 
hundred  &  fifty  Stand  of  arms  belonging  to  the  United  States  on  his

BIOGBAPHICAL  NOTICES. 

William  CsAR  Buadlky,  LL.  D..  was  born  in  Westminster  March 

23  1782,  son  of  Stephen  U.  Bradlt  v.  LTi  aduatcd  at  Yale  College  in  1817, 
and  adnii1t»'<l  lo  the  bar  in  I'^O^.  lie  represented  Wealhersfield  in  the 
General  Assembly  in  1W''>,  7.  19.  and  lS.r2;  was  Stoic's  Attorney  IS04 
until  1812;  Councillor  in  1812;  Member  of  Congress  1813  to  March 
1815,  and  1823  to  March  1827;  and  Presidential  Elector  in  1856.  Be 
was  an  agent  of  the  U.  S.  under  the  treaty  of  Ghent  Rich  in  the  wis- 
dom that  comes  from  learning.  r«  Ih  ction,  and  intercourse  with  the 
ablest  men  of  the  country,  he  hjid  also  a  ready  wit  and  a  large  fund  of 
anecdotes,  so  that  in  public  addresses  or  social  converse  tie  was  charm- 
ing. For  .several  year.s  he  was  the  candidate  of  the  Democratic  party 
in  Vermont  for  Governor,  but  with  many  of  his  political  associates  he 
rebelled  against  the  pro-slavery  policy  of  the  Democratic  administra- 
tion in  1856,  and  voted  for  John  C.  Fremont,  the  Bepablican  candidate 
for  President.  ITis  In^t  ['ulilished  speech  was  in  1852,  on  the  death  of 
Daniel  Webster,  of  wliieb  llie  editor  of  this  volume  has  the  original,  in 
Mr.  Bradley's  liatul-wi  iting.  whieh  for  elegance  would  do  honor  to  a 
professional  wriliiig-masier.  A  still  later  paper,  written  to  the  editor 
when  Mr.  Bradley  was  in  his  76th  year,  is  equally  beautiAtl.  This  letter 
was  not  intended  for  the  public,  bat  the  most  of  it  is  well  worth  publi- 
cation. On  the  selection  of  Members  of  Congress  he  expressed  an  opin- 
ion which  is  equally  applicable  to  other  important  offices—- thus: 
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A  long  experience  has  proved  to  nie  that  when  nc  have  good  agents 
at  the  seat  of  government  nothing  can  be  more  pernicious  than  what  is 
called  *'the  party  rule**  to  send  them  for  two  terras  and  then  supplant 
them  just  at  the  lime  when  they  have  well  h  nrnt  Imw  to  perform  their 
duties  and  acquired  their  reasonable  share  oi  inlluence.  No  person 
would  act  on  that  principle  in  his  private  business.  We  are  presumed 
in  the  first  instance  to  select  the  hcst  men,  and  when  called  upon  shortly 
after  to  make  a  new  selection  are  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  taking  the 
second  best  and  so  in  succession  until  we  get  down  to  bran. 

On  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  he  gave  the  intaresUng 
reminiscences  following : 

As  to  the  wicked  decision  in  the  Dred  Scott  case:  *  *  It  was  thor- 
oughly the  opinion  of  Mr.  Jefferson  that  the  [j:rratcst  danger  to  our 
institutions  &  liberties  would  come  tiom  the  irresponsible  Supreme 
Court,' and  it  proves  so,  for  the  power  of  impeachment  has  now  become 

a  farce  and  the  only  retnedy  is  to  he  found  in  what  is  called  "the  re- 
served rights  of  the  Stales,"  which,  after  all,  are  but  a  weak  and  partial 
protection.  The  history  of  that  Court  is  a  singular  one.  It  began  pru- 
dently and  well,  hut  !)ef()ie  the  close  of  the  last  century  began  to  be 
intoxicated  with  power  to  such  a  degree  that  I  well  remember  that 
Judge  Patterson,  one  of  the  best  and  mildest  of  them,  used  language  on 
the  bench  in  one  <»r  tlie  iiolitical  trials  in  Verniont  under  the  sedition 
law  whicli  would  al  this  day  by  all  parties  ht>  dct-med  shameful.  The 
trial  of  Judge  Chase'  put  an  end  to  this,  ami  wheu  afterwards  Jud^e 
Story,  who  was  very  greedy  of  power  and  jurisdiction,  came  on  the 
bench  a  j'oung  man  and  was  pressing  some  high  toned  doctrine  without 
success,  he  remarked  to  Judge  Chase  at  their  lodgings  that  he  was 
much  disappointed  in  tinding  the  latter  so  moderate  and  yielding. 
"Judge  Stoi  y,"  haid  Chase,  taking  his  pijte  out  of  his  mouth,  "if  when 
having  lived  as  lon^  as  I  have  you  come  to  be  impeached  and  escape  by 
the  skin  of  your  teeth,  you  will  be  moderate  enough.**  At  any  rate  the 
effect  was  quite  visiM*  sn  long  as  Marshall  lived,  but  whrn  hi-^  successor 
came  from  Gen.  Jackson's  cabinet,  (where,  being  under  tlie  control  of  a 
stronger  and  I  think  better  man  than  himself,  1  find  no  fiiuH  with  him,) 
he  hrouglit  the  political  temper  on  the  bench  again  and  we  see  the 
fruits  of  it. 

Col.  William  Chase  Harrington  came  to  Shelburne  from  Con- 
necticut shortly  alter  the  revolutionary  war  and  first  appeared  officially 

as  delegate  from  that  town  in  the  Constitutional  Conventions  of  1701 
and  171)8.  and  representative  in  the  (reneral  Assembly  178'.»  until  1795, 
wiien  he  removed  to  Burlingliin  and  soon  won  high  reputation  as  a 
lawyer.  He  represented  Burlington  in  the  General  Assembly  1798, 
1802, 1804,  and  1806  ;  and  was  Staters  Attorney  for  Chittenden  Connty 
1791  until  1706,  and  1798  until  1812.  He  was  Councillor  1812  and  1813, 
and  died  in  the  last  term  of  his  office  as  Councillor,  July  15  1814,  aged

OentUmm  of  the  Cowne^  and  of  the  Houae  of  B^msentaUves^ — When 

the  Legislative  Ropresenlalives  of  a  fn-t'  Peoplo  assi-Mible  to  deliberate 
upon  the  measures  of  advancing  and  securing  the  welfare  of  the  State, 
many  and  important  are  the  subjects  before  them,  and  very  extensive 
will  be  the  Influence  of  their  Decisions.  To  present  to  your  view  such 
objects  as  Demand  your  attention  is  a  part  of  the  Constitutional  duty  of 
the  Executive. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  business  that  may  come  before  yoo  and 

that  whicli  has  been  referred  to  this  session  it  may  be  expedient  to  en- 

Juire  into  the  situation  of  the  Northern  line  of  this  State.  Some  of  the 
nhabltants  residing  on  th^  line  are  apprehensive  that  the  boundaries 
are  not  clearly  defined,  and  that  it  is  not  distinctly  known  where  the 
line  runs  which  separates  the  Northern  part  of  this  State  from  the. 
Province  of  Canada. 

I  And  that  much  pains  were  taken  in  the  yenr  17G7  by  the  then  Prov- 
inces of  New  York  and  Canada  to  ascertain  by  astronomical  Calcula- 
tions, the  Latitude  forty  five  Degrees,  and  to  fix  a  Monument  with  accu- 
racy at  the  place  where  the  line  crosses  Lake  Chaniplain;  from  thence  a 
line  was  afterwards  run  by  M""-  Collins  to  Connecticut  River,  but  with 
what  accuracy  never  has  been  ascertained.*  If  it  was  not  properly  run, 
and  designated  by  the  erect  inn  of  durable  monuments,  contests  will 
arise  that  will  not  only  alTect  the  property  of  individnnl'!.  but  the  bound- 
aries ot  this  and  the  U  nited  Stales.  Tiie  seiious  ditliculties  which  other 
States  have  experienced,  in  settling  their  boundary  lines,  admonish 
us,  by  an  early  attention  to  the  subject,  to  guard  against  complaints  of  a 
similar  nature. 

A  vigilant  attention  to  the  fiscal  concerns  of  this  State  is  an  essential 
part  of  your  duty,  and  is  consistent  with  that  economy  which  the  Prin- 
ciples of  our  Bepublican  Covernmeut  strictly  enjoin  and  require.  It  is 
believed  that  the  State  of  our  Treasury  is  not  sufficient  to  satisfy  the 
Demands  of  Government.  It  cann  ot  he  consistent  with  sound  policy, 
that  a  public  debt  should  be  accumulating  in  a  time  of  peace  and  prosper- 
ity. The  amount  of  our  annual  ezpences,  and  the  expences  oi  the  sev- 
eral departments  in  wliich  they  are  incurred,  should  be  clearly  aacer-

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taincfl  and  defined,  lliat  ilioso,  on  wliom  the  burden  of  payment  falls, 
may  Judg.'  of  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  the  public  expenditures. 
Should  the  debt  be  found  increasin<^.  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
its  reduction,  by  the  most  economical  mode  of  transacting  the  public 
business,  and  of  rnisin<4  and  expendiiiiT  tlie  publio  money. 

Tlie  Lime  is  not  fur  disianl.  in  whicli  a  choice  must  be  made  of  the 
Electors  in  this  State  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  ilie  United 
Slates.  By  the  Law  now  in  force  a  choice  must  be  made  by  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature:  You  will  judge  whether  it  is  best  to  continue 
this  mode  of  choosing  Electors,  or  refer  it  to  the  great  body  of  the 
Freemen,  in  districts,  or  tlirouL'li  the  State  at  larije;  both  modes  are 
in  practice  among  the  several  Stjites  of  the  Union,  and  both  consistent 
with  the  Federal  Constitution. 

The  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  has  transmitted 
to  me  certain  Resolutions  of  their  Legislature  proposins  an  amendment 
of  an  article  in  the  Federal  Constitution,  re.s|)cctin2:  the  Principles  of 
Rei>resentation  [in  Congress.]  aiming  toconline  it  to  iln  Votes  of  Free- 
men, and  not  depend  upon  the  number  of  Slaves,  in  any  part  of  the 
Federal  Territory.    These  Resolutions  will  be  laid  before  you.* 

That  liie  Federal  compact  should  be  approached  with  caution,  and 
there  should  exist  an  equality  of  political  Rights  among  the  several 
Slates  in  the  national  Representation,  are  truths  of  which  you  can  never 
lose  sight.  Therefore  these  Resolutions  will  receive  a  candid  and  delib- 
erate consideration  before  you  are  prepared  to  say.  that  the  number  of 
Slaves  already  in  the  United  States,  and  those  which  are  daily  imported, 
ought  to  increase  the  power  or  influence  of  their  masters,  in  mailing 
Laws  to  bind  the  Freemen  of  a  Slate,  in  which  the  principles  of  liberty 
are  so  complete  aud  entire  as  not  to  admit  slavery  to  appear,  or  exist 
within  its  limits. 

The  tlourisliiiig  and  happy  slate  of  our  country,  which  has  been  wit- 
nessed iu  years  past,  cannot  but  endear  tp.us  the  Republican  principles 
and  maxims  on  which  its  government  is  founded,  from  recent  events 
in  Europe  it  would  seem  that  our  Country  is  the  only  place  on  this 
Globe  in  which  there  is  a  prospect  that  the  Republican  system  can  suc- 
ceed, bhould  that  system  here  fail,  in  a  time  and  under  circumstances 
so  favorable  to  its  continuance,  future  generations  must  pronounce  it 
impracticabh".  To  preserve  it  among  ourselves,  w(!  must  guard  against 
all  intolerance,  intrigue,  party  spirit,  and  parly  measures.  Our  EIcct 
lions  and  Laws  must  be  made  with  the  purest  views  and  motives.  When 
the  Representatives  of  the  Pe()ple  are  siijierior  to  the  views  and  aims  of 
party;  when  tliey  steadily  and  unauiuiousiy  pursue  the  public  good,  a 
readly  obedience  will  be  given  to  the  Laws,  and  a  cheerful  support  to  the 
Government,  A  spirit  of  disunion  and  the  intliunice  of  faction  in  the 
Legislature,  will  produce  disquietude  among  the  Citizens,  aud  tliose 
measures  which  are  not  dictated  by  wisdom  and  prudence  can  never 
And  support.

good  is  your  chief  object,  your  unified  endeavors  will  guard  the  Rights 
of  Individuals,  and  promote  the  present  and  future  prosperity  of  all.

printed  Assembly  Journal  of  1804,  p.  82.  The  paragrapli  on  the  pro- 
posed exclusion  of  slaves,  in  the  apportionment  of  members  of  Con- 
gress, foreshadowed  the  action  of  the  then  anti-federal  Legislature.  It 

was  as  follows: 

We  shall  bestow  upon  the  rcsolulions  trausuiittcd  by  the  Governor  of 
Massachusetts,  and  alluded  to  in  your  Excellency's  speech,  a  candid 
and  deliberate  considerntiMii.  We  reciprocate  your  wish,  that  slavery 
were  abolished,  and  had  no  inlluence  in  tbc  making  of  laws  to  bind  the 
Areemen  of  our  free  State.  Yet  we  realise  the  Importance  of  preserving 
entire  those  principles  which  were  the  foundation  of  our  federal  com- 
pact, unless  those  principles  are  relinquished  by  those  States  in  the 
Union,  whose  interests  claim  their  existence.  We  are  ready,  therefore, 
to  co-operate  with  your  Exi  '  lltucy  in  every  meiisurc  to  create  an  equal- 
ity of  political  rights  among  the  several  States  in  the  national  represen- 
tation, which  would  not  subvert  the  first  and  most  operative  principles 
in  our  federal  compact.^ 


Speech  of  Gov.  Tichenob—ISOo.' 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Ilouse  of  Representatives^ 
— It  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  meet  the  Representatives  of  the 
People,  and  concur  with  them  in  fulfilling  the  legislative  duties,  and 
discharging  the  important  trusts,  which  our  Constituents  have  assigned 
to  us;  and  the  satisfaction  is  not  a  little  heightened,  by  contemplating 
on  the  general  happiness  and  prosperity  of  our  Nation  and  Government. 
While  the  fairest  part  of  Europe  continues  to  be  the  «cvnv  of  ''dreadful 
preparation"  for  war.  and  is  menaced,  on  all  'jirh  -^.  with  those  miseries 
which  flow  from  that  greatest  of  all  human  ciilaniiiie> ;  we  are  jMirsuiug 
with  peaceful  industry,  those  objects,  which  constitute  the  strength, 
security  and  glory  of  a  wise  and  free  people.  Agriculture  flourishes, 
and  a  genial  soil  and  climate  reward  with  abundance  the  labors  of  that 
Qsefol  and  respectable  class  of  our  fellow  Citizens,  the  Farmer  and  the 
Husbandman.  The  increase  of  Commerce  enhances  the  value  of  pro- 
ductive labor,  and  the  produce  of  the  land.  Manufactures  daily  im- 
prove; and  the  United  States  presents  to  the  world,  a  fair  specimen  of 
the  fruits  of  a  miM  and  fn  e  Government. 

It  cannot  but  add  to  our  joy,  that  the  measures  adopted  by  our 
General  Government,  for  chastising  the  insolence  and  repelling  the 
injustice,  of  the  Infidels  of  one  of  the  Barbary  States,  have  been 
attended  with  success.  By  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  on  the 
good  conhuct  of  our  forces  in  the  Mediterranean,  seconded  by  the 
enterprise,  talents  and  heroism  of  GEXKitAL  Eaton.'  uur  C  iti/.i  us  have 
been  released  from  Cnptivity  ;  Tripoli  is  humbled,  and  those  hm  bar-nns, 
wiio  have  extorted  an  unwilling  tribute  from  the  most  potent  Mouarchs

reljiteB  inincipally  to  the  internal  affairs  of  this  State;  the  election  of 
the  civil  otflcers  of  Government;  the  necessary  alteration  of  existing 
Laws  and  ordinances;  the  encourai^ement  of  schools  and  other  semina- 
ries of  learning;  the  improvenu  nt  <»f  our  Militia  establishment,  and 
whatever  can  promote  \hv  iti?er<>.^t  of  agriculture,  manufactures,  public 
andprivate  tranquility  and  happiness. 

Tne  selection  of  those  Othcers,  on  whose  Judgment,  virtue  and 
impartiality,  all  that  has  relation  to  life,  liberty  and  property  may 
depend,  is  a  weighty  and  serious  trans<iction.  Instead  of  being  a 
matter  of  intrigue,  party,  or  seliisb  policy,  it  ought  to  be  conducted  with 
all  the  caliiHK  ss  of  wisdom,  nnfl  disintprestedness  of  virtue.  You  will, 
I  havt  r\n  doubt,  meet  this  part  of  your  duty  with  a  fixed  purpose  of 
regardini;  only  the  public  good,  and  promoting  the  honor  ana  welfare  of 
the  State. 

Of  the  laws,  now  in  force,  that  may  require  amendment,  1  particularly 
invite  your  attention  to  that,  which  authorizes  the  Supreme  Court  to 
grant  Bills  of  Divorce.  One  of  the  necessary  qualities  and  conditions 
that  constitute  a  good  law,  is.  that  it  be  aderpiate  to  its  end,  and  shall 
prevent  the  evil  against  which  it  is  directed.  As  the  existinj^  Law  on 
the  subject  of  Divorce,  dissolves  the  bonds  of  matrimony  on  the  real  or 
implied  criminality  of  eitlur  ]>arty,  it  is  justly  to  be  apprehended,  in- 
deed experience  hath  proved  the  tact,  that  it  includes  a  temptation  to 
commit  the  otfeiK  <  ,  for  the  sake  of  separation.  Marriage  being,  of  all 
human  institutions,  tliat  in  which  Society  is  most  interested,  1  have  no 
doubt,  the  Legislature  will  give  it  an  attention,  commensurate  with 
its  moral  and  political  consequences;  and  duly  consider,  that  as  families 
are  the  eleineiilnrv  forms  of  society,  their  distinct  connexion  ought  not 
to  be  dissolved  on  slight  eiouuds,  nor  tha  dissolute  furnished  with  an 
opportunity  to  free  himself  from  restraint  by  the  commission  of  a  crime. 

The  business  particularly  intrusted  to  me,  by  the  Legislature  at  their 
last  session,  relative  to  the  boundary  line,  between  this  State  and  the 
Province  of  Canada,  has  been  strictly  attended  to;  and  will  be  the  sub- 
ject of  a  future  message.' 

I  have  tlie  honor  to  lay  before  you,  certain  Resolutions  of  the  Legis- 
latures of  Kentucky,  Pennsylvania,  North  Carolina  and  Massachusetts, 
transmitted  by  their  respective  Governors,  to  re(;eive  your  concurrence 
and  adoption.  The  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  proposed  by  the  Slates  of  Kentucky  and  Pennsylvania,  which 
has  for  its  object,  the  abridgement  of  the  judiciary  power  of  the  Courts 
of  the  United  States,  and  to  Qonfine  their  jurisdiction  to  certain  cases, 
therein  mentioned,  will  necessarily  attract  your  most  serious  and  care- 
fbl  consideration.  Whatever  may  have  a  tendency  to  weaken  any  part 
of  the  conventional  obligation  of  the  confederate  States,  or  to  diiiiinish 
that  expectation  of  an  impartial  administration  of  Justice,  which  main- 
tains an  unsuspicious  intercourse,  between  the  Citizens  of  the  different 
States,  and  on  which  mutual  confidence  and  credit  are  founded;  what- 
ever can  open  a  door  for  the  admission  of  jealousy  and  distrust,  will, 
certainly,  not  be  adopted  by  you,  without  the  ni  ksL  urgent  and  indispen- 
sable necessity.' 

The  amendment  proposed  by  North-  Carolina  and  adopted  by  Massa- 
■  See  A]^endix  E. 
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cliusetts,  for  piittinj^  a  stop  to  tlie  importation  of  Slaves  into  the  ITnited 
Stales,  will,  likewise,  call  for  your  legislative  decision.  It  cannot,  I  Hat- 
ter myself,  be  necessary  that  I  should  impress  on  your  minds,  that  the 
Genius  of  unimraal  Emandpntion  onijht  to  be  cherished  by  Americans; 
that  there  is  no  complexiuu  incompatible  with  Freedom;  and  that  we 
owe  to  the  Character  of  our  Country,  in  the  abstract,  and  the  laws  of 
humanity,  our  best  endeavors,  to  repress  that  impious  and  immoral 
traffic* 

It  cannot  too  often  be  repeated,  that  union  and  moderation  are  the 
principal  constituents  of  national  felicity  and  liappiness.  Altho'  you 
may  have  left  in  your  respective  towns  many  individuals,  heated  with 
political  zeal,  and  in  the  eagerness  of  emulation,  contending  merely  for 
pre-eminence»  I  trust  this  deliberative  body  will  be  influenced  by  a  can- 
did, tolerant  spirit,  which  will  justly  command  the  attention  of  the.  wise 
and  good,  and  the  approbation  of  your  Constituents. 

Ill  every  attempt  of  this  Icind,  I  shall  be  happy  to  co-oj  jerate  with  you, 
and  as  far  as  in  mc  lies,  render  that  a8§istance  which  llje  Constitution 
has  made  part  of  my  official  duty.  Isaac  Tichenob.

ncntlemen  of  the  Council,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tiveSy — As  the  science  of  forming  and  adrainisleriug  a  good  government 
fhrnishes  the  means  of  procuring  to  mankind  the  greatest  possible  de- 
gree of  ha]ipnH'«s.  I  ronfidently  hope  we  shall  enter  on  the  peformance 
of  the  great  and  solemn  duties,  assigned  to  us  by  our  Coastitueuts,  with 
corresponding  sentiments  of  candor  and  solicitude.  And,  as  a  Repub- 
lican Government  is,  for  an  enlightened  and  virtuous  community,  Q\e 
best  which  human  wisdom  has  yet  devised,  it  necessarily  follows,  that 
its  ministers  and  legislators  should  consider  themselves  as  the  Guardi- 
ans and  Trustees  of  the  People,  to  promote  whose  happiness  they 
should,  on  all  occasions,  cxorrise  their  most  mature  indL;:ment  and  un- 
biassed opinion.^  It  is  a  trust  from  Providence,  for  the  abuse  of  which 
we  are  highly  responsible. 

A  due  regard  to  considerations  of  thi;^  nature,  will  secure  us  against 
the  influence  of  faction,  the  rage  of  party,  and  the  undue  exercise  of  the 
power  committed  t(>  our  charge.  As  Freedom  lies  between  the  ex- 
tremes of  anarchy  and  despotism,  it  has,  in  every  country,  been  im- 
pelled in  the  one  or  the  other  direction,  by  the  prejudices  and  passions 
of  the  inconsiderate  and  ignorant,  or  the  cupidity  of  the  base  and  un- 
principled.  If  we  calmly  and  impartially  ici  ur  to  the  struggles,  which 
have  been  made  in  the  bid  world,  to  intVoduce  and  maintain  free  gov- 
ernments, and  the  successive  changes  through  which  they  have  passed,

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owing  to  the  perpetual  conflicts  between  wisdom  and  follj,  between 
patriotism  iitad  nnwarrantAble  ambition,  we  shall  resolTe  them  all  into 

the  lust  of  i)0\ver.  and  :i  disposition  "  studious  of  chanfrc  and  pleased 
with  novelty."  From  all  these,  we  may  derive  lessons  of  practical  in- 
struction; and  realize  the  truth  of  that  important  political  maxim,  that 
"  no  free  ffovernment  can  continue  long  to  exist,  unless  the  utmost  har- 
mony ana  most  conciliatory  spirit  pervades  its  councils."  Ilivalship  for 
power  produces  an  aUandonmeut  of  principle,  aud  ou^ht  to  be  guarded 
against^  b^  the  Repi  csi  ntatives  of  a  rree  People,  as  the  cause  Si  every 
species  or  mischief  and  misery. 

In  our  local  rtlations,  no  part  of  the  Globe  seems  to  be  better  fitted 
for  the  establishment  and  preservation  of  rational  liberty,  than  that  in 
which  a  kind  Providence  h:i-  plactnl  us.  Blessed  with  a  fruitful  soil, 
which  rewards  with  abundance  the  industry  of  the  husbandman;  and 
engaged  in  commerce,  only  so  far  as  it  furnishes  the  conveniences  and 
elegancies  of  life,  and  increases  the  value  of  our  productive  labor,  we 
may  live  independent  of  the  national  policy  of  Europe,  aud  successfully 
cultivate  the  arts  of  peace  and  domestic  happiness. 

To  adopt  measures  the  least  burdensome  and  invidious  for  the  sujiport 
of  government;  to  provide  for  an  jidequate  and  impartial  administra- 
tion of  Justice;  the  support  of  Schools  and  Colleges;  the  defence  of  the 
State,  by  a  well  organised  and  well  armed  Militia;  to  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  religion  and  morality,  and  secure  to  industry  its  lawful  acquisi- 
tions, com{)rize  your  principal  duties. 

While  the  path  of  duty  is  thus  plain,  and  the  Public  Good  the  great 
object  to  which,  as  virtuous  Citizens  and  enlightened  Statesmen,  you 
will  refer  all  your  actions;  1  may  reasonably  draw  the  pleasing  con- 
clusion, that  the  civil  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  will  be  appointed 
without  any  regard  to  the  wishes  nr  jealousies  of  men  who  seek  only 
their  own  advancement;  or  the  combinations  of  individuals,  which  are 
the  prolific  sources  of  much  mischief  and  general  discontent'  In  the 
most  iin|ir<)Vod  state  of  society,  there  will  always  exist  a  diversity  of 
opinion  on  speculative  subjects;  and  every  good  government  will  adopt 
such  general  regulations  as  will  ensure,'  as  far  as  possible,  individuals 
of  every  shade  of  opinion  against  even  the  fear  of  injustice  or  o|)pres- 
sion.  If  is.  therefore,  hiirhly  just  and  expedient  that  the  civil  offices  of 
the  State  should  be  tilled  with  men  eminent  for  wisdom,  virtue  aud 
imnartialitv. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  to  announce,  that  the  measures  taken  by  the 
Legislature,  at  their  last  session,  to  ascertain  the  jjforthcrn  boundary  of 
this  State,  promise  a  very  valuable  acquisition.  Conformably  with  the 
power  vested  in  me,  by  the  act  for  that  purpose,  I  appointed  D"^  [Sani- 
uell  Williams  to  ascertain  the  true  divisional  line  between  this  Stale 
and  the  Province  of  lower  Canada;  which  by  a  course  of- Astronomical 
observations,  made  uear  the  ancitMit  numnment  at  Connecticut  River, 
ho  found  to  be  nearly  fourteen  miles  South  ot  the  latitude  of  Forty  five 
degrees.  At  the  IiaVe  Memphremagog  the  (present  divisional  line  was 
found  to  be  more  than  seven  Miles  South  of  what  if  ought  to  be.  From 
these  observations,  the  result  is,  that  the  State  has  been  out  of  posses- 
sion, owing  to  the  error  in  establishing  the  divisional  line,  of  a  tract  of 
land  equal  to  Eighteen  Townships.  The  acknowledged  experience  and 
profound  science  of  the  person  employed  for  that  purpose  warrants  the

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belief,  that  liis  observations  and  calculations  are  without  material  error. 
The  report  which  has  been  made  to  me,  on  this  subject,  together  with 
the  map  thnt  accompanied  It,  shall  be  laid  before  you.  So  uivfte  a  tract 
of  land,  wliicb  on  the  selllenient  of  tbc  line  would  probably  fall  within 
the  Jurisdiclioa  of  this  State,  appears  to  me  to  be  an  object  worthy  of 
jour  attention.  The  object  can  only  bn  efTected  by  an  api)licat{on  to 
the  Executive  of  our  national  Government.' 

1  shall  cheerfully  and  *'ordinlly  concur  in  the  adoption  of  every  measure, 
which  the  wisdom  of  llie  Legi.slature  may  suggest,  for  advancing  the  hap- 
pineea  of  the  people,  and  the  dignity  and  Character  of  the  State.

Speech  of  Gov.  Israel  Smith— 1807.* 

Qen^emen  of  the  Coundly  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representee 
ttucs,— Permit  me  to  express  to  you,  and  thniii<2:h  you  to  tiie  freemen  at 
large,  the  high  sense  I  entertain  of  the  honor  done  me  by  their  suQra- 
ges  which  have  conferred  on  me  this  seat  No  circumstance  can  be 
more  tlalterint;  than  after  a  long  course  of  public  life  to  meet  this  new 
and  unequivocal  evidence  of  the  public  confidence  and  esteem.  It  de- 
mands of  me,  in  whatever  station  I  may  be  CiiUed  to  act,  a  faithfbl,  dili- 
gent and  unremitting  discharge  of  the  duties  Vi<']otii:;itii:  to  it.  Im]ir*  ";sed 
with  sentiments  of  gratitude  lor  honors  couterred,  1  feel  a  species  of 
enthusiasm  in  commencing  the  fulfilment  of  the  duties  before  me. 
When  I  reflect,  however,  upon  the  trust  reposed  in  the  chief  executive 
magistrate,  the  arduous,  but  more  especially  the  critical  nature  of  the 
dunes  belonging  to  that  station,  at  a  ttme  also  when  the  public  mind  is 
unconimonl}' awake  to  its  rights  and  pt  ivilcges;  wln-n  this  watchfulnes.s 
has  produced  discussions  and  a  train  of  thought  which  in  different 
mincls  has  produced  very  different  results;  when  I  bear  in  mind  also  the 
urbanity  and  the  unassuming  administration  of  my  predecessor  in  office, 
I  am  almost  led  to  despair  of  ever  being  able  to  quit  the  otlice  I  am  now 
called  to  till  with  the  same  hapjjy  auspices  in  which  1  enter  upon  it.  In 
the  discharge  of  otticial  duties,  however,  I  shall  place  my  greatest  hopes 
of  success  in  the  candor,  assistance  and  indulgence  of  this  honorable 
Assembly. 

The  constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  Council  **to 
correspond  with  other  States,  to  transact  business  with  the  officers  of 
Government,  civil  and  military,  and  prepare  such  business  as  may  ap> 
pear  to  them  necemary  to  lay  oefore  tne  General  Assembly;"  also  "  to 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithAilIy  executed,"  and  to  "expedite  the  ex-

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('{•ution  of  such  measures  as  may  be  resolved  upon  bv  the  General  As- 
sembly." I  have  not  bad  opportunity  to  consult  my  predecessor  in 
ofllce  whether  anv  correspondence  has  taken  place  between  the  execu« 

live  of  this  and  any  other  State,  or  the  United  State**,  on  suh)ect8  the 
nature  of  which  requires  to  be  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly,  or 
whether  any  business  has  been  transacted  by  the  execntive  with  the  offi- 
cers of  our  own  ^joveinment  of  a  similar  nature;  should  there  beany, 
they  must  be  made  the  subject  of  some  future  communication. 

Again  llie  Constitution  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil "  to  prepare  such  business  sis  may  appear  to  them  necessary  to  lay 
before  the  General  A<;setnl)ly.*'  Under  this  clause  of  the  Constitution 
must  be  interred  liie  duty  of  the  Governor  and  Council  to  recdmmend 
to  the  General  Assembly  subjects  for  legislative  consideration,  such  as 
in  their  opinion  the  good  of  community  requires  to  be  adopted.  Among 
the  most  important  of  those  su Injects  which  have  been  presented  to  my 
mind  is  that  of  a  variation  ot  [in]  the  modes  of  punishment  established 
in  our  criminal  cnrlc;  to  substitute  generally,  for  corporal  puuislinit  iits, 
confinement  for  the  purpose  of  initiating  the  culprit  into  a  habit  of  use- 
ful industry,  or  in  more  common  phraseology,  confinement  to  hard 
labor.  I  am  not  insensible  of  the  insufliciency  of  theoretical  reasoning 
on  abstract  principles,  when  opposed  to  inveterate  custom  and  haftit. 
It  will  not  be  denied  that  corporal  punishments  may  have  had  a  good 
effect  in  the  prevention  of  crimes,  but  this  concession  does  not  a<lmit 
11)0  inference  that  no  other  mode  of  punishmeni  would  be  ))referable. 
Tliat  mode  of  punishment,  which  is  worse  than  none,  must  be  vile  in- 
deed. Confinement  and  hard  labor  is  a  mode  of  punishment  peculiarly 
suited  to  an  advanced  state  of  societ}',  and  where  the  arts  abound.  In 
the  infancy  of  government,  where  the  arts  do  not  exist,  it  is  found  too 
difficult  and  expensive  to  provide  an  asylum  for  the  safe  keeping  of  cul- 
prits, and  to  furnish  the  nutans  and  materials  for  their  employment;  but 
in  a  socie^  aud  goverunicut  where  the  arts  abound,  these  difficulties 
vanish  and  leave  the  arguments  drawn  fVom  feelings  and  humanity  and 
the  nature  of  man  in  their  full  force.  By  substituting  the  punishment 
proposed,  a  government  may  not  only  prevent  the  expeuce  to  which 
other  modes  of  punishment  must  subject  it;  but  may  muce  it,  if  thought 
advisable,  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State.  A  more  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  eftect  produced  on  the  conduct  of  culprits,  in  States  where 
this  mode  of  punishment  is  adopted,  would  no  doubt  strongly  recom- 
mend the  measure.  And  in  States  where  it  has  been  the  longest  in 
operation,  there  exists  the  most  indubitable  and  unshaken  conviction  of 
•  its  utility.  This  honoraV)le  Assembly  will  permit  me  to  bring  to  their 
remembrance  the  thirty  seventh  section  of  the  constitution  of  this  State; 
it  is  in  the  following  words:  "■To  deter  more  effectually  from  the  com- 
mission of  crimes,  by  continued  visible  punishments  of  long  duration, 
and  to  make  sanguinary  punishments  less  necessary,  means  ought  to  be 
]M  (ivir]i'(l  for  jninisliing  by  hard  labor  those  who  shall  be  convicted  of 
crimes  not  capital,  whereby  the  crimiual  shall  bo  ciiii)loyed  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  public,  or  for  the  reparation  of  injuries  done  to  private  per- 
sons; and  all  persons  at  pm]  i  r  tiinr-^  ought  to  be  jiermitted  to  see  them 
at  their  labor."  To  the  tbrciblc  laugu.'ige  of  the  Constitution  I  can  add 
nothing.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  the  GenerarAMembly  will  not  permit 
the  present  session  to  pass  away  without  making  the  necessary  provis- 
ions on  this  subject. 

The  consiiiution  further  enjoins  it  on  the  Governor  and  Council  "to 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  tkithAillv  executed,  and  to  exi^edite  the 
execution  of  such  measures  as  maybe  resolved  upon  by  General 
Assembly."   Very  few  of  the  executive  powers  of  our  goverumeut  are 
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entrusted  into  the  liaiids  of  tho  pupromo  executive*  in  the  first  instance 
for  execution;  but  on  the  contrary  are  entrusted  to  certain  officers,  who, 
from  the  manner  of  their  appointment  and  the  natnre  of  their  duties  as 
pointed  out  by  the  laws,  appear  to  be  exempted  from  executive  direction 
or  censure.  As  it  relates  to  the  criminal  code,  where  the  laws  cannot 
be  put  in  force  fln:ainst  an  individual  but  by  the  intervention  of  a  trial 
in  a  court  of  Judieature.  theprosecutin":  othcers  are  with  propriety  placed 
under  its  direction,  as  bL-ini;  part  of  a  distinct  branch  of  the  Government. 
But  in  the  financial  department,  a  vigilance  in  the  executives  over  sub- 
ordinate officers,  who  may  in  any  way  be  employed  in  receiving  and  pay* 
in<4  over  public  monies,  septus  more  important.  The  necessity  of  any  par- 
ticular attention  to  this  subject  by  the  executive,  is  however  superceded 
by  wholesome  laws  already  passed,  by  which  it  is  made  the  duty  of  all 
subordinate  officers,  connected  in  any  way  with  the  eollrction  of  the 
revenue,  to  make  an  annual  settlement  with  the  head  of  the  treasury 
department;  a  settlement  is  also  to  be  made  with  the  treasury  depart- 
ment atmually,  with  a  full  and  lair  statement  of  all  tlie  accounts  with 
the  balances  to  be  laid  before  the  General  Assembly  at  their  October 
session.  By  the  forcj^oing  provisions  of  the  law,  any  call  of  the  Ezecn- 
tive  on  the  treasury  department  for  the  information  of  the  General 
Assembly  is  rendered  unnecessary. 

There  are  two  statute  laws  of  very  general  concern,  which  are  left 
wholly  with  the  cor])orations  of  towns  for  their  encotton:  the  act  "for 
the  support  of  schools.  ^  and  the  act  '"for  laying  out,  making,  repairing 
and  clearing  out  highways."  are  pointed  at.  It  is  submitted  whether  it 
would  not  be  usciul  to  make  some  provision  bv  which  the  Greneral 
Assembly  might  be  oHieially  informed  how  far  and  \n  what  manner  these 
laws  are  carried  into  elicct  by  the  respective  coi-poratious. 

In  relation  to  our  external  protection  and  defence,  most  of  our  legis* 
lative  concerns  arc  intrustefl  in  llic  1(  d*  ral  government;  the  organizing, 
arming,  and  discipliuiug  the  militia  excepted.  The  annual  return  of  the 
Adjutant  General  to  the  Governor,  of  the  state  of  the  Militia,  r  endered 
necessary  by  law,  wh»  n  rt  reived,  shall  be  laid  before  \ou.  It  may  aid 
the  legislature  iu  deteriniuiug  whether  any  further  provisions  at  this 
time  are  necessary  more  effectually  to  protect  community  against  the 
evils  of  war;  an  evil  of  all  others  perhaps  the  most  to  be  deprecated  by 
government. 

Gentlemen  of  the  legislature,  our  duty  as  legislators  is  to  provide 
wholesome  laws  for  the  promotion  of  virtue,  liappiness,  and  prosperity 

among  the  people  over  wliom  the  laws  are  to  nTM  i  afc.  Tlie  end  of  all 
government  is  to  leach  each  individual  of  the  cumniuiiity  the  necessity 
of  self-government.  When  we  reflect  on  the  extensive  influence  of  laws 
iu  moulding  and  forming  the  manners,  the  habits  and  vi)  rues  of  a  peo- 

f>le — that  their  iutiueuce,  as  in  the  present  case,  is  to  extend  over  little 
ess  than  two  hundred  thousand  people,  the  business  of  legislation  swells 
to  a  prodigious  magnitude,  and  eieates  in  our  minds  enthusiastic  expec- 
tations from  its  guud  eti'ects.  On  the  contrary,  when  we  look  over  the 
history  of  Nations  and  their  Governments;  [and  learn]  how  by  their 
virtues,  at  one  period,  and  by  their  good  man-igement,  tliey  have  risen 
to  high  degrees  of  eminence;  at  others,  by  their  corruption,  venality 
and  abuse  of  power  liave  again  sunk  into  the  vortex  of  despotism;  and 
t^at  this  has  been  the  late  of  all  governments  which  have  preceded  ours, 
we  are  left  in  despondency  at  the  wretched  contemplation.  May  we  not 
however  tlattcr  ourselves  that  these  evils  have  arisen  in  a  great  measure 
from  the  circumstance  of  irresponsibility  with  which  the  powers  of  gov- 

Entrusted  to  the  supreme  executive"  iu  the  printed  speech. 
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ernraent  have  heretoforo  been  intrusted  to  men.  In  all  p:nvernment» 
which  have  heretofore  existed,  the  powers  of  goverunieut  have  bcea 
exerciser'  by  men,  not  in  the  ri<;ht  of  community,  bat  in  the  right  of 
tlu'insclvc's.  Is  it  wonderful  then,  that  the  laws,  instead  of  being  calcu- 
lated to  proiiiote  the  general  welfare,  should  be  wrested  to  the  purposes 
of  individual  aggrandizement.  Our  government  is  happily  organized 
in  a  manner  in  which  the  duty  and  interest  of  the  law-giver  is  very  in- 
timately connected  and  blended  with  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  com- 
munity; and  under  such  circumstances  of  responsibility  for  the  exercise 
ot  his  "power,  as  compels  him  to  feel  less  the  Sympathies  of  the  rulers 
than  the  sympthies  ot  the  ruled.  It  would  seem,  from  the  correct  prin- 
ciples of  our  government,  that  nothing  but  an  uncommcui  degree  of 
ignorance  and  depravity  could  ever  induce  those  who  are  employed  in 
making  and  executing  the  laws  to  depart  from  or  be  forgetful  of  the 
rights  and  interests  ot  community.  May  we  not  tlatter  ourselves  that 
there  are  such  degrees  of  light  and  information,  in  relation  to  the  sci- 
ence of  governnicnl,  diffused  amonLj  ihc  [u  nplr.  as  will  defeat  if  not  pre- 
vent  every  attempt  upon  their  supposed  ignorance  and  credulity. 

Gentlemen,  that  we  may  be  in  some  measure  instrumental  in  promot- 
ing, for  ourselves  and  our  constituents,  the  blessings  of  a  good  govern- 
ment, let  us  keep  up  that  watcbfulnesa  over  the  conduct  of  rulers,  which 
is  calculated  to  teach  them  a  just  responsibility  in  their  stations;  exer- 
cising all  that  indulgence  towards  honest  difference  of  opinion  which  the 
full  and  complete  enjoyment  of  all  the  blessings  of  a  free  government 
renders  necessary.  May  we  in  our  respective  stations  during  the  pres- 
ent session,  and  the  period  for  which  we  are  elected,  be  directed  to  the 
adoption  of  the  wisest  and  best  measures  for  the  promotion  of  the  pub- 
lic happiness.  Israel  Smith.*

Gentlemen  of  the  Cmtneily  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
— With  diffidence  and  solicitode  I  acce[)t  the  itivitatiun  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Vermont  again  to  assume  the  ottice  of  their  first  magistrate. 
The  experience  winch  1  liuve  already  had  of  its  relations  and  ditticul- 
tiet,  and  the  perplexed  and  critical  state  of  our  public  affairs,  cannot  but 
suggest  considerations  of  caution  and  anxiety  in  entering  upon  the 
office  and  assuming  the  responsibility  attached  to  so  important  a  sta- 
tion: believing  at  the  same  time,  that  every  power  whicD  a  man  pos- 
sesses ought  to  be  devoted  to  the  interests  of  his  country.  1  shall  enter 
upon  a  service  from  which  experience  has  showu  that  no  man  can  hope 
to  retire  wholly  free  from  censure.

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The  business  which  mir  oonstituents  have  constitutionally  assigned  to 
their  General  Assembly,  embracing  the  civil  and  political  interests  of  the 
.State,  is  tlie  great  object  which  mil  necessarily  engage  your  attention. 
It  cannot  be  concealed  but  that  these  have  been  considerably  affected  by 
a  late  law  of  the  United  States  and  the  measures  pursued  to  enforce  it. 
Among  a  people  arcustomcd  to  honest  industry,  and  under  a  govern- 
ment which  had  permitted  them  freely  to  dispose  of  the  fruit  of  their 
labor,  as  a  nfit\iral  and  unalienable  right,  it  was  to  be  feared  there 
might  exist  a  strong  disposition  to  evade  its  restrictions.  Nothinjf  but 
an  appeal  t4>  their  patriotism,  and  a  strong  conviction  of  the  utility  of 
the  measure,  could  enforce  obedience  to  a  law  which  in  its  operation 
blighted  the  best  hopes  of  the  laborer  and  destroyed  every  incentive  to 
usefbl  and  honorable  enterprise.  While  therefore  we  regret  the 'stain 
upon  the  character  of  a  respectable  portion  of  our  citizens,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  conduct  of  a  few,  who  had  violated  a  law  of  the  general 
government,  suspending  our  commerce  by  an  embargo  without  limita- 
lion,  we  sincerely  regret  that  the  law  was  not  accompanied  with  that 
evidence  of  national  necessity  or  utility  which  at  once  would  have  com- 
manded obedience  and  respect.  We  also  juust  as  sincerely  dei)lore 
that,  instead  of  an  application  in  the  first  instance  to  the  civil  autiiority, 
it  was  deemed  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  military  aid:  and  feeling, 
in  common  with  my  lellow  citizens,  the  evils  which  result  from  that 
law,  I  cannot  but  hope  that  the  wisdom  of  the  national  legislature  will 
induce  an  early  rejieal  of  the  same.  If  however  this  should  not  be 
deemed  wise  or  expedient,  I  must  strongly  enjoin  the  necessity  of  a 
quiet  submission  to  the  privations  and  Tnconveniencea  that  may  be 
experienced,  until  we  are  relieved  in  a  constif titidiial  way.  Nothing 
could  be  more  erroneous,  dangerous,  and  inconsistent  with  republican 
principles,  than  an  avowed  or  nostile  opposition  to  the  law.  Our  duty 
and  our  interest  as  citizens  are  undoubtedl}  to  obey  the  laws  of  our 
country,  and  to  avoid  and  discountenance  every  measure  that  tends  to 
impair  the  majesty  of.the  laws,  the  authority  of  the  government,  or  the 
sacred  regard  which  is  due  to  the  fedei  al  ri  iistitution.  >■ 

To  enact  wise  and  just  laws,  nnd  to  elect  able  and  faithful  magistrates, 
are  among  the  most  important  articles  of  the  business  that  will  demand 
your  attention.  Whenever  justice  is  duly  administered,  and  the  laws 
faithfully  executed,  the  public  opinion  will  receive  its  proper  direction, 
and  the  public  mind  will  be  composed.  In  addition  to  the  customary 
appointments  of  civil  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  it  will  be  our  duty  to 
elect  a  Senator  to  represent  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
Slates,  and  to  appoint  Electors  of  a  President  and  Vice  President  of 
the  United  States.  There  can  be  no  time  in  which  the  appointment  of 
civil  officers  is  not  a  matter  of  the  highest  consequence  and  of  sacred 
importance.  But,  if  ever  there  was  a  period  that  demanded  the  united 
wisdom  and  virtue  of  the  legislature,  that  period  has  come.  Your  duty 
to  yourselves,  and  to  3our  country,  now  calls  you  to  lay  aside  every 
party  consideration,  and  exert  all  your  wisdom  and  all  your  virtue,  in 
the  discharge  of  this  duty.  Under  these  impressions,  I  trust  you  will, 
with  the  most  impartial  and  serious  solicitude,  enquire  for  the  greatest 
abilities  and  virtues,  and  endeavor  to  establish  and  place  them  in  office. 
The  most  likely  way  to  benetil  and  save  your  country,  is  to  give  to 
wisdom  and  virtue  the  pre-eminence  and  direction  in  your  civil  councils 
and  public  offices.

'Gov.  Tichenor  alludes  to  the  embargo  and  the  oppoeition  to  it,  and 

evasion  of  it  by  smugglers,  particularly  in  the  portion  of  northwestern 
Yermont  bordering  on  Lake  Champlain.  See  Appendix  H. 
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It  was  tho  Rpntinu'iit  mid  doctrine  of  the  father  of  our  country,  that 
the  best  way  to  preserve  peace  was  always  to  be  prepared  for  war.  The 
advice  of  the  venerable  Washington,  respecting  the  constant  arrange- 
ment of  the  militia,  has  received  additional  \vei«;ht  in  this  State,  from 
the  calls  that  have  been  made  on  this  class  of  our  citizens  to  appear  in 
the  support  of  the  civil  law  and  ]>ower.  The  promptitude,  fidelity  and 
discretion  with  which  they  discharged  their  duty,  was  honorable  to 
themselves  and  rt'|iutat)I<'  to  the  State.  At  a  time  when  our  foreign 
relations  are  marked  with  uncertainly  and  danger,  can  we  do  better 
than  to  review  this  subject.  ;ui(i  make  "it  a  matter  of  impartial  enquiry, 
wliat  further  measures  may  be  of  use  to  improve  the  militia  of  this 
commonwealth.  Human  wisdom  has  not  discovered  any  way  to  avoid 
the  danger  and  expence  of  a  standing  army,  but  by  giving  discipline, 
activity,  and  legal  direction  to  the  militia  of  a  country. 

Among  the  advantages  and  virtues  of  a  republican  government,  econ- 
omy has  always  been  considered  as  one  of  the  most  natural  and  useAil. 
You  are  fully  sensible  that  this  should  extend  to  all  the  branches  and 
articles  of  revenue  and  expenditure;  and  the  more  critical  and  minute 
your  attention  shall  be,  on  this  subject,  the  better  you  will  discharge 
your  duty  to  your  constituents.  Jiesides  the  annual  income  and  expen- 
ces  of  the  State,  it  may  be  of  use  to  enquire  into  the  advantages  and 
emoluments  that  have  accrued  to  the  State  from  the  several  banks  that 
have  been  established  by  the  legislature.*  When  the  policy,  the  operar 
tions  and  benefits  attenclinir  these  institutions  are  fully  understood,  you 
will  be  able  to  determine  wiiii  more  certainty  whether  they  require  any 
and  what  alterations  or  encouragements. 

The  State  Prison,  ordered  to  be  erected  by  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly, is  a  matter  of  much  importance  to  the  State.  It  will  probably  be  a 
benefit  to  this  institution  and  to  the  govemmont,  to  enquire  into  the 
state  of  the  buildings,  the  pmceeditigs  of  the  committee,  and  the  expen- 
ditures of  money  appropriated  to  that  object. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  business  that  may  come  before  you,  it  may 
be  cx)>edient  to  revise  our  criminal  code  of  laws,  especially  an  act  enti- 
tled an  act  for  the  punishment  of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  and 
so  to  vary  the  modes  and  degrees  of  punishment  of  certain  crimes  and 
misdemeanors,  as  to  carry  into  complete  etiect  the  humane  and  benevo- 
lent intentions  of  the  legislature  in  establishing  the  Slate's  Prison. 

It  has  been  considered  the  duty  of  the  executive  to  lay  before  the  leg- 
islature, at  their  annual  session,  all  communications  from  the  general 
and  state  governments,  which  may  atiect  us,  with  regard  to  our  internal 
economy,  or  our  relative  connection  with  the  federal  union.  Such  com- 
munications, at  this  eventful  crisis,  might  perhaps  be  expected,  not  only 
as  important  in  themselves,  but  as  necessary  to  aid  you  in  your  legisla- 
tive deliberations.  But  the  absence  of  my  predecessor  in  office,  and 
th6  circumstance  of  having  received  no  documents  fh>m  him,  must  he 
my  apology  for  silence  on  the  subject. 

I  shall  co-operate  with  you,  gentlemen,  in  all  councils  and  measures 
which  can,  in  any  way,  be  promotive  of  the  true  interest  of  our  country, 
and  humbly  rely  upon  a  superintending  providence  that  all  our  honest 
endeavors  tor  the  public  good  may  be  crowned  with  success.

Oct.  17,  1808,  Charles  Rich,  William  Baxter,  and  Cyrus  Ware  (the  • 
second  being  the  only  Federalist)  were  appointed  to  draft  an  answer  to 
the  speech.  While  the  Federalists  had  succeeded  in  electing  the  Gov-

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ernor  aod  a  majority  of  the  Council,  the  JefieraonianH  had  a  majority  of 
sixteen  in  the  House,  and  their  committee  improved  the  opportunity, 
which  thu  answer  afforded,  to  express  their  sentiments  on  the  embargo. 
This  constitutes  the  largest  part  of  the  answer,  which  was  adopted  by  a 
party  vote,  105  to  88,  one  Federalist  being  absent  The  following  cx- 
'  traot  shows  how  Ihr  the  Jeffersonians  differed  from  the  governor: 

While  with  you  we  regret  that  the  character  of  any  of  our  citizens 
should  be  stained  In-  the  conduct  of  a  few  avnricinus,  self-interested,  and 
designing  men,  we  8tiU  more  regret,  that  neither  the  conduct  of  bellig- 
erent Europe  from  the  year  1793  to  1808,  by  their  inf^ringements  of  neu- 
tral  coinint  the  impressment  and  murder  of  our  seamen,  nor  the 
united  patriotism  of  Americans,  could  induce  a  strict  observance  of  a 
law  on  which  depended  the  honor,  independence,  and  tranquility  of  the 
American  nation:  and  which  was  wisely  laid  without  limitations,  by 
wliicli  foreiprn  nations  were  taught  that  the  repeal  of  the  law  depended 
on  the  removal  of  the  causes  which  produced  it.  We  cannot  but  con- 
sider the  law  alluded  to  as  necessarily  inflicting  on  our  country  severe 
privations,  while  the  measures  employed  to  enforce  it  cannot  fail  to  cre- 
ate considerable  expence,  yet  we  feel  a  dignilied  pleasure  that  this,  the 
only  pr€ietieali^  measure  that  could  have  averted  the  dangers  and  horrors 
of  a  war  with  one  or  more  of  the  contending  nations  of  Europe,  has 
been  patiently  submitted  to  by  every  well  informed  and  well  disposed 
citizen,  and  tnat  the  great  body  of  our  fellow  citizens  of  this  and  tlie 
United  States  unite  with  us,  as  well  in  our  consolations  and  pleasures, 
as  in  our  unavoidable  privations.  Under  these  impressions  we  cannot 
but  deeply  lament,- that  among  the  people  of  our  own  country,  generally 
accustomed  lit  honor  industry,  and  blessed  witli  a  govenmient  which, 
as  Ions  as  prudence  and  safety  dictated,  had  permitted  them  treely  to 
vend  the  fruits  of  their  labor  and  honest  enterprise  for  their  own  com- 
fort and  emolument,  there  should  any  be  found  so  destitute  of  patriot^ 
ism  as  to  attempt,  for  the  acquisition  of  wealth  or  some  more  reprehen- 
sible object,  not  only  by  Iraud  but  in  open  defiance  to  the  laws,  to  defeat 
Uieir  wholesome  provisions,  or  by  their  treasonable  opposition  to  the 
government  of  their  choice,  deprive  their  dutiful  brethren  of  life  and 
expose  tliemselves  to  an  ignominious  and  untimely  death.  It  is  also  to 
be  lamented  that  such  a  contempt  for  the  civil  authority  should  be  man- 
ifested as  to  render  a  resort  to  military  force  necessary. 

When  the  answer  was  considered  in  the  House,  David  EdnuHKl  ot 
Vergennes  moved  a  substitute  li>r  tlie  foregointr,  in  whicli  the  (iuty  of 
obeying  the  law  was  declared,  cou|)le(l  wilh  ;l  declaration  that  we  can- 
not but  however  believe  that  the  safety  and  interest  of  our  country  will 
permit  the  early  repeal  of  a  law  so  severe  in  its  operation;  but  should 
we  be  disappointed  in  our  expectation  of  this,  we  will  unite  with  you, 
Sir,  in  enjoining  upon  all  classes  of  society  a  quiet  submission  to  every 
privation  nad  inconvenience  until  constitutional  relief  is  obtained." 
This  was  rejected,  and  the  answer  adopted;  whereupon  eighty-four 
members  of  the  House,  headed  by  Nathanii  l  Chipinan,  eutered  on  tlie 
journal  their  reasons  for  dissenting  troni  the  answer.*

Gmtlemen  of  the  Coiniril.  and  gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives^— Invited  by  the  sullia;^es  ol  a  free  and  virtuous  people,  to  accept 
the  oflice  of  chief  magistrate  of  the  Stale,  I  cannot,  I  ought  not  to  be 
insensible  <»f  the  imjiortance  [of  the  duties]  as  well  as  the  difficulties 
whicli  devolve  ujiou  nio,  in  the  acceptance  of  so  great  a  trust,  and  the  high 
responsibility  I  am  under  to  discharge  those  duties  with  fittthftilDess  and 
impartiality,  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  tend  to  promote  the  best  in- 
terest and  general  happiness  of  the  citizens  of  this  state;  having  at  ail 
times  in  view  our  intimate  connection  with  the  general  government  of 
till'  Union. 

Educated  a  plain  farmer,  and  consequently  destitute  of  those  literary 
attainments  which  by  many  are  esteemed  so  requisite  to  the  due  dis- 
charge of  official  duties,  I  enter  upon  a  scene  of  new  duties  with  pecul- 
iar diffidence.  But  relying  upon  honest  intentions,  on  a  habitual  zeal 
for  the  public  good,  upon  your  wisdom  in  the  great  business  of  legisla- 
tion, and  above  all,  upon  mat  Providence  which  has  hitherto  supported 
and  protected  me,  I  have  concluded  to  accept  the  appointment. 

Under  these  impressions,  I  shall,  gentlemen,  endeavor,  so  far  as  my 
abilities  will  admit,  to  discharge  the  duties  ot  office  with 'integrity 
and  faithfulness,  and  hope  to  meet  the  approbation  of  a  virtuous  and 
disceruiug  people. 

It  has,  gentlemen,  fallen  to  our  lot,  to  he  entrusted  with  the  concerns 
of  this  Stiite  at  a  period  the  most  critical;  at  a  time  when  two  of  the 
greatest  Towers  of  Europe  are  agitated  with  all  the  dreadful  passions 
incident  to  a  state  of  war;  who,  regardless  of  the  rights  of  neutrals  and 
tin  laws  of  nations,  have  interdicted  the  commerce  of  the  United  States, 
by  embarrassing  it  with  exactions,  hitherto  unheard  of;  which,  if  sub- 
mitted to  by  the  general  government,  would  1>e  to  surrender  one  of  our 
great  national  rights,  and  virtually  our  national  independence. 

Notwithstanding  the  most  promisins^  measures  have  been  pursued  by 
the  administration  ol  the  pjeneral  government,  to  remove  those  embar- 
rassments without  resorting  to  arms,  as  yet  they  have  proved  unavailing; 
and  what  appears  to  me  stil!  more  alarming,  is  that  at  a  time  wlien  jill 
the  talents,  the  wisdom  and  energies  of  the  .States  ought  to  be  uniled, 
and  pledged  to  support  the  honor,  the  interest  and  the  independence  or 
the  nation,  we  find  that  a  spirit  of  discord  and  disunion,  hostile  to  our 
happiness,  safety  and  national  union,  has  been  cherished  by  numbers  of 
the  misguided  citizens  of  the  Uniteil  States;  which  has  had  a  great  ten- 
dency to  weaken  the  hands  of  government,  and  prevent  the  effects  of 
those  wise  measures,  adopted  by  the  general  government  to  maintain 
our  national,  and  particularly  our  commercid  rights;  and  what  has

gression?*.  nnd  to  insult  u«  with  delusive  torn^^  of  adjustment. 

With  these  views,  I  cannot  too  strongly  recommend  to  you  to  adopt 
snch  raeasares  will  have  the  most  direct  tendency  to  conciliate  the 
alTections  of  the  pe"]i1i  ,  and  to  unite  them  in  their  groat  national 
interests:  aud  I  can  witii  pleasure  announce  to  you,  that  so  far  as  my 
informition  extends,  the  spirit  of  opposition  to  the  measures  oP  the 
administration  of  the  United  States,  is  greatly  ameliorntcd:  and  a  con- 
cern for  our  nwn  national  lionor.  interest  and  independence,  is  becoming 
rapidly  prevalent,  while  the  api)rehension  of  a  separation  of  the  Union, 
and  the  visionary  scheme  ct  relying  upon  a  foreign  power  for  tlic  pro- 
tection of  our  comiuct  rc.  is  daily  vnnishin^r:  and  I  trust  will  be  remem- 
bered but  with  graiituilc  to  Ileavcn  that  wo  have  escaped  the  snares  of 
foreign  emissarieJ*  and  domestic  traitors  to  distract  and  divide  us;  and 
T  ln)|u'  tlv  period  is  not  far  distant,  when  the  citizens  of  the  union  will 
lay  aside  all  party  feelings  and  become  united  like  a  band  of  brothers, 
in  support  of  the  best  government  on  earth.  But  while  I  recommend 
U)  you.  in  the  stroivjest  terms,  cheerfully  to  submit  to.  and  as  a  member 
of  the  union,  to  carry  into  etfeut  such  measures  as  have  been  or  may  be 
adopted  by  the  United  States,  for  the  preservation  or  defence  of  onr 
national  ric^hts;  at  the  same  time  permit  me  to  remind  you,  that  you 
are  the  guardians  of  those  rijjlUs  &  powers,  that  are  not  delegated  by 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  but  are  reserved  to  their  respec- 
tive states  or  to  the  people;  for  on  the  careful  attention  to,  and  preser-  ' 
vation  of  those  rights  &  powers,  depends  the  political  safety  of  the  indi- 
vidual States. 

Gentlemen.  I  shall  not  now  attempt  ft  labored  detail  of  the  important 
business  which  will  probably  demand  your  attention,  the  present  session; 
but  shall  merely  notice  a  few  subjects,  and  make  further  communications 
as  occasion  may  require. 

The  state  bank  is  a  subject  wdiicb  will  deserve  your  attention.  The 
failure  of  private  banks  in  the  viciuity  ot  this  state;  the  rejecting  our 
bills  by  the  law  of  one  state;  and  tlie  policy  or  caprice  of  others,  has 
embarrassfd  our  mercantile  intercourse  with  the  adjoiuiug  states.  The 
measures  to  be  pursued  to  meet  or  remove  the  imptdimculs  to  a  friendly 
tradinsr  intercourse  with  our  sister  states,  which  certainly  is  to  be  greatly 
desire(l,  I  leave  to  your  consideration.  The  subject  is  too  important  for 
me  to  hazard  a  sudden  and  undigested  opinion  upon.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered by  many  that  I  was  not  among  those  that  favored  the  instituting 
of  country  banks;  but  it  is  apparent  that  the  establishment  of  a  public 
bank  in  this  .state,  has  saved  many  of  our  citizens  frotn  great  losses  and 
probably  some  from  total  ruin:  lor  it  is  obvious  that  but  for  this  eslab- 
lishmeut,  in  lieu  of  our  own  Vermont  bank  bills,  our  citizens  would,  on 
the  late  itankruptcies,  have  been  possessed  of  lai  ge  sums  of  the  depreci- 
ated pai>er  of  the  failing  private  banks.  If  the  president  aud  directors 
of  the  state  bank  have  the  year  past  encountered  some  diflBcutties, 
occasioned  by  the  intrigues  of  unprincipled  sMicul.ators,  and  the  alarm 
occasioned  by  the  failure  of  so  many  private  banks,  I  tliiuk  no  appre- 
hensions can  be  justly  entertained  that  any  holders  of  our  bills  will 
eventually  sutler  from  an  insiitulion  which  is,  and,  I  trust,  will  be 
supportect  by  the  honor,  aud  guarautccd  by  the  wealth  of  the  state.  For 
my  own  part.  I  consider  the  holders  of  our  bills  perfectly  secure;  and 
as  every  person  in  the  slate  luis  an  Interest  in  the  avails  of  the  bank, 
they  will  the  more  cheerfully  acquiesce  in  any  prudent  measure  yon 
may  devise,  to  give  it  support. 

The  state  prison,  I  unuerstand,  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  has  for 
26 
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some  time  been  in  such  readiness  as  to  receive  prisoners.  All  the  con- 
victs, that  have  been  sentenced  to  hard  labor,  and  have  not  escaped 
from  the  county  goals,  or  tiieir  terms  of  confinement  expired,  have  been 
sent  to  the  atate  prison,  under  warrants  from  the  judges  of  tbe  snpreme 
court,  as  soon  as  information  was  received  that  llie  prison  was  prepared 
to  receive  them;  and  together  %vith  ihu»>c  wlio  have  been  convicted 
since,  have  commenced  their  labors. 

It  may  be  proper,  at  this  session,  to  inquire  into  the  expenditures  of 
the  money  already  appropriated  to  the  erection  of  that  building,  and  to 
And  if  any  other  appropriation  is  necessary  to  complete  it,  and  what 
further  legislative  aid  is  necessary  to give  to  tbis  humane  and  beneficial 
institution,  iti»  desired  etlcct. 

As  it  is  the  great  object  of  legislation  to  promote  the  highest  happiness 
of  the  people.  I  prcsuiiu'  •.  ou  will  neveilosi,'  siulit  ofllie  two  mopt  impor- 
tant interests  ot  thi^  state,  the  agricultural  and  manulacturing.  Whether 
any  thing  can  be  done  for  the  encouragement  of  the  latter,  during  the 
continuation  of  the  embarrassments  on  commerce,  will  be  a  euDject 
worthy  of  3'our  consideration. 

As  a  well  armed  and  disciplined  militia  is  the  great  and  uatural 
safeguard  of  a  republican  government,  you  will  do  well  to  inquire  what 
further  regulations  and  provisions  are  necessary  in  that  department,  to 
render  it  serviceable  in  times  of  danger. 

SundiT^  official  papers  have  been  delivered  to  me  by  pay  respected 
predecessor  in  otiice,  which  I  have  not  had  time  to  peruse,  but  wnich  I 
shall  make  the  subject  of  a  future  message. 

Oentleraen,  I  shall  cheerAilly  co-operate  with  you  in  every  measure 
thatj'ou  in  your  wisdom  may  adopt,  for  the  well  being  and  happiness  of 
the  citizens  of  tliis  state,  and  lor  the  true  interests  of  our  common 
country.  Relying  on  that  Almighty  Being  who  never  errs,  and  fh>m 
whom  we  have  received  so  manj'  and  so  signal  favors,  for  direction  and 
support.  I  commend  you  to  tlie  duties  assigned  you.  aiul  may  your  vir- 
tuous and  patriotic  labors  be  crowned  with  abundant  success.

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of  this  Commonwealth,  it  is  with  the  greatest  diflBdence  I  appear  beibre 

you,  and  take  upon  me  the  solemn  obligntinn  duly  to  discharge  the 
duties  assigned  me;  but  relying  on  the  caudornud  forbearance  of  a  vir- 
tnous  people,  on  your  wisdom  to  direct  in  at!  the  important  concerns  of 
the  state,  and  hoping  for  tin;  guidance  and  blessing  of  that  indulgent 
Providence,  which  has  so  often  been  displayed  in  the  defense  and  pros- 
perity of  this  rising  state,  I  have  accepted  my  appointment,  and  shall 
endeavor  as  far  as  my  abilities  will  admit,  to  discharge  the  duties  de- 
volving on  mo,  with  impnrtinlity  and  upright  intentions. 

We  had,  gentlemen,  a  right  to  expect  that  principles  of  Justice  and 
national  honor  wonld,  long  before  this  time,  have  caused  Great  Britain 
and  France  to  have  revoked  their  unjust  and  oppressive  decrees,  restore 
freedom  to  commerce,  and  left  the  United  States  in  the  full  enjoyment 
of  all  those  rights  and  privileges,  to  which  by  the  laws  and  customs  of 
nations.  \vc,  as  neutral,  nm  entitled — that  our  impressed  scarnon  might 
have  been  permitted  to  embrace  the  bosom  of  their  native  country,  and 
the  ships  and  property  of  our  merchants  detained  in  foreign  ports,  re- 
stored to  the  ]iossL"ssi()n  of  the  rip;litfiil  owners.  Hut  unhappily  for  the 
world,  the  two  great  rival  jjjowers  of  Europe  are  still  bent  on  ihn  destruc- 
tion of  each  other;  and  neither  being  able  to  encounter  his  opponent  in 
his  own  element,  with  hopes  of  success,  they  have  adopted  a  mode  of 
warfare  which  essentially  atfects  all  neutral  rights,  and  every  commer* 
cial  state  has  felt  the  bitter  etiects  of  their  unrighteous  policy. 

All  the  nations  of  Europe,  by  intrigue,  subsidies,  and  flat'u  t  ics  on  one 
hand,  and  terrors  and  the  sword  on  the  other,  have  been  drawn  or 
driven,  to  coalesce  with  the  one  or  the  other  of  the  contending  parties, 
and  enter  the  vortex  of  the  unhappy  war.  And  what  has  been  their 
fate  ?  not  only  the  destruction  of  i)ropcr1y,  the  loss  of  territory,  their 
former  independence,  and  the  sacrilico  of  innumerable  lives,  but  in  the 
events  they  nave  added  immense  strength  to  tliose  two  terrific  powers, 
who  menace  all  nations,  and  threaten  destruction  to  the  ^Gerties  of 
mankind.  Great  Uritaiu  in  the  course  of  the  war  has  au(;meutcd  her  ma- 
rine force  by  the  addition  of  a  great  portion  of  nil  the  ships  of  war  In  Eu- 
rope, and  claims  the  dominion  of  the  seas.  France  has  been  no  less  active. 
By  her  policy,  and  the  unrivalled  prowess  of  her  arms,  she  has  combined 
almost  all  tlie  whole  strength  of  continental  Europe  under  her  banner. 
In  this  state  of  aflairs,  was  it  not  for  the  superintending  and  disposing 
newer  of  Divine  rrovidcnce,  perpetual  wars  must  be  the  lot  of  Europe. 
With  what  gratitude,  geuLlcmen,  ought  we  to  contemplate  the  situation 
of  our  blessed  countryl  and  with  wliat  exertions  should  we  endeavor  to 
support  every  measure  of  the  general  government,  calculated  to  pre- 
serve it  from  the  disasters  that  shake  the  powers  of  Europe,  and  drcuch 
their  aelds  with  bluod. 

France  and  Great  Britain  have,  each  in  their  turns,  exerted  the  ut- 
most stretch  of  their  policy  to  iuduce  the  United  States  to  depart  from 
tlieir  neutral  position,  and  involve  them  in  their  destructive  ivnrs.  But 
such  lias  been  the  wisdom  of  the  measures  ailo|)tod  and  pursued  by  our 
general  government,  altliough  we  have  to  regret,  that,  for  the  want  of 
unanimity  among  ourselves,  they,  in  some  measure,  have  failed  of  their 
desired  effect;  yet  they  have  hitherto  preserved  the  inestimable  bless- 
ings of  peace,  and  prevcuted  ensnaring  aUiances  with  either  of  the  bel- 
ligerents. 

Situated  as  the  United  States  are,  at  such  a  local  distance  flrom  the 
powei"8  at  war,  I  see  nothing  dark  or  portentous  in  our  aflairs  but  divis- 
ion among  ourselves.  Union  is  the  vital  strength  of  every  nation,  but 
etnecially  of  all  Bennblies. 

f  emit  me,  genuemen,  to  xeoommend  to  you  to  porsne  such  aalu- 
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tary  measures,  and  exercise  that  prudence,  which,  in  your  judgment, 
will  linve  IIk^  irieatest  teiidciicv  to  assimilate  the  feelinp:s  and  unite 
the  citizens  of  this  sl;ite,  promote  Iriendship  with  our  sister  states, 
and  a  firm  attachment  to  the  government  of  the  union.  Was  every 
American  heart  hai  red  against  foreij^n  inthicnco.  and  «nifnhly  attach- 
ed to  the  goverunu'Ut  and  interest  ot  itis  own  country,  wc  might  put 
the  powers  of  Europe  at  defiance.  We  have  the  means  of  wealth 
and  imjirovement  within  our  own  territory  ;  and  were  we  to  turn 
our  attfiution  to  our  iuternal  resources,  and  foster  our  infant  manu* 
fiicturc9,  the  belligerent  nations  of  Europe  would  soon  seek  our  friend- 
Hliip.  court  our  trade,  and  render  just  retrihutioti  for  the  injuries 
llu y  have  done  nf».  Hut  notwithstandin<j;  all  the  privations  by  ftireign 
jiowert*,  and  the  unhappy  divi.sions  anionif  ourselves,  we  liave  yet  these 
pleasinor  redections:  our  civil  and  reli;;i<>us  liiuM  ties  i)t  stowed  on  us  by 
the  (mxI  of  nature,  .■nul  1511  a  ran  teed  I»y  the  n'pul)lican  institutions  of  our 
country,  remain  unimpaired.  Tiu;  baud  of  industry  is  not  slackened, 
and  the  poor  have  not  wanted  tor  that  employment  which  has  yielded 
them  a  comrort.ilile  siip|)r)rt.  The  farmers  and  mechanics  are,  by  their 
improved  economy,  now  discharging  those  debts  they  contracted  when 
commerce  was  in  the  most  floiirishinsr  state,  and  we  are  daily  becoming 
more  truly  inde}>ondent.  Tlie  manufaeluros.  in  various*  parts  of  the 
country,  are  increasing  with  a  rapidity  unparalleled;  and  the  pride  of 
Americans  beqrins  to  be  gratified  with  a  dress  of  onr  own  manufactur- 
im?.  And  I  trust  the  time  i-  not  far  distant,  when  the  citizens  of  these 
United  JSiales,  instead  of  relying  on  ibreigu  countries  for  their  clothtug, 
will  be  able  not  oidy  to  supply  their  own  wants,  but  to  export  every 
kind  of  cotton  if  not  wooli  n  (roods,  and  restore  to  the  union  that  per* 
tion  of  spreie.  which  has  been  drawn  from  US  by  the  exclusive  use  of 
foreign  mauulactured  i^oods. 

If  any  further  legislative  aid  should  be  deemed  nec  i  —  i:  v  for  the  en- 
COUrageiiuyi!  of  douiessic  tnanurnctures.  J  doubt  nf)t  but  that  lliey  will 
receive  Irom  you  all  that  support  which  ihc  circumsliinces  ol  the  state 
will  admit. 

We  have  recent  intelliL'ence  that  the  Emperor  of  France  has  revoked 
his  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees;  and  although  this  is  not  othcially  announ- 
ced, yet  we  have  little  reason  to  doubt  but  that  it  is  correct.  If  so,  we 
may  indulge  the  ]ileasinji  hope  that  the  Ihitisb  orders,  and  all  paper 
blockades,  will  likewise  be  revoked,  and  the  commerce  of  the  Uuilcd 
Stales  become  free  and  unshackled — our  flag  unfurled  in  every  sea,  and 
our  mercliants  importini;  wealth  from  every  clime;  and  should  this 
happy  event  ensue,  may  we  not  lein  ii  u  i^dom  irom  jiast  experience  y 
No  people  can  prolit  by  comnieice,  when  the  balance  ol  tiade  is  ajjainst 
them.  And  have  we  not  been  too  profuse  in  the  use  of  Ibreiijn  articles 
of  merchandize,  which  has  caused  the  specie,  that  was  tlowincr  to  Amer- 
ica, to  depart  our  shores  for  Knglnnd  and  the  Indies,  and  left  us  with  a 
paper  medium,  limited  in  its  circuhition,  and  extremely  emiiarrassingto 
iiiicriKtl  commerce  ?  Hut  Ibis  is*  not  the  (  xl.nt  of  the  evil.  AVere  our 
farmer.s  and  mechanics  to  examine  past  sctUoments  with  their  mer- 
chants, would  they  not,  in  too  many  instances,  find,  notwithstanding  the 
hi;4h  price  of  lattor  and  ])roduce.  that  their  aceoiuits  were  closed  by 
notes  on  interest,  whicli  are  izuawing  like  a  worm  at  the  root  of  tlicir 
capital,  or  lyini;  as  a  morto;af,'e  on  their  future  labors. 

The  Militia,  frenllemen,  claim  an  honorable  rank  amon^;  the  objects 
of  your  attention.  They  are  the  *;uardians  of  our  ri^rlUs.  the  repository 
of  our  liberties,  and  the  bulwark  of  our  independence.  Merccnai  v 
troops  may  be  led  to  destroy  the  fair  temple  of  liberty,  to  trample  on  lie 
rights  of  treemen,  and  trifle  with  the  rights  of  their  countrymeD;  but 
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the  militia,  liavinp:  a  common  interest  with  tlioir  fellow  citizens,  their 
property,  their  wives,  their  children,  and  their  nil,  equally  depending  on 
the  laws  and  the  fate  of  their  commoD  country,  can  never  oe  made  to 
surrender  the  blessings  of  freedom  and  the  nghta  of  independence  to* 

any  foreign  jr  doniesiio  usurper. 

The  improvement  of  the  mil  ilia,  in  tli.it  part  of  the  state  where  1  am 
most  conversant,  in  equipments  and  military  discipline,  lias  exceeded 
my  highest  expectations;  and  I  doubt  not  but  similar  exertions  have 
been  made  in  every  part  of  the  fetate. 

The  provision  made  at  the  iMt  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  for 
procnring  Field-l'icces  for  the  sevei  al  c(nn]innies  of  Artillei  v,  although 
every  proper  cxcrliuu  has  been  made,  has  failed  of  its  desired  object; 
for  the  reasons  of  which,  I  must  refer  you  to  the  communications  of  the 
Commissary  of  Military  stores. 

The  subject  of  the  University  of  Vermont  was  before  the  General 
Assembly  at  their  last  session,  and  remains  with  the  unfinished  husiness 
of  the  House.  Il  will  uti(lnul>t<  «lly  i-eceivc,  at  the  present  session,  all 
that  attention  which  ihe  utility  and  importance  of  the  institution  merit. 
Of  such  moment  is  education,  that  it  claims  not  only  the  patronage  of 
all  legislatures,  but  of  every  friciul  to  the  happiness  of  mankind.  It  is 
the  sujipressor  of  vice,  and  tlie  handmaid  of  virtnc  In  a  repul)]ic  like 
ours,  it  is  one  of  the  grand  pillars  which  .su[)port  the  structure  of  inde- 
pendence. Trace  the  annals  of  the  world,  and  you  will  find,  wherever 
ignorance  has  prcvaile<l.  tlu'  ]i^M)[ilf.  have  been  soon  crushed  by  the 
{)o\ver  of  de^()oiism.  and  have  become  the  sport  of  tyrants. 

Your  attention,  gentlemen,  ought  not  to  be  wholly  confined  to  the 
higher  institutions  of  literature:  neither  should  the  means  of  knowledge 
be  restricted  to  one  class  of  the  people,  but  liberally  imparled  to  all. 
Every  citizen  ought  to  he  so  far  instructed  in  the  sciences  as  to  be  able 
to  [jarlieiijate  in  the  blessings  of  society,  comi)rehend  the  nature  of  gov- 
ernment, and  the  benediction  of  liberty-  A  people  thus  enlightened, 
and  possessing  a  knowledge  of  their  rights,  will  not  be  defrauded  of 
them  liy  any  specious  impostor,  or  surrender  them  but  with  their  lives. 

All  tile  otlicial  communications  made  to  me,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Legislature,  for  your  consideration,  will  be  seasonably  laid  before  you. 

1  shall,  gentlemen,  at  all  times  cordially  unite  my  endeavors  with 
yours,  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  .state,  hoping,  that  under 
l>iviue  Protection,  we  may  enjoy  a  prosperous  session.

Speech  op  Got.  GALtrsnA— 1811.» 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
— Being  elected  by  the  independent  freemen  of  this  State,  their  chief 
magistrate  for  the  ensuing  year,  with  the  highest  sense  of  gratitude,  I 
tender  ibem  my  sincere  thanks  for  so  approbatiui;  my  past  conduct,  as 
again  to  honor  me  with  their  conHdence.  X  feel  to  acknowledge,  as  fop- 
morly  on  similar  occasions,  that  tlie  magnitude  of  the  oflSce  and  the  im-

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portnncc  of  its  duties  are  far  above  llic  sfjliore  of  my  talents;  and  at  a 
period  bo  momentous  as  flie  in  esent,  I  should  shrink  Irom  this  arduous 
iindertnkin.2^,  did  I  not,  under  the  auspices  of  a  benign  rrovidence,  con- 
Tulc  in  your  wisdom,  firmness  and  virtue,  not  only  for  support  in  tliose 
duties  which  devolve  upon  me,  but  to  transact  all  the  itnportant  duties 
of  Icgishuiou.  "\Yiih  ihesc  inipressions,  wliile  inspired  witli  the  love  of 
my  country,  find  prompted  by  the  voice  of  my  constituents,  wliicli  I 
ever  licnr  with  reverence,  I  resume  the  important  station.  When  we 
realize  the  greatness  of  the  trust  reposed  in  us  by  so  many  thousands  of 
our  fellow  citizens  to  direct,  as  their  faithful  representatives,  tlio  flffnirs 
of  a  State  in  which  the  happiness  of  caclu  individual  claims  equal  re- 
gard, aud  tlie  rij^hls  of  all  demand  the  same  protection  and  support,  we 
shall  feel  It  our  Indispensable  duty  to  lay  Aslao  nil  party  prejudiees  and 
suffer  ourselves  to  l)e  actuated  by  no  other  motives  ilinn  lliose  which 
coincide  witli  individual  justice  aiid  tlio  greatest  general  good,  and  dili- 
gently  pursue  such  measures  as  will  be  productive  of  pubuc  and  private 
virtue,  without  which  the  inestimable  blessings  of  ft  free  government 
cannot  long  subsist. 

We  are,  gentlemen,  convened  at  a  time  by  no  means  the  least  event- 
ful, although  we  have  heretofore  suffered  much  by  the  unjust  policy  of 
the.  belligerent  powers  of 'Europe;  yet  no  period  since  thti  commence- 
ment of  our  diiferuDccs  lias  appeared  to  me  so  portentous  as  the  pres- 
ent. Great  Britain  seems  not  indiDcd  to  relinquish  her  offensive  orders 
in  council,  surrender  up  our  impressed  seamen,  or  permit  us  to  enjoy 
the  common  and  Icg.il  ri<jht8  of  a  neutral  nation — but  assumes  the  atti- 
tude of  A  threatening  Invader,  although  France  has  mitigated  the  rigour 
of  her  hostile  measures,  and  so  moditled  her  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees 
that  they  have  ceased  to  operate  against  the  United  States.  But  as  it 
is  not  our  province  to  decide  on  the  subject  of  peace  or  war,  that  being 
by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  confined  to  the  general  govern- 
ment, of  which  this  state  is  a  component  part,  and  has  au  equal  voice  in 
her  council,  it  is  not  my  intention  to  advance  any  opinion  on  the  sub- 
ject, or  suggest  any  idea  which  may  tend  to  excite  the  passions  of  my 
fellow  citizens  against  any  foreign  nation  whatever;  and  it  would  much 
less  become  me,  while  negocialions  for  an  adjustment  are  still  progress- 
ing, which  I  pray  God  may  terminate  in  an  amicable  settlement  of  all 
our  ditlicuUies,  and  that  war  may  never  be  the  unhappy  fate  of  our  be- 
loved country.  As  the  President  has,  lor  some  cause,  tl'iought  fit  to  con- 
vene Congress  prior  to  the  usual  time  of  their  convention,  we  may  then 
expect  to  have  a  more  extensive  aud  perspicuous  view  of  our  national 
alliairs.  Let  us,  in  the  mean  time,  as  far  as  possible,  be  prepared  for 
any  event  which  may  occur.  To  be  united  is  indispensably  necessary 
to  be  prepared  cither  for  a  state  of  war  or  for  the  full  enjoyment  of 
peace.  The  political  divisions  in  the  United  States  are  productive  of 
the  most  unhappy  consequences:  They  not  only  tend  to  defeat  every 
honorable  altem|)t  to  terminate  our  differences  with  foreign  jjowers  by 
amicable  treaty,  but  also  to  embolden  the  aggressors  to  persist  in  their 
unrighteous  depredations  on  our  property  anil  add  new  insults  to  former 
injuries.  A  people  well  agreed  in  the  principles  of  their  social  compact 
and  firmly  united  in  the  support  of  their  government,  can  surmount 
almost  any  obstacle  which  may  oppose  their  prosperity  and  Indepen- 
dence. But  when  divided  or  torn  asunder  by  faction,  all  domestic  tran- 
quility and  enjoyment  are  at  an  end,  aud  the  greatest  nation  thus  sev- 
ered, may  i^ii  an  easy  prey  to  a  foreign  invader,  or  their  liberties  be 
destroyed  by  a  domestic  usurper. 

Suflnr  me,  gentlemen,  on  ail  occasions,  to  recommend  to  yon  in  the 
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most  pressing  manner,  to  keep  in  view  the  union  of  citizens  and  states, 
for  ou  this  point  turns  the  happiness  and  independence  of  our  country. 

It  was  not  my  purpose,  if  my  abilities  and  informatioii  would  admit, 
to  enter  into  a  particular  detail  and  indication  of  the  measures  of  the 
national  administration,  but  only  to  excite  you  to  a  candid  and  dispas- 
sionate examination  for  yourselves.  It  will,  I  believe,  be  acknowledged 
by  nil,  lliat  the  measures  adopted  by  Congress  restrictive  of  commerce, 
were  intended  to  protect  us  against  foreign  aggressions,  or  cause  them 
to  be  removed,  whether  they  were  the  best  possible  measures  to  eflfoct 
those  purposes  or  not,  cannot  for  certainty  be  known,  since  tluy  have 
been  tried  and  others  untried.  But  I  can  conceive  of  no  measures  that 
would  have  been  more  likely  to  succeed  against  the  determined  policy 
of  the  two  ffreat  belligerent  nations,  while  attended  with  that  party  op- 
position at  home,  which  is  manifest  on  all  occasions.  I  wish  not  to  pro- 
hibit a  strict  scrutiny  of  the  conduct  of  the  officers  of  government,  or  a 
carefViI  attention  to  our  liberties  and  national  safety,  but  to  prevent  the 
dangerous  evils  arising  from  unreasonable  and  unfounded  jealousies. 
Have  not  equal  encouragements,  with  impartiality,  been  extended  to 
both  Great  Britain  and  France,  with  an  honest  Intention  to  procure  a 
repeal  or  suitable  modification  of  their  unjust  orders  and  decrees  ?  And 
have  not  alU  political  parties  occasionally  acknowledged  and  apulauded 
the  talents  and  virtnc,  the  firmness  and  mo<leration  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States?  Or  has  any  one  act  of  his  life,  either  in  his  {)ulilic 
or  private  capacity,  manifested  a  design  to  change  our  government  from 
its  republican  purity  ?  What,  then,  should  induce  him,  while  possessed 
of  the  highest  honors  which  his  country  can  confer  upon  him,  to  sacri- 
fice her  clearest  rights  and  Independence  to  the  will  of  a  fmoign  mon- 
arch ?  From  what  source  then  proceeds  the  cuminuul  charge  ot  partial- 
ity and  Fr«^nch  influence  ?  Have  we  not  reason  to  suspect  that  it  orig- 
inates in  a  vehement  party  spirit,  or  a  different  foreign  iufluenoei  ope^ 
rating  upon  some  disappointed  or  ambitious  individuals  ? 

Tiie  confidence,  gentlemen,  which  I  have  already  expressed  in  your 
wisdom  and  integrity,  supercedes  the  necessity  of  a  particular  detail  of 
the  business  of  tuo  session.  You  being  selected  from  tlie  various  parts 
of  the  state,  are  possessed  of  a  knowledge  of  the  wants  and  wishes  of 
your  constituents.  There  are  some  objects,  however,  which  ought  not  to 
escape  our  notice.  The  militia,  on  which  depends  our  safety  in  peace 
and  our  defence  in  war,  is  ever  worthy  of  consideration.  But,  under  the 
present  unsettled  state  of  our  national  al!;iirs,  more  than  ordinary  atten- 
tion may  be  requisite.  The  militia,  if  well  equipt  an<I  disciplined,  im- 
pelled, as  they  are,  by  motives  of  interest,  and  inspired  by  the  love  of 
liberty,  are,  I  trust,  sufficient  to  protect  our  rights,  and  repel  any  inva- 
sion of  our  territory.  I  consider  it  highly  expedient,  that  a  suitable 
supply  of  arms  should  be  provided,  either  by  this  or  the  United  States, 
for  the  use  of  our  militia  in  cases  of  urgency,  l^ut  whether  the  present 
state  of  our  financef^  will  adnut  of  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose  Or 
not,  I  shall  submit  to  your  sound  discretion. 

The  manufhcturing  interest  received  considerable  encouragement  at 
our  last  session;  but  I  trust  that  an  object  so  beneficial  in  the  system  of 
economy,  and  so  favorable  to  our  real  independence,  will  be  ever  kept  in 
view,  ana  fostered  by  every  prudent  LegiMature. 

One  of  the  great  beuefils  of  a  system  of  jurisprudence  is  the  perma- 
nency of  those  laws  under  which  we  enjoy  our  personal  security  and  the 
protection  of  our  private  property.  The  frequent  changes  in  our  gen- 
eral statutes,  render  them  perplexing  to  magistrates  and  jurors,  tend  to 
increase  litigation,  or  promote  what  is  by  some  styled  "  the  glorious  un- 
certainty of  the  law,"  and  frequently  subjects  the  honest  citizen  to  ex- 
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pcnsc  and  loss  bcloru  tliu  laws  are  fully  promulgated,  or  their  o^ieratioD 
rightly  understood.  I  should  thercforo  recommend  niteratious  m  those 
cases  only  wlicre  oxpcritMue  liiis  discovficd  a  in  itt  rial  dt-fe-ct. 

I  have  received  a  resolution  ot  tlie  Senate  and  House  of  Ilojjrcscnta- 
tives  of  the  United  Stales.  ]>ropo.sing  an  auicndmont  of  the  constitution 
of  the  United  Stales,  wliitli.  with  other  coiun)unieaiiii>  from  the  execu- 
tives of  individual  states,  1  shall  cause  scnsonnMy  to  In-  laid  before  you. 

That  economy  whic  h  has  ever  cliaiaelei  d  liic  Le^ishiturc  ul'  \'er- 
mont,  I  trust  will  stimulate  you  to  make  all  that  despatch  in  public 
business  of  the  session  of  whieh  a  free  and  candid  investigation  will  ad- 
mit. I  shall,  geuliemcn,  readily  concur  with  you  in  the  ailoplion  of 
sueli  measures  as  may  conduce  to  the  best  good  of  our  constituents,  and 
I  ardently  imjilore  the  Supreme  Being,  w  ho  liatli  all  liearts  in  his  hands, 
80  to  direct  our  delibcralious  that  they  ma^'  leriuiuate  in  the  true  inter- 
est of  the  State  and  nation.  Jonas  Galusha. 

Charles  Rich,  Williaiu  A.  Talnicr,  and  Joiui  Peck,  all  being  Jetierso- 
uian  Rcpublicaua,  were  the  committee  to  draft  an  answer  to  the  goveiv 
nor.

QentUmen  of  the  Council,  anct  Qentlemen  of  the  House  of  RepresentO', 

tives, — The  crintinued  confidenee  of  my  fellow  citizens  has  once  jnore 
called  me  to  aclinowled";e,  with  gratitude,  their  repeated  favors  and  ray 
renewed  obligation.  The  contest  in  which  we  are  involved  causes  me 
to  Iccl  the  deepest  sensibility  of  the  necessity  of  your  support  and  the 
benefit  of  your  united  wisdom,  and  also  an  entire  reliance  upon  that 
Supreme  Being,  who  hath  hitherto  been  our  support  and  defence,  and 
who  bestows  wisdom  on  all  wlio  sincerely  ask  it- 
It  is  the  highest  interest  of  every  gtivernment.  but  espeeially  of  repub- 
lics, on  just  and  honorable  grounds,  to  cherish  peace  and  a  good  under- 
Standing  with  all  nations;  and  I  sincerely  believe  it  to  have  been  the 
unremitted  endeavor  of  our  National  Government,  bv  every  mean  in 
tbeir  power,  to  maintain  the  blessings  of  peace — remove  the  eni  inaeh- 
mcnts  on  our  lawful  commerce  and  the  infringements  on  our  national 
rights  and  independence,  without  resortinir  to  the  last  and  most  dread- 
ful remedy  of  repelling  aggression  by  force,  liut  Great  Britain,  from 
her  euperfor  naval  force,  has  claimed  the  dominion  of  tlie  seas,  and  put 
at  defiance  the  rights  (»f  nnti  nis  and  individuals.  Such  has  licen  her 
conduct  towards  the  United  Stales  that  we  had  no  alleruative  but  to 
submit  to  her  arbitrary  edicts  and  abandon  our  real  independence,  or 
with  manly  fortitude  contend  for  our  sacred  rights  at  the  expence  and 
hazard  of  a  war  with  that  formidable  nation,  which  in  the  exercise  of 

£ower  is  regardless  of  right.    When  all  honorable  negociatiou  was  ex- 
austed  wiUiout  ctfect,  and  restrictive  measures,  for  want  of  union  and 
support  among  ourselves,  had  failed  to  produce  the  desired  object,  every

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hope  of  accommodation  liavinj;  perished,  and  tlic  cup  of  our  sufferings 
full,  Congress,  relyinfj  on  the  justice  of  their  cause,  the  firm  support  of 
the  pntriotic  sons  of  liberty  and  the  aid  of  the  God  of  armies,  resorted 
to  the  last  remedy  of  injured  nations — an  appf'^^l  to  arms.  Tlie  particu- 
Jiir  causes  thereof  arc  fully  exhibited  iu  the  rrcsidenl's  Message  to  both 
houses  of  CoD^rress,  of  the  Ist  of  June,  1812,  and  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  foreign  relations  tlioreon. 

Although  some  doubt  the  nrqpricty  of  the  measures  adopted,  yet  war 
being  declared  by  the  constituted  authorities  of  our  country,  ft  ought 
no  longer  to  remain  a  question  of  i)()licy.  Imt  it  has  become  the  duly  of 
the  .state  governments,  and  of  every  individual,  with  prompilude  to 
espouse  the  sacred  cause  of  our  injured  country,  second  the  measures 
of  our  general  <;overnment,  provide  for  the  defence  and  safety  of  our 
cilizcn.s,  and  with  xfal  pur.sue  such  measures  as  will  tend  to  procure  an 
acknowledgment  ol  tjur  national  rights,  a  relea.se  of  our  impressed  sea- 
men, remove  the  encroachmenls  on  the  great  hiijhway  of  nations,  put  a 
final  period  to  the  calamitie.^  of  war,  and  establish  a  i^ormanent  and 
lionorablc  peace.  At  so  important  and  interesting  a  crisis  as  the  pres- 
ent, it  Is  expedient  that  we  lay  aside  all  party  {irejudices  and  unite  in 
one  common  cause  to  maintain  our  independence,  and  transmit  to  pos- 
terity those  invaluable  rights  which  were  sealed  to  us  bj^  the  blood  of 
our  heroes,  and  by  our  example  invite  every  citizen  and  friend  of  liberty 
to  divest  hiiiisri!"  of  all  scllish  and  local  polu-y,  and  with  palrintic /A-al 
embrace  the  cause  of  our  common  country,  a  country  abounding  with 
every  necessary  of  life  and  in  the  full  tide  of  civil  and  religious  lioerty. 
Is  it  possible  to  conceive  that  any  citizens,  living  under  such  a  mild  aud 
equal  govt-rnmeni,  can  he  so  destitute  of  a  principle  of  patriotism,  and  so 
lost  to  their  own  true  interest,  as  through  a  fond  passion  for  a  foreign 
power,  the  violence  of  party  zeal  or  tite  sordid  passion  (^tavariee,  to  betray 
the  just  cause  of  their  sulieriiii;  conntry,  prnl-.n;,'  the  horrors  of  war,  in- 
voke the  Vengeance  of  heaven,  and  Ijc  guiUy  of  the  blood  of  thousands, 
by  devoting  their  talents  and  yieldins;  their  .«u])port  to  a  nation  whoso 
pledged  faith  has  been  so  oftcJi  vi  >laii  •!.  and  wliose  tender  mercies  by 
experience  have  i)ceu  proved  to  eou»i»L  in  cruelty?  Kather  let  a  seuse 
of  common  danger  and  a  love  of  country  cement  our  liearts,  conciliate 
our  ntfe'  tions  and  disappoint  the  sanguine  hope  of  the  enemy  to  profit 
by  our  divisions. 

It  is.  Gentlemen,  expected  that  the  general  government  will  direct 

all  the  important  opei  ations  of  the  war,  and  provide  means  of  defence 
iu  the  several  parts  of  the  LTuiuu.  But  situated  as  this  state  is,  contigu- 
ous to  the  populous  settlements  of  the  enemy  and  exposed  to  the  whole 
military  force  in  Lower  Canada,  I  should  be  deficient  in  my  duty  if  I 
did  not  recommeiul  to  you  in  the  most  pressing  manner,'  by  every 
mean  iu  your  power  to  put  this  state  in  the  best  possible  posture  of 
defence;  to  have  the  militia  properly  equipped,  ready  to  take  the  Held, 
and  provide  for  their  speedy  and  etViriual  movement  to  anyplace  of 
danger  whenever  occasion  requires.  The  militia  law  will  need  a  thor- 
ough revision,  and  many  additions  to  render  it  efficient  for  the  exigen- 
cies of  war.    A  committee  was  atipointcd  at  our  last  session  for  that 

Eurpose,  aud  1  trust  a  report  will  be  seasonably  made,  tliat  there  may 
e  a  full  investigation  of  the  system.  The  promptitude  with  whicii  the 
detached  militia,  in  most  of  the  towns,  have  marched  to  the  defence  of 
the  frontier,  has  exceeded  my  highest  expectations.  Such  a  patriotic 
and  military  ardor  pervades  the  state,  that  many  thousands  of  the  in- 
habitants, who  were  by  law  exempt  from  military  duty,  have  enrolled 
themselves,  elected  their  officers,  aud  tendered  their  services  to  support 
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the  laws  and  goTernment  of  their  coantry,  supprem  inrarrectioiis  and 

repel  invasions. 

As  soon  as  war  became  certain,  I  represented  the  exposed  situation 
of  our  northern  frontiers  and  the  general  destitution  of  arms  for  the  use 
of  tbe  militia,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  received  information  from 
him  that  one  tlionsand  stand  of  arms  would  be  delivered  to  my  order  at 

Sj)ringfiekl,  MassachusettJ*,  conformably  to  a  law  of  the  United  States 
of  the  23"^  day  of  April  1808,  for  arming  tbe  whole  body  of  militia,  which 
arms  are  to  be  distribated  to  the  railitin,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  shall  be  by  law  prescribed  by  (he  legislature  of  each  state  aiul  terri- 
tory. I  have  since  received  similar  orders  for  fifteen  hundred  stands  in 
addition  on  the  same  condition.  It  is  requisite  therefore  that  a  law 
should  be  passed  for  the  purpose  of  distributitig  them. 

The  wliolo  of  said  arras  have  been,  by  the  Commissary  of  Military 
Stores,  transported  to  Benninjrton,  and,  from  the  necessity  of  the  case, 
I  have  directed  a  portion  of  them  to  be  deposited  with  the  general  offi- 
cers in  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  to  be  used  by  the  militia  in  case 
of  emergency;  and,  from  like  necessity,  some  have  been  delivered  to 
the  officers  m  the  detsched  militia,  for  the  use  of  those  soldiers  now  in 
service  wluj  were  destitute;  a  particular  statement  of  which  will  be 
submitted  to  j^ou,  or  such  committee  as  may  be  appointed  on  the  subject 
of  a  distribution.  I  sincerely  regret  that  I  am  unoer  the  necessity  to  in- 
form you  tliat  llic  arms  already  obtained  fall  far  short  of  the  real  defi- 
ciency; and  I  do  earnestly  recommend  that  some  measure  be  adopted 
that  arms  may  be  provided  and  brought  into  the  state,  to  be  sold  to  such 
of  the  militia  ns  arc  able  to  equip  themselves,  and  to  furnish  such  as  are 
not,  when  called  into  the  service;  and  that  a  sufTicient  quantity  of  am- 
munition, tents  and  camp  equippage  be  provided  and  constantly  kept  in 
readiness  for  use.  Alter  war  was  declared,  the  pressing  calls  from  al- 
most every  town  near  the  northern  limits  of  this  state,  to  be  protected 
or  furnished  with  tlie  means  of  defence,  were  such  as  rendered  it  expe- 
dient for  me  to  convene  the  Executive  Council,  to  deliberate  and  advise 
on  the  best  measures  to  be  pursued  under  existing  circumstances,  which 
measures  I  entertain  no  doubt  but  you  will  approve,  and  make  appro- 
priation for  the  expenco;  as  also  for  the  transporting  the  arms,  and 
some  other  incidental  expencM,  which  could  not  be  foreseen  and  provi- 
ded for  at  the  last  session. 

It  will,  Gentlemen,  be  necessary  that  a  law  be  passed  directing  the 
mode  for  electing  Representatives  lo  rei>resent  this  State  in  tlie  Con- 

fress  of  the  United  States.   I  am  officially  informed  that  this  state  will 
e  entitled  to  six  representatives  in  Congress  fh>m  and  after  the  third 
day  of  March  next. 

The  time  for  which  the  Hon.  Stephen  R.  Bradley  was  elected  a  Sena- 
tor from  this  State  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  will  end  with  the 
third  day  of  March  next.  It  therefore  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  elect  a  Senator  to  supply  said  vacancy  for  six  years  next  fol- 
lowing the  said  third  day  of  March.  It  will  also  be  necessarv  for  you 
to  direct  the  manner  in  which  the  electors  of  President  and  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  shall  be  appointed  for  the  ensuing  presiden- 
tial eleclionjand  fix  the  place  for  tbe  meeting  of  tbe  electors. 

The  last  Wednesdav  of  March  next  being  the  day  appointed  by  the 
Constitution  for  the  choice  of  a  Council  of  Censors,  it  will  be  expedient 
that  a  law  to  regulate  the  choice  of  said  Council  be  passed  in  an  early 
part  of  the  session,  that  it  may  be  seasonably  promulgated  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  people. 
The  state  of  our  finances  is  among  the  first  objects  that  claim  your 
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attention.  The  most  favnrn1)lc  moans  ought  to  be  resorted  to  to  replen- 
i&h  the  Ti'easury  willi  a  medium  lliat  will  answer  all  Uie  public  purposes 
of  tlie  slfite,  ana  secitre  Its  credit  on  a  basfs  that  cannot  easily  be  shaken. 

Although  the  pressure  of  business  nt  the  present  session  will  scnrcoly 
allow  you  time  to  deliberate  on  all  the  various  subjects  of  legislation,  t 
yet  the  improvement  in  mnnutacluring  is  an  object  of  so  great  utility 
aad  BO  immediately  connected  with  our  true  interest  and  complete  inde- 
pendence, that  ir  cannot  fail  to  meet  tlie  approbation  and  fostering  care 
of  every  wise  and  prudent  legislator. 

Uny  the  importance  of  the  business  now  before  ns,  and  the  solemn 
consideration  that  the  fate  not  only  of  the  present  generation,  but  of 
unborn  millions,  depends  on  the  evculs  of  the  present  lime,  excite  us  to 
an  assiduous  and  sealous  attention  to  our  respective  duties,  and  inspire 
us  with  confidence  and  union  among  ourselves,  and  a  firm  reliance  on 
that  Omnipotent  Being  who  sways  the  sceptre  of  the  Universe,  and 
.  directs  the  destinies  of  nations,  to  crown  our  joint  laiiora  with  abundant 
success.

COHMONWBALTn  OF  MaSSACIU  SEITS.      Ini  THE  HoUSE  OF  liEFBE- 

SENTATiVES,  June  ll>,  1804. 

Whereas  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  it  is  provided,  that 

Representatives  shall  be  appointed  [apportioned]  among  the  several 
states,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined, 
by  adding  to  the  whole  numoer  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound 
to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three 
tittbs  of  all  other  persons;  and  further,  that  for  the  choice  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Vice  rresident  of  the  United  States,  each  state  shall  anpoint 
a  number  of  Electors  equal  to  tlie  whole  number  of  Senators  ana  Bep-  * 
rcsenfatives  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled  iti  the  Congress: 

And  whereas  the  said  provisions  were  so  manifestly  unequal,  at  the 
time  tlie  Constitution  was  formed,  that  they  could  have  resulted  only 
from  tlie  spirit  of  conciliation  and  compromise,  which  influenced  the

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BMtern  States;  because  Jn  consequence  thereof,  a  representation  of  the 
stales  is  prorluocd,  unjust  nnd  injurious  in  its  ojieration,  both  as  it  re- 
gards the  number  of  Iree  inhabitants  in  the  several  states,  and  their 
property;  as  In  a  State  where  the  alavcry  of  man  la  established  by  law, 
the  slaves  Iiavc  no  voice  in  the  Elections — hut  a  planter  possessing  fifly 
slaves  may  be  considered  as  having  thiriv  votes,  while  a  farmer  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, having  equal  or  greater  pi  oiu  rty,  is  confined  to  a  single 
vote: 

And  whereas  the  effect  of  these  provisions  has  been  rendered  more 
unequal  and  injurious  by  the  course  of  events  since  the  Constitution 
was  establislied*.  by  an  augmentation  of  the  number  of  slaves  in  the 
Southern  States,  nnd  also  bv  an  increase  of  |MM  sonal  pro|)crty  in  t'"e 
eastern  slates,  arising  from  tlie  coniniercial  sj<irit  of  the  inliabilants: 

And  whereas  tlie  said  provisions  Imvc  liccn  rendered  more  injurious, 
l)y  important  political  changes,  introduced  during  llie  present  adminis- 
tration, in  llie  purchase  of  Lomsiann^  an  extensive  Country,  which  will 
require  great  numbers  of  slaves  for  its  cultivation,  and  when  admitted 
into  the  Union,  agreeably  to  the  cession,  will  conti  ibute,  by  the  number 
of  its  slaves,  to  destroy  the  real  intlueuce  of  tlic  Eastern  States  in  the 
National  Government;  and  also  in  the  original  mode  of  etectinc;  the 
Pri'sident  of  the  United  States,  wlirreliv.  in  the  ajipointment  of'  tliat 
important  Magistrate,  the  right  of  the  small  states,  (among  which  are 
roost  of  the  Eastern  States,)  where  there  are  few  or  no  slaves,  is  greatly 
diminished: 

And  whereas  in  the  apportionment  of  the  direct  taxes,  the  only  com- 
pensation proposed  by  the  Constitution,  to  the  States  not  holding  slaves, 
for  the  aforesaid  unequal  principle  in  representation,  is  now  merely 
nominal,  as  the  National  lieveimes  are  i>rincipally  derived  from  com- 
mercial imposts,  the  j)resent  ailministration  having  repealed  the  excise 
laws,  which  operated  in  some  measure,  by  a  lax  on  luxuries,  to  equalise 
among  the  several  States  the  contributions  to  the  public  burthens;  and 
having  also  recently  assessed  additional  millions  on  commerce,  of  which 
the  Eastern  States  must  pay  much  more  than  their  due  proportion,  so 
that  instead  of  conlribti'tiiL'  1(  than  their  proportionate  share  of  public 
expunge,  as  was  conteutplatcd  by  the  Constitution,  as  a  counterpart  to 
unequal  representation,  they  contribte  more: 

And  wherens  a  union  of  the  States,  a  measure  so  imjiorlant  in  its  con- 
sequences, c  innot  harmoniously  exist,  ibr  a  long  period,  unless  it  be 
founded  on  principles  which  shall  secure  to  all  Free  Citizens  equal  polit- 
ical rights  and  privileges  in  the  Government,  so  that  a  minority  of 
Free  Citizens  may  not  govern  a  majority,  an  (!vent  which,  on  the  jtrin- 
ciples  of  represculalion  now  established,  has  alrejxdy  happened,  and  may 
always  happen. 

Therefore^  to  preserve  the  llmon  of  the  Statef^.  \\]inn  sf)!ind  nnd  just 
principles,  and  to  establish  a  Hmndalion  tor  general  harmony  and  confi- 
dence among  all  the  Citizens  of  the  United  States,  by  securing  to  them 
now,  and  at  all  future  pei  iods.  equal  i)olitical  rights  and  privileges: 

JResolved,  That  the  Senators  of  this  Commonwealth  in  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  be,  and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  to  take  all  proper 
and  1(  g;d  mea.-Dn  -  to  obtain  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Uuileil  Status,  so  tlial  the  Kepresentatives  be  apportioued  among  Uie 
several  States  according  to  the  numbers  of  their  Free  Inhabitants  re- 
spectively, and  for  this  purpose,  that  they  endeavor  to  obtain  a  llcsolu- 
tiou  of  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  of  Congress,  proposing  such  amend- 
.mcnt  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States  in  the  Union. 

And  he  it  further  Utaolced^  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  re- 
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quested  to  tnnsmlt  to  each  of  the  add  Senators  an  attested  cq>7  offbis 

ilesolution. 

And  it  it  hereby  further  Retohed,  That  His  Bzeenency  the  GoTenior 

be  requested  to  inlbrm  the  Chief  Magistrates  of  the  several  States  of  the 
doiu<]:H  of  the  Legislature  of  this  CoiumoDwealih,  and  reqaest  them  to 
adopt  ihc  suniu  measures.

Oct  18  1804,  the  (oregoiug  resolutions  were  considered  by  the  Asscnh> 
bly  in  committee  of  the  whole,  and  the  report  was  adverse.  After  de- 
bate on  the  report  in  the  House,  the  question  of  aooeptance  was  post- 
poned to  the  S6tb,  when,  after  a  len^y  discussion  of  the  subject^"  the 

report  was  accepted,  yeas  106  to  nays  76.  In  the  Presidential  elec- 
tion of  ISOO,  Mr.  Jefferson  received  73  votps,  5.*^  of  wliich  were  from  the 
slave  states;  and  John  Adams  received  Go  votes,  53  of  which  were  from 
the  free  states:  so  Mr.  Jctlerson's  votes  were  maiuly  from  the  slave,  and 
those  of  Mr.  Adams  from  the  free  states.  This  fact  was  adverted  to  in 
the  preamble  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  Massachusetta,  which  was 
then  a  Federal  State.  That  both  the  Jefferaonians  and  the  Federalists 
in  the  legislature  treated  this  as  a  party  question,  is  evident  from  the 
yeas  and  nays.  Among  those  wlio  favored  the  adverse  report  of  the 
committee  were  the  following  prominent  Jetfersonians  :  William  C. 
Bradley,  Ezra  Butler,  James  Fisk,  Titus  Hutchinson,  Aaron  Leland, 
Henry  Olin,  Mark  Richards,  Charles  Rich,  and  Samuel  Shaw,  all  of  whom 
but  two  became  Congressmen;  while  among  the  naya  were  prominent 
Federalists^  to  wit,  Jedediah  P.  Buckingham,  Daniel  Chi|iman,  Arad 
Hunt,  Wm.  C.  Harrington,  Asa  Lyon,  and  Solomon  "Wright.  On  the 
next  day,  Jnnics  Fisk.  Titus  Ilntcliinson,  and  Charles  Rich  were  ap- 
pointed to  draft  a  nicssage  or  reply  to  Governor  Tichenor  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  on  the  second  of  November  they  reported  as  follows: 

Sir, — The  resolutions  transmitted  by  the  Governor  of  Massachusetts, 
and  which  accompanied  vonr  message  of  Octol>er  18th,  1804,  have  re* 
ccived  from  this  llouse  tnat  consideration  which  the  importance  of  the 
subject  requires. 

Wo  do  not  consider  the  proTisions  of  the  present  constitution  so 

unequal  as  supposed  by  said  resolutions;  nor  do  we  consider  those  pro- 
visions to  have  been  rendered  more  injurious  by  any  political  changes 
introduced  during  the  present  administration. 

The  amendment  propo.scd,  as  we  conceive,  would  materially  aficct  a 
part  of  the  federal  constitution  which  was  in  fact  tlie  result  of  a  spirit  of 
compromise,  and  which  guarantees  to  some  of  the  states  in  the  Union, 
a  right,  which  to  them  is  sacred;  a  rv^hu  in  consideration  of  which, 
mu'tual  benefits  are  secured  to  us.  For  although  the  duties  arising 
from  imports  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  government,  while 
we  enjoy  the  calm  sonshino  of  peace;  yet,  should  the  United  States  at 
anv  lime  be  involved  in  war.  (which  is  no  uncommon  fate  of  nations,) 
very  important  would  be  the  power,  and  veiT  necessary  the  use  of  direct 
taxation.  And  in  such  an  event,  we  should  highly  appreciate  the  mode 
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of  apportioning  the  expenoes  amoDS  the  seTonl  States,  establidied  by 
our  present  Constitutioo. 
Again,  we  apprehend  that  the  amendment  proposed  would  hare  a 

tendency  to  destroy,  rather  thati  conflrtn,  that  union  among  the  sevefal 
Stfltes,  8o  essential  to  our  national  prosperity. 

We  therefore  cannot  recommend  the  measure  proposed  by  said  Reso- 
lution. 

This  paper  was  adopted  by  a  party  vote— lOo  to  86,  and  it  was  ordered 

that  the  Speaker  sign  the  same,  and  thnt  Titus  Ilutchinson  deliver  it, 
with  the  resolutions  of  Massachusetts,  to  Gov.  Tichcnor.'  Dec.  19  1804, 
Kentucky  dissented  from  llie  proposal  of  Massaclmseits  for  reasons 
which  were  fully  set  forth. — See  printed  Vermont  Assembly  Journal  of 
1805,  p.  16.

Resolved,  That  our  Senators  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be 
instructed,  and  our  Representatives  requested,  to  take  all  legal  and  nec- 
essary steps,  [and]  to  use  their  exertions,  as  soon  as  the  same  is  practi- 
cable, to  obtain  an  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution,  so  as  to 
authorize  and  empower  the  Cougress  of  the  United  Slates  to  pass  a  law, 
whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient,  to  prevent  the  flirthcr  imports 
tion  of  slaves,  or  people  of  colour,  from  any  of  the  West  India  Islands, 
from  the  coast  of  Airico,  or  elsewhere,  into  the  United  States,  or  any 
part  thereof. 

Sesolved  furtlier^  That  the  Governor  be,  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to 
transmit  copies  of  the  foregoing  resolution  to  our  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress;  also  to  the  executives  of  all  the  different  Slates 
in  the  Union,  with  a  request  that  the  same  may  be  laid  before  their  re- 
spective logifljatures,  for  their  concurrence  and  adoption.

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Accompanying  the  foregoing  was  a  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of 

Mas!<achusctts,  concurring  with  the  proposition  of  Norlh  Carolina. 
This  aflordcd  tlie  .TelTersonians  an  op]iortunity  to  i)ut  themselves  on  the 
record  in  respect  to  slavery,  and  disarm  any  criticism  of  their  action  in 
the  previous  year  in  rejeclini;  tlie  amendment  to  tlie  constitution  ])ro- 
pu-sed  by  Massachusetts,  so  Tar  as  it  touched  slavery.  In  answer  to  the 
speech  of  Got.  Tichcnor,  they  united  with  the  Federalists  in  saying: 

The  amendment  proposed  by  Xorth  Carolina,  and  adopted  by  Massa* 

chusetts,  for  pudiui,'  a  stop  to  Ihe  importation  of  slaves  into  the  United 
States,  shall  be  duly  attended  to.  Universal  freedom  is  one  of  those  funda- 
mental jirinciples  of  our  political  institutions  which  are  engraven  on  the 
miud  and  live  in  the  affections  of  every  true  American.  And  although 
our  eounlrv  is  already  in[('ste<l  with  slavery,  the  toleration  of  which 
might  seem  to  contravene  the  sieneral  system  of  our  policy,  we  trust 
that  the  humanity  and  justice  of  our  country  will  prevent  the  incri  nso 
of  the  deprecated  evil,  and  arrest,  as  soon  as  possible,  that  execrable 
tratlic  in  Imnian  flesh. 

Oct.  17  1605,  Lewis  R.  ^lorris  (Fed.)  introduce*!  resolutions  concur- 
ring with  the  amendment  proposed  by  ^forth  Carolina,  which  were 
adopted  by  common  consent,  and  were  concurred  in  by  the  Governor 
and  Coundl  on  the  19th.* 


Proposed  Amendment  to  lijiit  the  Juuisdiction  of  tiie  Fed- 

Ki!AT>  Courts. 

Oct.  12  1805,  Gov,  Tichenor  transmitted  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
resolutions  of  Kentucky  proposing  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  so  as  to  exclude  tlie  Federal  Courts  from  Jurisdiction 
in  the  cases  named  in  the  last  four  clauses  of  Sec.  II  of  Article  III,  to 
wit:  between  a  State  and  citizens  of  another  State;  between  citizens 
of  different  Slates;  between  citizens  of  the  same  State  claiming  lands 
under  grants  of  dilTercnt  Slates;  and  between  a  State,  or  the  citizens 
thereof,  and  foreign  Slates,  citizens  or  subjects."  Tlic  Governor  also 
transmitted  resolutions  of  Pennsylvania  of  March  2l)  1803.  which  con- 
curred with  the  pro[)osal  of  Kentucky.  The  po.sitioa  of  Kentucky  tow- 
ards Virginia  had  been  very  much  the  same  as  that  of  Vermont  towards 
Kew  York  previous  to  the  settlement  of  the  controversy  in  17(X>— dis- 
tant ft'om  the  seat  of  government  and  iIk  courts  of  last  resort,  and  with 
many  conllicting  claims  to  land  to  be  legally  settled.  The  condition  of 
the  two  States  was  very  much  the  same  in  180o.  The  l(\LMs]ators  of 
Vei  niont  therefore  well  understood  the  grievance  of  Kentucky,  and  sym- 
pathized with  her  people;  ueverlhelcss,  Oct.  22,  ou  motion  of  Charles 
Bich,  out  of  abundant  caution,  tlie  subject  was  referred  to  the  next 
session.'

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Oct  11  1806,  the  proposition  of  Ivcntucky  wns  made  ibe  special  order 

for  considoration  in  rnmmiltcc  of  the  whole  house,  and  '*  aRer  some 
lime  spent  in  debate,"  it  was  recoinincnded  to  the  House  to  concur  in  the 
proposition.  This  report  was  accepted,  14S  to  34,  and  Charles  Rich, 
Daniel  Buck,  and  Titus  Hutchinson  wore  appoiutcd  to  draft  resolutions 
of  concurrence.  Of  tlie  lawyers,  in  tlic  affirmative  were  William  C. 
*  Bradley,  Daniel  Buck,  Titus  Uutchinson,  and  Abel  Spencer;  and  in  the 
noiiative  Willinm  Baxter,  Nathaniel  Chipman,  and  Daniel  Chipman. 
Nov.  3  the  committee  reported  the  following; 

Wlierr.is  liis  Excellency  llio  Governor  of  this  State  did.  on  the  liJlh 
day  of  October  IbUo,  communicate  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  ol-llcp- 
rcscntntives  of  this  State,  for  the  consideration  of  said  IIouso,  certain 
resolutions  ..f  ilic  General  AsscniMy  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  which 
rcsoluiiou.s  were  in  the  words  tbllowing,  viz.  • 

**  Whereas,  owin<»  to  the  manner  of  ai>i)ropriatin^  lands  on  the  west- 
ern waters.  n<l<>pt('il  by  the  Slate  of  Viri^inia,  previous  to  the  erection  of 
the  Slate  uf  Kentucky  into  au  independent  State,'  there  are  many  con- 
flicting claims  to  land,  and  the  titles  to  real  projierty  in  this  State  are 
thereby  rendered  jn-ecarious  and  unsettled;  and  inasmuch  as  many 
claims  to  lands  in  this  commonwealth  are  held  by  non-residents  who 
have  it  in  their  election  to  have  their  suits  tried  in  the  State  courier 
the  court  of  the  United  Mates,  wliieh  'j.\\r>.  ihe  non-resiileuts  a  decided 
ndvanta£fe.  the  resident  liavintr  no  such  election;  (his  advantajje  is  more 
manifest,  .vhcn  it  is  considei  eil  that  different  principles  of  decision  ma^ 
be  established  by  those  dilVerent  tribunals,  and  the  n  i  i  -ident  has  it 
in  his  power  to  resort  to  that  court  where  former  decijsions  favor  Ids 
pnrticuhir  case,  and  this  is  not  the  only  incouveuicuce  which  the  citizens 
of  this  commonwealth  arc  subject  to;  in  consequence  of  our  peculiar 
stnte.  the  artful  and  wealthy  land  claimant,  who  is  an  inhabitant  of 
this  State,  by  a  transfer  oi  his  title  to  a  non-resident,  may  give  Jurisdic- 
tion to  the  court  of  the  United  States,  and  thereby  put  It  oui  of  the 
power  of  his  indigent  opponent  to  jiursue  or  support  his  claim  willi  suc- 
cess; this  is  suUieiently  evident  when  we  recuUect  the  great  distance  at 
which  many  of  our  citizens  live  th>m  the  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  Kentucky  district,  and  their  inability  to  prosecute  an  ap- 
peal to  the  Federal  City  : 

"■And  whereas  serious  and  alarming  consequences  may  arise,  from 
contradictor}'  adjudications  in  the  supreme  federal  court  and  the  court 
of  appeals  in  this  Stale:  and  whereas  the  iudiciary  of  cacli  individual 
State  ought  to  be  considered  as  best  qualilied  to  decide  upon  the  laws 
enacted  by  the  Icj^islature  ol  tiuu  state,  more  especially  when  the  sub- 
ject to  be  adjudicated  on  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  an  intimate 
Knowledge  of  the  history  of  that  State,  and  the  particular  mode  uf  ac- 
quirinpf  Ihnt  property  which  is  the  subject  of  dispute: 

"  ]U-s:,Jrol  t.'n,:,  if(,re,  That  the  Senators  in  ('oiiiiress  from  this  Slate 
be,  and  liiey  arc  hereby  instructed,  and  our  lieprebeutalives  in  Congress 
arc  also  requested,  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  procure  such  an 
anicndnient  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  Stales  as  will  eonline  the

**  liCsoh-cd  (iho.  That  the  Governor  l)e,  and  be  is  hereby  requested  to 
forward  the  fori  i^oiug  resolution  to  each  of  the  Senators  and  iiepresent- 
ativGsfroiii  this  State  iu  the  Congress  of  the  United  States;  also  to  the 
executive  of  each  Slate  in  the  Union,  that  the  same  may  be  laid  before 
their  several  Legislatures,  with  a  request  for  their  co-operatiou  iu  pro- 
curing the  snid  nniendnient" 

And  whereas  the  aforesaid  resolutions  were,  on  the  22(1  day  of  Octo- 
ber 1S05,  by  a  joint  resoiuliou  of  both  houses,  referred  to  the  prcseot 
session  of  the  legislature: 

And  whereas  al-n.  ii  is  the  opinion  of  this  legi<;]atiiro,  that  the  good 
people  of  this  State  cxpurieucc  nearly  all  the  iuconveuicuccs  and  evils 
expressed  in  the  resolutions  firom  Ibe  State  of  Kentucicy ;  and  that  two 
independent  courts,  having  no  corrective  over  each  other  and  holding 
jurisdiction  over  the  same  subject  in  controversy,  cannot  continue  to 
exist  within  the  same  State  without  engendering  seeds  of  jealousy  and 
ill  will,  naturally  tending  to  establish  different  and  clashing  rules  of  de- 
cision, and  also  forming  two  rallying  points  and  erecting  two  standards 
for  the  resort  of  political  partizans,  and  laying  a  foundation  for  that  dis- 
cord which  may  eventually  terminate  in  the  dissolution  of  our  liappy 
Union;  which,  togcllu  r  with  the  great  ex[><  nfc  of  the  service  of  writs 
returnable  at  so  great  distance,  and  of  witnesbes  attending  courts,  (no 
depositions  being  taken  within  one  huudi'ed  miles  of  court,)  and  the 
fi-cs  of  counsel  al)ove  what  is  required  in  our  stale  rrairts,  induce  this 
Legislature  lully  to  concur  with  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Kcutueky 
in  the  aforesaid  resolutions: 

Therefore  liesolved.  That  this  house  fully  concur  with  the  legislatnre 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky  in  the  aforesaid  resolutions;  and  that  his  Kx- 
cellency  the  Governor  of  this  State  be  requested  to  transmit  the  afore- 
said resolutions  to  each  of  the  Sen.uors  ami  Ui  presentativcs  from  ibis 
State  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  Stales,  and  also  to  the  executive  of 
each  State  in  the  Union. 

The  foregoing  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  House  aud  concurred 
in  by  the  CkiuncU.^

States  to  remove  any  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  upon  address  made  to  him  for  that  purpose,  by  a  majority  of  the 
nouao  of  Representatives,  and  two  thirds  of  the  Senate,  in  Congress 
assembled;'*  which  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  William 
C.  Bradley,  Dudley  Chase,  and  Titus  Ilutchiusou.  Nov.  4,  tbia  com- 
mittee reported  the  following  resolutions  to  the  House,  wliich  were

States  for  the  removal  from  oflic-c  of  any  of  the  Judixt  s  of  ilie  Couris  <ir 
the  Unilcd  ^States,  who  are  rendered  ineapable  of  Uiiichar<;ing  Iheir  olli- 
cinl  functions  hy  reason  of  wtrevM  old  ai/e,  insanity^  or  other  reasonable  ' 
cause,  not  amounting  to  siifficieut  ground  for  impeachment: 

And  wlicrea^  ii  appears  to  ihts  Lcgislaturu,  that,  unless  some  altera- 
tion shnll  take  ])laco,  casc9  will  continnallif  occur,  operating  the  suspen-  . 
sion  of  public  justice,  and  the  sarrilice  of  tlic  ^Dod;  evils  which, 

in  our  opinion,  may  be  remedied  in  a  tuauner  equally  securing  all 
proper  independence  to  the  Judj^e  and  the  distribution  ol  justice  to  the 
citizen. 

Resolved  Therefore.  Tliat  tlic  Senators  in  Concrross  from  this  State.be 
aud  they  arc  hereby  insuucled,  and  our  Lleprusenlalives  in  Congress 
arc  also  requested,  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  procure  such  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  as  will  empower  the  Pres- 
deut  of  the  United  Stales  to  remove  Irom  oliice  any  ol  the  Jutlges  of 
the  Couris  of  the  United  States,  upon  address  to  him  madofor  that  pur- 
pose, by  a  majority  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  two  thirds  of 
the  Seiiale,  in  Congress  assembled. 

ReeoUed  alao^  That  the  Governor  be  and  he  hereby  is  requested  to 
forward  the  fbn'*;oiiig  resolutinn  to  each  of  the  Senators  and  Represent- 
atives from  this  Slate  in  lUo  Cou^^ress  of  the  Uuilod  States,  also  to  the 
executive  of  eacli  Slate  in  the  Union,  that  the  same  may  be  laid  before 
tlieir  several  legislatures  for  their  co-operation  in  pixxsuring  said  amend* 
ment 

Xov.  ntli.  the  Governor  and  Council  concurred,  with  aTnendmcnts,  to 
wit:  bv  sirikinu:  out  the  words  in  italic  in  the  last  ehuise  in  the  j)rcam- 
blc,  and  iuseriing  the  words  "  for  any  other  cause  than  such  as  may  sub- 
ject them  to  bo  removed  upon  impeachment','*  and  by  striking  out  the 
words  in  Italic  in  the  second  clause  of  the  preamble  and  inserting  the 
words  "may  occur"— both  of  which  were  agreed  to  by  tlie  House. 
March  1  ItSOo,  John  Kaiidolph  of  Viri;inia  proposed  to  empower  the 
President  to  remove  any  of  the  Federal  judges  on  the  joint  address  of 
both  Houses  of  Congress;"  and  on  that  day  the  Vermont  members  of 
the  House  voled  as  follows  on  a  motion  favorable  to  a  coilsideration  of 
the  amendment:  yea,  Gideon  Olln — nays,  William  Chamberlin,  Martin 
Chittenden,  and  James' Elliot.  At  Uic  session  of  1808,  the  Governor 
communicated  the  rejection  of  Vermont's  proposed  amendment  by  Del- 
aware and  Virginia. '

This  proposition  was  DOt  considered  by  tlie  legislature  of  1608,  but  in 
1600  it  was  rcjcclcd,  as  follows :

Whereas  his  excellency  the  G6vcrnor  of  this  Slate  has  communicated 
to  this  Assembly  a  rescjiulion  adopted  by  tlic  legislature  of  Virginia, 
propf>sing  an  amendment  to  the  Consiiiution  of  the  United  States:  that 
the  Senators  in  Congress  of  the  United  States  may  be  removed  from 
offlcc  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  re- 
sp(H  !i\  e  state  legislatures  by  which  Uic  said  Senators  have  been  or  may 
be  apnoiulcd:

PBOPOSAL  to  LlillT  THE  POWER  OF  CONGRESS  AS  TO  ACTS  OF  EM- 
BARGO. 

Oct.  20  1S()0,  Gov.  Gnlusha  sent  to  the  Assembl}' a  proposal  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, the  nature  and  the  ri  ji  clion  of  which  appear  by  the  following 
rcsoluliou  of  the  Vermont  AhJsembly: 

In  General  Assembly,  Oct  2G,  1809. 
Whereos  his  excellency  the  Governor  has  communicated  to  this  As- 
sembly a  resolution  adopted  by  the  legislature  of  Massachusetts,  which 
has  for  its  object  an  amendmcut  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
80  as  to  prevent  llio  passing  of  any  law  for  laying  an  embargo,  or  for 
prohibiting  or  suspending  coiiinicrce,  for  a  longer  time  th:in  until  the 
expiration  ot  thirty  days  Irom  IIjc  commencement  of  the  session  of  Con- 
gress next  succeeding  that  session  in  which  such  law  shall  have  beco 
cnnetcd.  And 

Whereas  it  is  obvious,  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  within

Until  1791  there  were  no  places  lixed  by  statute  for  the  meetings  of 
the  iL'nislaiLuc,  or,  as  in  the  act  of  1791  il  was  phrased,  no  plaees  of 
**  residence  of  the  legislature."  Previous  to  the  passage  of  that  act,  the 
Icgislaturo  met  at  Windsor  in  March  and  October  1776^  February  and 
April  1781,  June  1782,  February  1783,  October  1783,  and  October  1791; 
at  RcnniiiLrtrn  in  Fcbruaryl770, October  1780,  June  17S1,  January  17^ 
February  1784  and  1787,  and  January  1791;  at  Manchester  October  1779, 
1782,  and  1788;  at  Westminster  March  1780,  October  178:5,  and  1789; 
at  Cliarlcslown,  N.  II.,  October  1781;  at  Rutland  in  October  1784  and 
1780;  at  Norwich  in  June  1785;  at  Newbury  iu  October  1787,  and  at 
Castlcton  in  October  1790.  The  €royemor  and  Council  alao  met  in  spe- 
cial aeeaions  at  Benninj^ton  in  Jane  1778,  November  1779,  July  and  An>

Why  it  should  be  more  inconvenient  and  expensive,  other  than  at. 
some  place  near  the  centre  of  the  State,  can  be  conjectured  only.  In 
fact,  Hulland  and  Windsor  were  subsequently  selected  as  the  places  of 
the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  but  not  exclusive  of  other  towns.  The 
record  of  sessions,  until  the  final  permanent  location  at  Montpelier,  is  as 
folliiws:  at  Rutland  in  February  1797  and  October  180-1;  at  Windsor  in 
Oct.  1797  and  1799,  and  January  ISO! ;  at  Yergennes  in  179S,  Middle- 
bury  in  1800  and  180G,  Newbury  in  l.sol,  Uuriingtou  in  lb02.

Voted  to  raise  a  Tax  of  four  cents  on  the  dollar  of  tlie  inhabitants  of 
this  Town  on  the  list  of  1807,  two  thirds  part  ])ayable  in  Grain,  butter, 
or  cheese,  at  cash  price,  to  the  State-IIou><o  ComtuiCtee  on  or  before,  the 
first  day  of  October  nexl,  niid  ouo  (liird  in  Specie  or  current  bank  bills, 
or  Orders  from  said  Conunittce,  or  lleceipts  or  Orders  from  Sylvanus 
Baldwin,'  &  payable  by  tlie  first  day  of  Xoveniber  next,  said  sums  to 
[be]  applied  towaVds  con'i|)Ieting  the  State-Uouse  under  the  direction  of 
said  State-House  Committee.' 

The  grand  list  of  Montpdicr  in  1S07  amounted  to  S2.'J,5G9.91,»  four  per 
ceuL  of  which  was  §942.79.*  Adding  to  the  individual  subscriptions 
and  the  tax,  S2000,  which  was  the  estimated  value  of  the  land  when  it 
was  deeded  to  the  State  by  Thomas  Davis,'  the  cost  of  the  house  and 
out-building  was  $0,061.67;  bnt  in  addition  to  this  snm  there  were 
many  contril)utions  nc;ver  emhraccfl  in  subscriptions,  some  of  them 
large — ^gratuitous  services,  cost  of  collection,  &c."  * 

On  the  completion  of  the  buildings  on  the  spot  designated  by  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  act  of  ISO',  TnOMAf?  Davis,  the  owner,  con- 
veyed th.  iniid  on  which  the  buildings  stood,  and  land  adjoining,  to  the 
Stale  by  th^'  tullowing  deed: 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  I,  Thomas  Davis,  ot  iMontpclier, 
in  the  County  of  Caledonia  nnd  State  of  Vermont,  for  a  valuable  consid- 
eration to  nil'  imid  bcft)re  the  delivei  y  Iiereof.  and  agrecal>1v  to  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Vermont,  passed  at  their  session  holden 
at  Danville,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Christ  eighteen  hundred  and  five, 
establishing  the  permanent  scat  of  government  for  the  State  of  Ver-

thority to  raise  money  by  tax  to  build  a  siatc-house.  This  legal  point 
was  well  taken,  and  for  a  time  alarming;  but  the  Uon.  Daniel  Bald-

The  first  State^House  at  Montpelier  was  occupied  by  the  Legislature 
on  th^  13th  of  October  ISOS,  and  continued  to  be  the  capitol  until  it  was 
superseded  in  October  Oct.  17 1808,  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  act  of  1805  submitted  the  following  report: 

*  Montpelier  Land  Records^  Book  III,  p.  94.  Thomas  Davis  was  the 
second  son  of  Col.  Jacob  Davis,  the  first  permanent  settler  of  Montpe> 
lier,  and  inherited  the  liberal  spirit  of  his  father  {n  enterprises  for  the 
public  good.  He  gave  not  only  the  land  which  the  State  occupied  for 

its  capitol,  and  also  subsequently  the  lot  on  which  the  county  jail  stands, 
but  went  far  Jx'yond  t!ie  rcfiuirements  of  ISO.")  in  jiroviding  accommoda- 
tions for  the  olliccrs  and  members  of  the  Jjet;islatur(>  and  peojjie  liaving 
business  before  it.  Tiie  large  brick  house  lately  built  by  Tliomas  Da- 
vis," referred  to  in  the  deed  to  the  State,  was  the  original  Pavilion  hotel, 
which  was  then  tlie  largest,  most  thoroughly  constructed,  and  most  ele- 
gantly finished  and  flimishcd  hotel  in  the  State.  It  was  hardly  ex- 
celled indeed  by  any  public  house  in  New  England  at  that  day,  and 
equalled  by  but  few.  Mr.  Davis  died  Dec.  17  1861,  aged  05  years  and  8  ■ 
months.

the  d(  s;irnat(  (1  by  said  Committee,  to  the  acceptance  and  satisfac- 
tion of  said  coiuuiittec.

The  foreguuii;  comniUDication  being  read,  was  ordered  to  lie  oo  the 
table.* 

Tlie  State-House,  thus  aocepted,  was  well  constructed, "  of  wood,  fifty 

by  seventy  fct  t  on  ilic  ground,  thirty-six  feet  high  [above  the  basc- 
lueni]  to  the  roof,  8ci)tani:u]ar  shnpcd  in  front,  but  square  on  the  sides 
and  rear  end."'  and  surmounted  by  a  belfry.  The  front  was  so  shaped 
Ibr  liie  purpose  of  making  a  covered  way  to  the  vestibule  of  the  hall  of 
the  House,  a  floor  to  each  open  gallery  on  the  sccoud  and  third  stories  in 
fronts  and  winding  stairs  on  either  side  of  the  vestibule  to  the  inner  gal- 
lery of  the  House,  and  to  the  Council  chamber.  The  hall  of  the  House 
of  Representative?  was  in  the  northern  part  of  the  building,  occupied 
the  whole  of  the  first  floor  except  llie  vestibule,  and  was  twenty-four 
fei  t  in  height,  the  third  stor}'  and  roof  being  supported  by  two  tiers  of 
columns,  one  tier  on  each  side  of  the  area  through  the  center  of  the 
hall.  These  columns  were  squared  and  cased,  with  bases  rising  to  fie 
top  of  the  backs'  of  the  first  and  lowest  row  of  scats,  and  handsome  cap- 
itals. The  scats  were  strongly  constructed  of  pine  planks, 'straight- 
backed,  and  each  back  covered  with  a  plank  wide  enough  to  admit  of 
writing  upon  it.  The  arrangement  of  speaker's  and  clerk's  desks,  seats 
for  the  Councillors  in  joint  assemljly.  scats  for  the  representatives,  and 
the  public  gallery,  was  substanthdly  as  in  each  succeeding  hall.  In  the 
center  of  the  area  in  front  of  the  speaker^s  and  clerk's  desks  was  a  very 
large  stove  for  warming  the  hall,  and  over  it  was  suspended  a  chande- 
lier consisting  of  hundreds  of  glass  prisms,  so  arranged  as  to  reflect  the 
light  (  if  many  candles  to  every  part  of  tlie  room.  The  Council  chamber 
was  in  the  southeastern  \y.\vi  of  tin-  third  stoiy.  and  was  furnished  with 
a  table  and  chairs  for  the  iilteeu  members  of  the  board,  including  the

authority  is  not  known.  Hon.  Daniel  lialdwin,  who  worked  on  the 
house,  thinks  the  length  was  eighty  feet,  and  the  editor  of  this  volume 
is  of  the  same  opinion.  The  length  of  the  hall  was  considerably  ^ri  eater 
than  its  width,  and  eighty  feet  would  be  required  for  this  and  a  suimblc 
TesUbule,  such  as  is  remembered. 
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Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  Secretary,  A  bar  separated  the 
Council  from  a  part  of  the  room  to  wliicl)  spectntors  were  admitted.  lu 
the  rear  of  the  Council  chnmbor,  ami  over  llie  linll  of  the  House,  was  a 
large  rooai  called  Jefferson  Hall,  which  was  used  by  canvassing;  commit- 
teoB  and  caucuses;  and  from  iliis  hall  tbero  was  access  to  several  smaller 
commiltee  rooms.  Deacon  Stltakus  Baldwin,  tbo  coostructor  of 
the  building,  was  a  thorough  builder,  the  work  was  well  executed,  and 
the  building  elegant  for  its  day,  and  commodious  for  the  uses  required 
at  that  time  and  for  ninny  subsequent  years.  Were  not  the  dry  pine 
benches  &c..  too  stiong  tcnii)ialion8  for  the  gratification  of  the  yankec 
propensity  for  whittling,  the  tirst  state-house  would  have  been  good  for 
half  a  century  at  least  '*^he  truth  is,  this  old  house  was  literally  «o&i{- 
tied  out  of  use.  Tho  holes  were  too  big  for  putty  and  paint,  and  too 
ugly  to  be  agreeable.  So  a  new  house  was  indispensable,  while,  In  all 
but  the  scats,  the  old  was  not  half  worn  oat."  ' 

Several  attempts  have  been  made  to  remove  the  State-House  from 
Montpclier,  the  most  important  of  which  are  here  briefly  noted. 

At  the  session  of  1810,  when  tlio  bill  constituting  a  new  county  by  tho 
name  of  Jetferson  [now  Washington]  was  before  the  House,  Mr.  Joel 
Piatt  2nd  of  Manchester  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Provided  nevertheless.  And  it  is  herchy  further  enacted,  That  this  act 
shall  not  take  effect,  nor  said  county  of  JetfersoQ  be  organized,  nor  any 
Supreme  court  hold  any  session  therein,  until  t!if  inl.  ihitants  of  said 
county  lierebv  created,  shall  pay  to  the  inhabilaiUs  ot  said  Montpclier, 
and  other  inclividuals,  who  assisted  In  build in<!:  ttte  state-house  in  said 
Montpclier,  the  full  value  of  said  stalc-bou'^c  and  the  land  on  which  it 
stands,  so  as  tu  discharge  the  state  from  all  liability  to  j)ay  said  value 
upon  the  legislature's  ceasing  to  hold  its  session  at  said  Montpclier;  and 
be  free  from  all  obligations  to  bold  any  future  sessions  at  said  ^Iont[)e- 
lier,  and  be  at  liberty  to  hold  their  sessions  in  any  i)nrt  of  this  state 
which  they  shall  think  proper,  without  incurring  luxy  expense  to  the 
state  in  any  way,  on  account  of  said  state-iiouse,  and  the  said  inhabitants 
of  said  county,  so  soon  as  thoy  shall  have  paid  for  said  state-house  as 
aforesaid,  and  shall  have  rendered  the  said  Legislature;  iVee  to  hold  their 
sessions  out  from  said  Montpclier,  wiibout  expense  to  this  state,  shifll 
be  entitled  to  receive  from  this  state  all  the  right  and  title  this  state  has 
to  said  stale-house  and  the  land  on  which  it  stands. 

On  the  question,  will  the  House  adopt  the  amendment  to  the  bill,  the 
yeas  were  GO,  and  the  nays  102,  so  the  atucudment  was  rejected.' 

Tlio 
completeness  of  Mr.  Baldwin's  work  is  indicated  by  an  act  of  Kovom- 
ber  11  1808,  appointing  Col.  James  11.  Langdox  of  Montpclier  sur- 
veyor of  the  public  buildings,  and  appropriating  not  exceeding  four 
hundred  dollars  for  re[)airs,  a  bell,  furnilure,  five  maps  of  the  State, 
painting  the  representatives'  hall,  and  furnishing  a  suitable  stove  for  the 
Council  chamber.

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Xov.  3  1812,  on  motion  of  Titos  Hutchinson  of  Woodstock,  a  com- 
mittce  of  four  members  of  llie  House,  to  join  from  Council,  was  ordered 
to  inquire  info  the  expediency  of  r('i>cnlini]:  llu-  act  of  1805.  wliicli  made 
AJontpelier  ti>c  capital,  and  lixiiii;  iqion  sonic  other  place  or  }il;icos. 
Amos  W.  Baruuni  of  Vcrgenucs,  James  D.  Butler  of  Rutland,  William 
Baxter  of  Brownington,  and  John  Noycs  of  Brnltlcborough  constituted 
the  committee  of  the  House,  and  Elias  Keyes  wns  joined  flrom  the  Coun* 
cil.  On  the  4th,  tho  committee  reported  that  the  subject  ought  to  be 
referred  to  the  next  session,  which  report  was  agreed  to.  On  tlieGth,on 
motion  of  Henry  Olin  of  Leicester,  the  followinj^i:  was  adopted:

tlie  expense  of  erecting  the  slule-ln>u.se,  at  Muuipclier,  provided  the  leg- 
islature would  hold  their  sessions  alternately  on  each  side  of  the  niouU' 
tain — Therefore, 

Mesolced,  That  one  ncisou  in  « :u  h  of  lite  counties  of  Kutland,  Addi- 
son, Chittendon,  Windsor,  Orani^c.  and  Cnlcdonin,  be  appointed,  to  re- 

ci-ive  such  proposals  as  may  he  made  relatiuij  to  the  removal  of  the  seat 
of  government,  and  make  their  several  reports  to  this  geucral  assembly, 
at  their  next  October  session. 

£bencztir  Langduu  of  Castleton,  Amos  W.  IJaruum  of  Vergenncs^ 
Heman  Allen  of  Colchester,  Blisba  Hotchkiss  of  Chelsea,  Joseph  Wins- 
low  of  Windsor,  and  William  Cahoon  of  Lyndon  constituted  the  com- 
mittce,  the  Grovernor  and  Council  not  having  been  asked  to  Join. ' 

Oct.  28 1813,  the  above  named  committee  reported  as  follows: 

MoNTPKLTKr;,  Oct.  20, 1813. 

To  the  honorable  l€(jislalure  of  Vermont  now  in  sesition. — The  committee 
appointed  by  the  lionorablc  legislature,  at  their  last  session,  to  receive 
proposals  iron)  thr  iul.abitants  of  tlie  counties  of  Kutland,  Addison, 
Chittenden,  Windsor,  Oran<^e  and  Caledonia,  relating  lu  the  removal  of 
the  seal  of  government,  report: 

That  in  case  the  present  legislature  should  think  it  for  the  interest 
and  convenience  of  the  State,  to  remove  the  seat  of  government  from  the 
town  ot  Moutpelier, ' 

The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Vergennes,  in  the  county  of  Addison, 
jiropose  to  furnish  the  state  with  a  commodious  house  in  said  city  hi' 
Vergeuuea,  for  liolding  tlieir  future  sessions — lurnished  with  as  many 
,  good  stoves  as  may  be  necessary  for  their  convenience  and  accommoda- 
tion: ami  also  to  pay  the  tiiM-urer  of  tlie  slate,  within  sixty  days,  or  at 
sueh  other  time  as  nuiy  be  required,  a  sum  etmal  to  one  half  the  present 
value  of  the  state  house,  now  erected  in  said  Montpelier,  and  take  a 
conveyance  of  the  same  with  the  appurtenances  thereto  belonging. 
Tlie  said  inliabitants  of  Vergennes  seeondly  prttpose,  that  in  lieu  of  said 
proposition  and  conveyance,  to  pay  the  treasurer  of  the  slate  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars' as  atbresaiJ,  and  leave  the  disposal  and  benefit 
of  said  buildings  and  premises  to  the  slate. 

The  iuhalulauls  of  Wiutlsor,  in  the  county  of  Windsor,  propose  to 
furnish  a  suitable  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  legislature,  and

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also  to  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  tho  state  a  sum  equal  to  one  half  the 

present  value  of  the  stato-liousc,  at  such  time  as  may  be  required;  and 
take  a  conveyance  of  Ihc  same  as  aforesaid. 

The  inhabitants  of  Burlington,  in  Chiltcndon  county,  propose  to  fbr- 
nish  the  state  with  a  suitable  building  for  the  acconiniodation  of  lUc  Icg- 
islalurc — and  also  to  pay  the  IrcnsiirL-r  of  the  slate  a  sum  equal  to  one  half 
of  the  present  value  of  the  slate-house  in  Montpelier.  at  such  time  as 
may  be  required;  and  take  acouvoyance  of  the  same  a^  nibresaid. 

The  foregoing  proposition'*  are  made  by  tlio  inhaliilants  ol'ibe  city  of 
Vergenncs,  and  tlie  towns  of  Windsor  and  liui  lingtim,  on  con(htiou8  that 
the  legislature  shall,  at  their  present  session,  pass  a  law  establishing  two 
of  said  towns  as  the  permanent  place  for  holding  their  future  8os«*ions, 
allcrnatcly,  and  those  places  only  which  arc  designated  for  tlie  purpose 
aforesaid  shall  be  holden  to  comply  with  the  aforesaid  proposals— and, 
should  the  said  legislature  hereafter  think  jiroper  to  roimtve  their  ses- 
sions i'rum  the  atbrcsaid  places,  then  and  in  that  case  it  is  expected  and 
required,  that  the  said  state  shall  refund  tho  aforesaid  sums  of  money 
paid  by  the  said  inhabitants  from  llie  towns  aforesaid. 

All  which  is  humbly  submitted.    AilOS  W.  Barnum,  for  commillee.

Sylvester  Peroiifg  of  Arlington,  James  Sbafter  of  Athens,  Amos 
Thompson  of  Poultney,  Abel  Barron  of  Hartford,  Elisha  Bascomb  of 

Shoreham,  Daniel  Kimball  of  Bradford,  Joel  Brownson  of  Richmond, 
Bradford  Kinney  of  riainfitjld,  John  Damon  of  Cabot,  William  Hamil- 
ton of  Berkshire,  William  IIowc  of  Derby,  Gaius  Kibbe  of  JMinehcad 
now  Bloomlield,  and  Stephen  I'ettes  of  Alburgh  were  appointed  the 
committee,  and  the  report  was  made  and  disposed  of  ou  tho  Clh  of  No- 
vember, as  follows: 

Tltc  committee  consisting  of  a  member  from  each  county,  to  whom 

was  referred  the  report  of  a  conimiltee  appointed  at  th(>  last  session,  to 
receive  proposilious  lor  the  ruuiuval  of  the  scat  of  government,  made 
report,  thai  they  have  tnkcn  into  consideration  the  pro])osals  from  the 
towns  of  AVindsor,  Burlington,  and  Vergeinies,  for  altering  the  place  of 
the  future  sessions  of  the  legislature,  and  an-  of  opinion  that  the  remo- 
val of  the  seat  of  goverumeuL  iVom  Monli>eliei,  is  luexpedieut  aud  im- 
proper. 

Which  report  was  road  and  aecepited.  and  on  the  question  tcill  the 
house  accept  the  report  oj'  the  committee  f  the  yeas  and  uays  were  taken, 
and  were  as  follows,  viz*  Yeas,  121;  Nays,  66.' 

At  the  session  of  1824,  Isaac  N.  Cushman  of  Ilartland  introdnced  a 
bill  establishing  tho  permanent  seat  of  the  legislature  at  Burlington  and 

Windsor,  which  was  read  and  referred,  and  subsequently  reported,  when 
Daniel  Cobb  of  Strafford  moved  to  dismiss  the  bill,  which  was  agreed  to,

The  bill  for  removing  tho  scat  of  GuvernroeoL  Irom  Montnclier  to 
Burlington  and  Windsor  alternately,  was  read,  when  Mr.  Cobb  moved 

that  the  bill  he  distuisscul,  and  a  humorous  dchiitc  on.suL'd.  Messrs.  Ev- 
erett [Horace  of  Windsor,]  Ilaight  [Stephen  of  Monkton,]  Cushiuaa 
jlsnnc  N.  of  Ilartlnnd,]  A'danis  [Charles  of  Burlington,]  and  Chase 
'Dudley  of  Randolph,]  took  ])art  against  the  motion,  and  Messrs.  Olin 
'Henry  of  l,eicestcr.j  Fitch  [Lyman  of  Thctlord.]  Fletcher  [Isaac  of 
Lyndt)!!,]  Mattocks  [John  of  I'eacham,]  Arnold  [Samuel  of  London- 
derry,] liice  [Amos  of  Worcester,]  rrentis.«i  [Samuel  of  MonlpelierJ 
lltitcliiiiHon  [Titus  of  Woodstock,]  aud  Bell  [Jaiues  of  Walden,]  in  favor 
of  dismissing  tlie  bill. 

Tlie  question  occui>ied  the  attention  of  the  House  the  whole  of  the 
forenoon  and  was  decided  in  favor  of  dismissing  the  bill,  yeas  118,  nays 
40.

Oct.  21  183X,  Rodney  C.  Royco  of  Rutland  moved  a  resolution  an- 
thoriziug  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  to  inquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  appointing  commissioners  to  receive  proposals  from  the  citi- 
zens of  Montpclicr,  Burlington,  Woodstock,  Windsor,  and  Rutland,  for 
the  crerlion  of  a  new  State-House.  Midillel  ury  mid  Randolph  were 
ad(h!(l  :nid  the  resolution  was  made  the  order  of  tlie  day  for  the  24lh, 
when  it  was  amended  so  that  proposals  might  be  received  from  every 
town  in  the  State.  Milton  Brown  of  Worcester  moved  to  dismiss,  which 
was  negatived,  90  to  81,  and  then  the  resolution  was  agreed  to.  Nov.  2, 
the  Committee  recommended  tlie  appointment  of  two  commissioners; 
but  on  the  4th,  Rodney  C.  Royce  moved  a  joint  resolution  authorizing 
the  Governor  to  appoint  four  commissioiuM  s,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
House,  aud  noncoucurred  in  by  the  GovcniMr  and  Council  on  the  8Lh. 
On  the  Uth,  on  motion  of  Udncy  Hay  ronnimau  of  Colchester,  the 
House  appointed,  without  asking  tho  concurrence  of  the  Governor  and 
Council,  Ezra  Meech  of  Shelburne,  Robert  Temple  of  Rutland,  Allen 
Wardner  of  Windsor,  and  Timothy  Hubbard  of  Montpclicr,  "a  commit- 
tee to  receive  proposals  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  ditlerent  towns  in 
this  state;  for  tlie  erection  of  a  new  state>house,  and  malce  report  to  the 
next  session  of  the  legislature."* 

Oct.  22  1S32,  Messrs.  Temple,  Wardner,  and  Hubbard,  of  the  commit- 
tee, reported  that  a  committee  of  the  citizens  of  Burlington  offered  thir- 
ty thousand  dollars;  on  the  34lh  Messrs.  Hubbard  and  Wardner  fiirther

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reported  that  a  committee  of  the  ciUzons  of  Montpclicr  offered  ten 
thousaiul  dollars,  or  one  third  part  of  the  expense  of  building  tlic  pro- 
posed house;'  and  <jn  the  snme  dny  Auq:nsln.s  Young  of  Craflsbury  in- 
troduced a  bill  nut hoiizing  the  erection  of  a  State-IIousc  at  Montpelicr, 
which  was  refe  rred  to  a  comuiittee  of  one  uienibcr  from  each  county,  to 
wit,  Mnrlc  Richards  uf  Wcstuiiastcr,  Isaac  N.  Cushman  of  Uartland 
narry  Hale  of  Chelsea,  John  8.  Bobinson  of  BcnniDgton,  Bodncy  C 
noyce  of  Rutland,  Edward  D.  Barber  of  Middlobnry,  Timothy  Follett 
of  Burlington,  Azel  Spnldhig  of  Montpelier,  Augustine  Clarke  of  Dan- 
ville, George  C.  West  of  Browniugton,  John  Dewey  of  Guildhall,  Thos. 
Waterman  of  Johnson,  and  Joel  Alleti  of  North  Hero.  Oct.  30,  Timo- 
thy Follett  of  Burlington  introduced  a  bill  establishing  the  permanent 
scat  of  the  Legislature  at  Burlington,  which  was  referred  to  tho  same 
committee.  Kov.  2,  on  motion  of  Amosa  Pride  of  Watorbury,  tho  com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  locating  Uie 
State-House  at  "^Vnlr•l•bu^y,  on  condition  that  the  town  or  individuals 
"  will  in  part  be  at  the  expense  of  eroctins:  Ihr  house,"  Nov,  5,  Azcl 
Spalding  of  Montpelier  introduced  a  bill  "  authorizing  the  building  of  a 
Slatc-IIousc  at  Montpelier,"  and  on  the  same  day  the  select  committee 
rci)orted  a  hill  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  Stnte-IIousc,  and  perma- 
nently locating  the  seat  of  Government,"  both  of  which  were  laid  on  the 
table.  On  the  same  day  Hr.  Young  called  op  th«  bill  of  the  committee 
and  other  papers  and  propo^^als  on  llie  subject,  and  tlic  ITnuse  went  into 
committee  of  the  whole,  Wyllys  Lyman  (then  of  Hartford,  afterward  of 
Burlin^lon.)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Follett  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  fix-  • 
ing  Burlington  as  the  capita),  which  was  supported  by  Messrs.  FuUclt 
of  Burlington,  Bodoey  C.  Boyco  of  Rutland,  and  Giles  Ilorrington  of 
Alburgh,  ond  opposed  by  Isaac  N.  Cushman  of  Ilartland,  and  Setli  Aus- 
tin of  Tunbridge.  John  Smith  of  St.  Albans  interposed  a  motion  to 
postpone  the  bill  to  the  next  session,  which  was  supported  by  Messi-s. 
Allen  Wardner  of  Windsor,  Koycc  of  Hutland.  Follett  of  Jjurlington, 
Ebenczer  N.  Bi  iggs  then  of  Salisbury,  and  Selah  11.  -Merrill  of  Casllc- 
ton,  and  ojiposcd  by  Messrs.  Spalding  of  Montpelier,  Sanmei  Arnold  of 
Londonderry,  Ilarry  Ilnlo  of  Chelsea.  Augustine  Clarke  of  Danville, 
Samuel  Austin  of  Tunbridge,  and  Cushman  of  Ilartland,  and  negatived, 
120  to  80.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  motion  to  make  Burling- 
ton the  capital,  which  was  supported  by  Mr.  Follett  of  Burlington,  op- 
pnfsfd  by  'Slv.  Ctishmnn  of  Ilartland,  and  nci^atived,  1'5G  to  02.  Tho 
coininillec  liien  reported  the  bill  without  amondmcnt.  This  bill  was  then 
laid  on  the  table,  and  the  bill  uf  Mr.  SpaUling  taken  up,  which  located 
the  capital  at  Montpetier.'    Mr.  Follett  of  Burlington  then  mdved  to

Follett,  opposed  by  Augustus  Young  of  Crnftsbury,  atul  ncgntivcd, 
111  to  92.  "T-  e  discussion  throughout  was  gentlemanly,  and  cliarnc- 
tcrized  by  nuich  good  feeling  and  candor."  Mr.  Sj'^alding's  bill  was 
ordered  to  (lie  iliird  r<'ading,  114  to  1)1;  was  passed  on  tlic.  I8lh  of  No- 
vember, llo  to  83;  and  on  the  8ame  day  was  concurred  iu  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council,  10  to  2.  *■  The  act  was  as  follows:

Si;c.  1.  It  is  herehjf  eyiacted  hy  the  General  Assenihhj  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  llint  the  sum  of  lillceii  thousand  d(»llars  be,  and  the  same  is, 
hereby  anproprialcd  lor  the  purpose  ot  creeling  a  new  Stale-IIouso  at 
Montpelier,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  Stale  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  said 
sum  to  the  committee  to  be  appointed  ns  luToiiialier  provided,  to  super- 
intend Uie  building  of  said  Slate-ilouse,  out  of  any  money  iu  the  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appro])i  iatcd.  Provfdefl,  the  inhabitants  of  Montpe> 
lier,  or  any  individuals,  shall,  befiore  the  iirst  day  of  January  iu  the  year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  huudrcd  and  tbiriy-three.  give  good  and 
sufficient  security^  tothe  treasurer  of  this  State,  to  pay  iulo  the  treasury 
of  this  State  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars;  one  half  of  said  sum 
to  be  paid  in  one  year  and  the  remainder  in  two  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act;  which  said  last  iiK'Hiioned  sum  shall  also  be  paid  to  said 
committee  and  exju  iuli'd  lnr  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Skc.  2.  It  is  hereby  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the 
Goveruor  of  tliis  State  to  appoint  tiuee  suitable  persons  as  a  committee 
to  fix  upon  a  place  in  Montpelicr  for  the  erection  of  said  State-House, 
and  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  same;  and  it  shall  1)e  the  duty  of  said  com- 
luittee  lo  deliver  one  copy  of  their  proceedings,  together  with  a  plan  of 
.  said  State-House,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  one  to  the  superintend* 
ing  committee,  on  or  before  the  first  diy  i)f  March,  in  tlie  year  of  our 
Liord  one  Ihoussiud  eight  hundred  and  ihirty-three. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  further  enacted,  that  it  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Governor  of  this  State  also  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons 
as  a  commitlee  to  superintend  the  erection  of  said  State-UousC)  agreea- 
bly to  the  plan  adopted  by  the  committee  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  hereby  further  enacted,  that  the  superintending  commit- 
tee shall,  before  tliey  enter  upon  the  discharge'  of  their  duties,  give  good 
and  sufficient  bonds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State,  in  the  sum  of  lilteeu 
thousand  dollars,  lor  the  foithfbl  discharge  of  their  duties.

The  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  required  (^f  Montpelier  by  the 
foregoing  act,  was  subscribed  and  paid  into  the  State  treasury  under  the 
following  terms  of  subscription: 

In  consideration  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Vermont  will 
permanently  establish  the  scat  of  Government  at  Montpelier,  by  erect- 
ing a  durable  State-House,  we,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  promise  and 
agree  to  pay  the  Treasurer  of  said  State,  the  several  sums  annexed  to 
our  names  respectively,  in  the  following  manner,  viz.  one  half  within

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one  Tear  and  the  remainder  within  two  years  from  the  pasaago  of  an  act 

for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

The  subscriptions  si^cured  by  tbe  committin;  of  the  citizens  of  Mont- 
pelicr  amounted  to  eighteen  thousand  dolhir.s.  and  the  excess  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  beyond  the  sum  required  by  the  act,  was  paid  for  five 
acres  of  land  deeded  to  the  State  "  for  tbe  sole  puriiose  of  erecting  State 
Buildings  and  a  common  for  the  use  of  the  same  and  the  public,  to  have 
and  to  hold  the"  "described  premises  with  the  apinntenances  thereof, 
to  the  said  State  of  Vormont  for  their  own  use  and  benefit  forever,  for 
tlie  use  and  object  as  above  specifitd. "'^  There  were  other  expenses 
incurred:  in  removing  the  C'ourt  House,  whii-h  was  buroe  by  Washing- 
ion  County,  and  in  removing  a  new  brick  school-house  and  rebuilding 
it,  costing  six  hundred  dollars,  which  was  paid  by  the  school-dtstrict. 
The  sum  paid  by  citizens  of  Montpelier  and  the  immediate  vicinity,  for 
the  second  State-House,  was  therefore  cight(!on  thousand  and  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  excluf^ive  of  the  land  deeded  by  Thomas  Davis  in  and 
also  of  tlie  sum  paid  b}-^  the  County  for  the  removal  of  the  Court-IIouse. 

Gov.  Jcnison  appointed  Samuel  C.  Ckafts  of  Craftsbury,  Allen 
Wabdnbb  of  Windsor,  and  Georgk  T.  Hodges  of  Rutland,  to  bo  com- 
missioners for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  place  in  Montpelier  for  the 
erection  of  tbe  State-House,  and  to  prepare  a  plan  of  the  same;  and 
LEBBErs  EDOEBTONof  Handolph  to  be  the  superintendent  of  construc- 
tion. Tlie  commissioners  and  superintendent,  accompanied  by  archi- 
tect AiiMi  B.  Young,  examined  the  State-Houses  of  New  irampshire, 
Massachusctls,  and  Connecticut,  and  then  adopted  the  plan  of  Mr. 
Young,  selected  Barrc  granite  for  the  exterior  walls,  prescribed  copper 
for  covering  the  dome  and  roof,  and  an  interior  finish  so  that  the  esti- 
mated cost  would  not  exceed  sixty  thousand  dollars,  but  recommended 
that  the  legislature  adopt  au  improved  finish  which  would  increase  tlie 
cost  to  ci.i!:hty-fnur  tliousand  dollars.  Tlie  Ici^islature  made  repeated 
appropriations  for  tliis  purpose,  amounliiij;  in  all  to  irl-'-.i-OOO,  including 
the  $15,000  paid  into  ihe  treasury  by  tlie  committee  of  citizens  of  Mont- 
pelier. The  balance  of  api>ropriatioiis,  over  the  amount  expended  by 
the  Stale,  was  $1,422.27,  making  tlio  cost  of  the  buildings,  grounds, 
fences,  furniture,  Sec.  8132.077.23.  To  this  sum  should  be  added  $3,G00 
paid  by  citizens  of  Montpelier  for  land  and  ch  aring:  the  same,  and  at 
least  S2,000  for  tlie  land  deeded  by  D  ivis  in  ISOS,  that  being  the  esti- 
mated value  in  1808— tnaking  the  toial  ailual  cost  .irl."j7,<>77.23.  The 
work  was  commenced  in  the  winter  of  1833,  and  completed  in  the  au- 
tnmn  of  1838.  From  1833  to  the  autumn  of  183G,  Lhbbktts  Eogeutov 
was  the  superintendent,  and  for  the  two  ."i  cars  succeeding,  the  duties  of 
superintendent  were  assigned  by  the  legislature  to  Ammi  B*  YoUNG, 
who  had  beeu  the  architect  from  the  beginning.'

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Tho  following  description,  by  Rev.  Zadock  Thompaon  of  Burlington, 
was  nmtle  on  tlio  authority  of  Mr.  Young:  « 

Tho  hulldini;  stniuls  on  an  elevated  silo,  about  325  feet  nortli  of  Slate 
street,  on  which  it  fronts,  and  is  about  ."{.j  feet  above  the  level  of  it.  The 
cnti'iincc  to  the  grounds,  and  principal  approach  to  the  house  from  that 
street,  is  noble  and  commnmling;  the  gateways,  the  fence,  the  grounds, 
and  all  their  details  arc  in  kcepin^r  nith  the  luiilding  and  assist  in  ff'w- 
ing  to  it  that  consideration  il  bhould  have,  as  the  capitol  of  a  flourish- 
ing, independent  state.  The  boildhig  is  very  ncnt  and  simple  in  its  de- 
sii;ii;  a  ]uii  e  architectural  character  is  prtscrved  llnougbouf ;  ihis,  cojn- 
bincd  uilh  tho  convenience  of  interior  arrangement,  and  the  perma- 
nency of  its  construction,  renders  it  u  structure  of  more  merit  than  any 
other  in  New  Knglnnd.'  It  is  in  form  of  a  cross,  shewing:  in  front  a 
centre  72  feet  [and  8  inches]  broad,  ornamented  with  a  prnjccting  por- 
tico of  six  columns,  six  feci  in  diameter,  of  the  Grecian  Doric  order, 
with  its  proper  entablature  and  pediment  extending  the  wliule  width  of 
tho  centre,  atid  two  wings  each  39  feet,  making  the  whole  length  150 
feet.  The  centre  is  IdO  feet  deep,  and  the  wings  50  fi  et  dec|).  To  the 
apex  of  the  pediment  of  the  portico  in  tho  centre  is  44  [00]  lect,  and  to 
tho  top  of  (In-  (Inuu!  100  feet  from  the  ground.  The  wings  are  30  foot 
bigli.  The  walls  of  the  exterior  are  of  a  beautiful  colored  granite, 
wnich  slicws  tho  arcliitectural  details  to  great  advantage,  and  the  roof 
and  dome  are  covered  wii!i  cojiper. 

The  interior  is  entered  in  front  from  the  portico,  through  a  door  eight 
feet  wide,  into  tho  entrance  hall  32  by  38  Icct,  14  feet  high,  the  ceiling 
of  wdiich  is  supported  by  C  Ionic  columns,  18  inches  in  diameter;  there 
is  also  an  entrance  from  each  end  and  rear  of  the  building,  communi- 
cating with  the  entrance  hall,  by  corridors  of  pr()j)cr  wi(lth.  In  the 
lower  story  are  olliccs  tor  the  Secretary  of  Stale,  State  Treasurer, 
the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  and  the  Engrossing  Clerk,  the  two  lirsl  hav- 
ing fire-proof  sales  attached  to  them.  There  are  also  ia  this  story 
cleveu  committee  rooms,  and  two  rooms  for  furnaces  tolieattlie  balls, 
&c.  in  the  pi  im  ipal  story.  To  the  right  and  left  from  tho  entrance  hall 
*  two  spacious  stairways  lead  to  two  circular  lialis  or  landings  in  tho  sec- 
ond or  principal  story.  These  halls  nr6  20  feet  in  diameter  and  20  feet 
high,  with  domical  ceilings,  communicate  with  the  senate  chamber  and 
its  gallery,  tlie  vestibule  to  tho  representatives'  Jiall,  tho  governor's 
room,  tho  library,  and  several  rooms  for  the  ofllcers  of  the  senate  &c.; 
and  liiey  nlso  communicalo  by  stairways  and  galleries  willi  the  gallery 
to  the  representatives'  hall  and  committee  looms  in  the  attic.  The  ves- 
tibule to  the  representatives'  hall  is  IS  by  3G  feet  and  18  feet  high,  and 
is  square  in  plan.  The  representatives' "Iiall  is  in  form  of  tho  letter  D, 
is  57  by  G7  ii  pt  and  31  feet  higli,  with  domical  ceilings.  The  senate 
chamber  is  eliipiical  on  the  plan,  30  by  44  feet  and  22  feet  high,  with 
domical  ceilings.  The  governor's  room  is  square,  20  by  24  feet,  18  feet 
liigli.  The  library  is  18  by  30  feet,  18  feet  higli.  with  gallery  and  slielvcs 
capable  of  holding  10,000  volumes.  All  the  above  rooms  arc  linishcd  in 
a  neat  and  appropriate  manner,  the  walls  have  an  agreeable  architect* 
nral  ordonnauGO  of  columns,  pilasterSi  niches,  autac,      and  their  ceil- 

mended  himself  by  his  probity  and  modesty  as  to  win  iufluculial  frieuds, 
ibroogb  wliom  he  speedily  became  known  to  tho  national  government, 
and  was  employed  by  it  in  the  construction  of  public  buildings  for  nuwy 
yoars.  He  died  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  Idth  of  March  1874.

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ini^s  are  panneled  in  the  simjile  and  imposnicj  style  of  Grecian  areliitcc- 
tui'C.  From  tho  peculiar  proQle  of  the  moulc)ii)(;s  of  the  details  of  tho 
ceilings,  and  the  curves  of  ilio  arches,  t))c  most  bcnutiful  gradations  of 
Ii«;ht  and  shade  arc  produced,  from  the  l)riu;litost  Ii«;ht  to  the  deepest 
sliadc.  so  combined  as  to  2:ivc  the  j;rcalest  possiljlo  cfFoct  and  beauty  to 
the  whole.  The  rooms  arc  all  I'uruished  in  a  ncut  and  appropriate  niau- 
Dcr,  with  ihviv  proper  rurnituro.  Tlio  representatives*  hall  has  hard 
wood  desks  and  seats  for  the  »nom!)crs,  and  tho  officers  their  proper 
desks  and  chairs.  Tho  governor  s  room  and  senate  chamber  arc  I'ur- 
nished  with  blacic  walnut  tables  and  chairs:  and  everything  is  in  perfect 
keeping  throughont  the  bouse.' 

Jan.  G  1857,  the  second  Stale-House  took  fire  from  one  of  the  furnaces 
under  tlie  floor  of  the  Representatives"'  Hall,  and  from  thence  the  flames 
ran  quickly  within  the  ceilini;  to  the  roof  and  donio.  The  weather  was 
very  cold,  with  a  strong  galo  from  the  northwest,  and  these  unfavorable 
conditions,  togctbor  witb  tlie  location  of  tho  fire,  defied  all  efforts  to 
save  the  interior  of  the  building,  and  ail  the  contents  except  tbe  Li- 
brary,  whiph  was  got  out,  and  the  books  and  papers  in  tho  safe  of  the 
Secretary  of  Statb's  office,  a  few  articles  of  furniture,  and  the  portrait  of 
"Wn'^hiii'^ton,  was  reduced  to  a  heap  of  ruins.'**  The  exterior  walls  of 
granite,  which  were  lined  with  bri(^k,  withstood  the  heat  so  well  that  tho 
portico  and  outline  of  the  walls  of  the  entire  building  were  well  pre- 
served; and  being  divested  of  the  dome,  which  does  not  belong  to  tbe 
Doric  order  of  architecture,  tho  exceeding  beauty  of  the  portico  and 
centre  building  was  more  clearly  discernible  than  ever  before.  To  pre- 
serve a  memorial  of  that  beautiful  house,  the  editor  of  this  volume 
caused  the  same  to  be  photograplied  and  engraved  on  wood.  The  cn- 
gravm-  faithfully  copied  the  phot<tirraph  in  the  wood-cut  o])|)i)>iic  to  page 
442,  but  lest  those  not  familiar  wiLli  the  grounds  mistake  the  apparent 
angle  in  tho  centre  of  the  fence  fbr  a  comer  of  the  yard,  it  is  necessary 
to  state  that  the  fence  represented  is  really  on  a  straight  line,  but  as- 
cends rising  ground  from  the  level  part  of  the  yard.  The  plate  shows 
onl}'  a  part  of  the  grounds,  not  embracing  any  of  the  fence  immediately 
in  front  of  tho  building.  Any  person  ianiiliar  with  engravings  of  tho 
ancient  Grecian  Doric  temples,  such  as  tlie  Parthenon  at  Athens, — 
that  purest  and  noblest  monument  of  Greek  art,  which  has  ever  been 
accepted  as  tho  most  perfect  model  of  this  style  ^— the  temple  of  Jupi- 
ter at  ,£gina,  and  of  Neptune  at  PsBstum,  will  at  once  recognise  in  the 
portico  of  the  State-IIouse  a  perfect  copy  to  the  smallest  detail,  as  in- 
deed it  was,  of  one  of  the  best  specimens  of  Grecian  architeeturo.

Jan.  26  1857,  Gov.  Fletcher  issued  a  proclamation  summoning;  the 
legislature  to  meet  at  Montpolier  on  the  18th  of  the  succeeding  Fehra- 
ary,  and  it  mot  accordingly.  After  patient  considcraition  aud  full  dis- 
cussion, tlio  irousc.  in  committee  of  the  whole,  Feb.  20,  by  ballot, 
solccfi  d  Montpclicr  as*  tlie  capital,  and  on  the  27lh  i)asscd  '*  an  act  to 
provitlc  for  rebuilding  the  State-House,''  yeas  138,  nay.s  80,  and  on  the 
same  day  the  Senate  concuirud,  IS  to  11.'    The  act  was  as  follows: 

An  Act  to  provide  for  rebuildiii'^  the  State-House. 

It  is  hereht/  enacted  by  the  General  AastuiUtj  of  the  State  of  Vermont^  as 
folloics:  Sec  1.  The  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  is  liereby. appropri- 
ated lor  the  jiurposc  of  rebuilding  llio  State-House,  and  making  such 
repairs  and  improvenieuls  in  and  around  the  same,  and  furnishing  said 
House,  as  may  be  necessary;  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to 
pay  said  sum  to  the  Committee  to  be  appointed,  as  iK-rcinalN'r  prnx  idrd, 
to  superintend  such  work  of  rebuilding  ami  rf  iiairing  a»  aforcvsaid,  out 
of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  Provxdtd^ 
the  inhabitants  of  Moiitpdiri-.  r,r  nny  iiidivifhials.  shall,  lieforc  the  rising 
of  this  Legislature,  give  good  and  sutlkicnt  security  to  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State,  to  pay  into  the  trcasui'y  of  the  Stale  a  sum  equal  to  the  wliole 
cost  of  tlic  work  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  one  half  of 
said  sum  to  be  paid  in  one  year  and  the  renininder  in  two  years  froul  the 
passage  of  this  act,  or  on  the  completion  ot  the  work. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  three 
suitable  persons  as  a  Coinmillec  to  i)re]iarc  a  plati  according  to  wliich 
such  rebuilding  and  repairs  are  to  be  made.  And  't  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  Committee  to  deliver  one  copy  of  tlio  plan  so  prepared  by  them 
to  the  Secretary  <if  Stale,  and  one  to  the  superintending  Committee,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  ol  Aj)ril,  A.  D.  lSo7. 

8kc.  3.  It  is  hereby  mntle  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  some 
suitable  person  :is  a  ('oninnttc  e  to  superintend  the  work  mentioned  in 
the  lirst  section  of  this  act,  agreeably  to  tlie  plan  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mittee nforesnid.  And  such  su|>eriniendin<^  Committee  shall,  before  he 
enters  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  give  good  and  suttieient  bonds 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Slate,  in  the  sum  of  tweuly  thousaud  dollars,  for 
the  liiithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

8e&  4.  This  act  shall  take  efTect  firom  its  passage. 

Approved,  February  27, 1857.* 

Under  the  second  and  third  sections  ot  the  act.  Gov.  Fletcher  ap- 
pointed George  P.  Marsh  of  Burlington,  Norman  Williams  of  Wood- 
Stock,  and  John  Porter  of  IluiUoid,  a  committee  to  prepare  a  plan  for

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rebuilding  and  repaira;  and  Thomas  E.  Powers  of  Woodstoclc  a  Com- 
mittee to  superintend  the  work.  Thomaa  W.  Silloway  of  Boston  was 
employed  as  architect  until  the  autumn  of  ISoT,  when  Joseph  K.  Rich- 
ards of  Boston  succeeded  liiin  aud  was  employed  uulil  Ihe  buildings 
were  ready  l"r  use. 

Fch.  27  1857,  Elisha  P.  Jowclt,  Georfre  W.  Collamer.  and  Erastus 
Hubbard,  citizens  of  Moutpelier,  executed  ix  bond  in  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  as  required  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  ap- 
proved on  that  day.  Tlie  Committee  to  prepare  a  plan  acted  so  promptly 
that  on  the  25th  of  the  succeeding  March,  Saperintendent  Powers 
issued  proposals  for  contracts,  which  were  speedily  made,  and  the  work 
was  so  steadily  and  suceessfully  pressed,  that  Ihc  present  much  enlarp;cd 
and  improved  Stalc-IIous-e  was  completed  (or  use  on  the  13lh  of  Octo- 
ber 1859.  The  cost  of  rebuilding  aud  furnishin«j  to  Oct.  22  18(30,  was 
$140,906.63.'  Suhsequently  tlicre  was  paid,  under  special  acts,  :^o,400  to 
Superintendent  Powers,  and  $2,000  to  Larkin  G.  Mead  for  tlie  statue  of 
Ethan  Allen— malciog  the  total  cost  S14S.:U)0.03.  Of  this  sum,  the  State 
rcc?!ivcd  $42,220.72  Irom  citizens  of  Monlpelier,  and  the  balance  of  the 
total  cost  was  jtnid  by  tne  State.  Citizens  of  Montjielier  sul)seril)cd  for 
rebuilding  the  house,  in  May  18(!8,  SIO/HH).  which  sum  was  paid  to  the 
State  Treasurer;  and  in  December  1858  llicy  sub.scribcd  the  further  sum 
of  $52,705  for  tlic  same  purpose,  making  the  total  subscription  $G2,795. 
The  su1>scribers  on  the  December  list  gave  notes  for  their  respective 
subscriptions,  which  were  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  Montpclier,  aud  the 
Vermont  IJank,  as  security  for  advances  by  the  b;inks  to  the  Slate,  and 
the  total  amount  actually  paid  by  citizens  of  ^Monlpelier  on  the  last  sub- 
scriplion,  for  advances  to  the  Slate  and  interest  there<m,  was  !ir."54,44G.82, 
—making  their  actual  conlribuiiun,  in  t  le  two  subscriptions,  .^44,440.82, 
exclusive  of  interest  on  the  firat  $10,000  advanced.'  The  estimated  cost 
of  rebuilding,  when  tlie  act  of  February  18d7  was  passed,  was  $45,783. 
The  sum  actually  paid  by  Montpelicr  having  approximated  nearly  to  the 
estimate  made  when  the  bond  was  exacted  of  her  citizens,  the  legisla- 
ture, at  the  October  session  of  iS'uO.  nssnnn  d  the  payment  of  whatever 
was  thou  due  for  the  erdargemenl  ami  im nishiug  of  the  Statc-llouso, 
and  made  an  appropriation  for  thai  jiu!  pose.^ 

The  third  aud  present  State-House  iu  Moutpelier  is  in  the  yard  and 
occupies  the  site  of  the  second  house,  aud  is  of  the  same  order  of  arch- 
itecture— ^tho  portico,  whicli  is  the  most  beautiful  part  of  the  exterior, 
being  precisely  the  same.  The  length  of  the  central  building  is,  how- 
ever, thirlecn  feet  eight  inches  greater  than  that  of  the  second  house, 
and  each  of  the  wiugs  were  Icugihcuud  twelve  feet  six  inches,  thus  ad-

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ding  about  one  fourth  to  tho  commodiousnoBB  of  the  building  with- 
out  detracting  from  its  beauty.  Tlicrc  were  other  clianges  in  tlio  roof 
to  cnch  winj^,  and  in  the  dome,  wliich  will  sufficiently  appear  on  com- 
parin2;  the  engravings  of  tlie  two  buildings.  Still  greater  changes  were 
made  iu  llic  interior,  specially  in  construction  to  guard  against  fire,  the 
apparatus  for  honting  and  lighting,  and  the  furnituro.  As  the  building 
remains,  and  is  lilccly  to  remain  as  long  as  it  shall  be  required,  a  detailed 
description  here  is  deemed  unnecessary.'  It  is  riglit  to  declare  licre, 
liowever,  that  at  an  expenditure  far  less  than  that  of  many  other  Slates  tor 
the  same  j^urpose,  Vermont  has  a  capitol  which,  for  beauty  of  architec- 
ture, solidity  of  construction,  and  adn|)ialiou  to  the  purposes  of  legisla- 
tion, will  bear  comparisoQ  with  any  of  the  much  more  costly  piles  which 
have  since  been  erected  elsewhere  for  the  same  ))urposes.

Except  UiG  issue  by  Uio  State  of  bUls  of  credit  In  1781,  to  tho  amoont 
of  £25,155/  the  issue  of  no  paper  money  was  aulliorizod  by  Vermont 
until  180G,  when  an  act  was  passed  establislung  the  VEnwoNT  State 

Bank.  The  inconveniences  and  losses  to  llic  people  of  tlie  State,  by 
reason  of  a  want  both  of  speeic  and  good  paper,  and  an  abundance  of 
counterfeit  money  of  botli  sorts,  had  been  very  greats  Impelled  by  their 
necessities,  a  portion  of  the  people  petitioned  the  legislature  for  relief 
in  1786,  and  in  response  various  measures  were  submitted  to  a  rote  of 
the  people,  and  among  tliem  one  wns  as  to  the  issue  of  paper  money, 
which  was  negatived  by  a  vote  of  2197  to  45G.— See  Vol.  iii,  pp.  3G4-3C6, 
371.  This  vote  was  sninll  in  jiroportion  to  the  jiopnlalion  of  the  State, 
but  nevertheless  it  proved  that  a  very  large  majority  of  tlie  people  were 
doubtlul  as  to  the  expediency  of  incorporating  banks,  and  no  attempt 
was  made  until  1803,  wlien  the  House  passed  bills  for  two  banks,  one  at 
Windsor  and  one  at  Burlington,  evidently  aiming  to  accommodate  the 
people  on  each  side  of  the  Green  Iklountains,  and  doubtless  succeeding 
only  by  a  combination  of  tho  friends  of  each  of  the  proposed  banks.  Tho 
majority  in  the  House  was  small,  the  vote  being  93  to  8:5  on  the  "Wind- 
sor 1)111  *  wirde  the  Council  non-concurred  by  a  vote  of  12  to  1,  and  as- 
.signed  weighty  reasons  iherefoi-*.  AVhen  the  reasons  of  the  Council  had 
been  read,  on  motion  of  Lewis  It.  Morris  tho  derk  was  directed  to  enter 
them  on  Uio  journal  of  the  House,  and  both  bills  wore  referred  to  the 
next  session.*  Ko  deflnito  action  was  bad  in  1804,  but  in  1805  tho  House

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again  passed  tlie  Windsor  bill,  108  to  70,  and  the  Burlington  bill  107  to 
78;  and  tlir  rxovcrnnr  and  Couiuil  again  non-concurred  and  apf«ignod 
reason'*  iliti t lor.'  In  the  nieantiine  Elihu  Luce  of  Ilartland  had  intro- 
duced inlu  the  House  a  bill  lor  the  establishment  of  a  State  Bank,  which 
had  been  referred  to  the  committee  on  hanks,  and  after  the  non-concur^ 
rence  in  the  Windsor  and  Burlington  bank  bills,  this  committee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

The  committee  on  banks,  to  whom  was  committed  a  bill  entitled  An 
act  estahUshinfj  a  state  bank,  made  rejiort — tliat  nltlioup:h  the  bill  seems 
to  be  wholly  inndeqiiale  to  the  object  proposed,  it  is  neverllu-loss  expedi- 
ent that  the  general  assembly  !<hould  go  into  such  a  consideration  of  the 
sul>}(  (  t  sl);\ll  lead  to  a  thorough  investigation  of  its  principles,  practi- 
cability and  policy. 

Which  report  \va8  read  and  accepted;  and  on  motion,  the  bill  and  re- 
jiort  were  n-ferred  to  a  committee  of  five,  to  jnin  a  committee  from  the 
Council,  to  report  a  bill  on  the  i^ubject.  Members  chobien,  Messrs. 
White  [John  jr.  of  Georgia,]  Crafts  [Samuel  C.  of  Craftsbury,!  Chase 
[Dudley  of  Randolph,]  Porter  [Samuel  of  Dummerston.]  and  Bullock 
[Darius  of  Halilax.]* 

At  the  session  onson  sundry  petitions  tor  the  incorporation  of  banks 
were  presented,  and  luo  propositions  favorable  to  banks:  one  by  lion. 
Daniel  Buck  of  Konrich,  ^^tluit  it  is  expedient  to  incorporate  a  bank 
within  this  State^*  in  which  **the  state  should  be  stockholders  to  a  cer- 
tain amount,"  which  was  disagreed  to;  and  Uie  other  by  Hon.  Dudley 
Chase  of  Randolph,  "that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  house  that  the  establish- 
ment of  private  banks  within  this  state,  the  state  reserving'  in  such  bank 
the  riglit  ot  lining  up  any  number  of  shares,  or  at  any  time  to  assume 
the  whole  stock,  will  be  useful  to  the  people  of  this  state,"  which  was 
rejected  by  a  vote  of  03  to  91.  Subsequently,  lion.  Titus  Hutchinson  of 
Woodstock  introduced  a  bill  establishing  a  state  bank,  and  on  the  5lh  of 
November  Woodstock  and  Burlington  were  selected  <^s  the  locations  of  a 
bank  with  two  branches,  and  ;lu  bill  was  passed,  128  to  41.  Nov.  G, 
this  bill  was  relVircd  in  Couiicil  fo  Lt.  Gov.  Paul  Brigham,  Jolin  White, 
and  Nalhaiiiel  Nile*,  wlio  re]i(irli  (l  on  the  Slh.  and  the  bill  was  passed 
in  concurrence  with  anieudmeuls— yeas  lU,  nays  2.  The  two  houses 
agreed  as  to  arocndmcnts,  one  of  which  located  a  branch  at  Middlcbury 
instead  of  Burlington,  and  the  bill  became  a  law,  as  follows:*

Skc.  1.   It  is  hereby  enacted  hy  the  General  Assemlh/  of  the  State  of 

Vermont,  That  there  be,  and  hereby  is  estaltlislu'd  a  bank,  to  be  called 
and  known  by  the  name  of  77te  Vennont  Slate  Du7ik,  to  consist  of  two

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branches,  the  one  at  Woodstock,  in  llic  county  of  Windsor,  an'l  the  other 
at  Middlebury,  in  the  county  ot'Addison^  and  such  other  branches  as  the 
legislature  of  this  state  shall,  from  lime  to  time,  direct  and  establish. 
And  all  the  stock  in  said  1  i  1;,  and  all  the  profits  arising  tlicren-oin, 
shall  1)0  the  property  of  this  .slaiL-;  and  l>o  under  tbo  solc  direcUou  aud 
disposal  of  the  lesislalurc  of  this  state  Ibi  uver. 

8ec.  2.  And  it  is  kcvehu  farther  enacted,  That  there  shall  ho  chosen 
anniinlly.  l)y  Imllot.  by  botli  branches  of  the  legislature,  in  joint  commit- 
tee, Ihii  lcen  suitable  persons  to  be  directors  of  said  bank,  who  sliail  have 
power,  when  convened,  to  choose  from  among  themselves  one  person  to 
be  pi't  siflcnt  of  said  ban'K.  who  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  power 
proper  and  necessary  for  a  rrcsidentof  a  bank.  And  the  I'resident  and 
Du'ectors  of  said  bank,  for  the  thno  bcin^,  and  their  successorA  forever, 
shall  have  power,  by  the  name  and  slilo  of  The  I'resident  and  Direc'ors 
of  tiie  Vermont  JState  Banky  to  prosecute,  for  the  bcuulit  of  this  slate,  any 
action  or  suit,  upon  any  contract,  or  for  any  cause  which  sliall  concern 
the  said  bank.  And  the  said  directors  shall  reside,  six  in  the  two  east- 
ern, and  six  in  the  two  western  districts  of  this  state.'  and  the  other 
where  prudence  may  dictate.  And  they  shall  be  conuuissioned  by  the 
Governor  of  this  Slate  annually.  And  a  majority  of  tlicm  sliall  be  a 
quorum  to  transact  any  business  incumbent  on  them  as  directoi-s  of  said 
bank. 

Skc.  -i.  And  it  is  herebr/  further  enacted.  That  the  directors  who  re- 
si<1e  in  said  cn'-tci  i)  ilistricts  shall  be  the  directors  of  the  branch  estab- 
lished at  said  U  oodsiocL  and  the  remainder  thereof  shall  be  tlic  directors 
of  tlie  branch  established  at  said  Iliddlebury,  And  four  of  the  directors  of 
each  branch  shall  be  a  quorum  to  act  ujion  those  iiKiltrrs  which  concern 
such  branch  only.  Provided^  That  the  i'resident  of  said  bank  shall  have 
a  right  to  set  [sit]  equally,  as  one  of  the  directors  of  ench  branch. 

Skc.  4.  And  it  is  here));/  further  enacted.  That  the  majority  of  all  said 
directors,  when  met,  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  a  cashier  to  each 
of  said  branches,  also  a  clerk  if  nccessar3'.  And  to  make  and  establish 
such  rules,  with  regard  to  the  days  and  hours  when  said  bank  shall  be 
open  to  transact  business;  and  with  regard  to  any  other  matter,  for  the 
well  ordering  of  said  bank,  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution,  or  any  law  of  this  state.

iS'Rc.  8.  And  it  is  hereby  farther  enacted^  That  each  director  of  said 
bank  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  oflice,  give  a  bond, 
with  lour  or  moi  u  iturclics,  t'recholdcrs  williiii  this  state,  to  the  treasiu  cr 
of  this  state,  in  the  sum  of  thirty  ihonsand  doUara,  for  the  fnfthfbl  dis- 
chaigo  of  the  duties  of  his  ofllce.  And  in  like  manner,  each  cashier, 
and  clerk,  of  said  bank,  shall,  before  ho  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
give  bonds  to  the  treasurer  of  (his  slate,  in  such  sum,  and  with  such 
sureties,  as  the  directors  appointing  him  shall  from  time  to  time  require, 
having  rcsiiecL  to  the  amount  of  .'■.tnck  in  the  vaults. 

Si:c  9.  Audit  18  hcrebi/  furlher  enacled.  That  each  and  every  oflicer 
of  said  bank  shall,  before  lie  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  olbee,  be 
sworn  to  the  faillilul  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  oifice.  And  the  Di- 
rectors and  other  officers  of  said  bank  shall  receive  for  their  services, 
respectively,  such  sura  as  the  legislature  shall  from  timo'to  time  direct; 


year,  nor  one  half  of  said  profits  for  any.succcediuj;  year. 

Skc.  10.  And  it  i»  herebi/ further  enacted,  That  the  President  and  Di- 
rectors of  said  bank  shall  have  full  power  to  ]nirchase,  hold,  and  dispose 
of  any  jiroperty,  real  or  personal,  as  the  baukiug  interest  of  this  state 
shall  dictate,  and  for  the-  use  of  this  slate  only.  And  a  deed,  signed, 
sealed  and  acknowledged,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  said  directors,  and 
witnesscil  by  two  witnesses,  and  recorded  in  the  proper  ofliee.  shall  bo 
good  to  convey  any  real  estate,  accruing  to  this  stale,  by  uieaus  of  said 
bank. 

That  the  Directors  of  said 
bank  shall,  auiuially,  report  to  the  general  assembly  llu;  situaiion  of  said 
bank,  iueUi'ling  the  amount  of  the  deposits,  and  of  bills  in  circulation, 
on  the  lirst  day  of  September  next  inceeding.  And  the  legislature  may 
annuallv,  if  they  think  proncr,  appoint  a  committee  not  exceeding  three 
in  number,  whme  duly  it  shall  bo  to  insncct  the  situatiou'of  each  branch 
of  said  bank,  including  the  amount  of  Jejiosits,  niul  fif  the  bills  in  cii  eii- 
Inlion,  aud  of  all  proceedings  at  each  branch  of  said  bauk,  and  make 
report  to  the  legislature.

Nov.  10  180G,  the  (list  Directors  of  the  bank  were  elected,  to  wit,  Da- 
vid Robinson  of  Ik  nnington,  Apollos  Austin  of  Orwell,  Horatio  Sey- 
mour, Daniel  Chipman,  and  John  Willnrd  of  iliddlcbury,  William  C 
.Ifnrringlon  of  Uurllngton,  Joho  Mattocks  of  Pencliam,  James  Tarbox  of 
Bandolph,  Titus  Ilutchinson  and  Benjamin  Swan  of  Woodstock,  Elins 
Lyman  of  Ilnrlforil,  Alexander  Campbell  of  Uockinghnm,  and  Maik 
Richards  of  Westminster.  This  list  enibi  accd  men  of  wealth,  most  of  , 
M'hom  were  well  tried  and  successful  in  business,  and  all  liaving  the 
confidence  of  the  people  of  the  State.  The  bank  was  oiganizcd  with 
Titus  ilutchinson  as  PresidcnL;  Job  Lyman  cashier  and  Charles  Dana 
clerk  of  the  Woodstock  branch,  William  Q.  Ilooker  cashier  nud  Adoni- 
Jah  Schuyler  clerk  of  the  Mlddlcbury  branch;  aud  began  to  issue  bills

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on  the  '2M  of  February  1807.  The  first  report  sbowed  expenses  ad- 
justed §1570.35,  unadjusted  $730,  and  contingent  expenses  i?350;  there 
was  allowed  l)y  the  lej^islaturc,  for  compensation  of  oflicers,  the  further 
sum  of  SlSSl— makinj?  the  total  of  expenses  to  Sept.  30  1807.  §4531.35. 
Of  this  sum  §500  had  been  paid  by  the  State,  leaving  the  sum  of  expen- 
ses to  the  bunk  $4031.85.  Tlie  iocome  of  the  bank  by  interent  on  loans, 
was  $2753.27;  and  debts  dne  $130,757.23.  Tliey  closed  their  report  as 
follows: 

The  obstacles  which  were  insejiarable  from  an  institution  established 
on  principlus  hitherto  unattcmptcd  in  the  banking  system,  have  been 
happily  surmounlcd,  and  the  practicability  of  those  principles  cstab- 
lisiicd.  The  high  credit  and  extensive  circulation  of  our  bills,  wo  trust 
are  sufTicient  to  inspire  the  public  confidence,  and  to  ensure  a  continu- 
ance of  their  patronage.  Under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Legislature, 
we  are  induced  to  believe  that  this  institution  may  become  liigTily  iudn- 
cive  to  the  convenience  of  the  citizens,  and  a  productive  source  of  rev- 
enue to  the  State.* 

The  Legislature  of  1807  passed  "an  act  in  addition  loan  act  cstaMisli- 
ing  the  Vermont  Slate  Bank,"  in  which  the  most  important  features 
were,  a  direction  to  the  State  Treasurer  to  deposit  all  the  revenues  of 
the  State  in  the  bank;  and  a  provision  subjecting  the  president  and 
directors  to  be  sued  for  any  breach  of  contract,  and  directing  the  court 
rendering  judgment  to  draw  an  order  on  the  State  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  the  judgment.  Another  act  established  two  additional 
branches,  which  were  located  at  Burlingtou  and  Westminster;  another 
making  the  bills  of  the  bank  receivable  for  a  State  Tax  of  one  cent  on 
eacl)  acre  of  taxable  land  in  the  State ;  and  another  prohibiting  tho 
bringing  into  tli6  State  any  foreign  bank  bills  for  tho  purpose  of  loaning 
tho  same,  forfeiting  the  same,  and  declarini:  void  all  contracts  made  for 
or  on  account  of  such  bills.'  The  additional  branches  made  a  redistribu- 
tion of  the  directors  necessary,  and  Oliver  Cliapiu  of  lirattlcborough, 
ifoah  Chittenden  of  Jericho,  and  John  Curtis  uf  St.  Albans  were  elected 
instead  of  David  Kobinson,  ApoUos  Austin,  and  Benjamin  Swan.'  The 
succeeding  directors  were  as  follows:  1808,  the  list  of  the  preceding 
year  except  Ebenezcr  T.  Englcsby  of  Burlington  in  place  of  Mr.  Cur- 
tis, and  Bei\jamin  Swan  of  Woodstock  in  place  of  Mr.  Mattocks;  1809, 
the  same  excc];t  Elonzcr  May  of  Westminster  in  j)lace  of  Mr.  CJanip- 
bcH,  and  .Salmon  Diitlon  jr.  of  Cavendish  in  place  of  Mr.  Chapin;  ISIO, 
the  same  except  Truman  Chittenden  of  Williston  in  jjlacc  of  Noah  Chit- 
tenden, and  John  Peckof  Waterbury  in  place  of  Mr.  Englcsby;  and  ISll, 
tlio  same  except  Pliny  Smith  of  Orweli  in  place  of  Mr.  Chipman,  and 
Clmrles  Rich  of  Shoreham  in  place  of  Mr.  Willard.  In  1812  tho  num- 
ber was  reduced  to  four,  and  in  1813  to  three,  whose  functions  were  to

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close  the  business  of  tlio  bank,  collect  the  debts  due  to  it,  and  tnke  care 
of  iho  property.  Uliiniatcly  llic  sale  of  lands  recovered  on  the  debts 
wns  ootiimittcd  to  a  sin;];1e  oLTont,  and  iho  closiog  of  the  baak  after  1812 
occupii'tl  alxml  twi  n1y-li\  e  years. 

Tlie  bank  had  (lilliculiii  m  to  contend  with,  in  losses  by  the  failure  of 
banks  in  neighboring  States,  and  the  hostile  legislation  of  at  least  one 
Stale;*  and  much  more  in  the  faifure  of  its  customers.  The  period  from 
the  commencement  of  the  bank  to  its  close  was  disastrous,  embracing 
the  embargo  and  non-intercourse  acts,  and  the  war  of  1812,  so  it  is  a 
mnttcr'of  surpi  ise  that  a  "clienie,  which  was  confessedly  a  noveltj',  was 
not  seriously  disasufuis.  To  llie  people  it  was  a  benefit,  in  that  it  fur- 
nished a  sal'er  currency  than  the  j)aper  of  private  banks.  This  was  due 
Jlrst  to  liberal  legislation  for  the  protection  of  the  bank,  and  finally  to 
prompt  and  vigorous  measures  to  put  an  end  to  the  experiment.  Of 
the  legislation  to  sustain  the  bank,  subsequent  to  that  already  noted, 
•  were  acts  from  1809  until  1S12,  makincf  the  bills  of  the  bank  receivable 

for  land  taxes,  and  by  the  net  oflSl-J  for  state  taxes  also.  In  1S09,  sum- 
mary enlleetion  of  debts  due  to  tlie  bank  was  authorized,  the  casliicrs 
beini;  enipowercil  to  issue  an  extent  which  had  all  the  force  of  an  ex- 
ecution, for  the  payment  of  any  note  three  days  past  due.*  In  1810,  the 
bank  was  restrained  from  issuing  bills  to  an  amount  exceeding  twice  the 
specie  in  bank,  and  from  making  any  one  loan  exceeding  81000;  a  list 
of  debtors  in  arrcar  was  to  be  reported  to  the  legislature;  and  if  in  ar- 
rear  for  eiijht  months,  the  names  were  to  be  printed  in  some  newspaper. 
The  Presidi'Ut  of  the  bank  was  also  recjuired  to  inspect  eaeli  branch 
annually,  and  in  case  of  any  mismanagcnienl,  he  was  to  report  the  lact 
to  the  State  Traasurer,  who  was  to  put  the  bond  of  tlio  delinquent  in 
suit;'  and  in  1811,  all  state  and  county  officers  were  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving the  bills  of  any  private  banks  in  the  United  States.* 

In  1808,  less  than  a  year  after  the  branch  at  Westminster  liad  been 

put  in  operation,  serious  complaints  concerning  it  were  made  to  the 
Lcfiislnture,  and  not  without  reasons,  as  the  report  of  an  investigation 
shows.*  In  1811,  Samuel  C.  Crafts  of  Craftsbur}',  Elihu  Luce  of  Ilart- 
land.  and  Robert  Temple  of  Castieton  were  appointed  a  committee  witli 
full  powers  to  examine  the  several  branches  previous  to  Dec.  1 1811,  and 
again  previous  to  Oct.  1  1812;  to  remove  the  Westminster  branch  to 
Woodstock,  {o  be  managed  by  the  oflScera  of  that  branch;  and  to  put  in 
suit  the  bonds  of  any  of  the  officers  of  either  branch.  By  the  same  act,  • 
no  loans  were  to  be  made,  or  bills  put  in  circulation,  exceeding  in

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amouDt  double  the  sum  of  specie  in  iMUik;  and  the  directors  of  the  sev- 
eral branches  were  directed  to  press  an  indiscriminate  collection  of 
delits  due*  Feb.  28  1812,  the  committee  ordered  the  removal  of  the 
Westminster  branch  to  Woodstock;  and  at  the  October  session  made  a 
detailed  report,  indicating  a  probable  failure  of  the  Middlebury  branch 
to  redeem  its  bills  and  checks,  but  the  probability  that  the  profits  of  the 
other  branches  would  more  than  make  up  the  deficiency  and  leave  a 
balance  in  favor  of  the  State.  The  committee  also  reported  that  Daniel 
Chipman,  John  Willard,  and  Horatio  Seymour,  directors  of  the  Midrllc- 
bury  branch,  had  forfeited  their  bonds,  and  also  that  these  directors  and 
the  committee  had  agreed  to  refer  that  matter  to  the  decision  of  a  board 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Legislature.*  This  report  resulted  in  the  follow- 
ing act  to  close  the  business  of  the  bank. 

Ak  Act  in  addition  to  on  Att  wtahU»hing  a  State  Bank. 

Sec.  1.  Tt  is  hcreh>t  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  That  instead  of  the  thirteen  Directors  of  the  Vermont  State 
Bank  heretofore  directed  to  be  chosen  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  ad- 
dition, there  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  both  branches  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  joint  committee,  at  their  present  session,  from  [four]  suitable 
persons  to  be  directors  of  said  bank,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  which 
the  directors  of  said  Bank  now  have  by  law,  and  may  choose  a  President 
out  of  their  own  number. — Provided.  That  no  bills  shall  be  issued  from 
said  bank  by  way  of  loan,  uuiil  further  order  of  the  legislature." 

Sec.  2.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted.  That  the  committee  [Samuel 
C.  Crafts,  Elihu  Luce,  and  Robert  Temple,]  appointed  by  the  Act  of  the 
4ast  session  of  this  legislature,  entitled  an  Act  in  addition  to  the  several 
Acts  establishing  and  regulating  the  State  Bank,  are  further  empow- 
ered and  hereby  directed  to  remove  the  two  branches  of  said  Bank  at 
Burlington  and  Middlebury,  to  the  Bank  at  Woodstock,  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  power* as  the  said  committee  were  empowered 
and  directed  to  remove  the  branch  of  said  Bank  at  Westminster.  :n  the 
Bank  at  Woodstock,  by  the  act  last  mentioned. — And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  committee,  together  with  some  one  or  more  of  the  directors 
of  said  I^ank  to  burn  all  the  bills  of  the  Vermont  State  Bank,  in  the  sev- 
eral I)  ranches  of  said  Bank,  except  what  maybe  necessary  to  pay  the 
checks  due  from  said  Bank. 

Sec.  3.  And  it  is  hereby  farther  enacted^  That  the  President  and  Di- 
rectors of  the  Vermont  State  Bank  be  and  hereby  are  directed,  with  all 
due  diligence,  to  collect  in  the  most  safe  and  speudy  manner,  all  debts 
due  to  said  Bank,  and  to  sell  the  property  belonging  to  said  Bunk, 
and  to  use  all  proper  endeavors  to  close  the  concerns  of  said  Bank,  as 
soon  as  in  their  opinion  the  same  can  be  done  with  advantage  to  this 
State. 

Skc.  4.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  holding 
any  hills  of  said  Bank,  shall  present  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Slate,  and  shall  ehict  so  to  exchange  the  same,  the  said  Treasurer  shall 
issue  to  such  person,  in  lieu  thereof.  State  notes,  to  be  sisned  by  the 
said  Treasurer,  for  the  amount  of  such  bills,  payable  to  such  person  or

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bearer,  the  one  half  in  one  year,  and  the  other  half  in  two  yean,  with 

interest  at  the  rate  of  six  p<T  cent,  per  annum.  And  if  any  person  or 
persons,  having  any  demand  upou  the  Treasurer  of  this  [vState.]  shall 
elect  to  receive  such  notes  for  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Treasurer  to  issue  to  such  person  or  persons.  State  notes,  of  tlie  descrip- 
tion aforesaid,  to  the  amount  of  the  sum  due  to  such  person  or  persons. 

Sk(\  5.  Anil  it  is  fur^y  further  enacted^  That  the  Bills  of  said  Bank 
shall  be  received  iu  payment  of  all  demands  due  to  any  branch  of  said 
Bank.

The  committee  discharged  the  duties  imposed  by  the  second  sec- 
tion  of  the  foregoing  act,  and  at  the  next  session  reported  that  they 
had  removed  the  Burlington  branch  Deccember  14  1812,  and  the  Mid- 
dlebury  branch  June  4  1813  ;  and  further,  that  having  prosecuted 
»the  directors  and  other  officers  of  the  Middlehury  branch,  before  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court,  who  luui  been  a|>pointeil  couiinissioners  for 
that  purpose  by  act  of  Nov.  4  1812,  they  had  oljlained  judgment  in  favor 
of  the  State  and  taken  out  an  execution  for  the  sum  of  122,826.13.'  They 
further  reported  as  to  the  bills  of  the  banic  as  follows:

Of  the  bills  not  destroyed,  $3,006  were  in  bank,  leaving  $r.0,.~,;j2.25  as 
the  amount  uiii  ( <](  emed,  of  which  SiJ^,141  were  in  the  control  of  the 
State  Treasurer  and  deposited  by  him  iu  the  bank.' 

The  annual  reports  of  the  condition  of  the  bank,  printed  in  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  Assembly,  were  made  in  forms  so  different  as  not  to  admit 
of  tabulation,  but  the  amount  of  bills  in  circulation  indicates  the  bnsi- 
ness  of  the  bank,  to  wit:

In  1812,  the  whole  amount  unredeemed,  luilniieing  bilLs  in  bank, 
state  treasury,  and  in  circulation,  was  874,301.75;  1813,  $06,522.25,  of 
which  $38,141  were  in  the  state  treasury;  1814,  $58,680,  of  which  $42,- 
556.25  were  in  the  state  treasury;  and  from  year  to  year  the  redemp- 
tions proceeded  until  all  the  bills  presented  for  payment  were  redeemed.

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Zadock  ThoropBon  stated  that  **  the  loas  to  IndividQelB  in  ooneeqaence 
of  the  fidlure  of  the  institution  was  trifling,  but  the  loss  to  the  state  was 
very  considerable. The  editor  of  this  volume  is  not  apprised  <^  any 

statement  of  the  actual  loss  to  the  State,  and  from  all  that  does  appear 
in  the  reports,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  loss,  whatevcc  it  may  have  been, 
was  more  than  compensated  in  furnishiLg  to  the  people  a  currency 
which  was  altogether  superior  to  that  which  they  would  otherwise  have 
bad.  They  at  least  snflfored  very  little  in  the  depreciation  of  the  bills  of 
the  State  hank,  and  but  fbr  the  intervention  of  speenlators,  would  not 
have  suffered  at  all,  whereas,  by  the  foilnres  of  private  banks  and  bank- 
ers in  the  adjoining  States,  their  lossof  were  considerable. 

The  State  Bank  was  succeeded  by  private  banks  from  1818  until  the 
advent  of  the  national  banks,  and  with  rare  exceptions  these  were  ac- 
ceptable to  the  people  and  profitable  to  the  stockholders— results  due 
not  only  to  the  prudence  and  integrity  of  their  managers,  but  for  many 
years,  by  reason  of  a  requisition  of  the  State  that  their  bills  should  be 
redeemed  in  Boston,  thus  giving  to  them  a  credit  equal  to  that  of  the 
best  banks  in  New  England.

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NOBTHEBN  BOUimABY  LINE  OF  VEBMONT. 

In  the  executive  speech  of  1804,  Gov.  Tichcnor  invilefl  the  attention 
of  the  legislature  to  the  bouudnry  line  between  Vermont  and  Canada, 
staling  that  some  ot  the  inhabitants  reHiding  on  the  line  were  apprehen- 
sive that  the  boundary  was  not  etearly  defined,  and  that  it  was  not  dis- 
tinctly known  where  the  line  ran.  ^  These  apprehensions  were  dne,  in 
part  at  least,  to  the  statement  of  William  Coit  of  Burlington,  in  1796,  on 
the  authority  of  deputy  surveyor  Collins  of  the  proTince  of  Canada,  that 
the  line  verged  south  of  the  true  forty-fifth  degree  of  north  latitude,  and 
thus  embraced  wilhiii  llie  juri.sdiction  of  Canada  a  considerable  tract  of 
land  which  rightfully  belonged  to  Vermont.'  In  consequence  of  the 
representations  made  to  him.  Gov.  Tichenor  addressed  Gen.  Philip 
Schuyler,  who  had  been  one  of  the  commissioners  of  New  York  in  1766 
*  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  where  the  parallel  of  forty-five  degrees 
of  north  latitude  intersected  Lake  Champlain;  «id  in  reply  the  General 
wrote  the  following: 

General  Philip  iSchuyler  to  Gov.  Tichenor. 

Albany,  October  5,  LS04. 

iSir, — The  letter  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honor  to  write, 
was  delivered  me  vesterday.  The  bouncfary  line  between  Canada  and 
the  late  colony  of  5vc\v  York,  and  the  then  eastern  colonics,  was  estab- 
lished by  the  present  King  of  Great  Britain  [George  the  third,]  in  Couq- 
cil,  I  think,  in  October  1763,  and  communicated  to  the  then  Governors 
of  Canada  and  New  York  rcsiioctivol y.  These  gentlemen  ngreod  to 
meet  at  Isle-la-Motte,  ou  Lake  Champlain,  on  a  lixed  day  in  the  month 
of  September  1766,  accompanied  with  proper  persons  to  ascertain  wlierc 
the  parallel  of  forty-five  degrees  of  north  latitude  wouhl  intersect  that 
Lake.  Accordingly  Governor  Sir  IL  nry  Moore,  attended  by  ^fr.  Har- 
per, then  Professor  of  Mathematics  in  the  college  at  New-York,  and 
myself;  on  the  part  of  Canada,  Lieutenant  Governor  Ervin,  then 
commanding  the  civil  dei>artmcnt  of  thnt  province,  attended  by  Mr. 
Collins,  the  Surveyor-General  thereof,  and  the  Marquis  do  Laboneer,  a 
French  or  Canadian  Engineer,  met  at  the  designated  time  and  ^lace. 
After  having  made  several  solar  and  stellar  olwervations,  the  point  of

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intersection  on  Lake-Champlatn  was  nnanimously  determined,  and  a 

monument  erected. 

The  very  swampy  ground  from  the  interf»ection  of  the  parallel  on  the 
west  bank'of  the  Lake  not  permitlinf^  an  extension  of  tlio  boundary  line 
to  the  river  St.  Lawrence  <hf  parallel  was  only  pxtonded  eastward  to  Mis- 
sisque-Bay,  and  the  Hue  marked.  But  the  two  Governors  agreed  to  ap- 
point each  a  proper  person,  and  that  the  persons  so  to  be  appointed 
should  continue  the  parallel  wrsfs\;ird  to  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  and 
eastward  to  Counecticut  river.  Ou  the  part  of  JiJew  York  a  Mr.  Valen- 
tine was  the  surveyor:  I  am  not  informed  who  was  authorized  on  the 
part  of  Canada.'  The  parallel  was  however  carried  to  the  river  St.  Law- 
rence; but  Mr.  ValeuLine  dviug  soou  after,  1  believe  the  eastern  direc- 
tion was  not  even  atteroptea  during  his  lifetime;  whether  it  was  subse- 
quently run  by  aj^ents  autlioi  i/cd  by  the  two  jjovcrnments,  I  know  not; 
I  am  rather  inclined  to  think  it  was  not;  as  Sir  Henry  Moore,  whilst  on 
Lake-Champlain,  had  requested  me  to  recommend  a  proper  i)erson  for 
the  survey,  and  Mr.  Valentine  was  apjiointed  in  consequence  of  my 
recommendation,  and  it  is  probable  I  would  have  been  consulted  if  a 
second  appoiniment  had  been  made. 

I  believe  .all  the  papers  relative  to  the  transaction  in  question  are 
filed  in  the  Secretai y'-*  otlice  of  this  State,  or  with  the  papers  of  the 
Council  of  the  late  colon}-;  if  so.  those  relative  to  the  extension  of  tlie 
boundary  line  to  Connecticut  river,  if  ever  accomplished,  will  be  found 
with  them.'  It  is  probable  that  1  have  iirps(>rv(  d  llic  minutes  I  made  of 
the  transactions  on  Lake-Champlain;  but  being  contiucd  to  my  bed  from 
an  inflammation  in  my  feet,  I  cannot  now  have  recourse  to  my  papers — 
when  I  can.  if  I  find  any  ili icuments,  w-orthy  of  communication,  they 
shall  be  transmitted.  I  am,  Sir,  with  great  respect  and  esteem,  your 
Excellency's  most  obedient  servant  Pb*  ScnuTLEB.

The  foregoing  letter  was  referred  to  James  Fisk,  William  C.  Harring- 
ton, Samuel  Shaw,  Pascal  P.  Enos,  and  Ellas  Buel,  to  whom  Nathaniel 

Kiles  was  Joined  from  Council,  who  on  the  8th  of  Kovember  reported 

the  following,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Assembly: 

liesolved.  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to  transmit 
to  the  executive  of  the  United  States  all  the  information  of  which  he  is

Carleton  of  Canada,  was 
approved  by  an  order  of  the  King  in  Council  Aug.  12 1768. 
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or  !«h;i11  be  availed,  respectinor  the  northern  boundary  of  this  state,  and 

to  solicit  au  asrertainmcut  of  said  boundary.* 

In  the  excciilive  speech  of  180,'.  Gov.  Tichenor  said  that  he  had 
strictly  attended  to  the  buiiiness  thus  entrusted  to  him,  and  would  make 
it  tiM  Mibject  of  a  ftitiire  maaaage.  Aooordingly,  on  the  let  of  KoTem- 
ber  be  sent  in  a  oommnnicatlon  on  the  snbject,  which  is  not  embraced 
in  the  journal,  for  the  reason,  as  the  Clerk  stated,  that  it  was  by  acci- 
dent mislaid  and  not  returned  to  him.  It  was  referred  to  Lewis  B. 
Morris.  Nathaniel  Chipman,  and  Asa  Lyon,  who  reported  the  following 
act,  passed  Nov.  8  1805: 

Ak  Act  empowering  the  Governor  of  this  state  to  ascertain  the  North- 
em  Boundary  of  this  state. 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  enacted  hy  the  General  Ass'emhli/  of  the  State 
of  Vermont,  That  the  Governor  of  this  state  for  the  time  being  be  and 
he  hereby  is  authorised  and  empowered  to  employ  some  person  of  com- 
petent knowledge,  together  with  such  assistants  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sarv.  to  .iJ>CPrtain  by  celestial  observation  whore  the  forty-fifth  degree  of 
north  latitude  crosses  Lake  Meniphrimagog,  and  where  the  same  inter- 
sects Connecticut-River,  and  how  far  a  parallel  of  latitude  extended  east 
and  west  from  said  points  will  deviate  from  the  present  boundary  line. 

Sec.  2.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted.  That,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, there  be  and  there  is  hereby  appropriated  a  sum  not  exceeding 
three  hundred  dollars;  and  the  treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the  order  of  the  Governor.* 

Under  this  act,  Gov.  Tichenor  appointed  Rev.  Samuel  "Williams. 
LL.D.  of  Rutland,  to  perform  the  work  assigned,  whose  report  was  com- 
municated to  the  Assembly  in  1806,  as  follows: 

Rutland,  June  28th,  1806. 
fltr, — ^In  conformity  to  your  excellency's  commission  and  instructions 
of  April  25th,  I  have  examined  the  latitude  of  the  northern  line  of  this 
state,  at  the  original  monument  on  Connecticut  River,  and  at  Lake 
Memphramagog. 

By  a  course  of  astronomical  obser^'ations,  which  were  carefully  taken, 
I  found  the  latitude  of  the  monument  on  Connecticut  River  to  be  44 
de<y.  47  min.  59  see.  Reduced  to  miles  on  the  snrAice  of  the  earth,  the 
diilerence  between  this  latitude  and  that  of  forty-five  degrees,  will 
amount  to  thirteen  miles,  three  quarters,  and  fifty-tour  rods.  So  much 
further  north,  ought  the  northern  boundary  of  this  state  to  have  been, 
at  Connecticut  River. 

By  a  similar  course  of  observations  at  Lake  Memphramagog,  I  found 
the  latitude  of  the  monument  at  that  place  to  be  44  deg.  53  min.  46  sec. 
Reduced  to  miles  on  the  surface  of  the  earth,  this  will  amoani  to  teTen 
miles  and  seventy-one  rods.  So  niueli  further  north  ought  oar  northern 
boundary  line  to  have  been  at  this  place. 
*  If  it  be  admitted  that  the  monument  at  Lake  Cbamplain  is  fixed  in  the 

latitude  of  ftiity-five  degrees,  the  quantity  of  land  lost  to  this  state,  by 
the  error  in  running  this  line,  will  amount  to  seventeen  townships,  and

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forty-four  hundredths  of  a  township.  The  direction  of  Connecticut 
River,  at  the  upper  part  of  this  state,  is  from  the  north  east;  on  this  ac- 
count one  or  two  more  townships  would  accrue  to  this  state,  if  the  nortti 
line  of  it  was  run  on  the  line  of  forty-five  degrees  and  continued  till  it 
intersected  Connecticut  Biver.  A  particular  account  of  the  observa- 
tions and  calculations  which  I  made  at  those  places,  with  m  map  contain- 
ing the  result,  is  enclosed  for  your  excellency's  more  particular  exam- 
ination. 

The  instrujnent  which  would  have  been  proper  to  make  such  observ- 
ations, is  an  astronomical  quadrant,  or  sector.  I  took  much  pains  to 
procure  an  instrument  of  this  kind,  but  could  not  find  any  such  instru- 
ment in  this  state.  There  was  no  way  but  to  cfui.'^lriict  one  of  the  kind; 
and  it  was  because  I  had  been  accustomed  to  such  kind  of  instruments 
and  observnli<nis.  that  I  was  able  tn  complete  tlip  Inisiiipss. 

1  think  it  my  duty  respectlully  to  state  to  your  excellency,  that  if  in 
the  prosecution  of  this  business  the  event  should  be,  that  the  divisional 
line  between  Vermont  and  the  adiacfut  part  of  the  province  of  Canada 
is  to  be  marked  and  run  out  bv  agents  from  each  government,  it  will  be 
indispensably  necessary  that  this  state  should  be  provided  with  an  astrn- 
nnmical  quadrant  tliat  will  admit  of  the  most  minute  accuracy  in  mak- 
ing the  necessary  observations. 

1  inclose  an  account  of  the  expences  attending  the  business.*  From 
the  observations  which  have  been  mentioned  it  appears,  either  that  our 
nnrlhprn  line  is  not  run  in  a  strait  [straight]  direction,  or  that  the  mon- 
ument at  lake  Champlain  is  not  placed  in  the  latitude  of  forty-five  de- 
grees. I  should  have  gone  to  the  monument  at  that  place  and  observed 
Its  situation,  but  neither  my  commission  nor  the  act  of  the  Assembly 
invested  me  with  any  discretionary  power  in  that  respect.  With  much

The  foregoing  rei)ort  was  referred  to  Titus  Hutchinson.  Abel  Spencer, 
Caleb  Ilendee  jr.,  Arad  Hunt,  and  Dudley  (Jhase.  and  Xatlianiel  Niles 
and  Samuel  Shepardson  were  joined  from  Council,  who  reported  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

In  General  Asskmbly,  Oct.  18, 1806. 
Besolved,  That  the  General  Assembly  do  hereby  request  the  Governor 
and  Council  to  transmit  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  informa- 
tion of  the  measures  directed  and  taken  by  this  government  to  ascertain 
the  nortbern  boundary  of  this  State,  and  the  result  of  the  observations 
made  for  that  purpose;  and  request  tlie  General  Government  to  take 
proper  measures  to  ascertain  ami  lix  ilu'  northern  line  of  this  Slate. 
And  also  tliat  they  transmit  to  the  Governor  of  New  York  the  like  in- 
formation, that  the  government  of  w  York  may  co-operate  with  this 
Slate  in  the  same  object,  if  they  should  deem  it  worthy  of  their  atten- 
tion.' 

Discussion  ensued  between  the  governments  of  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain,  which  was  interrupted  by  the  war  of  181SS-1814;  but  by 
the  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent,  Dec.  2i  1814,  it  was  provided 
that  two  commissioners  should  be  charged  with  fixing  the  boundaries

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from  the  northwest  angle  of  Nova  Scotia  to  the  Iroquois  or  Cataraquy 
[St.  Lawrence,]  "  particularizing  the  latitude  and  longitude  of  the  north- 
west angle  of  Xova  Scotia,  of  the  northwesternmost  head  of  Connecti- 
cut River,  and  of  such  other  point?  of  the  said  boundary  as  they  may 
deem  proper."  Under  that  treaty  tliree  distinguished  Vermonters  were 
employed,  to  wit:  William  C  Bradley  of  WestmiDBter  as  XT.  S.  agent^ 
Oorneliua  F.  Yan  Ness  of  Barlington  as  X5*  S.  CommiBaioner,  and  Alden 
Partridge  of  Norwich  as  Principal  of  the  explorini:^  survey.*  This  a^ 
tempt  to  settle  the  boundary  failed.  Oct.  14  1821,  Mr.  I3ra<lley  reported 
that  tlte  Commissioners  of  the  two  nations  differed  as  to  the  northwest 
angle  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  northwesternmoRi  head  of  Connecticut 
liiver;  and  Nov.  21  1821,  Mr.  Van  Ness  reported  that  the  Commissioa- 
era  disagreed  upon  the  most  important  points.  It  was  provided  by  the 
treaty  of  Ghent  that  in  case  of  such  disagreement,  the  matter  should  be 
referred  to  a  friendly  power  for  decision,  but  in  the  message  of  Decem- 
ber 1823,  President  Monroe  stated  that,  iu  lieu  of  arbitration,  the  United 
Stales  had  proposed  and  Great  Britain  had  agreed  to  attempt  to  settle 
the  matter  by  amicable  negotiation;  and  it  was  settled  as  to  Vermont, 
in  the  treaty  of  Washington  of  Aug.  9  1842,  by  adopting  the  original 
Yaleutine  and  Collins  line— that  is,  the  forty-flflh  degree  of  latitude  as 
agreed  to  by  Governors  Moore  and  Carleton  in  1766.  The  commission- 
ers, who  were  appointed  to  ascertain  and  mark  that  line,  reported  that  it 
"is  generally  about  half  a  mile  north  of  the  true  parallel  of  latitude  45"^, 
from  Hall's  stream  [Canaan,  Vt.]  to  Rouse's  Point  and  Zadock 
Thompson  stated  that  from  ob«*ervations  made  in  1818,  under  the  treaty 
of  Ghent,  it  appeared  that  the  4oih  parallel  lies  a  little  to  the  south- 
ward of  the  line  previously  established,  but  it  is  not  yet  [1853]  fioally 
settled."  The  true  line  of  latitude  45^  from  the  two  latest  surveys, 
seems  to  be  a  little  south  of  the  boundary  line  agreed  upon  by  the  treaty 
of  Washington;  but  against  these  are  the  authority  of  Valentine  and 
Collins  in  1771—1774,  and  of  Dr.  Williams  in  1806;  so  the  question  is 
still  unsettled,  and  that  fact  is  the  reason  for  recording  the  history  of  the 
matter  in  this  voiuuje.* 

■At  the  time  of  his  assij^nment  for  this  service,  Capt.  Partridge  was 

Superintendent  of  the  U.  S.  Military  Academy  at  West  Point.  Ferdi- 
nand Rudolph  Has.sler,  formerly  professor  at  West  Point  and  afterward 
of  the  Coast  Survey,  was  associati  d  with  Capt.  Partridge  and  took  the 

observalions  on  the  line  45°  in  1S18.

To  Pkesident  Jeffeuson.— 1806. 

Not.  1 1806,  on  motion  of  Charles  Rich,  HesBrs.  Rich,  Dudley  Chase, 
and  James  A.  Potter  were  appointed  "to  draft  an  address  from  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  expressive  of  tba 
sense  whicli  the  linusc  oiitertain  of  his  important  services,  and  to  assure 
him  of  their  cordial  !*upj)ort.""  The  committee  reported  an  address, 
which  was  evidently  intended  to  urge  Mr.  Jefferson  to  stand  as  a  candi- 
date for  a  third  term,  and  it  is  therefore  remarkable  that  the  Federalists 
in  the  Assembly  made  no  opposition  to  it

Sir, — Permit  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont  to  avail 

themselves  of  the  ojiportunity,  presented  ])y  their  annual  meeting,  to 
express  to  you  the  satisfaction  they  derive  from  Ihc  encreasiug  prosper- 
ity of  our  common  country. 

Remote  as  we  are  placed  from  llie  seat  of  government,  we  have  ob- 
served with  anxious  solicitude  the  measures  adopted  by  the  public  func- 
tionaries to  secure  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  union.  We  have 
seen  tbc  diminution  of  faxes,  the  extension  of  territory,  the  increase  of 
population,  the  due  regulation  of  the  judicial  and  military  systems,  the 
security  of  peace  abroad  and  at  home,  with  sentiments  of  sincere  appro- 
b:Ltiun.  We  learn  that  in  these  sentiments  our  sister  States  have  al- 
most unanimously  coincided,  and  that,  despising  the  struggles  of  faction 
and  the  whispers  of  slander,  the  public  opinion  has  ripened  from  the 
first  grade  of  favorable  expectation  into  bold  and  general  applause.  The 
eminent  degree  in  which  you  have  contributed,  by  the  patriotic  dis- 
charge oi  your  otlk  ial  duties,  to  call  forth  these  .sentiments,  has  not  es- 
caped us.  Adulation  is  the  language  of  slaves,  but  a  just,  a  free  and  in- 
dependent people,  who  have  seen  and  escaped  tl»e  attem])ted  subversion 
of  their  liberties,  will  never  hesitate  to  anticipate  the  voice  of  history 
and  posterity,  when  gratitude  demands  it 

We  will  not.  Sir,  conceal  our  regret,  arising  from  rumors  which  have 
reached  us,  calculated  to  excite  the  belief  thaf  it  is  your  wish  to  with- 
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draw  from  the  public  service  at  the  close  of  the  period  for  which  you 
were  last  elected  chief  magistrate  of  the  Union.  We  venture  to  hope 
that  the  insinuation  is  unauthorized,  and  to  ex{)rcss  a  wisli,  that  in  tiie 
full  possession  of  faculty  and  talent,  you  will  not  refuse  the  citizens  the 
benefits  arising  from  long  political  experience,  and  deprive  them  of  the 
full  opportunity  of  exereij^ing  their  choice  and  judgment  in  Delecting 
their  President  from  the  whole  number  of  tin-  peojile. 

In  pursuing  and  completing  tlie  measures  so  happily  begun,  in  ea- 
couragioff  the  industry  and  protecting  the  rights  of  the  dtisen,  in  pro- 
moting tne  happiness  of  the  people,  and  supi)orting  the  digtiity  of  the 

Government,  we  with  confidence  assure  you  of  our  most  cordial  support. 
Lnd  relying  on  that  divine  being  who  nolda  in  bis  band  the  destiny  of 
empires,  we  trust  we  shall  be  80  directed  as  to  long  exist  a  peaceftil, 


To  the  Legislature  of  Vermont — I  received  in  due  season  the  address 
of  the  Legislature  of  Vermont,  bearing  date  the  5th  of  November  1806, 
inTwhich,  with  their  approbation  of  the  general  course  of  my  adminis- 
tration, they  were  so  good  as  to  express  their  desire  that  1  would  eon- 
sent  to  be  proposed  again,  to  the  public  voice,  on  the  expiration  of  my 
present  term  of  office.  Entertamiug,  as  I  do,  for  the  legislature  of 
Vermont  those  sentiments  of  high  respect  which  would  have  prompted 
an  immediate  answer.  I  was  certain,  nevertheless,  they  would  approve  a 
delay  which  had  for  its  object  to  avoid  a  premature  agitation  of  the  pub- 
lic mind,  on  a  subject  so  interesting  as  the  election  of  a  chief  magis* 
trate. 

That  I  should  lay  down  my  charge  at  a  proper  period,  is  as  much  a 
duty  as  to  have  borne  it  feithrolly.  If  some  termination  to  the  services 

of  a  chief  magistrate  bo  not  fixed  by  the  constitution,  or  supplied  by 

Sractice,  his  office,  nominally  tor  years,  will,  in  fact,  become  for  life;  and 
istory  shows  bow  easily  that  degenerates  into  an  inheritance.  Believ- 
ing that  a  representative  government,  responsible  at  short  periods  of 
election,  is  that  which  produces  the  greatest  sum  of  happiness  to  man- 
kind, I  feel  it  a  duty  to  do  no  act  which  shall  essentially  impair  that 
principle;  and  I  sliouM  unwillingly  be  the  person  who,  disregarding  the 
sound  precedent  set  by  an  illustrious  predecessor,  should  furnish  the 
lirst  exam|)le  of  prolongation  beyond  the  second  term  of  office. 

Truth,  also,  requires  me  to  add,  that  I  am  scnsiiiK"  ot  that  decline 
which  advancing  years  brings  on;  and  feeling  their  physii  al,  T  ought 
not  to  doubt  their  mental  etlect.  Happy  if  I  am  the  iirst  to  perceive  and 
obey  this  admonition  of  nature,  and  to  solicit  a  retreat  from  cares  too 
great  for  the  wearied  faculties  of  nge. 

For  the  approbation  which  the  legislature  of  Vermont  has-been  pleased 
to  express  or  the  principles  and  measures  pursued  in  the  management 
of  their  n(T:iirs,  I  am  sincerely  thankful;  and  should  I  be  so  fortunate  as 
to  carry  into  retirement  the  equal  approbation  and  good  will  of  my  fel- 
low-citizeus  generally,  it  will  be  the  comfort  of  my  future  days,  and  will 
close  a  Borvioe  of  forty  years  with  the  only  reward,  it  ever  wished.

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The  editor  of  Jefferson's  works  states  that  otlier  state  leirislatvires  ♦ 
addressed  Mr.  Jefferson  in  approvaf,  tollowin;^  Vermont,  to  all  which 
answers  like  that  sent  to  Vermont  were  returned.    Vermont  seems 
therefore  to  have  taken  the  lead  in  this  matter. 


To  President  Jefferson — 1807. 

Oct.  27  1807,  William  C.  Bradlov.  on  leave,  introduced  in  the  Assem- 
hlv  a  resolution  raising  a  committee  to  report  resolutions,  or  an  address 
to  the  President,  expressive  of  the  senlimenLs  of  both  houses  and  of  the 
people  of  the  State  respecting  the  conduet  of  British  naval  officers  in 
searchinjf  American  ships,  impressing  American  seamen,  and  particu- 
larly in  the  attaclc  on  the  American  ft-igate  Chesapealce.  The  resolution 
was  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Bradley,  Abel  Spencer,  and  Henry  Olin  were 
appointed  the  committee,  to  whom  the  Council  joined  Nathaniel  Niles. 
Xov.  4,  this  committee  rcitorted  resohitions  to  the  Assembly,  which 
were  read  and  adopted  by  yeas  lOU  to  nay  1;'— and  on  the  Olh  of  Nov. 
they  were  returned  from  Council  concurred  in,  though  the  concurrence 
was  not  entered  on  the  Journal  of  that  lM>d7. 

The  resolutions  were  in  an  unusual  form,  and  more  emphatic  for  that 
reason,  as  follows: 

WE,  the  Governor,  Council,  and  IIousc  of  Represent:iti\  ts,  of  the 
State  of  Vermont,  viewing  with  indignation  and  abhorrence  the  violent 
and  unjustifiable  conduct  of  the  cruizers  of  his  Britannic  Majesty,  in 
the  impressment  and  murder  of  American  citizens,  and  the  piuucK  r  of 
their  property  upon  the  high  seas,  and  even  in  the  very  entrance  of  our 
harbors,  and  more  especially  in  the  late  hostile  attack,  made  with  cir- 
cumstances of  unparallclcii  malignity  upon  the  American  national  Frig- 
ate Chesap(  nkc  h\  the  British  ship  of  war  Leopard, 

DO  KESOJA^E,  That,  at  this  awlul  crisis,  when  our  national  honor 
and  independence  are  insulted  by  a  nation  with  whom  we,  forgetftil  o! 
former  injuiies,  have  not  ojily  endeavored  \i>  (  ultivate  harmony  by  pro- 
serving  a  strict  and  perfect  neutralitj^-,  but,  to  conciliate  their  friendship 
by  every  act  of  benevolence,  humanity  and  assistance,  compatible  witn 
the  justice  due  to  ourselves  and  others,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Ameri- 
can to  rally  around  the  constituted  authorities  of  his  country,  and  to 
support  them  with  his  life  and  fortune  in  resisting  any  encroachments 
on  our  national  and  individual  riglits  by  anv  foreign  power  whatever, 
and  in  procuring  redress  for  tlie  many  injuries  we  have  sustained,  and 
which  our  patient  and  friendly  forbearance  has  su^red  too  long;  inju- 
ries committed  in  a  manner  umi.sually  barbarous,  and  calculated  to  fix 
hJi  indelible  disgrace  upon  the  British  character. 

And  it  is  further  Resolved,  Tliat  we  do  accord  our  wannest  admiration 
to  the  measures  adopted  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  on  this 
trying  occasion,  and  that  we  have  the  most  perfect  confidence  in  his 
wisdom,  integrity,  and  ability,  to  so  direct  the  energies  of  the  govern- 
ment as  to  preserve  our  honor  as  a  nation  ft'ee  from  taint  or  reproach, 
and  our  liberties  as  individuals  secure  from  violation.

&>, — The  Secretary  of  State  has  communicated  to  me  your  letter  to 
him  of  the  14th  of  Xov.  covering  the  resolutions  of  the  general  assembly 

of  Vermont  of  the  4tlj  of  the  same  month. 

The  seuiiments  expressed  by  the  general  assernbl}'  of  Vermont  on  the 
late  hostile  attack  on  the  Chesapeake  by  the  Leopard  s))!])  of  war,  as 
well  as  on  other  violalions  of  our  maritime  and  territorial  rights,  are 
worthy  of  their  known  patriotism;  and  their  readiness  to  rally  round 
the  constituted  authorities  of  tlieir  country,  and  to  support  its  rights 
with  their  lives  and  fortunes,  is  the  more  honorable  to  them  as  exposed 
by  their  position  in  front  of  the  contest.  The  issue  of  the  present  mis> 
understandings  cannot  now  be  foreseen,  but  the  measures  adopted  Ibr 
their  sctt]tMn(  iil  have  been  sincerely  directed  to  maintain  the  rinjlits,  the 
honor,  and  the  peace  of  our  countrv:  and  the  approbation  of  them  ex- 
pressed by  the  general  assembly  of  Vermont  Is  to  me  a  confirmation  of 
their  correctness. 

The  confidence  they  are  pleased  to  declare  in  nij*  personal  care  of  the 
public  interests,  is  highly  gratifying  to  me,  and  gives  a  new  claim  to 
ever\  tliiiiL,^  which  zeal  can  effect  for  their  service. 

I  beg  leave  to  tender  to  the  general  assembly  of  Vermont,  and  to 
yourseli  the  assurances  of  my  high  consideration  and  respect.

Oct.  19  1809,  James  Fisk,*  then  of  Barre,  introduced  in  the  Assembly

was  self-i  tlncated,  cho»e  the  law  for  his  profession,  and  distinguished 
hitnsclf  both  as  a  lawyer  and  democratic  politician.  He  represented 
Barre  in  the  General  Assembly  1800  until  180.">,  1809  and  10,  and  1815, 
and  as  Delegate  in  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1814;  was  Judge  of 
Orange  County  Court  1802  and  1809,  and  of  the  Supreme  Court  1815 
and  16;  Representative  in  Congress  March  1805  to  March  1809,  and 
1811  to  1815,  and  United  States  Senator  in  1817  and  18,  resigning  that 
post  to  accept  the  CoUectorship  for  the  district  of  Vermont,  which  he 
held  eight  years.  President  Madison  appointed  him  Judge  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Indiana  in  1812,  but  he  declined  the  office.  He  died  in  Swan- 
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a  resolution  for  a  committee  to  draft  an  address  to  the  President  of  the 

United  Stales  "expressive  of  the  sense  of  this  house  of  the  injuries  and 
indignities  offered  to  our  neutral  and  national  riglifs  by  foreign  nations, 
and  assurin!^  liim  of  the  willingness  and  dctorniination  of  t)ie  freemen 
of  this  State  to  .su{)i)ort  with  their  lives  and  fortunes  the  government  of 
the  United  States  in  such  measures  as  it  may  find  necessary  to  adopt  to 
redress  our  national  iqjuries  and  maintain  our  rights.**  The  resolution 
was  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Fisk,  William  A.  Griswold,  and  Uriel  C. 
Hatch  were  appointed  the  committee.  Oct.  26,  the  address  was  reported, 
and  on  the  Slsi  adopted,  yeas  llti,  nays  71,  as  follows: 

To  James  Madison,  Esq.,  President  of  tAe  United  States. 

Sir, — On  your  being  invited  to  tlie  highest  oOlce  in  the  gift  of  a  great 
and  happy  naiion,  by  a  large  majority  of  the  unbiassed  suffrages  of  a 
free  and  independent  (people,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont avail  tbemselv<  >  i>l'  the  earliest  oj^iortunity  to  express  their  high 
satisfaction  at  your  elevation,  which  results  from  a  full  confidence  in 
your  long  tried  wisdom  and  integrity,  as  well  as  for  that  uniform  zeal 
and  attachment  which  you  have  invariably  manifested  to  promote  the 
best  interests  of  your  country. 

With  peculiar  gratiticatiou  we  reflect,  that  a  person  is  advanced  to  the 
presidential  eliuir,  who  lias  long  been  associated  with  the  illustrious 
Jefferson  and  his  copatriol.s,  and  whose  nsefiil  hilxns  have  tended  to  ad- 
vance the  honor,  maintain  the  rights,  ami  secure  the  peace  and  happi- 
ness of  our  common  country.  Tlie  wise,  prudent  and  impartial  meas- 
ures of  your  predecessor,  aided  by  your  faithf  ul  co-operation,  liave,  under 
the  blessiug  of  Divine  Provideuce,  long  preserved  this  highly  favored 
nation  from  all  those  fatal  evils  which  have  for  so  many  years  spread 
misery,  devastation  and  death  tliroughout  devoted  t^urope. 

It  is  a  truth,  however  melancholy  the  retiection,  that  a  disgraceful 
spirit  of  opposition  and  insubordination  to  the  laws  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment, nas  been  excited  and  fomcriled  in  some  parts  of  the  Union, 
and  by  those  who  have  long  claimed  the  exclusive  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple, but  it  is  equally  true  that  notwithstanding  the  inflammatory  addres- 
ses, protests,  and  resolutions,  presented  to  the  public,  together  with  the 
combined  influence  of  foreign  intrigue  and  domestic  treachery,^  a  spirit 


ton  Dec.  1  1S44.  A  few  years  before  hi>^  death  he  visited  the  late  Hon. 
Timothy  Merrill  of  Moutpelier,  and  lor  an  evening  the  editor  of  this 
volume  was  much  interested  in  listening  to  Judge  Fisk's  reminiscences 
^f  public  men  and  events  of  his  time.  On  that  occasion,  or  from  some 
other  source,  the  writer  learned  that  the  Postmaster  Generalship  was 
once  tendered  to  him.  In  his  form,  the  vigor  of  his  intellect  and  the 
brilliancy  of  his  eyes,  he  much  resembled  Aaron  Burr  at  the  same  age. 

'John  Henry,  the  emissary  of  Sir  James  Craig,  Governor-General  of 
Canada,  had  visited  Vermont  and  other  New  England  States  in  the  pre- 
ceding winter,  but  the  authors  of  this  address  could  have  had  no  accu- 
rate knowledge  of  his  business,  as  that  was  not  publicly  revealed  until 
1812.  Henry  was,  however,  well  known  in  Vermont  as  a  rampant  Fed- 
eral politician,  and  was  suspected  as  a  British  ageat^ee  A^pptniibt  S, 
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of  returning  patrlotiRm  and  of  union  has  lately  dawned  upon  us,  from 
which  we  anticipate  the  most  hnppy  cflects,  l)otu  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  embarrassed  state  of  our  foreign  relations  has  been  and  still  is  pro- 
ductive of  the  most  serious  evils  to  the  commercial  and  agricultural  in- 
terests of  this  country.  The  belligerent  powers  of  Europe,  under  a  color 
of  nlaliating  npoji  one  another,  have  issued  miuI  enforced  orders  and 
decrees  ainicil  at  the  entire  destruction  of  our  hnvful  cotnraerce,  the  ia- 
sulting  pi  rt»  tisioiis  and  injurious  eflecis  of  which  too  plainly  shew  tiiat 
lawless  plun  li  r,  stimulated  !)y  unprincipled  avarice  aod  a  tbirst  fbr 
universal  donuiiion,  are  the  governing  objects. 

Hio  visionary  blockade  of  almost  a  whole  continent,  the  order  forbid- 
ding neutrals  to  trade  from  one  port  to  another  of  an  enemy,  the  de- 
Btructioo  of  our  vessels  ud  the  high  seas  bv  fire,  and  tlie  total  interdic* 
tion  of  our  lawfbl  commerce,  except  on  the  conditions  of  tribute  and 
subnnssinn  to  the  mandates  of  a  foreign  power,  are  hostile  to  the  spirit, 
and  opposed  to  every  ingenuous  and  patriotic  feeling  which  inspires  a 
nation  of  freemen.  Yet  these  are  not  all,  nor  even  the  greatest  injuries 
we  have  received.  Orders  have  been  issued  apparently  designed  to  ex- 
cite our  citizens  to  insurrection,  and  acts  (»f  disobedience  to  tho  'j-overn- 
ment  and  laws  of  this  country.  Our  seamen,  not  only  on  the  c  utnmon 
highway  of  nations,  but  also  m  sight  of  our  own  shores,  after  long  and 
daniirrous  voyages,  and  in  momentary  expectation  of  treading  their 
native  soil  among  their  tamilies  and  friends,  have  been  impressed,  torn 
from  everything  they  held  dear,  and  forced  into  an  ignominious  servi- 
tude on  board  of  foreign  ships  of  war. 

Our  territorial  jurisdiction  has  been  violated,  the  hospitality  of  our 
porta  and  harbors  abused,  our  citizens  murdered  whilst  in  the  peaceable 
pursuit  of  domestic  concerns,  our  national  flag  instilted,  the  blood  of  our 
seamen  wantonly  shed,  and  the  perpetrators  of  these  horrible  acts  have 
been  secured  and  protected  ttom  punishment  by  mock  trials,  or  in  some 
iiisfaiicf  s  b}-  an  exemption  from  trial;  and  as  a  further  reward  for  such 
deeds,  have  enjoyed  the  smiles  and  received  the  promotions  from  that 
very  government  under  whose  authority  they  acted,  while  it  hj'pocriti- 
cally  pretended  to  disavow  the  deed;  nor  has  any  reparation  been  yet 
tendered,  except  on  terms  more  humiliating  than  the  outrages  them- 
selves. And  while  they  adhere  to  the  tenor  of  their  proclamation  of 
the  16th  day  of  October,  1807,  little  hopes  are  entertained  that  they  will 
be  disposed  to  enter  into  suitable  arrangements  to  redress  such  aj^pra^ 
vated  evils. 

Tlu;se  accumulated  Injuries  and  unprovoked  aggressions  upon  national 

rights  are  not  however  without  their  beneficial  effects,  for  they  have  at 
last  awakened  the  great  majority  of  the  American  people  to  a  just  >i  use 
of  their  true  interests,  and  excited  a  laudable  spirit  of  ambition  through- 
out the  Union  to  i)rniiiote  the  establishniciit  of  domestic  manufactures 
and  other  internal  imnrovemeuts,  which  under  the  fostering  care  ana 
guardianship  of  an  enlightened  government  will  in  the  end  render  us  in 
a  great  measure  indejjendent  of  the  old  world. 

The  people  of  Vermont,  though  almost  wholly  devoted  to  agricultural 
pursuits,  during  our  late  and  present  commercial  embarrassments  telt  a 
common  interest  with  her  sister  Stales,  and  have  lon^  and  anxiously 
waited  in  the  hope  that  the  strict  and  impartial  neutrality  maintained 
by  the  general  government  towards  all  nations,  the  just  and  reasonable  • 
otfers  of  accommodation  it  has  repeatedly  made,  would  have  before  this 
brought  the  oflendiug  nations  to  a  sense  of  justice,  and  created  a  dispo- 
sition to  restore  to  us  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  our  national  rights; 
but  in  this  they  have  been  disappointed,  and  with  extreme  concern  be- 
hold the  most  friendly,  just  and  pacific  overtures  treated  with  ailent 
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contempt  by  one  nation,  and  by  anolhcr  with  what  (if  possible")  is  Still 
worse,  faithless,  delusive  propositions  and  arrangenieDts,  calculated 
solely  to  weaken  the  hands  of  government  and  to  defeat  those  wise  pre- 
cautionary measures  adopted  to  obtain  a  redress  of  wrongs. 

Surely  there  is  a  point  among  nations  as  well  as  individuals,  beyond 
which  longer  forbearance  would  become  criminal,  and  honorable  and 
manly  resistance  our  indispensable  duty;  and  we  view  the  freedom  of 
commerce  upon  the  ocean,  when  pursaed  conformable  to  the  established 
law  of  nations,  the  restoration  of  our  impressed  seamen,  exemption  and 
security  against  flirther  impressment,  among  tliose  rif^hts  which  ought 
not  to  Se  surrendered  but  with  our  national  existence. 

While  impressed  with  these  weighty  considerations,  we  can  discover 
no  just  cause  ft>r  despondency  or  amrm,  snd  we  are  strengthened  in  this 
opinion  from  the  pleasini;  reflection  that  the  path  of  our  present  politi- 
cal pilot  is  lighted  by  the  most  illustrious  examples  of  virtue  and  patri- 
otism which  nave  gone  before  him,  and  that  the  same  principles  which 
inspired  the  sages  and  heroes  of  the  revolution  will  continue  to  guide  the 
policy  of  our  present  administration;  and  if  honorable  adjustments  can- 
not be  made,  however  reluctant  we  may  be  to  hazard  our  fortunes  upon 
the  warring  elements,  yet  rather  than  relinquish  any  of  our  sacred 
rights,  or  should  justice  be  longer  unreasonably  denied  us,  we  confi- 
dently assure  you,  that  we  will  rally  round  the  standard  of  government, 
cheerfully  obey  Uie  first  call  of  our  Country,  and  unite  with  them  in  the 
last  solemn  appeal  to  nations,  relying  and  trusting  in  that  Almighty 
Being  who  directs  and  controls  the  destinies  of  the  world,  to  guide  us 
to  a  a?orable  issue.  Puolet  Chase,

Reply  of  President  Madison* 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont. — I  have  received  the 
address  of  the  General  Assembly  transmitted  to  me  on  the  15tb  ulU 
with  the  impressions  which  ought  to  be  made  1^  the  sentiments  «z- 

pressed  in  it. 

Conscious  as  I  am,  how  much  I  owe  the  high  trust  with  which  I  am 
invested,  to  a  partiality  in  my  fellow  citizens  which  overrated  my  quali- 
fications, I  am  compelled  to  mingle  my  regret  that  these  are  not  more 
adequate,  with  the  gratiticaliou  afforded  by  the  confidouce  of  so  respect* 
able  a  body;  and  by  the  tribute  which  is  so  justly  paid  to  the  success  of 
my  illustrious  predecessor,  under  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence  in 
preserving  our  nation  from  the  wars  by  which  Europe  has  been  so  long 
and  so  dreadfhlly  afflicted. 

Such,  nevertheless,  has  been  the  extraordinary  character  of  tiiose 
wars,  that  it  was  not  possibjp  for  the  councils  of  our  government,  how- 
ever prudent  and  pacific,  to  avoid  a  participation  in  liie  injuries  which 
have  been  extended  to  those  not  parties  to  them.  The  United  States 
still  experience  these  unprovoked  aggressions;  and  with  the  recent  ad- 
dition of  circumstances  admonishing  them  to  be  prepared  against  more 
hostile  fruits  of  the  reigning  policy. 

In  this  conjuncture,  it  is  to  be  lamented,  that  any  difference  of  opin- 
ioa  should  prevail,  with  respect  to  the  measures  best  suited  to  it,  and  more 
particularly,  that  any  measures  actually  adopted  should  have  been  op- 
posed in  modes  calculated  to  emliolden  foreign  hopes  and  experiment,

by  presentiqg  appearances  of  internal  (livisir)iis  and  weakness.  The 
full  slreuglk  of  every  nation  requires  an  uuiuu  of  its  citizens.  To  a 
government  like  ours,  this  truth  is  peculiarly  applicable.  If  its  impor- 
tance has  not  heretofore  been  sulficienth'  felt  on  occasions  winch  seemed 
to  demand  it,  we  shall  notf  I  trust,  be  disappointed  of  the  satisfaction 
promieed  by  the  dawn  of  a  more  universal  support  of  the  constituted 
authorities,  in  tbe  measures  for  maintaining  tne  national  honor  and 
rights. 

In  this  view,  the  sentiments  which  animate  the  Lei^islature  of  Ver- 
mont are  entitled  to  the  warmest  commendation  ;  which  I  sincerely 
tender,  with  assurances  of  my  friendly  respects  and  hinrh  consideration.

Declaration  of  the  LEOisLATuiiE  to  Pkesident  Madison — 1812. 

Oct.  13 1812,  Charles  Rich  *  of  Shoreham,  introduced  into  the  House 
the  following  resolution: 

We  the  rejiresentatives  of  the  peojjle  of  Vermont,  believing  that  in 
times  like  these  in  which  we  uuw  live,  it  is  both  proper  and  necessary 
that  our  sentiments  should  be  known  to  our  sister  states  and  the  gene- 
ral government,  do  hereby  adopt  the  following  resolution: 

^CHAiiLES  llicu,  SOU  of  Thomas  liich,  was  bora  in  Warwick,  Mass., 
Sept.  18 1771,  came  to  Shoreham  in  1787,  having  made  the  jouroey  on 
foot.  At  the  age  of  twenty  he  was  married,  and  house-keeping  was 
commenced  with  one  cow,  one  pair  of  two-year-old  steers,  six  sheep, 
one  bed,  and  a  few  articles  of  household  furniture,  vSH  of  which  were 
valued  at  sixty-six  dollars,  and  about  forty-tive  acres  of  land,  given 
him  by  his  father  and  valued  at  two  hundred  dollars."  From  this 
modest  beginning,  by  industry,  integrity,  and  prudence  he  became  a 
wealthy  man.  But  be  was  most  widely  known  as  a  valuable  servant  of 
the  public,  and  he  became  such  from  even  a  smaller  capital  than  that 
which  was  the  foundaUon  of  his  wealth.  He  attended  school  only  throe 
months,  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  but  he  was  studious  in  all  bis  leisure  hours, 
early  habit uated  himself  to  the  habit  of  writing  bis  thouglits,  and  culti- 
vated bis  taste  by  reading  Addison's  Spectator,  of  which  be  was  very  . 
fond.  Thus  self-schooled,  he  became  speedily  known  as  a  man  of  much 
more  than  ordinary  intelligence,  and  was  often  called  upon  to  deliver 
fourth  of  Jtdy  orations.  At  twenty-nine  he  was  elecied  town  repre- 
sentative, and  received  twelve  elections  to  that  office;  he  was  a  delegate 
in  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1814;  one  of  the  judges  of  Addison 
County  Court  for  six  years;  and  elected  a  representative  in  Congress 
five  terms,  1813-15.  and  1817-25,  but  died  Oct.  10  1824,  before  his  last 
term  had  expired. — llisLory  of  the  town  of  tSJioreham;  Deming's  Cator 
hgue;  and  Vermont  LtgisUxHm  Directory ^  1876-'77. 
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Hp.'tn'lvcd.  Thnt  the  constituted  authorities  of  our  country  haviiij::  de- 
clared war  between  the  Uuited  States  and  Great  liritain  nud  lier  depen- 
dencies, it  is  our  dniy  as  citizens  to  support  the  measure,  otherwise  we 
should  idcntiry  ourselves  with  the  enemy  with  no  other  distinction  tlmn 
that  of  locality.  We  thfrrfmc  ])1(m1<^'(>  ourselves  to  each  other,  anrl  to  our 
goverumenl,  Uial  with  our  iuJividuai  exertions,  our  examples,  and  iallu- 
euce,  we  will  support  our  government  and  country  in  the  present  con- 
test, and  rely  on  the  Great  Arbiter  of  Events  for  a  favorable  result. 

The  F(^diTalista  disliked  the  form  of  this  resolution,  and  Daniel  Chip- 
man  moved  the  following  as  a  substitute: 

Wo  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  Vermont,  believing  the  pres- 
ent crisis  to  be  such  that  our  sentiments  ought  to  be  distinctly  known 
both  to  our  sister  statea^  tha  genetal  government,  and  the  world,  do 
therefore  adopt  ttie  following  resolution: 

liesolced.  That  the  constituted  authorities  of  our  country  having  de- 
clared war  against  the  united  kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  her  dependencies,  whatever  may  he  our  opinions  as  to  the  wisdom 
and  expediency  of  the  measure,  it  is  our  duty,  .as  good  citizens,  to  sub- 
mit, to  support  our  own  government  at  every  hazard,  to  obey  the  con- 
stitutional calls  of  our  country,  and  to  rely  on  the  great  arbiter  of  events 
for  a  favorable  result. 

This  was  rejected,  129  to  80.  Joel  Green  of  Brandon  ilien  submitted 
a  similar  substitute,  omitting  "  whatever  may  be  our  opinions,"  &c., 
which  was  aleo  rejected,  130  to  73,  when  Mr.  Bich's  resolution  was 
adopted,  126  to  79.  The  Governor  and  Council  having  concurred  in  the 
original  resolution,  it  was  resolved  that  Mr.  Rich  request  his  excellency 
the  Governor  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States.

Sec.  thirty-five  of  chapter  two  of  ihc  first  constitution  was  as  follows: 

To  deter  more  etl'cctually  from  the  commission  of  crimes,  by  contin- 
ued visible  punishment  of  long  duration,  and  to  make  sanguinary  pun- 
isliraents  less  necessary,  houses  ought  to  be  proyided  for  punishing,  by 
hard  labor,  those  who  shall  be  convicted  of  crimes  not  capital,  wherein 
the  criminal  shall  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  or  for  re- 
paration of  injuries  done  to  private  persons;  and  all  persons,  at  proper 
times,  should  be  admitted  to  see  the  prisoners  at  their  labor.' 

Nevertheless,  for  more  than  thirty  years,  and  until  the  State-Prison 
was  put  in  operation  in  ISOl).  notliing  corresjionding  to  this  section  was 
done  exccjit  lo  jirovuh"  in  certain  cases  that  persons  might  be  "disposed 
of  to  service/  In  the  mean  time  the  punishments  of  criminals  were 
whipping,  condnement  in  the  stocks,  bnuiding,  confiscation  of  property, 
banishment,  and  fines  followed  by  imprisonment  in  the  common  jails 
for  non-payment.*  The  principal  reasons  which  occasioned  this  long 
delay  were  doubtless  the  inexpediency  of  incurring  a  large  expenditure 
while  the  population  of  the  Slate  was  sjiarse  and  unable  to  bear  a  lieavy 
tax,  and  the  difficulty  of  finding  a  location  where  remuiu  raiive  labor 
could  be  expected.  The  subject  was  frequently  considered,  however, 
from  1793  until  1803,  when  Gov.  Tichenor  presented  strong  reasons  for 
a  State-Prison,  which  resulted  in  an  act,  passed  at  the  adjourned  session,

Dana  [Daniel  of  Guildhall.]  Proposals  Croin  Thomas  D.  pKiad  [IlnodJ 
Esq.  for  building  a  State-Prison  at  Jericho,  were  read,  and  referred  to 
the  same  committee.* 

Lieot.  Gov.  Brigham  and  Mr.  Wheelock  were  joined  from  the  Coun- 
cil, and  Oct.  22  the^committee  reported  as  follows: 

To  tfie  Honorable  General  Assembly  noic  sitting. — Your  committee,  to 
whom  were  referred  the  several  proposals  for  building  a  Work-House, 
or  State-Prison,  Report,  That  having  taken  into  consideratinn  the  said 
proposals,  and  particularly  the  several  places  projiosed,  are  of  the  opin- 
ion, that  a  preference  ought  to  be  given  to  the  town  of  Middlebury,  on 
account  of  its  being  more  central,  and  for  that  in  such  a  village  as  that 
of  Middlebury,  the  prisoners  may  be  more  easily  guarded,  more  safely 
kept,  and  niore  conveniently  supported;  raw  materials  may  be  furnished 
them  with  less  expence,  and  the  manufactured  articles  more  readily  dis- 

Eosed  of.  The  plan  accompanying  the  proposals  Irom  Middlebury  we 
ave  also  examined,  and  believe  that  it  will  be  advisable  to  erect  one 
upon  that  plan,  with  some  aUeratious,  lending  to  lessen  the  expence, 
without  rendering  it  less  convenient  and  safe. 

Your  committee  furtlier  report,  that,  in  (irder  to  prevent  that  incon- 
venience which  frequently  arises  from  making  of  contracts  by  govern- 
mental agents,  a  committee,  consisting  of  two  persons,  be  chosen,  and 
directed  to  repair  to  Middlebury,  as  soon  as  may  be,  with  directions  to 
procure  a  suitable  quantity  of  ground  on  which  to  erect  said  prison,  to 
examine  the  materials,  conveniences,  and  the  expense  of  erecting  said 
prison,  and  to  receive  proposals  for  building  the  same,  and  to  report  to 
this  House  their  doing,  as  soon  as  may  be.

Oct.  24,  this  report  was  rejected,*  and  the  matter  was  continued  as  un- 
finished business  through  the  smsions  of  1805  and  'B. 

At  the  session  of 1807,  Gov.  Ibrael  Smith  strongly  urged  a  compliance 
with  the  provision  of  the  constitution  on  this  subject;*  and  on  motion 
of  Elihu  Luce  of  Hartland  a  committee  of  one  from  each  county  was 
appointed    to  take  into  consideration  all  bills,  plans,  proposals,  and

Sec.  1.  Ilia  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  IState  of 
Vemumt,  That  a  board  of  comrairaioners,  consisting  of  five  suitable  per- 
sons, to  be  chosen  during  the  present  scssifin  of  the  legislature,  by  a 
joint  ballot  of  both  houses,  be  appointed  ibr  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
finishing  a  State's  Prison,  within  and  for  the  State  of  Vermont. 

Sec.  2.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted,  That  the  said  commissioners, 
before  ihey  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by 
this  act,  shall  give  bonds  with  sutficient  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  to  the  treasurer  of  this  State,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  such  duties.  And  said  comniissioners  shall  bi'.  and  they  hereby 
are  fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  determine  and  lix  on  the  jylace 
vihcre  the  said  prison  shall  be  erected,  and  also  to  determine  on  the  plan 
and  fashion  of  the  same,  according  as  a  majority  of  said  rointnissinn- 
ers,  considering  local,  pecuniary  and  other  advantages,  may  judge  will 
most  conduce  to  the  convenience  and  interest  of  this  state. 

Sec.  3.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted.  That  said  commissioners 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  pur- 
chase or  otherwise  obtain  all  neceftsary  conveyances  to  tliis  State  of  such 
lands  as  may  he  proper  for  the  nsc  and  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  con- 
tract ior,  purchase  and  provide  all  the  materials  and  provisions  neces- 
sary to  the  finisliing  and  completing  said  prison.  And  they  are  hereb}' 
further  directed  to  take  the  earliest  ann  i  h  t  speedy  measures  to  obtain 
suitable  proposals  for  the  furnishing  of  m.iterials  and  labor  necessary  to 
carry  into  ellcct  the  object  of  this  act  as  soon  as  may  be  consistent  with 
the  true  interest  of  iliis  State. 

Sec.  1.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted.  Tliat  the  said  commissioners, 
a  majority  of  whom  shall,  in  all  their  transactions,  constitute  a  quorum, 
shall  be  and  tliey  hereby  are  authorized  to  appoint  one  or  more  agent  or 
agents,  from  among  themselves  or  otherwise,  for  whose  fidelity  and

economy  said  commissioDen  shall  be  responsible,  whose  dnty  it  shall  be, 

from  lime  to  time,  to  superintend  and  inspect  tlio  work  nf  said  prison, 
and  to  see  that  the  same  be  well  and  faithfully  Uoact  and  the  several 
contracts  with  said  commissioners  are  punctnally  fulfilled.  And  said 
commissioners  are  empowered  to  take  bonds,  witli  surcties,of  such  agent 
or  af:^onts,  for  the  due  rliscbar^rc  of  tlicir  undortakinp^s. 

Sec.  5.  And  it  is  hereby  furlher  enacled,  Tliat  said  commissioners  be 
and  they  hereby  are  empowered  to  appoint  a  clerk  of  their  board,  (for 
whose  fidelity  they  shall  bo  responsible,  and  of  whom  they  may  also  re- 
quire bonds,)  and  by  such  clerk  to  draw  orders,  from  time  to  lime,  on 
tlie  treasurer  of  the  State,  for  any  sums  which  may  have  been  expended 
or  contract!  (1  for  by  them,  for  the  purpose  aforesaiu;  and  they  arc  hereby 
directed  to  keep  a  fair  account  of  all  and  every  of  their  expenditures, 
and  be  in  readiness  to  exhibit  the  same  at  any  time  when  legally  called 
on  for  that  purpose.  Frovided  necertheless,  audit  is  hereby  further  en- 
actedy  That  said  coramissiouers  shall  not  exceed,  iu  the  expenditures  in 
building  said  prison,  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars.

Pursuant  to  the  preceding  act,  Ezra  Butler  of  Waterbury,  Samuel 
Shaw  of  Castleton,  John  Cameron  of  Bycgate,  Jos iah  Wright  of  Pow- 
nal,  and  Elihu  Luce  of  Ilartland  were  appointed  commissioners,*  who 
proceedod  at  ouce  to  the  execution  of  their  duties,  and  at  the  session  of 
1808  a  committee  of  the  Uouse  submitted  a  report,  from  which  the  foU 
lowing  is  taken: 

The  commissioners  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  general  assem- 
bly, to  fix  upon  and  designate  the  place,  and  to  superintend  the  build- 
ing of  said  jirijion,  [seU'Cted  a  place]  at  Windsor,  sitnafe  nearly  opposite 
the  house  of  Stephen  Jacob  esq.  That  previous  to  buildinn[  said  prisoa, 
the  inhabitants  of  said  Windsor  procured  to  be  deeded  to  the  State  one 
acre  of  land,  free  of  expence,  and  obligated  tlieniselves  to  procure  to  be 
drawn  for  the  use  of  said  building,  five  thousand  tons  of  stone,  on  the 
place  where  said  building  is  erected,  free  of  expence,  and  to  procure  to 
be  drawn  tlio  residue  of  the  stone  necessary  to  complete  saia  building 
and  yard,  at  the  rate  of  sixty  cents  per  ton,  and  to  have  the  privilege  of 
taking  a  suHicient  quantity  of  stone  liom  the  mountain  (which  is  about 
three  miles  distant  from  the  prison,*)  free  of  expence  to  the  slate.  And 
that  the  commissioners,  in  addition  to  the  one  acre  of  land  gratuitously 
given  as  aforesaid,  have  purchased,  for  the  use  and  benelit  of  the  st.ite,  * 
nearly  four  acres  of  land  adjoining,  at  the  price  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  acre. 

The  dimensions  of  said  building,  which  is  designed  for  the  prison  and 
cells,  is  cighty-five  feet  in  length,  thirty-six  feet  in  breadth,  three  stories 
in  height,  all  built  with  liewn  stone,  and  is  calculated  to  contain  in  all 
the  cells  one  hundred  and  seventy  prisoners  with  convenience.  That 
the  keeper*B  house  adjoining  said  prison  is  built  of  brick,  except  the 
basement  story,  wliich  is  built  of  stone  and  designed  for  a  room  to  vict-

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ual  iho  prisoners  in,  nn'l  is  fort^'-two  feet  in  length,  twenty-four  feet  in 
breaUlh,  and  lour  btorics  iu  height.  The  laud  adjoining  said  prison,  and 
where  the  wall  is  Intended  to  bo  built,  is  sixteen  rods  in  length  and 
twelve  rods  in  breadth,  within  which  the  work^ehops  are  intended  to  be 
buUt.^ 

In  1809,  the  flirther  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for 

the  prison,  and  a  oommiftoe  was  appointed  to  settle  the  aceounts  of  the 
coniniissioners.*  In  1810.  the  committee  reiiorted  that  a  further  appro- 
priation of  $3,733.48  .nhould  be  made,  making  the  cost  of  the  prison 
$39,312.78;  and  the  appropriation  was  made.* 

Additional  huildinirs,  for  work-shop?*,  storehouses,  harn,  and  offices, 
were  subsequently  erected;  and  iu  1830-32  a  new  prison  was  constructed, 
for  the  solitary  confinement  of  prisoners,  at  a  <K>st  to  the  State  of  $8,000. 
This  building  is  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  in  length  by  forty  in  width, 
of  four  stories,  with  thirty-four  cells  in  each  story— in  all  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six  cells.  The  11  v  are  in  the  centre  of  the  building,  with  an 
open  passage  on  all  sides.* 

In  1876-6,  the  work-shop  was  enlarged,  the  prison  erected  in  1609  en- 
tirely removed,  and  a  new  one  erected,  having  regard  to  accommoda- 
^ons  for  female  pri'^oners.  The  cost  of  the  addition  to  the  work-shop 
was  §2,100.88,  and  of  the  new  prison  SI 1,083. 30— total,  $13,184.18.* 

The  management  and  government  of  the  prison  wa.s  oriirinally  vested  . 
in  a  board  of  visitors,  who  appointed  the  suborditiafe  ofBccrs;  subse- 
quently in  a  superintendent;  then  in  a  superintendent  and  warden; 
next  in  a  superintendent  elected  by  the  legislature;  and  now  is  in  three 
directors  and  a  superintendent,  who  are  elected  by  the  legislature.  A 
chaplain  is  provided  for  religious  Instruction;  a  library  for  the  benefit 
of  the  prisoners;  and  a  physician. 

The  following  are  the  statistics  of  the  prison  to  and  including  the  year 
1870,  the  last  column  covering  excess  both  of  expenditures  and  of  in- 
come :  •

The  embargo  act  of  Congress  of  Dec.  22  1807  had  comparatively  little 
significance  in  Vermont  until  it  had  been  supplemented  by  the  act  of 
March  12 1808,  commonly  called  the  land  embargo,"  which  was  pro- 
mulgated simultaneously  with  the  opening  of  navigation  on  Lake 

Champlain.  The  first  interfered  maitily  with  commerce  on  the  sea- 
board, but  had  turned  the  people  of  northern  and  norllnvestcrn  Ver- 
mont to  Canada  as  a  market  for  their  limber,  and  pot  and  pearl  ashes, 
which  were  then  the  chief  ariicles  of  export.*  This  market  was  inter- 
fered with  by  the  '^land  embargb,"  and  the  distress  of  the  people,  and 
the  zeal  of  the  Federal  politicians  who  made  the  most  of  their  opportu- 
nity, excited  great  dissatisfaction  with  the  national  government,  and 
alarmed  its  supporters  in  Vermont. 

The  Embargo  Law  which  passed  on  the  12lh  of  March  last,  commonly 
called  the  Irnid  embargo^  was  received  by  Jabez  reunimao,  the  Collec- 
tor of  Vermont  District,  on  the  first  day  of  April.   Mr.  Penniman,  on 

the  same  day,  b}'  the  advice  of  Asa  Aldis  and  C.  P.  Van  Ness,  Attor- 
neys at  St.  Albans,  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Gallalin,  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  stating  the  impossibility  of  executing  that  law,  without  a  mil- 
itary force.* 

This  statement  evidently  came  from  an  opponent  of  the  administrap 
tion,  but  it  is  substantially  confirmed  by  the  following  official  papers:

We  have  coricluiled  as  follows:  1st.  Tnat  a  letter  from  your  depart- 
ment to  the  Collector  on  Lake  Ohamplain,  shall  instruct  him  to  equip

[engage]  as  many  persons  on  board  them  as  may  be  necessary,  and  can 
be  engasred  voluntarily,  by  force  of  arms,  or  othetwise,  to  enforce  the  law.

The  Secrctar}'  at  AVar  desires  the  Governor,  if  the  posse  is  inad- 
equate, to  publish  a  proclamation  with  which  he  is  lurnished,  and  to  call 
on  the  militia.  He  is  further,  by  a  private  letter,  requested  to  repair  to 
the  place,  and  lend  the  aid  of  bis  counsel  and  authority  according  to  ex-^ 
igcncies. 

We  have  further  determined  to  build  two  gun-boats  at  Skanesborough,

Vermont  Journal,  (a  paper  selected  for  the  official  publication  of  the 
laws,)  as  follows: 

By  the  President  of  the  United  6'<a(ea, 
A  PliOCLAMATION. 

Whereas  information  has  been  received  that  sundry  persons  are  com- 
bined or  conil)ining  and  confederating  together  on  Lake  Champlldn  and 
the  country  thereto  adjacent,  for  the  purposes  of  forming  insurrections 
against  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  lur  opposing  the

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tame  and  obstructing  their  execution;  and  that  such  combinations  are 

foo  powerful  to  bo  supproKsrd  l)y  tlu'  onlinary  cour*ip  of  judii  ial  pro- 
ceedings, or  by  the  powers  vested  in  the  Marshals,  by  the  hiws  of  the 
UnitcdStates: 

Now  therefore,  to  the  end  that  the  authority  of  the  laws  may  be  ninin- 
taiiied.  and  that  those  concerned,  directly  or  indirecUy,  iu  any  insurrec- 
tion against  the  same  may  be  duly  warned— I  have  iesued  this  ray  Proc- 
lamation, hereby  commanding  8U<;h  insurgents,  and  all  concerned  in 
such  combination**,  instantly  and  without  delay  to  disperse  themselves 
and  retire  peaceably  to  their  re.-^pective  abodes:  And  do  hereby  further 
require  and  command  all  officers  having  authority,  civil  or  military,  and 
others,  eivil  or  inillilary,  who  shall  be  found  within  the  vicinage  of  such 
iusurrectiuus,  to  be  aidiug  and  assisting  by  all  the  means  in  their  power, 
by  force  of  arms  or  otherwise,  to  quell  and  subdue  such  insurrection  or 
combinations,  to  seize  upon  all  those  therein  cnin-ernerl.  who  shall  not, 
instantly  and  without  delay,  disperse  and  retire  to  their  respective 
abodes;"  and  to  deliver  them  over  to  the  civil  authority  of  the  place,  to 
be  proceeded  against  according  to  law. 

In  testimon}'  whereof,  I  have  caused  the  Seal  of  the  United  States  to 
be  allixed  to  these  presents,  and  signed  the  same  with  my  hand.  Given 
at  the  city  of  Washington,  the  10th  of  April  1808,  and  in  the  sover- 
eignty ana  independence  of  the  United  States  the  thirty-second.

By  the  President,  James  Madison,  Sw^vy  of  istaU, 

Nothing  appears,  iu  the  public  newspapers  or  official  documents  of 
that  day,  indicating  any  '*  insurrection  or  combinations  **  for  crImiD- 
ally  opposing  the  laws,  except  indictments  for  treason,  hereinafter  no- 
ticed, which  were  not  sustained;  and  daring  and  defiant  smugglers,  who 
have  always  and  everywhere  been  found  whenever  the  temptation  was 
sufficient  to  invite  the  risks  to  be  incurred  in  that  nefarious  business. 
Indeed,  a  regularly  called  town-meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  St.  Albans, 
.lane  ISDS,  adopted  a  memorial  to  President  Jefferson,  in  which  they 
emphatically  denied  the  Imputation  of  the  prodsunation,  as  follows: 

Your  memorialists  positively  and  unequivocally  declare  that  in  their 
opinion,  the  coiuJuet  of  the  citizens  of  this  district  had  furnished  NO 
cause  for  such  Froelamation ;  and  tliat  the  same  must  have  beeti  issued 
in  cousjBqueuce  of  erroneous  and  unfounded  representations,  made  and 
transmitted  to  the  Exucutive  department  of  the  United  States,  by  some 
evil  minded  person  or  persons.  That  if  individuals,  finding  themselves 
and  their  families  on  the  verge  of  ruin  and  wretchedness,  have  at- 
tempted to  evade  the  embargo  restrictions,  and  have  actually  accom- 
plished their  ))urpose,  this  could  never  furnish  a  just  cause  for  jiroclaim- 
inr'  to  the  world  that  insurrection  and  rebellion  "were  chargeable  on  the 
g'.oU  i)eople  of  this  district;  and  with  confidence,  your  memorialists  de^ 
dare  their  belief,  that  nothing  more  than  this  had  taken  place.

Nevertheless  the  military  power  was  invoked.  May  o  1808,  by  order 
of  Gov.  Smith,  Gen.  Levi  House  ordered  out  a  small  detachment,  from 
the  lirst  regiment  of  bis  brigade  in  Franklin  county,  who  were  stationed

'  darkness  and  a  stron?  and  favorable  wind,  the  rafts  opcnped  previ(Ui<'  to 
May  26.*  This  seems  to  have  raised  a  doubt  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
Franklin  County  militia,  and  on  the  Slst  of  May  a  detachment  of  one 
hundred  and  hfty  inililia  marched  from  Rutland  County  on  the  same 
service,  and  were  shortly  reinforced  by  a  detachment  of  XT.  8.  artillery; 
whereupon  Oov.  Smith  was  directed  to  discharge  all  but  seventy-Ave  of 
the  nailitia,*  and  the  Franklin  County  men  were  discharged,  to  the  great 
iDdignatioD  of  themselves  and  their  brigade.*  In  October  the  Vermont 
militia  seera  to  have  been  wilbdrawn  and  their  places  supplied  by  Uni- 
ted States  troops.* 

The  resort  to  force  by  the  government  served  on  tiic  one  hand  to  in- 
crease the  fervor  of  the  Federal  party  and  give  them  the  victory  at  the 
ensuing  election  of  staite  officers;  and  on  the  other  stimulated  the  smug- 
glers to  desperate  and  deadly  resistance,  such  as  would  necessarily  have 
called  for  the  interposition  offeree.  They  met  force  by  force  repeatedly,

July  30  1808,  sundry  citizens  of  Franklin 
County  signed  an  address  to  the  public,  in  reply  to  the  foregoing,  justi- 
fying Collector  Penniroan  and  the  Presidrnt,  on  tlie  ground  "that  the 
constant  and  unceapins;  (leclaralions  of  the  lumht  r  and  potash  merchants 
were,  they  would  arm,  and  run  their  property  at  all  events;  that  if  Mr. 
Penniman  attempted  to  enforce  the  laws,  his  life  would  be  short;  that 
if  military  aid  should  be  called,  and  the  troops  should  kill  a  person  in 
attempting  to  enforce  the  laws,  the  inhabitants  would  immediately 
RISE  and  drive  them  from  their  stations.  In  short,  it  was  openly  de- 
clared, that  the  inhabitants  on  Lake  Champlain  would  never  submit  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  embargo  law.''  Evidently  these  were  the  threats 
of  smu2:crlers,  nnd  both  addrefse?  are  of  a  strong  partisan  hue. — See 
Spooner's  Venyiont  Jonrndl  of  July  4  and  Sept.  12  1808.  For  views,  both 
of  Gov.

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bnt  the  most  lamentable  example  occarred  iMg,  8  1806.  A  party  of 
twelve  of  the  Vermont  mUitia  had  captared  a  notorions  amusgling  ves- 
sel called  the  Black  Snake,  then  moored  in  tlie  Winooski  river,  and  as 
they  were  taking  it  down  tlie  river  to  the  lake,  the  smugglers  repeatedly 
fired  upon  them,  killing  Ellis  Drake  of  Clarendon,  and  Asa  Marsh  of 
Rutland,  and  wounding  Lieut.  Daniel  Farringlon  of  Brandon,  who  com- 
manded the  parly.  Just  before  the  last  gun  was  fired— a  murderous 
wall-piccc,  charged  with  flileen  bullets,  slugs  and  buck-shot — Capt. 
Jonathan  Ormsby  of  Burlington  Joined  the  government  parly  to  aid  in 
arresting  the  murdcrc  rs,  and  was  killed  with  Marsh.  David  D.  John- 
son, sergeant  commanding  the  remainder  of  the  militia,  immediately 
seized  all  of  the  smugglers  except  two.  who  oscajjed  but  were  subse- 
quently arrested.  A  spcfial  term  of  the  supreme  court  was  held  at  Bur- 
lington, commencing  on  the  23d  of  August;  on  the  2Gth  the  grand  jury 
returned  true  bills  against  Samuel  I.  Mott  of  Alburgh;  William  Noaks, 
Slocum  Clark,  and  Truman  Mudgett  of  Highgate;  Cyrus  B.  Dean  and 
Josiab  Pease  of  Swanton;  David  Sheffield  of  Colchester,  and  Francis 
Ledgard  of  Milton.  Sept.  1  Mott  was  convicted;  on  the  5th  Dean,  and 
on  the  9th  Shelliold.  Dean  was  sentenced  to  death  on  Friday  Oct.  28, 
but  was  respited  by  the  legislaUire  until  Nf>v.  11,  when  he  was  executed. 
New  trials  were  granted  to  Moit  and  ShetUeld,  both  of  whom,  with  Led- 
gard, were  convicted  of  manslaughter  at  the  January  term,  1809.'  All 
three  were  sentenced  to  stand  one  hour  in  the  pillory,  be  confined  ten 
years  in  the  state-prison,  and  pay  costs  of  prosecution.  In  addition, 
Mott  and  Slu'ffi(>l<l  received  fifty  Inslies.  They  were  all  pardoned  by  the 
governor:  Ledgard,  Nov.  12  Itill  \  Sheffield,  Nov.  4  1816;  and  Mott, 
Oct.  15  1817.« 

Xov.  3  180S,  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  commonced  a  special  session  at 
BurliuL^ton,  Brnckholst  Livin<j:ston  and  Elijah  Paine  judges,  when  Fred- 
erick, Job,  and  John  lloxie  were  tried  for  high  treason,  in  levying  war 
against  the  United  States,  but  were  speedily  acquitted  by  the  jury.* 

Early  in  1809,  after  the  passage  of  the  new  embargo  aot  of  Jan.  0,  the 
following  circular  was  sent  to  Gov.  Tichenor:

Sir, — The  pressure  of  the  embargo,  although  sensibly  felt  by  every 
dcscriplioQ  of  our  fellow  cilizcns,  has  yet  been  cheeriuUy  borue  by  most 
of  them,  under  the  conviction  that  it  was  n  tompornry  evil,  and  a  neces- 
sary one  to  save  us  from  greater  and  more  pei'inanent  evils,—  ilic  In-^s  of 
property  and  surrender  of  rights.  But  it  would  have  been  more  cheer- 
full  v  borne,  but  for  the  knowledge  that,  while  honest  men  were  relig- 
onsly  ()bs(  I  ving  it,  the  unprincipled  along  our  sea-coast  and  frontiers 
were  frainlulenlly  evading  it;  and  that  in  some  parts  they  had  even 
dared  to  Ijrcak  through  it  openly,  b^  an  armed  loree  too  powerful  to  be 
opposed  by  the  collector  and  his  assistants.  To  put  an  end  to  thisscan<- 
dalouR  insurbordiuation  to  the  laws,  the  Legislature  has  authorized  the 
President  to  empower  proper  persons  to  employ  militia,  for  preventing 
or  suppressing  armed  or  riotous  assemblages  of  persons  resisting  the 
custom-house  officers  in  the  exercise  of  their  duties,  or  opposing  or  vio- 
lating tho  embargo  laws.  He  sincerely  hopes  that,  during  the  short 
time  these  restrictions  are  expected  to  continue,  no  other  instances  will 
take  place  of  a  crime  of  so  deep  a  die.  ]5ut  it  is  made  his  duty  to  take 
the  measures  necessary  to  meet  it.  He  therefore  requests  you,  as  com- 
manding otlicer  of  the  militia  of  your  State  to  appoint  some  officer  of  the 
militia,  of  known  respect  for  the  laws,  in  or  near  to  each  port  of  entry 
within  your  State,  with  orders,  when  applied  to  by  the  collector  of  the 
district,  to  assemble  immediately  a  sutlicieut  force  of  his  militia,  and  to 
employ  them  efficaciously  to  maintain  the  authority  of  the  laws  respect- 
ing the  embargo,  and  that  yon  notify  to  onrh  cnlloctor  the  officer  to  whom, 
by  your  appointment,  he  is  so  to  apply  Ibr  aid  when  neccessary.  lie  has 
referred  this  appointment  to  your  Excellency,  because  your  knowledge 
of  characters,  or  means  of  obtaining  it,  will  enable  you  to  select  one  wlio 
can  be  most  contided  in  to  exercise  so  serious  a  power,  with  all  the  dis- 
cretion, the  forbearance,  the  kindness  even,  which  the  enforcement  of 
the  law  will  possibly  admit—ever  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  life  of  a  citi- 
zen is  never  to  be  endangered,  but  as  ilie  last  melancholy  effort  for  the 
mainleoanee  of  order  and  obedience  to  the  laws.-*- 

Feb,  C  ISO'J,  a  legally  warned  town-meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  St.  Al- 
bans unanimously  adopted  a  series  of  resolutions  strongly  condemning 
the  course  of  the  national  administration,  aud  published  an  address  on 
the  subject*  The  senliments  expressed  would  be  justly  condemned,  as 
approaching  to  the  verge  of  treason,  were  It  not  evident  that  the  real 
purpose  was  political.  Other  town-meetings  of  the  same  character  were 
■  held,  and  these  were  followed  by  equally  ssealous  meetings  of  the  Jeffer- 
sonians:  so  that  the  temper  of  the  people  was  hot,  but  no  examples  of  re- 
sistance to  the  laws  by  force  appear.  At  this  period  Gov.  Tichcjior  vis- 
ited northern  Vermont,  doubtless  in  consequence  of  the  President's  cir- 
cular of  Jan.  18,  and  it  is  safe  to  conjecture  that  he  used  the  opportunity 
to  advize  political  opposition  to  the  national  administration,  instead  of 
resistance  to  the  laws  by  force.'    It  was  at  this  juncture,  Jan.  26  1800,

MESSAGE 

From  the  President  qftke  United  States  to  Congress.— March  9, 1812. 

I  lay  before  Congress  copies  of  certain  documents  which  remain  in  the 
Departmeul  of  Stale.    They  prove  that,  at  a  recent  period,  whilst  the

Sir  Jamzb  Hekrt  Ciiaio  was  born  at  Gibralter  in  1749,  commissioned 

as  ensign  in  the  llritish  army  in  170.?,  and  served  in  America  in  various 
positions  from  1774  until  1781.  He  was  in  the  battles  of  Lexiugton, 
Bunker^s  Hill,  Hubbardton,  and  at  Freeman's  tiarm,  and  was  severely 
wounded  in  all  but  the  first  named.  He  was  made  Lieut.  General  in  1801. 
"Appointed  commander-in-chief  of  Canada  in  August  1807,  he  proved 
wholly  unfit  for  a  civil  station.  He  saw  in  every  opponent  of  his  policy 
a  disaffected  rebel,  seized  liberal  pn  ^ses,  suppressed  opposition,  and 
employed  spies.  He  returned  to  England,  June  19,  1811,"  and  died 
.  Jan.  12, 1812, — Drake's  Dictionary  of  American  Biography. 

John  Henry  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  ''of  one  of  the  first  families  in 
that  country,  poor,  because  a  younger  brother."  He  came  to  Philadel- 
phia about  1704  as  a  steerage  passenger.  Possessing  considerable  liter- 
ary ability,  he  became  editor  of  Brown's  PkOadi^hta  QagetU,  Having 
become  naturalized,  be  was  appointed  captain  in  the  U.  8.  army  in  1796, 
and  for  more  than  a  year  had  command  of  Fort  Jay,  on  Governor's 
Island,  near  New  York  City,  and  also  at  Newport  R.  I.,  where  he  quit- 
ted the  service,  settled  upon  a  farm  in  Vermont,  studied  law  for  five 
years,  and  amused  himself  in  writing  violent  articles  against  the  then 
Jetlersonian  administration.  For  awhile  he  edited  the  Post  Boy  at 
Windsor,  in  1808,  and  it  is  probable  that  he  went  to  Canada  with  Nai> 
hum  Mower,  the  publisher  of  that  paper,  late  in  that  year,  where  he  was 
employed  on  his  mission  to  New  England  in  Jan.  180O.  Henry  indeed 
stated  that  *f  his  strictures  in  the  public  prints  against  republican  gov- 
ernment attracted  the  attention  of  the  British  Government.  Sir  James 
Craig  became  desirous  of  my  acquaintance.  He  invited  me  to  Quebec, 
where  I  staid  some  time.  Hence  I  went  to  Montreal,  where  everything 
1  had  to  fear,  and  all  I  liad  to  hope,  was  disclosed  to  me."  James  Fisk, 
then  member  of  Congress  from  Yermmit,  said  Henry  was  "  a  man  of  gen- 
tlemaoly  deportment,  and  reputed  good  moral  character;*'  and  Sullivan, 
that  **he  was  a  handsome,  well-behaved  man,  and  was  reodved  in  some 
respectable  fkmilles  in  Boston.**  His  services  in  the  mission  to  New  Bng- 
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United  States,  notwithstanding  the  wrong^s  sustained  by  fhein,  cea«<ed 
not  to  observe  the  laws  of  peace  and  oeutrnliiy  toward  Great  Britain, 
and  in  the  midst  of  amicable  professions  and  negociatlons  on  the  part  of 
the  British  government,  through  its  i)iiblick  minister  liore,  a  secret  agent 
of  that  government  was  employed  in  certain  states,  more  especially  at 
tlie  seat  of  government  in  Masaachusetts,  in  fomenting  disafTcction  to 
the  constituted  antbcmties  of  the  nation,  and  in  intrigues  with  the  dis- 
afFected,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  resistance  to  the  laws,  and, 
eventually,  in  concert  with  a  British  force,  of  destroying  the  Union  and 
forming  tne  eastern  part  thereof  into  a  political  connection  with  Great 
Britain. 

In  addition  to  the  efiect  which  the  discovery  of  such  a  procedure 
ought  to  have  on  the  public  councils,  it  will  not  fail  to  render  more  dear 

to  the  hearts  of  all  good  citizens,  that  happy  union  of  these  states, 
which,  under  Divine  Providence,  is  the  guaranty  of  their  liberties,  their 
safety,  their  tranquillity,  and  their  prosperity.        Jambs  Madison.

iSi", — Much  observation  and  experience  have  convinced  mo,  that  the 
injuries  and  insults  with  which  the  United  Slates  have  been  so  long  and 
so  frequently  visited,  and  which  cause  their  present  embarrassment, 
have  been  owincr  to  an  opinion  entertained  by  foreign  stales. — "'Thnt  in 
any  measure  tending  to  wound  their  pride,  or  provoke  tlieir  ho!>tility,  the 
government  of  this  country  could  neverinducea  groat  majority  of  lis  citi- 
zens to  comuir."  And,  as  many  of  the  evils  which  flow  from  the  influ- 
ence of  this  opinion  on  the  policy  of  foreign  nations,  may  be  removed 
by  any  act  that  can  produce  unanimity  among  all  parties  m  America,  I 
voluntarily  tender  to  you,  sir,  such  means  as  I  possess  towards  promot- 
ing so  desirable  and  important  an  object;  which,  if  accomplished,  can- 
land  were  complimented  but  not  rewarded  by  the  British  government;  and 
indignant  at  this  injustice,  he  revealed  the  correspondence  to  President 
Madison,  and  received  therefor  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Of  this 
sum  it  has  been  supposed  that  he  gave  forty-nine  thousand  to  Count  de 
Crillon  for  an  estntc  in  France,  for  which  country,  with  the  other  thou- 
sand. Henry  sailed  in  March  1812.  The  count  was  a  scamp,  and  Henry 
doubtless  lost  his  money.  It  was  reported,  probably  not  on  good  au- 
thority, that  Henry  waa  appointed  High  Sheriff  of  the  district  of  Quebec 
in  April  1812.->JCo««in9'«Pfetorfo{  FiM-Bwik,  (]ftht  vaar  o/1812,  pp.  219, 
^2;  Northern  CwML  [Buriington]  of  March  26,  April  2,  16,  and  23, 
1812;  and  Benton's  Abridgement  of  Debates  of  Congress,  Vol,  iv,  pp.  517, 
525.  The  editor  has  been  informed  by  the  Hon.  Daniel  Baldwin  that 
Henry  was  conspicuous  in  organizing  Washington  Benevolent  Societies. 

Vermont  occupied  a  small  space  in  this  matter,  nevertheless  the  facts 
that  this  was  but  a  renewal,  for  New  England,  of  the  policy  of  the  Brit- 
ish Government  as  to  Vermont  from  1779  to  1783,  as  shown  in  the  Hal- 
dimand  correspondence,  for  which  see  Vol.  u,  pp.  396  to  479,  and  was 
one  of  the  causes  of  the  war  of  1812,  JnstiQr  a  reproduction  here  of  the 
entire  correspondence.  . 
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not  fail  to  extin<juish,  perhaps  forever,  those  expectations  abroad,  which 
ninv  protract  iudeiiiiitcly,  an  accommodatioa  of  existing  dilicrcnccs, 
and  chock  the  proj^ss  of  industry  and  prosperity  in  this  rising  empire. 

1  have  the  honor  To  transmit  hfrcwith  tho  documents  and  correspond- 
ence relating  to  an  imporlaut  mission,  in  wliicb  I  was  employed  bv  Sir 
James  Craig,  the  late  governor  general  of  the  British  provinces  in  North 
Anu'rica,  in  the  winter  of  the  year  ISOD. 

The  publication  of  these  papers  will  demonstrate  a  fact  not  less  valu- 
able than  the  good  already  proposed ;  it  will  prove  that  no  reliance 
ou^ht  to  be  placed  on  tlie  professions  of  good  faith  of  an  administration, 
:vhich,  by  a  series  of  disastrous  events,  has  fallen  into  such  hands  as  a 
Casllercagh,  n  Wclleslcy,  or  a  Liverpool — I  should  rather  say,  into  the 
bands  of  the  si u]  ill  subalterns,  to  whom  the  pleasures,  apd  the  indo- 
lence of  those  niini^ti  IS,  have  consisTiKfl  it.  In  contribulin2j  to  the  <;ood 
of  the  United  States  bv  an  exposition,  which  cannot  (I  think)  fail  to 
solve  and  n\elt  all  division  and  disunion  among  its  citizens:  I  flatter  my- 
self with  the  f'ttul  ('X|)i  t  tation,  that  wluni  it  is  made  publick  in  Eng- 
land, it  will  add  one  great  motive  to  the  many  that  already  exist,  to  in- 
duce that  nation  to  withdraw  its  confidence  firom  men,  toAose  political 
career  is  a  fruitful  source  of  injury  and  embarrassment  in  America;  of  in- 
justice ami  miserif  in  Irdand;  distress  and  co^pre/tension  in  Eng^and;  and 
coulemjjt  everyichere. 

In  making  this  communication  to  you,  sir,  I  deem  it  tnenmbent  on 
me,  di.stiocily  •uxl  miequivocally  to  slate,  that  I  adopt  no  party  views; 
that  1  have  not  changed  any  of  my  political  opinions;  tliat  1  neither 
seek  nor  desire  the  patronage,  nor  countenance  of  an\  govemipent,  nor 
of  nnv  jiarty;  and.  that,  in  addition  to  the  motives  already  expressed.  1 
am  infiuenced  by  a  just  resentment  of  the  perMy  and  dislionour  of  those 
who  first  violated  the  condittons  tipon  which  I  received  their  confidence 
who  have  injured  me,  and  disappointed  the  expectations  of  my 
friends;  and  Iclt  me  no  choice,  but  between  a  degrading  acquiescence  ia 
injustice,  and  a  retaliation,  which  is  necessary  to  secure  to  me  my  own 
respect. 

This  wound  will  be  felt  where  it  is  merited;  and  if  Sir  James  Craig 
still  live,  his  share  of  the  pain  will  excite  no  sympathy  among  those  who 
are  at  all  in  the  secret  of  our  connection.   I  have  the  honor  to  be,  &e.  &e.

his  excellency's  inforniation,  wIicUkt  you  could  make  it  convenient  lo 
engage  in  a  mission  of  lliis  nature,  and  what  pecuniary  assistance  would 
be  requisite  to  enable  you  to  undertake  it  without  injury  to  yourself. 

At  present  it  is  only  necessary  for  me  to  add,  that  the  governor  would 
furnish  you  with  a  cypher  for  carrying  on  your  correspondence;  and 
that  in  case  the  leading  party  in  any  of  the  states  wished  to  open  a  com- 
munication with  this  government,  their  views  might  be  communicated 
through  you.

Quebec,  February  G,  1809. 
Sir, — As  you  haye  so  readily  undertaken  the  service,  which  I  have 

suggested  to  you,  as  being  likel}'  to  be  atte  nded  with  much  benefit  to 
the  publick  interests,  I  am  to  request  that  with  your  earliest  conven- 
iency,  you  will  proceed  to  Boston. 

The  principle  object  that  Itccommcnd  to  your  attention,  is  the  en- 
deavor to  obtain  the  most  accurate  information  of  the  true  state  of 
attairs  in  thai  part  of  the  Union,  which  from  its  wealth,  the  number  of 
its  inhabitants,  and  the  known  intelligence  and  abilitv  of  several  of  its 
leading  men,  must  naturally  possess  a  very  considi  rnfilc  influence  over  • 
and  will  indeed  probably  lead  the  other  eastern  states  of  America  in  the 
part  that  they  may  take  at  this  important  crisis. 

I  shall  not  prrtt  iid  tr>  iioint  out  to  you  the  mode  by  which  you  will  be 
most  likely  to  obtain  this  important  iuformation;  your  own  judgment, 
and  the  connections  which  you  may  have  in  the  town,  must  be  your 
guide.  I  think  it  however  necessary  to  put  you  on  your  guard  against 
the  sanguinoness  of  an  aspiring  party;  the  federalists  as  I  understand, 
have  at  all  times  discovered  a  leaning  to  this  disposition,  and  their  be- 
ing under  its  particular  intluence  at  this  moment,  is  the  more  to  be  ex- 
poclt  d  frotii  their  bavinir  no  ill  founded  ground  for  their  hopes  of  being 
nearer  the  attainment  of  their  object  than  they  have  been  for  some 
years  past. 

In  tlip  EToneral  terms  which  I  have  made  use  of  in  describing  the  ob- 
ject which  I  recommend  to  your  attention,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  that  I 
should  observe,  I  include  the  state  of  the  publick  opinion,  both  with  re> 

gard  to  their  internal  politicks,  and  to  the  probability  of  a  war  with 
Kngland;  the  comparative  strength  of  the  two  great  parties  into  which 
the  country  is  divided,  and  the  views  and  designs  of  that  which  may  ul- 
timately prevail. 

It  has  been  supposed  that  if  the  federalists  of  the  eastern  states  should 
be  successful  in  obtaining  that  decided  influence,  which  may  enable  them 
to  direct  the  pnblick  opinion,  it  is  not  improbable  that  rather  than  submit 
to  a  continuance  of  the  difficulties  and  distress  to  which  they  are  now 
subject,  they  will  exert  that  influence  to  bring  about  a  separation  from 
the  general  union.  The  earliest  information  on  this  subject  may  be  of 
great  consequence  fn  our  tx<'\'''i"iiti^<  it  may  also  be.  that  it  should 

be  informed,  /ioi£?  far  in  such  an  event  they  icould  look  up  to  England  for  as- 
sistance or  be  disposed  to  enter  into  a  connection  with  us. 

Although  it  would  be  highly  inexpedient  that  you  should  in  any  man- 
ner appear  as  an  avowed  agent,  yet  if  yon  oonld  contrive  to  obtain  an 
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intimacy  with  any  of  the  leading  party,  it  may  not  be  improper  that  vou 
should  insinuate,  though  with  great  caution,  that  t/^ey  ammlilwim  to 

enter  into  any  communication  with  our  government  throxujh  me,  you  are  au- 
thorized to  receive  any  such,  and  will  safely  transmit  it  to  me;  and  ns  it  may 
nut  be  impossible  that  they  should  require  some  document  by  which 
they  ma}'  bf  nssnred  that  you  are  really  in  the  situation  in  which  you 
represent  yourself,  I  enclose  a  credential  to  be  produced  in  that  view; 
but  I  most  particularly  enjoin  and  direct  that  you  do  not  make  any  use 
of  this  jnipcr,  unices  a  <!(  sire  to  that  purpose  should  he  expressed,  and 
unless  you  see  good  ground  for  eacpeding  that  the  doing  so  may  lead  to  a 
more  wi^fidential  eommunication  than  you  can  otherwise  look  for. 

In  passing  through  the  state  of  Vermont,  you  will  of  course  exert 
your  endeavours  to  procure  all  the  information  that  the  short  slay  you 
will  probably  make  there  will  admit  of.  You  will  use  your  own  discre- 
tion as  to  delaying  your  journey,  with  this  view,  more  or  less  in  propor- 
tion to  your  prospects  of  obtaining  any  information  of  consequence. 

I  request  to  hear  from  ;y'ou  as  truquently  as  possible,  and  as  letters  di- 
rected to  me  might  excite  suspicion,  it  may  be  as  well,  that  you  put 
them  iindrr  cover  t(i  Mr  ,  and  an  even  the  addressing  let- 
ters always  to  the  same  person  might  attract  notice,  I  recommend  your 
sometimes  addressing  yonr  packet  to  the  chief  justice  here,  or  occasion- 
ally, though  st'ldom,  to  Mr  Ryland,  but  never  with  the  addition  of  his 
official  description.

Sir,  — I  have  to  acknowledge  the  favour  of  your  letter,  ilic  26ih  inst. 
wrilti-n  !)y  the  desire  of  his  excellency,  the  governour  in  chief,  and  hasten 
to  express  through  you  to  his  excellency,  my  readiness  to  comply  with 
his  wishes. 

I  need  not  add  how  very  flattering  it  is  to  receive  from  his  excellency, 
the  assurance  of  the  approbation  of  his  miyesty's  secretary  of  state,  for 
the  very  humble  services  that  I  may  have  rendered. 

If  the  nature  of  the  service  in  which  I  am  to  be  engaged,  will  require 
no  other  disbursements  than  for  my  individual  expenses,  I  do  not  appre- 
hend that  these  can  exceed  my  private  resources. 

I  shall  be  ready  to  take  my  departure  before  my  instruetions  can  be 
made  out.  1  liave  the  honour,  Ac.  J.  H.

To  his  Excellency  tJu  Governour  General  dec.  in  answer  to  his  letter  of  tn- 

Montreal,  February  10, 1809. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  excellen- 
cy's letter  of  instructions,  the  letter  of  credence,  and  the  cypher  for  car- 
rying on  my  correspondence.  I  have  bestowed  much  pains  upon  the 
cypher  and  am.  notwithstanding  this,  deficient  in  some  point,  which 
might  enable  me  to  understand  it  clearly.  1  have  compared  the  exam- 
ple with  my  own  exemplification  of  the  cypher,  and  find  a  difference  in 
the  results;  and  as  the  present  moment  seems  fhvduralile  to  the  interfer- 
ence of  his  majesty's  government,  in  the  measures  pursued  by  the  fed- 
eral party  in  the  northern  states,  and  more  especially  as  the  assembly  of 
Massachusetts  is  now  in  SL-ssion,  I  think  it  better  to  set  forward  imme- 
diately, than  wait  iur  any  farther  explanation  of  the  means  of  carrying 
on  a  secret  correspondence,  which  the  frequency  of  safe  private  convey- 
ances to  Canada  will  render  almost  wholly  unnecessary.  Should  it,  how- 
ever, be  necessary  at  any  time,  1  lake  leave  to  ^DL'irest  that  the  index 
alone  furnishes  a  very  sale  and  simple  mode.  In  it,  there  is  a  number 
for  every  letter  in  the  alphabet,  and  particular  numbers  for  particular 
phrases;  so  that  when  1  do  not  find  in  the  index  llie  j^articular  word  I 
want  I  can  spell  it  with  the  figures  which  stand  opposite  to  the  letters. 
For  example,  if  I  want  to  say  that  '*  troops  are  at  Albany,"  I  find  under 
the  letter  "  T,"  that  number  V'>  stands  for  "  troops,"  and  number  125  for 

Albany."  The  interveninjg  words  "  are  at I  supply  by  figures  cor- 
responding with  the  letters  in  these  words. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  against  necidi-rit.  by  ad  dressing  the  let- 
ters to  Mr  — — ,  of  Montreal,  with  a  small  mark  on  the  corner  of  the 
envelop,  which  he  will  understand.  When  he  receives  it,  he  will  then 
address  the  enclosure  to  your  excellency,  and  send  it  from  ]Montreal  by 
mail.  I  will  be  careful  not  to  address  your  excellency  in  the  body  of  the 
letter,  nor  sign  my  name  to  any  of  them.  Tlicy  will  be  merely  desig- 
nated by  the  initials  A.  fi.  If  this  mode  should  in  any  respect  appear 
exceptionable,  your  excellency  will  have  the  i^oodncss  to  order  a  more 
particular  explanatiou  of  the  card.

Burlington-,  Vermont,  Feb.  14, 1809. 

SiVj — have  remained  here  two  days,  in  order  fully  to  ascertain  the 
progress  of  the  arrangements  heretofore  made,  for  organizing  an  effi- 
cient opposition  to  the  general  government,  as  well  [as]  to  become  ac- 
quainteu  with  the  opinions  of  the  leadin;,'  people,  relative  to  the  meas- 
ures of  that  party  which  have  the  asceudaui  in  the  uaiiouai  councils. 

On  the  subject  of  the  embargo  laws,  there  seems  to  be  but  one  opin- 
ion: namely,  that  they  are  unnecessary,  oppressive,  and  unconstitu- 
tional. It  must  also  be  observed,  that  the  execution  of  them  is  so  insid- 
ious, as  to  attract  towards  the  officers  of  government,  the  enmity  of  the 
people;  which  is,  of  course,  transfcra!)]e  to  the  government  itself;  so 
that,  in  case  the  state  of  Massachusetts  should  take  any  bold  step 
towards  resisting  the  execatlon  of  these  laws,  it  is  highly  probable, 
that  it  may  calculate  upon  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  people  of 
Yermunt. 

I  learn  that  the  governour  of  this  state  is  now  Tisiting  the  towns  in  the 
northern  section  of  it;  and  makes  no  secret  of  his  determination,  as 

connnander  in  chief  of  the  militia,  to  refuse  obedience  to  any  command 
from  the  general  government,  which  can  tend  to  interrupt  the  good  un- 
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derstanding  that  prevails  between  the  citizens  of  Vermont  and  his  raaj- 
csty*i4  subjects  in  Canada.  It  is  forther  intimated,  that  in  c;is(  of  a  war, 
he  will  use  his  influence  to  preserve  this  state  neutral^  and  lesist,  with 
all  Uie  force  be  can  command,  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  party.  I  need 
not  add,  that,  if  these  resolutions  are  carried  into  effect,  the  state  of 
Vermont  may  be  considered  as  an  all}'  of  Groat  Britain.^ 

To  what  extent  the  sentiments  which  prevail  in  this  quarter,  exist  in 
the  neighbouring  states,  or  even  in  the  eastern  section  of  this  state,  I  am 
not  able  to  conjecture.  I  only  can  say,  with  certainty,  that  the  leading 
men  of  the  federal  party  act  in  concert;  and.  therefore,  infer  that  a  com- 
mon sentiment  pervades  the  whole  body,  throughout  New  England. 

I  have  seen  a  letter  from  a  gentlemen  now  at  Washington,  to  his  cor- 
respondent  in  this  place:  and  as  its  contents  may  serve  to  throw  some 
li^nt  on  passing  events  there,  I  shall  send  either  the  original  or  a  copy 
with  this  despatch.  The  writer  of  the  letter  is  a  man  of  character  and 
veracity;  and  whether  competent  or  not  to  form  correct  opinions  him- 
self, is  probably  within  the  reach  of  all  the  knowledge  that  can  be  ob- 
tained by  the  party  to  which  he  belongs. 

It  appears  by  his  statement  tliri!  tlu  rc  is  a  very  fornudah]e  majority 
in  Congress  on  the  side  of  the  admiuistration;  notwithstanding  which, 
there  is  every  reason  to  ho^  that  the  northern  states,  in  their  distinct 
Gimacity,  will  unite  and  resist  by  force,  a  war  with  Great  Britain.  In 
what  mode  this  resistance  will  first  show  itself,  is  probably  not  yet  de- 

*6oT.  Tichenor  was  doubtless  at  this  time  visiting  northera  Vermont 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duty  assigned  by  the  President's  circular  letter 
of  Jan.  17 1809.*  Ilcnry  did  not  see  him,  as  be  wrote  that  he  learned 
that  the  govpriior  bad  expressed  the  view??  reported.  At  that  tinu'  bdth 
political  parties  in  the  state  were  highly  excited,  and  Henry  fj;ave  the 
hue  to  his  report  which  he  knew  would  be  acce[)table  to  his  employer, 
aud  probably  hoped  would  be  proved  true.  It  was  in  the  summer  of  the 
same  year  that  Josiah  Dunham  was  sent  to  Gov.  Craig  to  asic  Canadian 
legislation  for  the  suppression  of  counterfeiting,  and  this  was  charged  by 
tiie  Jeffersonians  to  be  a  political  mission*!  It  was  in  answer  to  this 
charge  that  Dunham  printed  the  correspondence  which  is  ^iven  in  Ap- 
pendix  J.    As  to  Gov.  Tichenor  and  himself  he  added  as  follows: 

It  ma)'  not  be  improper  here  to  add,  what  may  be  necessary  to  re- 
move some  erroneous  impressions,  and  what  I  am  ready  to  certify  [on 
oat^]t  That  the  subject  of  the  above  correspondence  is  the  only  siibiect, 
on  which  I  was  the  bearer  of  any  communication  to  any  person  in  Can- 
ada, either  orally  or  in  writing:  That  I  never  heard,  while  in  Canada, 
from  any  person  whatever,  the  least  hint  on  the  subject  of  a  separation 
of  the  States,  or  of  a  union  with  Canada;  and  that  I  did  not  hear  a  word 
uttered,  by  any  respectable  person,  in  the  Province,  disrespectful  to  the 
government  and  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

I,  moreover,  certify  and  declare,  that  so  ftir  from  having  ever  heard 
Gov.  TiciiENOK  advance  any  sentiments  favorable  to  a  dissolution  of  the 
Union^  I  have  heard  him  declare,  with  some  warmth,  that  the  man  who 
should  seriously  advocate  such  a  doctrine,  ef  whatever  party  he  might 
be,  must  he  an  enemy  to  hia  Country,  J.  DumoajlI

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termiued  upon:  and  may,  in  some  measure,  depend  upon  the  reliance 
that  the  leading  men  may  place  upon  assurances  of  support  from  his  maj- 
esty's representative  in  Canada;  and  as  I  shall  be  on  the  spot  to  tcivler 
this  whenever  the  moment  arrives  that  it  can  be  clone  with  effect,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  all  their  measures  may  be  made  subordinate  to  the  in- 
tentions of  his  majesty's  government.  Great  pains  are  taken  by  the 
men  of  talents  and  iutL  llifjence  to  confirm  the  fears  of  the  common  peo- 
ple, as  to  the  concurrence  of  the  southern  democrats  in  the  projects  of 
France;  and  everything  lends  to  encourage  the  belief,  that  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  confederacy  will  be  accelerated  by  the  spirit  which  now  ac- 
tuates both  political  parties.

WiNDSOii,  Vermont,  Feb.  19, 1809. 
Hir^ — My  last  (No.  3)  was  written  at  Burlington,  the  principal  town 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  state  of  Vermont.   I  am  now  at  the  princi-^ 

pal  town  in  the  eastern  section. 

The  fallacy  of  men's  opinions^  when  they  act  under  the  influence  of 
sensibility  and  are  strongly  excited  by  those  hopes  which  always  ani- 

mate  a  risin*r  party,  ltd  me  to  doubt  the  correctness  of  opinions  which 
I  received  in  the  northern  section  of  this  state;  which,  from  its  contigu- 
ity to  Canada  and  necessary  intercourse  with  Montreal,  has  a  stronger 
interest  in  promoting  a  good  understanding  with  his  majesty's  govern- 
ment: therefore,  since  my  departure  from  Burlington,  I  have  sought 
every  favourable  occasion  of  conversing  with  the  democrats  on  the  proba- 
ble result  of  the  policy  adopted  by  the  general  government.  The  differ* 
ence  of  opinion  is  thus  expressed: 

The  federal  party  declare  that,  in  tlie  event  of  a  war,  the  state  of  Ver- 
mont will  treat  separately  for  itself  with  G.  Britain,  and  support,  to  the 
utmost,  the  stipulations  into  which  it  may  enter,  without  any  regard  to 
the  policy  of  the  general  government.  The  democrat.^,  on  the  other 
hand,  assert  that.  In  snch  a  case  as  that  contemplated,  the  people  would 
be  nearly  divided  into  equal  numbers;  one  of  which  would  support  the 
government,  if  it  could  be  done  without  involving  the  people  in  a  civil 
war,  but,  at  all  events,  would  risk  every  thing  in  preference  to  a  coali- 
tion with  Great  Britain.  This  difference  of  opinion  is  not  to  be  wholly 
ascribed  to  the  prejudices  of  party.  The  people  in  the  eastorn  section 
of  Vermont,  are  not  operated  upon  by  the  same  hopes  and  fears  as  those 
on  the  borders  of  the  British  colony.  They  are  not  dependent  on  Mon- 
treal for  the  sale  of  their  produce,  nor  the  supply  of  foreign  commodities. 
They  are  not  apprehensive  of  any  serious  dangers  or  inconvenience 
from  a  state  of  war;  and  although  they  admit  that  the  govemohr,  coun- 
cil, and  thi'ee  fourths  of  the  representation  in  Congress  are  of  the  fed- 
eral party,  yet  they  do  not  believe  that  the  state  would  stand  alone  and 
resist  the  national  government.  They  do  not,  however,  deny  that 
should  the  state  of  Vermont  continue  to  be  represented  as  it  is  at  pre»> 
ent,  it  would,  in  all  probability,  unite  with  the  neighbouring  states  in  any 
serious  plan  of  resistance  to  a  war,  which  it  might  seem  expedient  to 
adopt.  This,  I  think,  is  the  safer  opinion  for  you  to  rely  on,  if,  indeed, 
reliance  ought  to  be  placed  on  any  measure  depending  upon  the  will  of 
the  rabble,  which  is  ever  changing,  and  must  ever  be  marked  with  isno- 
rance,  caprice,  and  inconstancy.  As  the  crisis  approaches,  the  diffi- 
culty of  deciding  upon  an  hazardous  alternative  will  increase;  and,  un- 
fortunately, there  is  not  in  Vermont  any  man  of  commanding  talents, 
capable  of  attracting  gener<d  eon/Sdence,  of  infusing  into  the  people  hte 
.  own  spirit,  and  amidst  the  confusion  of  conflicting  opinions,  dangers 
and  commotion,  competent  to  lead  in  the  path  of  daty  or  safety.  The 
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governour  is  an  industrious,  prudent  rann,  and  has  more  personal  influ- 
ence than  any  other:  but  his  abilities  are  not  suited  to  the  situation  in 
vhicb  a  civil  war  would  place  him.  I  am,  ftc.  A.  B.

Sir, — A  Gentleman  going  direct  to  Canada,  affords  a  safe  and  favoura- 
ble opportunity  of  givinpj  you  some  further  account  of  my  proj^ress. 

1  will  not  make  use  of  the  pof»t  ofHces  whoii  1  can  avoid  it;  because 
private  occasions  supersede  the  necessity  of  writing  in  cypher,  and  the 
contempt  of  decency  and  jn  inciple.  which  forms  part  of  the  morals  of 
the  subaltern  officers  of  a  democracy,  would  incline  them  to  break  a  seal 
with  the  same  indifference  that  they  break  their  words,  when  either  cu- 
riosity or  interest     tn  })c  indulfrcd. 

I  have  not  had  sutHcient  time  nor  evidence  to  enable  me  to  form  any 
opinion  for  myself  of  the  lengths  to  which  the  federal  party  will  carry 
tneir  opposition  to  the  national  government,  in  the  event  of  a  war. 
"Which  may  be  inferred  from  the  result  of  the  elections  of  governours 
which,  within  two  mouths,  will  be  made  in  the  states  of  Massachusetts, 
New  Hampshire,  and  Rhode  Island.  From  all  I  know  and  all  I  can 
learn  of  the  general  government,  I  am  not  apprehensive  of  an  immediate 
war.  The  embargo  is  the  favourite  measure;  and  it  is  probable  that  other 
means  will  be  employed  to  excite  England  to  commit  some  act  of  hos- 
tility, for  the  sole  purpose  of  placing  the  responsil)ility  of  war  on  that 
country:  this  I  most  particularly  recommend  to  the  consideration  of 
ministers.  The  dread  of  opposition  and  of  the  loss  of  popularity,  will  cer^ 
tainly  keep  the  ruling  party  at  Wasliiiigton  inactive.  They  will  risk 
any  thing  but  the  loss  of  power;  and  they  are  well  aware  that  their 
power  would  pass  away  with  the  first  calamity  wliich  their  measures 
might  bring  upon  the  common  people  (from  whom  that  power  ema- 
nates;) unless,  indeed,  they  could  finrl  a  punicient  excuse  in  the  conduct 
of  Great  Britain.  Tiiis  impression  cannot  be  too  deeply  felt  by  his  maj- 
esty's ministers;  nor  too  widely  spread  throughout  the  British  nation. 
It  will  furnish  a  sure  guide  in  every  policy  that  may  be  adopted  towards 
the  United  States.

•  Sir, — I  am  favoured  with  another  opportunity  of  writing  to  you  by  a 
private  conveyance,  and  think  it  probable,  at  this  season,  that  the  fre- 
quency of  these  will  render  it  unnecessary  to  write  to  you  in  cypher. 

It  does  not  yet  appear  necessary  that  I  should  discover  to  any  person 
tlie  purpose  of  my  visit  to  Boston;  nor  is  it  probable  that  I  shall  bo  com- 
pelled, for  the  sake  of  gaining  more  knowledge  of  the  arrangements  of 
the  Inderal  party  in  these  states,  to  avow  myself  as  a  regular  authorized 
agent  of  the  British  government,  even  to  those  individuals  who  would 
feel  equally  bound  with  myself  to  preserve,  with  the  utmost  inscrutabil- 
ity, so  important  a  secret  from  the  public  eye.  /  have  sufficient  means  of 
informaUon  to  enable  me  to  judge  of  the  proper  period  for  offering  tlit  co- 
operation of  Oreat  Britain,  and  opening  a  correspondence  hetu;een  the  gov- 
ernour  generalof  British  America  and  those  individuals  who,  from  the  part 
Ihey  take  in  fAe  opposition  to  the  national  gooemmeat^  or  Ike  influence  iMeg 
mat/  possess  in  any  new  order  of  things  that  may  grow  nut  of  the  present 
differences^  should  be  qualified  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  northern  states. 
An  apprehension  of  any  such  state  of  things  as  is  pre-supposed  by 
tliese  remarks  begins  to  subside,  since  if  has  appeared  by  the  conduct 
of  the  general  government  that  it  is  seriously  alarmed  at  the  menao-

ing  attitude  of  the  northern  states.  But  although  it  is  believed  that 
there  is  no  probability  of  aa  immediate  war,  yet  no  doubts  are  enter- 
tained that  Mr.  Madison  will  fall  upon  some  new  expedient  to  bring 
about  hostilities.  "What  these  may  be  can  only  be  deduced  from  what 
appears  to  be  practicable.  A  non-intercourse  with  England  and  France 
will  probably  sapersede  the  embargo ;  which,  by  opening  with  the 
rest  of  Europe  a  partial  lej^itimate  coraraerce,  and  affording  strong 
temptations  to  that  which  is  illegal,  will  expose  the  vessels  to  capture, 
detention  and  embarrassment ;  will  justify  the  present  policy,  and 
prodiu  p  such  a  degree  of  irritation  and  resentment,  as  will  enable  the 

foverument  of  this  country  to  throw  the  whole  blame  and  respoasi> 
ility  <^  wur  from  its  own  shoulders  upon  those  (ft  the  British  min- 
istry. If  in  this  the  party  attached  to  France  should  calculate  with 
correctness,  and  the  commerce  of  New  £n<^land  should  greatly  sutler, 
the  merchants  being  injured  and  discouraged,  would  not  only  acquiesce 
in  the  restrictive  system,  but  even  submit  to  war.  On  tlie  other  hand, 
should  the  small  traffick  ]>ermitted  by  a  non-intercourse  law  be  lucrative 
and  uninterrupted,  the  people  would  be  clamorous  for  more,  and  soon 
compel  the  goTernment  to  restore  the  friendly  relations  between  the  two 
conntries. 

While  I  offer  my  opinion  upon  this  subject,  I  caunot  but  express  a 
strong  hope,  that  if  any  terms  should  be  proposed  by  either  government 
to  which  the  other  might  think  proper  to  accede,  that  a  principal  motive 
to  the  adjustment  of  differences,  should  be  understood  to  ari«>e  from  the 
amicable  disposition  of  the  eastern  states,  particularly  of  the  state  of 
Massachusetts.  This,  as  it  would  increase  the  popularity  of  the  friends 
of  Great  Britain,  could  not  fail  to  promote  her  interests.  If  it  could  not 
be  done  formally  and  officially  nor  in  a  corroapondeuce  between  minis- 
ters, still,  perhaps,  the  administration  in  the  parliament  of  Great  Brit- 
ain, might  take  that  ground,  and  ths  suggestion  would  find  its  way  into 
the  papers  both  in  England  and  America. 

It  cannot  be  too  frequently  repeated,  that  this  country  can  only  be 
governed  and  directet]  by  the  influence  of  oiiinif>n;  as  there  is  nothing 
permanent  in  its  polical  institutions,  nor  are  the  populace  under  any  cir- 
cumstaaees  to  be  relied  on,  when  measures  become  inconvenient  and 
burdensome.

Sir, — I  have  now  ascertained  with  as  much  accuracy  as  possible,  the 
course  intended  to  be  pursued  by  the  parly  in  Massachusetts  that  is  op- 
posed to  the  measures  and  politicks  of  the  administration  of  the  general 

government. 

I  have  already  given  a  decided  opinion  that  a  declaration  of  war  is  not 

to  be  e?j{iected;  but.  cnnfrary  to  all  reasonable  calculation,  should  the 
Congress  possess  spirit  and  independence  enough  to  place  their  popu- 
larity in  jeopardy  by  so  strong  a  measure,  the  legislature  of  Massacnu- 
setts  will  ^ive  tone  to  the  ueiL^Tibouring  states;  will  declare  itself  perma- 
oent,  untiTa  new  election  of  members;  invite  a  congress  to  be  composed 
of  delegates  from  the  federal  states,  and  erect  a  separate  government  for 
their  common  defence  and  common  interest.  This  congress  would 
probal)]}'  begin  by  abrogating  the  offensive  laws  and  adopting  a  plan  for 
the  niainleuauce  of  the  power  and  authority  thus  assumed.  They 
would,  by  such  an  act,  be  in  a  condition  to  make  or  receive  proposals 
from  Great  Britain;  and  I  should  seize  the  first  moment  to  open  a  cor- 
respondence with  your  excellency.   Scarce  any  other  aid  would  be  nec- 
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ossnry,  nnd  perhaps  none  roquirod  than  a  few  v(  s'^rls  of  war,  from  the 
Uuliiux  station,  to  protect  the  maritime  towns  fioin  the  little  navy  which 
Is  at  the  disposal  of  the  national  government.  What  permanent  con> 
nectioii  between  Great  Britain  and  this  seclion  »>f  the  republick  would 
glow  out  of  a  civil  commotion,  such  as  might  be  expected,  do  person  is 
pt  i-pared  to  describe;  but  it  seems  that  a  strict  alliance  ranst  result  of 
necessity.  At  present,  the  (•pposition  party  condiu'  tlieir  calculations 
merely  to  resistance;  and  I  can  assure  you  that,  at  this  moment,  they 
do  not  freely  entertain  the  i)r«)iect  of  withdrawing  the  eastern  states 
from  the  Union,  tinding  it  a  very  unpopular  topick;  although  a  course 
of  events,  such  as  1  have  already  mentioned,  would  inevitably  produce 
au  incurable  alienation  of  the  New  England  from  the  southern  states. 

The  truth  is.  the  common  people  have  so  long  regarded  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  with  complacency,  that  they  arc  now  only  dis- 
posed in  this  quarter  to  treat  it  like  a  truant  mistress,  whom  tbev  would 
for  a  time  put  away  on  a  separate  maintenance,  but  without  ftirther  and 
greater  provocation  would  not  absolutely  repudiate.  It  will  soon  be 
known  in  what  situation  pubiick  atl'airs  are  to  remain,  until  the  meeting 
of  the  new  Congreae  in  May,  at  which  time  also  this  legislature  will 
again  assemble.  The  two  months  that  intervene  will  be  a  period  of 
much  anxiety. 

In  all  1  have  written  1  have  been  careful  not  to  make  any  impression, 
anak^us  to  the  enthusiastick  coniidcncc,  entertained  by  the  opposi- 
tion, nor  the  bope^  and  expectations  that  animate  the  friends  of  an  alli- 
ance between  the  nurthurn  slates  and  Great  Britain. 

I  have  abstracted  myself  from  all  sympthies  these  are  calculated  to 
inspire;  because,  notwithstanding  that  I  feel  the  utmost  confidence  in 
the  integrity  of  intention  of  the  leading  characters  in  this  political 
drama,  I  cannot  forget  that  they  derive  tlieir  power  fh>m  a  giddy,  incon- 
stant nmltitude;  who,  unless,  in  the  instance  under  consideration,  they 
form  aTi  exception  to  all  general  rules  and  experience,  will  act  inconsis- 
tently and  absurdly.

Sir, — ^In  my  letter,  No.  6,  I  took  the  liberty  to  express  my  opinion  of 

♦  the  probable  effect  of  the  non-intercourse  law,  intended  to  be  enacted; 
and  of  the  mode  by  which  Great  Britain  may  defeat  the  real  intention 
of  the  American  government  in  passing  it.  But  as  the  sort  of  impunity 
recommended,  nnght,  in  it^  apjilication  to  every  species  of  commerce 
that  would  be  carried  on,  be  deemed  by  Great  Britain  a  greater  evil  than 
war  itself,  n  middle  course  might  easily  be  adopted,  which  would  deprive 
France  of  the  benefits  resulting  from  an  intercourse  with  America, 
without  in  an}'  great  degree  irritating  the  maritime  states. 

Tlie  high  pi;ice  of  all  American  produce  in  i'raace,  f  urnishes  a  temjita- 
tion  whicli  mercantile  avarice  will  be  unable  to  resist.  The  consequence 
is  obvious.  But  if  instead  of  condemning  the  vessels  and  cargoes  which 
may  be  arrested  in  pursuing  this  prohibited  commevce,  they  should  be 
compelled  to  go  into* a  British  port,  and  there  permitted  to  sell  them,  I 
think  the  friends  of  England  in  these  states  would  not  utter  a  com- 
plaint. Indeed  I  have  no  doubt,  that  if,  in  the  prosecution  of  a  lawful 
voyage,  the  British  cruisers  should  treat  the  American  ships  in  this 
manner,  their  owners  would,  in  the  present  state  of  the  European  mar- 
kets, think  themselves  very  fortunate;  as  it  would  save  them  the  trouble 
and  expense  of  landing  them  in  a  neutral  port,  and  from  thence,  re- 
shipping  them  to  England,  now  the  best  market  in  Europe,  for  the  pro- 
duce of  this  oonntryT  The  government  of  the  United  States  would 
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probably  complain,  and  Bonaparte  become  peremptory;  hut  even  that 
would  only  tend  to  render  the  opposition  in  the  northern  states  more 
resolute,  and  accelerate  the  dissolution  of  the  confederacy.  The  gen- 
erosity and  justice  of  GreRt  Britain  would  be  extolled,  and  the  commer- 
cial s(ate«  cxnlt  in  the  success  of  individuals  over  a  fjoverninent  inimi- 
cal to  commerce,  and  to  whose  measures  they  can  no  longer  submit  with 
patient  acquiescence.  The  elections  are  began;  and  I  presume  no  vig- 
ilance or  industry  will  be  remitted  to  ensure  the  success  of  the  federal 
party.

Sir, — You  will  perceive  from  the  accounts  that  will  reach  you  in  the 
publick  papers,  both  from  Washington  and  Massachusetts,  that  the  fed* 
eralists  of  the  northern  states,  have  succeeded  in  making  the  Congress 
believe,  that  with  such  an  opposition  as  the^r  would  make  to  the  general 
government,  a  war  must  becon6ned  to  their  own  territory,  and  might 
be  even  too  much  for  that  government  to  sustain.  The  consequence  is. 
thatal'ter  all  the  parade  and  menaces  witii  which  the  session  commenced, 
it  has  been  suffered  to  end  without  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  plans 
of  the  administration,  except  the  interdiction  of  commercial  intercourse 
with  England  and  France;  an  event  that  was  anticipated  in  my  former 
letters. 

Under  what  new  circumstances  the  Congress  will  meet  in  May,  Will 
depend  on  tlie  state  elections,  and  the  changes  that  may  in  the  mean- 
time lake  place  in  Europe.  With  regard  to  Great  Britain,  she  can 
scarce  mistake  her  true  policy  in  relation  to  America.  If  peace  be  the 
first  objecl,  every  act  which  can  irritate  the  maritime  states  ought  to  be 
avoided;  because  the  prevailing  disposition  of  these  will  •j^enerally  be 
sufllcient  to  keep  the  government  from  hazarding  any  hostile  measures. 
If  a  war  between  America  and  France  be  the  grand  desideratum,  some- 
thing more  must  be  done;  an  indulgent  and  conciliatory  policy  must 
be  adopted,  which  will  leave  the  democrats  withont  a  pretext  for  hos- 
tilities; and  Bonaparte,  whose  passions  are  too  hot  for  d(  .  will  prob- 
ably compel  this  government  to  decide,  which  of  the  two  great  belliger- 
ents is  to  be  its  enemy.  To  bring  about  a  separation  of  the  states,  un- 
der distinct  and  inde]H  iident  governments,  is  an  a fTair  of  more  uncer- 
tainty; and  however  desirable,  cannot  be  efrecte((  but  by  a  series  of  acts 
and  a  long  continued  policy,  tending  to  irritate  the  soulliern  and  concil- 
iate the  northern  people.  The  former  are  an  agricultural,  the  latter  a 
commercial  people.  The  ninde  of  cherishing  and  depressing  either  is 
too  obvious  to  require  illustration.  This  I  am  aware  is  an  object  of 
much  interest  in  Oreat  Britain;  as  it  would  for  ever  secure  the  integ- 
rity of  his  majesly^s  possessions  on  this  continent;  and  make  the  two 
governments,  or  whatever  number  the  pre.sent  confederacy  n)ight  form 
into,  ns  useful  and  as  much  subject  to  the  influence  of  Great  Britain,  as  * 
her  colonies  can  be  rendered.  But  it  is  an  object  only  to  be  attained 
by  slow  and  circumspect  progression;  and  requires  for  its  consumma- 
tion more  attention  to  the  afl'airs  whicli  agitate  and  excite  parties  in  this 
country,  than  Great  Britain  has  yet  bestowed  upon  it. 

An  unpopular  war,  that  is  a  war  produced  by  the  hatred  and  preju- 
dices of  one  party,  but  against  the  consent  of  the  other  party,  can  alone 
produce  a  sudden  separation  of  any  section  of  this  country  from  the 
common  head. 
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At  all  cviiuts  it  cauQot  be  necessary  to  the  preservation  of  peace,  that 
Great  Britain  should  make  any  great  concession  at  the  present  mo> 

nient:  more  especially  as  the  more  important  changes  that  occur  in  Eu- 
rope, might  render  it  inconvenient  for  her  to  adhere  to  any  stipulations 
in  favour  of  neutral  maritime  nations. 

Althou<;h  the  non-intercourse  law  affords  but  a  very  partial  relief  to 
the  people  of  this  country,  from  the  evils  of  that  entire  nuspension  of 
commerce  to  which  they  have  reluctantly  submitted  lor  sometime  past, 
I  lament  the  repeal  of  the  embargo,  because  it  was  calculated  to  accele- 
rate the  progress  of  these  stales  towards  a  revolution  that  would  have 
put  dn  end  to  the  only  republick  that  remains  to  prove,  that  a  govern- 
ment founded  on  political  equality,  can  exist  in  a  season  of  trial  and  dif> 
ficulty.  or  is  calculated  to  ensure  either  security  or  happiness  to  a  peo- 
ple.

Sir, — Since  my  lettt  r  ot  the  13tb,  nothing  has  occurred  which  I  thought 
worthy  of  a  commuuicatiou. 

The  last  weeks  of  this  month,  and  the  first  of  April,  will  be  occupied 
in  the  election  of  governours  and  other  ezecntlTe  officers  in  the  JSfew 
England  states. 

The  federal  candidate  in  Kewbampshire  is  already  elected  by  a  ma- 

iorily  of  about  one  thousand  votef^.  ITis  competitor  was  a  man  of  large 
fortune,  extensive  connections  and  inoifensive  manners.  These  account 
for  the  smallness  of  the  majority. 

In  Connecticut  no  change  is  necessary,  and  none  is  to  be  apprehended. 

In  Rhode  Island  it  is  of  no  consequence  of  what  party  the  governour 
is  a  member,  as  he  has  neither  will  nor  military  power,  being  merely 
president  of  the  council. 

In  Massachusetts  it  is  certain  that  the  federal  candidate  will  succeed. 

A  few  weeks  will  be  sufficient  in  order  to  determine  the  relative 
strength  of  parties,  and  convince  Mr.  Madison  that  a  war  with  Great 
Britain  is  not  a  measure  upon  which  he  dare  venture.  Since  the  plan 
of  an  organized  opposition  to  the  projects  of  Mr.  Jefferson  was  put  into 
operation,  the  whole  of  the  New  England  states  have  transferred  their 
political  power  to  his  political  enemies;  and  the  reason  that  he  has  still 
so  may  adherents  is,  that  those  who  consider  the  only  true  policy  of 
America  to  consist  in  the  cultivation  of  peace,  have  still  great  confidence, 
that  nothing  can  force  him  (or  his  successor,  who  acts  up  to  his  system 
or  r;vfher  is  governed  by  it)  to  consent  to  war.  They  consider  all  the 
menaces  and  "dreadful  note  of  preparation"  to  be  a  mere  finesse,  in- 
tended only  to  obtain  concessions  from  England  on  cheap  terms.  From 
every  sort  of  evidence,  I  confess  I  am  myself  of  the  same  opinion;  and 
am  fully  persuaded  that  this  farce,  which  has  been  acting  at  Wasliing- 
ton,  will  terminate  in  a  fhll  proof  of  the  imbecility  and  spmtless  temper 
of  the  actors.  A  war  attempted  without  the  concurrence  of  both  par- 
ties, and  the  general  consent  of  the  northern  states,  which  constitute  the 
bone  and  muscle  of  the  country,  must  commence  without  hope,  and  end 
in  disgrace.  It  should  therefore  be  the  peculiar  care  of  Great  Britain 
to  loster  divisions  between  the  north  and  south;  and  by  succeed  in  in 
this,  she  may  carry  into  effect  her  own  projects  in  Europe,  with  a  total 
disr^;ard  of  the  resentments  of  the  democrats  of  this  country.

i5ir,— I  send  to  Mr.  R.  a  pamphlet,  entitled  Suppressed  Documents." 
The  notes  and  comments  were  written  by  the  gentleman  who  has  written 
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the  Analysis,  which  I  sent  by  a  former  conveyance.  These  works  have 
greatly  contributed  to  excite  the  fears  of  the  men  of  talents  and  prop- 
erty; who  now  prefer  the  ch<mi»  of  maintaining  their  pcerty  (jropcn  resisi- 
ance^  and  a  final  separation,  to  an  alliance  with  France,  and  a  war  with 
England.  So  that,  should  the  government  unexpectedly,  and  contrary 
to  all  reasonable  calculation,  attempt  to  involve  the  country  in  a  meas- 
ure of  flint  nature,  I  am  convinced  (now  that  the  elections  have  all  ter- 
minated favourably,)  that  noue  of  the  New  England  states  would  be  a 
party  in  it  Bnt  as  I  have  repeatedly  written,  the  general  government 
does  not  seriously  entertain  any  such  desire  or  intention.  Had  the  ma- 
jority in  the  New  England  states  continued  to  approve  of  the  publick 
measures,  it  is  extremely  probable  that  Great  Britain  would  now  have 
to  choose  between  war  and  concession.  But  the  aspect  of  things  in  this 
respect,  is  chanj^ed;  and  a  war  would  produce  an  incurable  alieimfion  of 
the  eastern  slates,  and  bring  the  whole  country  in  subordination  to 
the  interests  of  England,  whose  navy  would  prescribe  and  enforce  the 
terms  upon  which  the  commercial  states  should  carry,  and  the  agricul- 
tural states  export  their  surplus  produce.  All  this  is  as  well  known  to 
the  democrats  as  to  t1ie  other  party;  therefore,  they  will  avoid  a  war,  at 
least,  until  the  whole  nation  is  unanimous  for  it.  Still,  when  we  con- 
sider of  what  materials  the  government  is  formed,  it  is  impossible  to 
speak  with  any  certainty  of  their  measures.  The  past  administration, 
in  every  transaction,  presents  to  the  mind  only  a  muddy  commixture  of 
folly,  weakness  and  duplicity.  The  spell  bv  which  the  nations  of  Europe 
have  been  rendered  inert  and  inefTu  ieni,  wfien  they  attempted  lo  shake  it 
off,  has  stretched  its  shadows  ac  ross  the  Atlantic,  and  made  a  majority 
of  the  people  of  these  states  alike  blind  to  duty  and  to  their  true  inteiv 
ests.

Sir, — Since  my  letter  No.  11,  I  have  had  but  little  to  communicate. 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  ascertain  with  sufficient  accuracy,  the  rel- 
ative strength  of  the  two  parties  in  the  legislative  bodies  in  New  Eng- 
land. 

In  all  of  these  states,  however,  governours  have  been  elected  out  of 
the  federal  party;  and  even  the  southern  papers  indicate  an  unexpected 
aucrmentation  of  federal  members  in  the  next  Congress. 

i  he  correspondence  between  Mr.  Erskine  and  the  Secretary  of  State, 
at  Washington,  yon  w  il!  have  seen  before  this  can  reach  you.  It  lias 
given  much  satisiiaclion  to  the  federal  party  here,  because  it  promi.scs 
an  exemption  from  the  evil  thev  most  fearea,  (a  war  Mrith  England)  and 
justifies  their  partiality  to\var(fs  Great  Britain;  which  they  maintain, 
was  founded  upon  a  full  conviction  of  her  justice,  and  sincere  disposi- 
tion to  preserve  peace.  Even  the  democrats  affect  to  be  satisfied  with 
it;  because,  as  they  insist,  it  proves  the  eflScacy  of  the  restrictive  system 
of  Mr.  .TefTerson. 

But  the  great  benefit  that  will  probably  result  from  it,  will  be.  that 
Bonaparte  may  be  induced  to  force  this  country  from  her  neutral  posi- 
tion. Baffled  in  his  attempts  to  exchide  from  the  continent  the  manu- 
factures of  Great  Britain,  he  will,  most  likely,  contiscate  all  American 
property  in  his  dominions  and  dependencies,  and  declare  war.  Nothing 
could  more  than  this  contribute  to  nrive  influence  and  stability  to  the 
British  party.  The  invidious  occurrences  of  the  rebellion  would  be  for- 
gotten in  the  resentment  of  the  t)eople  against  France;  and  they  would 
soon  be  weaned  from  that  attachment  to  her,  which  is  founded  on  the 
aid  that  was  rendered  to  separate  from  the  mother  country.  While 
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Oreat  Britain  waits  for  this  natural,  I  might  say  necessary  result  of  the 
negotiation,  would  it  not  be  extremely  inexpedient  to  conclude  a  treaty 
with  the  American  government.  Every  sort  of  evidence  and  experi- 
ence prove,  that  the  democ  rats  consider  their  political  ascendency  in  a 
great  measure  def)L'ndent  uu  the  hostile  spirit  that  they  can  keep  alive 
towards  Great  Britain;  and  recent  events  demonstrate,  that  their  con- 
duct will  be  prodicntod  upon  that  conviction:  it  is,  therefore,  not  to  be 
expected  that  they  will  meet  with  corresponding  feelings,  a  sincere  dis- 
position on  the  part  of  England  to  adjust  all  matters  in  dispute.  They 
arc  at  heart  mortified  and  disappointed,  to  find  tliat  Grout  Britain  has 
been  in  advance  of  the  Prench  government,  in  taking  advantage  of  the 
provisional  clauses  of  the  non<?nterconrse  law;  and  if  they  snow  any 
spirit  at  the  next  session  of  Congress  towards  France,  it  will  be  only  be- 
cause they  will  find  Bonaparte  deaf  to  entreaty  and  insensible  of  past 
favours;  or  that  they  may  think  it  safer  to  float  with  the  tide  of  publick 
feeling,  which  will  set  strongly  against  him,  unless  he  keep  pari  passu 
with  England,  in  a  conciliatory  policy.   I  am,  &c  A.  B.

6'ir — Although  the  recent  changes  that  have  occurred  quiet  all  appre- 
hensions of  war,  and  consequently  Uuen  aU  hont  of  a  t^paraUon  <if  th€ 
states.  I  think  it  necessary  to  transmit  hy  the  mail  of  each  week,  a  eketch 
of  passing  events. 

un  local  politicks  I  have  nothing  to  add;  and  as  the  parade  that  is 
made  in  the  National  Intelligencer,  of  the  sincere  disposition  of  Mr. 
Madison  to  preserve  amicable  relations  with  Great  Britain,  is,  in  my 
opinion,  calculated  to  awaken  vigilance  and  distrust,  lather  than  inspire 
confidence,  I  shall,  (having  nothing  more  important  to  write  about)  take 
leave  to  examine  his  motives.  I  am  not  surprised  at  bis  conditional  re- 
moval of  the  non-intercourse  law  with  respect  to  G.  Britain;  because  it 
was  made  incumbent  on  him  by  the  act  of  Congress;  But  the  observa- 
tions made  on  his  fri»  inlly  di'^positinn  towards  Great  Britain,  is  a  matter 
of  no  little  astouishmenL  The  whole  tenour  of  bia  political  life,  di-' 
rectly,  and  unequivocally,  contradicts  them;  His  speech  on  the  British 
treaty  in  '99;  His  attempt  to  pass  a  law  for  the  confiscatinii  nf  '  British 
debts and  British  property;  His  commercial  resolutions,  grounded 
apparently  on  an  idea  of  making  America  useful  as  a  colony  to  France: 
His  conduct  while  Secretary  of  State;  all,  form  an  assemblage  of  prob- 
abilities, tending  to  convince  me,  at  least,  that  he  docs  not  seriously  de- 
sire a  treaty,  in  which  the  rights  and  pretensions  ot  Great  Britain  would 
be  fairly  recognised.  It  seems  impossible  that  he  should  at  once  div(ist 
himself  of  his  habitual  animosity  and  that  pride  of  opinion,  which  his 
present  situation  enables  him  to  indulge;  but  above  all,  that  he  should 
deprive  his  iViends  and  supporters  of  the  benefit  of  those  prejudices 
which  have  been  carefully  fostered  in  the  minds  of  the  c(mimon  lu  ople 
towards  England,  and  .which  have  so  materially  contributed  to  invigo- 
rate and  augment  the  democratick  party.  Whatever  his  real  motives 
may  be,  it  is  in  this  stage  of  the  affair,  harmless  enough  to  inquire  into 
the  cause  of  the  apparent  change.  He  probably  acts  under  a  convic- 
tion, that  in  the  ijresent  temper  of  the  eastern  states  a  war  could  not 
fail  to  produce  a  dissolution  of  the  Union;  or  he  may  have  profited  by 
tlie  mistakes  of  his  predecessor,  and  is  inclined  to  seize  the  present 
opportunity  to  prove  to  liie  world  that  he  is  determined  to  be  the  Pres- 
ident of  a  nation,  rather  than  the  head  of  a  foction;  or  he  has  probably 
gone  tlius  Ihr  to  remove  the  impression  on  the  mind  of  many,  that  he 
was  under  the  influence  of  France  in  order  that  he  may,  with  a  better 
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grace,  and  on  more  tenable  pounds,  qnarrel  with  Great  Britain,  in  the 

progress  of  nej^oliatiDu;  a  treaty.  Whatever  his  motives  may  be,  Tarn 
very  certain  liis  party  will  not  support  him  in  any  manly  and  generous 
policy.  Weak  men  are  sure  to  temporize  when  great  events  call  upon 
them  for  (li  cision,  and  are  sluggish  and  inert  at  the  moment  when  llie 
worst  of  evils  is  inaction.  Tliis  is  the  character  of  the  democrats  in  the 
northern  states.   Of  those  of  the  south  I  know  but  lilile.

iSfr, — ^My  last  was  under  date  of  the  5th  instant.  The  unexpected 
change  that  has  taken  place  in  the  feelings  of  political  men  in  this  coQn« 
try,  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Madison's  prompt  acceptance  of  the  friendly 
proposals  of  Great  Britain,  has  caused  a  temporary  suspension  of  the 
conflict  of  parties,  and  they  both  regard  him  with  equal  wonder  and  dis- 
trust. They  all  ascribe  his  conduct  to  various  motives,  but  none  believe 
bim  to  bi  in  earne.st. 

The  state  of  New  York  ha.s  returned  to  the  assembly  a  majority  of 
federal  members.  All  this  proves,  that  an  anti-commercial  faction  can- 
not rule  the  northern  states.  Two  months  ago  the  .state  of  New  York 
was  not  ranked  among  ihe  states  that  would  adopt  the  policy  of  that  of 
Massachusetts;  and  any  fhvourable  change  was  exceedingly  problem- 
atical. 

I  beg  leave  to  suggest,  that  in  the  present  state  of  things  in  this  coun- 
try, my  presence  can  contribute  very  little  to  the  interests  of  Great 

Britain.  If  Mr.  Erskine  be  sanctioned  in  all  he  has  conceded,  by  his 
majesty's  niiiiislers,  it  is  unnecessary  for  me,  as  indeed  it  would  be  una- 
vailing, to  make  any  attempt  to  carry  into  effect  the  original  purposes 
of  my  mission.  While  I  think  it  to  be  my  duty  to  give  this  intimation 
to  you,  T  beg  it  may  be  understood  that  I  con.sider  myself  entirely  at 
the  disposal  of  his  majesty's  government;  and  am,  &c.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  inform  ynnr  exn  llciK-y,  that  I  received 
through  Mr.  Secretary  liyland  your  excellency's  commands  to  return  to 
Canada;  and  after  the  delays  incident  to  this  season  of  the  year  in  a 

journey  from  Boston,  arrivt  d  li'-rc  yesterday. 

Your  excellency  will  have  seen  by  the  papers  of  the  latest  dates  from 
the  United  States,  that  a  formidable  opposition  is  already  organized  in 
Congress  to  the  late  measures  of  Mr.  Madison;  and  it  is  very  evident, 
that  if  he  be  sincere  in  his  professions  of  attachment  tq  Great  Britain, 
bis  party  will  abandon  him.  Sixty-one  members  have  already  voted 
against  a  resolution  to  approve  of  what  he  has  done;  and  I  nave  no 
doubt  the  rest  of  the  democratick  party  will  follow  the  example  as  soon 
as  they  recover  from  the  astonishment  into  which  his  apparent  defection 
has  thrown  them. 

Tlie  pri'sont  hopcp  of  the  federalists  are  founded  on  the  probabilif}-  of 
a  war  wiib  France;  but  at  all  events  this  party  is  strong  and  well  organ- 
ized enough  to  prevent  a  war  with  England. 

It  would  be  now  superfluous  to  trouble  your  excellency  with  an  account 
of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  arrangements  made  b}'  the  federal  party, 
to  resist  any  attempt  of  the  government  unfavourable  to  Great  Brit- 
ain. They  were  such  as  to  do  great  credit  to  their  ability  and  principles; 
and  while  a  judicious  policy  is  observed  by  Great  Britain,  secure  her  in- 
terests in  America  from  decay.  My  fear  of  inducing  a  false  security  on 
•  the  part  of  his  mi^esty^  government  in  their  eflBciency,  and  eventoal 
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success,  may  have  inclined  me  to  refrain  from  doing  them  that  jostioe 
in  my  former  lettert,  which  I  willingly  take  the  present  oceaaion  to 

express. 

I  trust  your  excellency  will  ascribe  the  style  and  manner  of  my  com- 
municatiouB,  and  the  frequent  ambiguities  introduced  in  them,  as  aris- 
ing from  the  secrecy  necessary  to  be  observed.  a?ul  my^  consciousness 
•that  you  understood  uiy  meaning  ou  Ihe  mu»t  Uelicate  points,  without 
risking  a  particular  explanation. 

I  lament  that  no  f>ccasion  commensiirafe  to  my  wishes,  has  permitted 
me  to  prove  how  much  I  value  the  coniidence  of  your  excellency,  and  the 
approbation  already  expressed  by  his  majtsty^a  minister.  I  have  the 
honour  to  be.

Mr.  Henry^a  Memorial  to  Lord  Liverpool,  endosed  in  a  Letter  to  Mr, 
PmI,  of  the  IStft  June,  wUk  a  eopif  of  that  Letter. 

The  undersigned  most  respectfully  submits  the  fbllowing  statement 
and  memorial  to  the  earl  of  Liverpool; 

Long  before,  and  during  the  administration  of  your  lordship's  prede- 
cessor, the  undersigned  bestowed  niucli  personal  attention  to  the  state 

of  parties,  and  to  the  political  measures  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
•        •  •••♦«•« 

Soon  after  the  affair  of  the  Chesapeake  frigate,  when  his  majesty's 
governour  general  of  British  America  had  reason  to  believe  that  the  two 
couutries  would  be  involved  in  a  war,  and  had  submitted  to  his  males- 
tp's  ministers  the  arrangements  of  the  English  party  in  the  United 
States,  for  an  efficient  resistance  to  the  genenil  Lrovcrnnient,  wbirh 
would  probably  terminate  in  a  separation  ot  the  nortlieru  States  from  the 
general  confederaey,  he  applied  to  the  undersigned  to  nndertalce  a  mis- 
sion to  Boston,  where  the  whole  concerns  of  the  opposition  were  man- 
aged. The  object  of  the  mission  was,  to  promote  aud  encourage  the 
federal  party  to  resist  the  measures  of  the  general  government;  to  offer 
assurances  of  aid  and  support  from  his  majesty's  government  of  Canada; 
and  to  open  a  communication  between  the  loadiiiir  nu  n  engaged  in  that 
opposition  and  the  governour  general,  upon  such  a  iouiing  as  circumstan- 
ces might  suggest;  and  finally,  to  render  the  plans  then  in  contemplar 
tion,  subservient  to  the  views  of  his  majesty's  government.* 

The  undersigned  undertook  the  mission,  which  lasted  from  the  mouth 
of  January  to  the  month  of  June,  inclusive,  during  which  period  •  • 
those  public  acts  and  legislative  resolutions  of  the  assemblies  of  Massa- 
chusetts aud  Connecticut  were  passed,  which  kept  the  general  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  in  check,  and  deterred  it  from  carrying  into 
execution  the  measures  of  hostility  with  wMch  Great  Britain  was  meu' 
aced. 

For  liis  services  on  the  occasion  herein  recited,  and  the  loss  of  time, 
and  expenses  incurred,  the  undersigned  neither  sought  nor  received  any 
compensation,  but  trusted  to  tlio  known  justice  and  liberality  of  his 
majesty's  government^  for  the  reward  of  services  which  could  not,  he 
humbly  conceives,  be  estimated  in  pounds,  shillings  and  pence.  On  the 
patronage  and  support  which  was  promised  in  the  letter  of  sir  J.  Craig, 
under  date  of  the  26th  January,  1609,  (wherein  he  gives  an  assurance 
**  that  the  former  correspondence  and  political  information  transmitted 
by  the  undersigned,  had  met  with  the  particular  approbation  of  his  maj- 
esty's secretary  of  state;  and  that  his  execution  of  the  mission  (proposed 
to  be  undertaken  in  that  letter,)  would  give  him  a  claim  not  only  on  the 
governor  general  but  on  his  majesty's  ministers,")  the  undersigned  has 
relied;  and  now  most  respectfully  claims,  in  whatever  mode  the  earl  of 
Liverpool  may  be  pleased  to  adopt. 

The  undersigned  most  respectfully  takes  this  occasion  to  state,  that, 
sir  James  Craig  promised  liim  an  employment  in  Canada,  worth  upwards 
of  one  thousand  pounds  a  year,  by  his  letter  (herewith  transmitted)  un- 
der date,  Sept.  13,  1809,  which  he  has  just  learned  has,  in  consequence 
of  his  absence,  been  given  to  another  person.  The  undprsii^ncil  ab- 
stains from  commenting  on  this  transaction;  aud  most  respectfully  sug- 
gests that  the  appointment  of  Judge  advocate  general  of  the  provmee  of 
Lower  Canada,  with  a  salai  v  of  five  hundred  pounds  a  year,  or  a  consu- 
late in  the  United  States  sine  curia  would  be  considered  by  iiim  as  a 
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liberal  dischartirc  of  any  obligation  that  his  migesty'B  gayemmsat  VOBJ 
entertain  in  relation  to  his  services.

His  lordship  has  directed  me  to  acquaint  you,  that  he  has  referred  to 
the  correspondence  in  this  ollice  of  the  year  1808,*  and  finds  two  letters 
from  Sir  James  Craig,  dated  A])ri!  10,  and  May  5,  transmitting  the  cor> 
respondence  that  has  passed  durinp  your  residence  in  the  northern 
states  of  America,  and  expressing  his  confidence  in  your  ability  and 
judgment;  but  Lord  Liverpool  has  not  discovered  any  wish  on  the  part 
of  JSir  James  Craig,  tliat  your  claims  for  compensation  should  be  refer- 
red to  this  country,  nor  indeed  is  allusion  made  to  any  kind  of  arrange- 
ment or  agreement,  that  had  been  made  by  that  officer  with  you. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  had  not  sir  James  Craig  determined 
on  his  immediate  return  to  England,  it  would  have  been  lord  Liver- 

Eool's  wish  to  have  referred  your  memorial  to  him,  as  being  better  eua- 
led  to  appreciate  the  ability  and  success  with  which  you  executed  a 
mission  undertaken  at  his  desire.  Lord  Liverpool  will  however  trans- 
mit it  to  sir  James  Craig's  successor  in  the  government,  with  an  assur- 
ance, that  from  the  recommendations  he  has  received  in  your  favour, 
and  the  opinion  he  has  formed  on  your  correspondence,  he  is  convinced 
the  publick  service  will  be  beuelitled  by  your  active  employment  in  a 
publick  situation. 

Lord  Liverpool  will  also  feel  himself  hound  to  give  tlie  same  assur- 
ance to  the  Marquis  VVellesley,  if  there  is  any  probability  that  it  will 
advance  the  success  of  the  application  which  you  have  nuule  to  his  lord- 
ship.

Dear  Henry ^ — It  gives  me  real  pleasure  to  find,  that  the  apprehension 
I  had  ibrnied,  with  respect  to  the  fhlfllment  of  your  expectations,  is 

likely  to  prove  erroneous.  As  every  thing  which  passed  relative  to  your 
mission  was  in  writing,  I  think  you  will  do  well  in  submitting  to  Mr. 
Peel  all  the  original  papers.  I,  myself,  could  give  no  other  information 
relative  to  the  subject,  than  what  they  contaiu,  as  ^ou  and  I  had  no  op- 
portunity of  any  verbal  communication  respecting  it,  till  after  your  mis- 
sion terminated,  and  I  never  wrote  you  a  letter  in  tlie  governour's  name 
which  had  not  previously  been  submitted  to  his  correction. 

The  impression  I  had  received  of  your  character  and  abilities  made 
me  anxious  to  serve  you,  even  before  I  had  the  pleasure  of  a  personal 
acquaintance  with  you,  and  the  same  desire  has  operated  on  me  ever 
since;  I  am,  therefore,  entitled  to  hope,  tliat  any  ojiinion  which  I  may 
have  given  you  as  to  your  best  mode  of  obtaining  an  employment  un- 
der government,  will  be  received  with  the  same  candour  that  save  rise 
to  it.  1  think  you  will  do  well  to  persevere  as  you  propose.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  every  letter  from  you,  v/hich  Sir  James  sent  home,  will  be 
found  in  Mr.  FeeTs  office,  as  the  established  practice  there  is,  to  bind 
the  despatches  and  enclosures,  yearly,  up  together.

Senate  of  the  lOlh  inst.  lias  the  honor  to  report,  that  tliis  department  is 
not  in  possession  of  any  names  of  persons  in  the  United  States,  who 
have,  in  any  way  or  manner  whatever,  entered  into  or  countenanced  the 

Eroject  or  the  views,  for  the  execution  or  attainment  of  which  John 
lenry  was,  in  the  year  1809,  employed  by  Sir  .lamos  Craig;  the  said 
John  Ueiiry  having  named  no  pi-rsous  or  person  as  being  concerned  in 
the  said  project  or  views  referred  to  in  the  documents  laid  before  Con- 
gress on  the  9th  instant.    Which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Extract  fiom  the  Beport  of  the  Comvtittee  on  Foreign  B^atioM,  relatwt 
to  Jlent  y,  Craiy,  «fcc.    March  19  1812. 

Although  they  did  not  deem  it  necessary  or  proper  to  go  into  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  authenticity  of  the  documents  commntiicafed  to  Con- 
gress on  the  responsibility  of  a  co-ordinate  branch  of  the  government,  it 
may,  nevertheless,  be  satisfactory  to  the  honse  to  be  informed,  that  the 
original  papers,  with  the  evidences  i elating  to  them,  in  possession  of 
the  executive,  were  submitted  to  their  examination,  au^  were  such  as 
fully  to  satisfy  the  committee  of  their  genuineness. 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  disclosures  of  Henry  were  made 
to  (he  government,  involving  considerations  of  political  expediency, 
have  preveuled  the  committee  from  making  those  disclosures  the  basis 
of  any  proceeding  against  him.  -  And  from  the  careful  concealment,  on 
his  part,  of  every  circumstance  wliich  could  lead  to  the  discovery  and 
punishment  of  any  individuals  within  the  United  States,  (should  there 
oe  any  snch.)  who  were  criminally  connected  with  him,  no  distinct  ob- 
ject  was  presented  to  the  committee.  I»y  his  communication,  for  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  power  with  which  they  were  invested,  of  sending  for  per- 
sons and  papers.  On  being  informed,  however,  that  there  was  a  for- 
eigner in  the  city  of  Washington,  who  lately  came  to  this  country  from 
Europe,  with  llenry,  and  was  supposed  to  be  in  his  confidence,  the  com- 
mittee thought  proper  to  send  for  him.  liis  examination,  taken  under 
oath  and  reduced  to  writing,  they  herewith  submit  to  the  bouse. 

This  man  called  himself  Count  de  Crillon,  and  his  testimony  showed 
that  Henry  was  in  England  at  the  time  of  his  letter  to  Mr.  Peel  and 
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LiverpooPs  commendation  of  him  to  Sir  George  Preyoet  The  rest  is  a 
relation  of  what  Henry  had  said  to  the  witness. 

Maixh  11 1812,  Augustns  J.  Foster,  the  British  minister  at  Washing- 
ton, wrote  to  Mr.  Monroe,  disclaiming  most  solemnly,  on  his  own  part, 

the  having  had  any  knowledge  whatever  of  the  existence  of  Sttch  a  mis- 
sion," expressing  his  conviction  that  tk)  countenance  whatever  was  s^ivt^n 
by  his  associate  British  officers  to  any  schemes  hostile  to  the  inte  rnal 
tranquility  of  the  United  States,  and  requesting  the  American  govern- 
meut  and  Congress  to  take  into  consideration  the  character  of  the  , 
individual  who  has  made  tne  communicaUon  in  question,"  and  "  sus- 
pend any  further  judgment  on  its  merits  until  the  circumstances  shall 
have  heen  made  Icnown  to  his  mi^esty's  government" 


Extract  from  the  report,  or  manifesto  of  the  causes  and  reasons  of  tear  toith 
Qrwt  Britain,  presented  to  the  House  of  liepreseniatives,  by  tAs 
Committee  of  Foreign  iielationSy  June  3, 1812. 

Tour  committee  would  be  much  gratified  if  they  could  close  here  the 

detail  of  British  wrongs;  but  it  is  their  duty  to  recite  anotlier  act  of 
still  greater  malignity  than  any  of  those  which  have  been  already 
brought  to  your  view.  The  attempt  to  dismember  our  union,  and  over- 
throw our  excellent  constitution,  by  a  secret  mission,  the  object  of  which 
was  to  fonitint  discontents  and  excite  insurrections  against  the  consti- 
tuted authorities  and  laws  of  the  nation,  as  lately  disclosed  bv  the  agent 
employed  in  it,  affords  full  proof  that  there  is  no  bound  to  the  hostility 
of  the  British  government  towards  the  United  States:  no  act,  however 
unjustifiable,  which  it  would  not  commit  to  accomplish  their  ruin.  This 
attempt  excites  the  greater  horror  from  the  consideration  that  It  was 
made  while  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  were  at  peace,  and  an 
amicable  negotiation  was  depending  between  them  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  their  differences,  through  publick  ministers  regularly  organized 
for»the  purpose** 

In  the  debate  in  Congress  (House)  on  Henry's  mission,  James  Fisk 

of  Vermont  quoted  letters  of  Mr.  Erskine,  the  British  minister  who 
preceded  Foster,  showing  that  he  had  "■  endeavored  by  the  most  strict 
and  diligent  inquiries  into  the  views  and  strength  of  the  Federal  party, 
to  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  would  be  willing  and  able  to  resist  the 
measures  of  the  party  in  power;"  and  again,  15lh  of  February,  1809, 
contemporaneous  with  Gov.  Craig's  employment  of  Henry,  showing 
that  a  dissolution  of  the  Union  had  of  late,  as  he  bad  beard,  been  seri- 
ously contemplated  by  many  of  the  leading  people  in  the  eastern  di- 
vision.""

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DOMESTIC  MANUFACTURES  IN  YEEMONT.— 1809. 

June  7  1809,  Congress  by  resolution  directed  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  prepare  a  plan  for  the  application  of  such  mfans  as  are 
within  the  power  of  Congress  for  (he  purpose  of  protecting  and  foster- 
ing the  manufactures  of  the  United  btates,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  several  manufoetariog  establiehmente  which  Imye  been  commenced. 
Jaly  28  the  Secretary  issued  a  circalar  to  the  several  States  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  the  desired  information,  and  Oct.  2$,  on  motion  of 
Cliarles  lUch  of  Shoreham,  the  General  Assembly  of  Vermont  appointed 
a  committee  of  one  from  each  county  to  prepare  a  statement  of  the  man- 
ufactures of  the  State.    Nov.  7  the  committee  reported  as;  follows: 

The  committee  raised  by  the  resolution  introduced  by  Mr.  C.  Rich, 
and  directed  to  prepare  a  statement  of  the  manufactures  of  this  State, 
respectftilly  submit  the  accompanying  report:

The  above  statement,  (forges  and  f  urnaces  excepted)  exhibits  a  view 
of  household  manufiactures  only,  which  is  the  result  of  the  best  inform- 
ation your  committee  have  been  able  to  obtain.  In  the  above  statement 
of  cloth  may  be  added  that  of  hosierv  and  almost  every  article  usually 
made  from  wool,  colfon.  or  flax,  which,  to  an  extent  nearly  sufficient  for 
the  common  use  of  families,  is  manufactured  in  this  state.  It  is  also  be- 
lieved by  your  committee,  that  laraer  quantities  of  bar  iron  and  hollow 
ware  are  manufactured  annually  than  is  sufficient  to  supply  the  inhab- 
itants of  this  state;  there  are  also  7  paper-mills  which,  in  addition  to 
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supplying  our  own  cHisens  with  paper,  raftke  very  large  quantities  of 

that  article  for  exportation.  There  are  likewise  4  e8lab]i>Innrnts  for 
the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  woolen  goods  in  their  various  branches, 
which,  though  in  their  infhncy,  promise  to  be  Qsefhl  both  to  tiie  owners 
and  to  the  public.  The  copperas  mine  at  Strafford  likewise  bids  fair  to 
yield  a  large  supply  of  the  important  articles  of  copperas  and  vitriols. 
The  marble  factory,  at  Middlebury,  yields  annually  a  very  large  quan- 
tity of  marble  of  various  kinds,  very  little  if  any  inferior  to  that  which 
is  imported* from  foreign  couutries,  and  promises  to  be  profitable  to  the 
owners.  The  furnace  and  torge  at  Vercennes,  which  are  included  in 
the  above  statement,  have  been  erected  by  a  company  from  Boston. 
The  furnace  has  been  in  bla^t  for  some  lime,  nnd  is  said  to  yield  from  60 
toTOcwt.  of  pig  iron  nnd  ware  each  24  hours.  The  forge  is  calculated 
for  8  fires,  solely  for  tin  {lurpose  of  refining  iron,  all  whu;h  flqps  it  is  ex- 
pected will  be  ready  to  commence  the  business  in  a  few  weeks.  The 
owners  of  these  works  have  it  in  contemplation  to  extend  them  to  the 
manufacturiug  of  steel  and  ironmongry  iu  their  various  branches. 
There  is  also  a  slitting  mill  at  Vergcnnes,  and  one  at  Fairhaven,  where 
the  rolling  and  sliitinc;  of  iron  is  carried  on  to  a  large  extent,  and  it  is 
believed  with  handsome  profits  to  the  owners.  Your  c<»mmittee  will 
only  observe  further,  that  omitting  to  enumerate  Uu-  various  other 
branches  of  mechanical  business,  which  it  is  believed  is  carried  on  in 
this  state,  and  progressing  sufficient  for  the  common  use  of  the  citizens, 
the  foregoing  presents  a  general  view  of  the  mannfiustnres  of  this  state 
in  as  correct  a  manner  as  the  time  and  means  allotted  them  WOUld  ena> 
ble  them  to  prepare — which  is  respectfully  submitted  by 

Jacob  Galusha,  for  Committee.^ 

The  resolution  of  Congress  was  limited  to  manufactures,  and  under 
this  head  the  committtee  might  well  have  embraced  at  least  pot  and 
pearl  asbea,  if  not  timber  and  lumber,  which  in  Act  were  the  most  im- 
portant articles  exported  to  Canada  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lake  Cham- 
plldn.  Of  agricultural  productions,  wheat  and  pork  to  a  large  amount 
were  at  this  time  sent  to  Albany  from  western,  and  to  Boston  and  Port- 
land troni  eastern  Vermont.  For  a  resolution  of  1W7,  recommendins 
the  Governor,  Council,  and  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
to  appear  at  the  next  session  clothed  in  manufactures  of  this  or  other  of 
the  TTnited  States,  see  onto,  p.  182,  note  1.

Sir,— 1  have  received  by  the  hand  of  Capt.  Dunham,  the  letter,  with 
which  your  Excellency  honored  me,  enclosing  a  resolution  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  Vermont. 

You  do  me  justice,  in  supposing,  that  I  would  willingly  lend  my  aid 
towards  the  suppression  of  the  evil,  which  forms  the  subject  of  your 
letter.  I  beg  Icnve  to  a^^sin-e  you.  that  the  sensf>  I  entertain  of  the  prej- 
udice, wliicb  is  done  by  it,  to  the  Government  of  tiie  United  States,  and 
the  interests  of  individuals  in  them,  would  alone  be  a  sufficient  cause  to 
render  me  anxious  to  put.  a  stop  to  it:  but  I  have  an  n  lditional  ia<itive, 
in  the  conviction,  that  such  practices  have  a  direct  tendency  to  injure 
the  morals  and  to  lessen  the  habits  of  industry  of  the  people,  among 
whom  those  reside,  who  practice  them. 

As  the  Law  now  stands,  I  fear  we  do  not  poi^.se.si*  means  a(!e<]uate  to 
the  object  in  view,  and,  indeed,  it  has  been  this  eousideratiou,  and  the 
idea,  that  attempting,  without  being  able  to  effect  it,  would  rather  serve 
as  an  encouragement  than  otherwise,  that  has  alone  hitherto  prevented 
my  taking  any  steps  for  bringing  the  persons  concerned  to  punishment. 
Legislative  assistance,  in  a  new  and  more  effectual  law,  is  necessary; 
and  had  not  particular  circumstances  prevented,  it  was  intended  to  have 
submitted  to  the  Provincial  Parliament,  during  the  last  session,  an  act, 
founded  upon  that  passed  a  few  years  ago  in  England,  for  the  purpose. 
I  trust  that  a  more  favourable  oi)p()rtunity  will  offer  itself  sliortly,  wlien 
T  will  not  fail  to  make  use  of  my  best  endeavors  to  accomplish  an  ob- 
ject, which  1  view  as  affecting  our  own  interests,  under  the  considera- 
tion to  which  I  have  before  alluded,  as  founded  upon  the  strict  rules  of 
moral  ju.stice,  and  as  called  for  by  the  system  of  amity  and  friendly  re-

On  the  business  with  which  I  had  the  honor  to  be  entrusted 
by  your  Excellency,  Sir  James  spoke  with  freedom  and  decision. 

He  seemed  to  think  the  request  of  our  Legislature  to  be  highly  rea- 
sonable: and  that  an  early  and  pvompi  afleiilinii  to  it  would  be  ralcula- 
ted  to  promote  the  interests  of  both  countries.  He  expressed  a  strong 
disposttion  to  do  every  thing  in  his  power  to  promote  so  desirable  an 
object;  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  his  answer  to  the  application  will  be 
satisfactory  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  Legislature  of  Vermont. 
They  will  probably,  at  the  next  Session  of  their  Provincial  Parliament, 
enact  such  laws  as  will  render  highly  penal  the  evil  of  which  we  com- 
plain. This  will  drive  the  villains  from  their  country,  or  bring  them  to 
the  gibbet. 

Gentlemen  of  the  first  influence  manifest  a  sincere  desire  to  cultivate 
a  spirit  of  harmony  and  commercial  intercourse  between  Canada  and 
the  States,  as  mutually  beneficial;  and  nothing,  in  my  opinion,  but  a 
change  of  relations  between  the  two  governments  will  prevent  complete 
success  in  the  object  ol  the  mission.

MONTFELIEB,  Oct.  13,  1809. 

The  Legislature  at  their  last  session  were  pleased  to  make  it  my  duty 

to  apply  to  the  Supreme  Executive  of  the  province  of  Canada,  for  the 
legislative  aid  of  that  government  to  remove  or  otherwise  punish  "  a 
set  of  men,  who  are  resident  in  the  southern  borders  of  that  govern- 
ment, and  who  are  counterfeiting  our  Bank  paper.  The  measures 
which  I  have  taken  to  effect  what  I  conceived  to  be  the  wish  of  the  Leg- 
islature, and  all  the  othcial  papers  on  this  subject,  are  contained  in  the 
bundle  of  papers  Ko.  3.

It  is  evident  that  this  correspondence  came  into  the  possession  of  the 

State;  bnt  it  was  never  ofTkially  luiblished,  nor  even  preserved.  For 
the  foregoing  copies  the  editor  of  this  volume  is  indebted  to  Duulianrs 
Washincjtonian  of  Au-i.  13  18Ui.  The  editors  in  the  Jellersouian  inter- 
est had  charged  that  Dunham's  mission  was  political,  and  to  rebut  this 
charge  he  printed  the  correspoudence,  adding  that  the  mission  was  suc- 
cessHil  in  obtaining  the  desired  legislation  from  the  Provincial  Parlia-  . 
ment  of  Canada.  The  necessity  for  it  and  importance  of  it  will  be  ap> 
preciated  on  examination  of  the  annual  returns  of  that,  period  of  the 
criminal  causes  in  the  courts  of  Vermont.  The  returns  from  six  coun- 
ties in  1808  show  sixty-one  indictments  fur  counterfeiting,  or  passing 
counterfeit  money. 
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OBIGIN  AXD  CAUSES  OF  THE  UNION  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE

For  (wo  voars  the  ciliKH'  of  these  voliimrs  lias  had  in  his  possession 
two  of  the  tiiree  iuterestiiig  and  most  iiuporlaat  documents  ouihis  sub- 
iect,  which  were  comniuDicaied  to  the  Continental  Congress  in  1779, 
but  which  could  not  be  ibund  in  the  archives  of  the  State  Department 
at  Washington,  and  the  printing  of  them  was  deferred  in  the  hope  that 
the  third  might  be  found.  This  ho|ie  has  been  more  than  realized,  and 
now  the  documentary  history  of  the  Eastern  Union,  in  contradistinc- 
tion to  the  Western  Union  with  New  Yorlv  towns,  can  be  satisfaelorily 
eompleted.  For  the  "Observations  on  the  right  of  jurisdiction."  &c., 
piinied  in  1778,  aclcnowludgments  are  due  primarily  to  ReT.  B.  P. 
Smitu  of  BrookliDe,  Mass.,  who  found  the  three  documents  in  the 
library  of  the  Masaacliusetts  Historical  Society;  for  Public  Defence 
of  the  right  of  the  New-Hampshire  Grants,"  &c.,  to  Rev.  H.  A.  Hazek 
of  Billerica,  Mass.;  and  for  all  of  the  other  following  documents,  to  Kev. 
Nathaniel  Boutox.  I).  D.,  of  Couconl.  X.  H.,  editor  of  the  Provin- 
cial ayid  State  J'apers  of  New  Hampshire,  who  has  indeed  furnished  ail 
the  documents  in  print  from  the  sheets  of  a  forthcomiug  volume  of  the 
N.  H.  istate  Fupera.

Friends  and  Bbbthben. 

THE  important  Crisis  !s  now  commenced  wherein  the  providence  of 
God;  tne  Grand  Continental  Congress;  and  our  necessitous  circum> 

stances,  call  upon  to  !i«snnio  our  natural  right  of  laying  a  foundation 
of  Civil  Governiiu  ul  witliiu  and  for  this  Colony. — Our  anxious  ctmcei  ii 
how  the  present  time  nwy  be  improved,  whenever  we  are  acting,  not 
only  for  ourselves,  but  ages  yot  unborn;  and  on  which  the  fate  of  pos- 
terity politically  depends,  imbolden  us  to  address  you  in  this  manner 
upon  the  important  subject.  How  many  millions  are  there  in  the  world, 
who  would  count  nothing  in  this  life,  too  dear  to  pnrt  widi.  if  they  might 
arrive  at  such  a  period:  and  yet  how  frequent  are  the  instances,  Wliereia 
such  golden  opportunities  have  been  lost,  principally  through  the  inat- 
tention of  the  people:  whereby  ambitious  am!  di  HL^uing  men  have  in- 
shrallcd  [iuthralled^  whole  Kingdoms  and  Em[)ires;  and  thereby 
brought  them  to  ruin  and  destruction.  The  Tyrant  would  never  rise, 
nor  the  Opi^ressor  reign.  Wi n  it  not  for  the  pusillanimous  snl  nii-^sion 
of  the  people,  who  have  it  in  their  power  to  prevent  them,  and  ouglit  lo 
hold  the  reins  of  Governraeut  in  their  own  hands.  Freedom  and  lib- 
erty never  can  he  lost,  nor  gained  in  the  hands  of  Tyrants,  but  by  the 
tame  sul)mis8ion  of  the  subject,  or  through  their  criminal  neglect,  or 
inattention:  and  are  seldom  if  ever  regained,  but  by  bloody  conliicts. 
Witness  the  present  day.  Who  coula  have  thought,  even  less  than 
twenty  years  ago,  that  arbitrary  power  and  o|)pression  c  )uld  have 
reigned  predominant  in  one  of  tiie  best  constitutions  (as  supposed)  iu 
the  world,  in  so  short  a  time;  but  not  more  strange  than  true.  This 
in  part,  may  be  accounted  for  by  the;  parliament's  giving  up  into  the 
hands  of  the  King  such  power  and  intluence;  but  prineii^ally  bv  the 
criminal  neglect,  if  nothing  worse,  of  the  people;  who  have  the  right  of 
constituting  one  main  branch  of  the  British  parliament.  It  may  be  ob- 
served, as  a  self-evident  propo-iiition,  that,  whenever  a  people  give  up 
their  right  of  representation,  they  consequently  give  up  all  their  rights 
and  privileges;  this  being  the  inlet  or  door  to  arbitrary  power  and  op- 
pression; therefore  upon  the  present  exigency  of  afl^'iirs,  it  behooves 
every  individual,  who  is  a  subject  of  Government,  to  attend  to  the  im- 
portant business — see  and  act  for  himself.  No  one  is  excused,  as  we 
are  all  upon  an  equal  f(K)ting,  and  all  equally  interested, — Therefore  let 
us,  like  tree  born  Americans,  know  our  rights  and  privileges,  and  like 
rational  men  act  up  to  our  exalted  character. — Let  us  not  give  occa.sion

»lorious  stand  ajrainst  the  strides  of  arl)itrary  power,  and  oppression; 
and  with  our  blood  and  treasure  gained  the  happy  coaauest,  but  in  the 
first  advance  we  made  towards  establishing  a  constitution  for  ourselves 
and  posterity,  wo  cifhor  inadvertently  or  carolesslv,  gave  up  our  most 
essential  rights  aud  liberties;  or  rather  that  we  did.  nothing  to  preserve 
them.— tTpon  these  considerations,  Brethren,  are  we  induced  to  treat 
with  you  freely  upon  this  subject;  which  leads  us  to  a  particular  inquiry 
into,  and  observations  upon  the  present  state  and  circumstances  of  the 
Colony. 

And  Ist.  We  shall  all  doubtless  agree,  that  the  former  government  of 

ihi-  Colony  was  in  a  manner  absolute;  perhaps  more  so  than  any  of  the 
united  Colonies  especially  in  point  of  representation,  which  was  solely 
under  the  controul  of  the  chief  Magistrate  of  the  Colony;  and  that  it 
was  owing  to  the  goodness  of  the  ruler  that  we,  did  not  reel  the  whole 
weight  ot  the  iron  rod,  that  was  thereby  put  into  his  hands:  and  also 
that  the  whole  intention  of  the  people  now  is  to  abolish  the  old,  and 
form  a  new  government  upon  a  republican  establishment,  a  de.sign  the 
most  noble;  a  free  people  governing  themselves  by  their  own  laws,  &c. 
It  will  also  be  allowed  no  doubt,  that  as  the  Colony  hath  formerly  been 
divided  into  Counties,  Towns  and  dist riots,  for  tlu/ convenient  and  reg- 
ular governing  the  same,  they  will  still  act  as  such.  Therefore,  if  there 
was  nothing  more  in  the  way,  we  should  likewise  be  agreed  to  take  the 
necessary  step  for  a  remedy  in  the  case,  which  naturally  arises;  (viz) 
as  the  body  is  too  large  nnd  numerous  to  act  individually,  that  the  peo- 
ple elect  their  Kepresentatives,  and  appoint  them  a  time  and  place,  to 
assemble  together,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  a  foundation  or  form  of 
civil  Governnunt,  throughout  the  Colony.  But  wc.  are  not  insensible 
that  there  are  several  objections  and  embarrassments  in  the  way;  and 
by  many,  perhaps,  thought  to  be  weighty  and  important;  which,  if  re- 
moved, will  clear  the  way  for  our  unanimous  proceeding.  Therefore, 
we  shall  fiuleavor  to  consider,  and  remove  them  by  fiur  and  reasonable 
observaiioii. 

In  the  first  place  it  will  be  obieeted  no  doubt,  that  there  is  now  sub- 
sisting in  the  Colony,  an  Assembl}',  latel}-  appointed  by  the  people; 
wlio  have  formed  themselves  into  a  Council,  aud  House  of  Assembly 
(as  they  stile  themselves)  and  that  said  Assembly  have  already  formed 
apian  for  electing  a  tn  ',v  Asisenibly,  this  insuing  fall,  for  the  then  insu- 
ing  year:  And,  tburelore,  it  would  be  preposterous,  now  to  appoint  a 

new  Assembly,  &c.  ^To  which  we  answer.  1st.  That,  at  tbe  time, 

when  the  members  of  said  Assembly  were  elected,  the  reasons,  which 
make  it  now  necessary  that  an  Assembly  should  be  appointed,  did  not 
exist:  As  the  reasons  for  calling  said  Assembly  then,  and  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  appointed,  was  only  of  a  temporary  duration:  (viz.) 
to  act  in  the  exigencies  of  the  Colony,  under  their  distressed  and  difficult 
circumstances,  as  the  case  mi^ht  require.  No  one  we  believe  thought 
at  that  time,  they  were  appointed  to  institute  a  lasting  plan  of  Civil 
Government  for  the  Colony;  especially,  indefjcndant  of,  aud  in  contra- 
distinction to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain;  therefore  they  were  not 
elected  for  the  purpose;  and  consequently  have  not  the  power  that  an 
Assembly  now  ought  to  have. 

A  FORMER  Convention  sitting  in  the  Colony  elected  much  as  it  chan- 
ced to  happen  under  our  then  nroken  and  confbsed  circumstances,  as- 
sumed to  themselves  the  prerogative  to  regulate  and  determine  how 
and  in  what  manner  the  present  Assembly  should  be  elected,  omitting 
some  towns,  uniting  half  a  dozen  others  together,  for  the  purpose  of 
sending  one  member  only;  granting  to  some  the  liberty  of  sending  one, 
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and  to  some  towns  two,  and  others  three,  confining  the  electors  in  their 
choice  of  a  Kepreseotative  to  persons  of  i^200  estate  and  so  on,  in  that 
manner,  as  they  of  their  sovereign  pleasure  thought  fit  to  dictate,  and 
accordingly  thus  sent  out  their  precepts;  in  which  way  and  manner  the 

§ resent  Assembly  were  elected:  By  which  meaus,  many  towus  are 
eprived  of  any  representation  at  all,  and  many  others  are  so  in  effect: 
And  therefore,  the  Colony  is  far  from  being  properly  represented.  On 
this  point  we  arc  acquainted,  tliat  those,  who  are  in  favour  of  the  pres- 
ent Assembly,  have  mucli  to  say,  though  we  apprehend  but  little  to  the 
purpose.  It  is  argued  in  the  first  place,  that  when  there  is  a  number  of 
towns,  of  which  the  inhabitants  are  not  more  numerous  than  some  one 
other  town,  that  it  is  not  reasonable  they  should  have  a  greater  number 
of  Represcntntlves — To  which  we  answer,  1.  That  the  number  of  inhab- 
itants in  this  case,  in  point  of  right,  argues  nothing  in  favour  of  the 
proposition;  for  .every  body  politic  incorporated  with  the  samepowers 


with  the  same  parity  of  reasoning  as  well  argue,  that  a  small  body  con- 
sisting of  all  the  constituent  parts  of  a  man,  is  not  a  man;  because 
there  are  others  of  the  same  species  of  a  much  larger  size:  Or  that  a 
person  at  the  age  of  twenty  one,  is  not  legally  capoble  of  acting,  because 
there  are  others  of  fifty  or  sixty,  that  can  do  no  more. — The  argumentw 
maj'  as  well  be  apj)lied  in  anotber  case  as  follows,  (viz.)  That  a  person, 
of  a  large  estate  in  a  community,  sliould  have  the  privilege  of  voting 
equal  to  half  a  dozen  others  of  small  estates:  Yet  we  believe  oven  thoee 
tbat  are  most  sanguine  for  tlie  argument,  will  not  insist  upon  it;  al- 
though we  cannot  see  if  they  gain  the  first,  why  they  may  not  the  latter. 
Not  withstanding,  we  do  not  deny,  but  the  legislative  body  may,  in  point 
of  prudence,  giant  to  the  large  capital  towns  in  the  Colouy  ^ome  greater 
privileges  In  this  respect,  than  the  other  towns  have;  but  to  unite  half 
a  dozen  or  more  towns  together,  equally  privileged,  in  order  to  make 
them  equal  to  some  one  other  town,  is  a  new  practice  in  politics  We 
may  as  well  take  the  souls  of  a  number  of  dilferent  persons  and  say  they 
make  but  one,  while  yet  they  remain  separate  and  different,  as  in  a  po- 
litical sense  to  compound  a  number  of  dift'erent  corporate  bodies  into 
one,  and  yet  they  remain  distinct.  The  very  idea  destroys  their  being; 
but  this  manner  of  arguing  is  only  begging  the  question:  For  even 
graiiling  for  argument  sake,  that  it  is  reasonable  tliat  some  one  town  in 
the  Colony  ought  to  have  as  large  a  part  in  the  representative  body,  as 
half  a  dozen  others,  or  nearly  as  a  whole  county;  (which  is  the  case  in 
the  present  Assembly  find  that  County  too  consists  of  above  forty  towns, 
the  most  of  which  are  very  considerably  settled)  yet  our  assertion 
*  holds  good;  (viz.)  That  no  person  or  body  corporate,  can  be  deprived 
of  any  natural  or  acquired  right  without  forfeiture  or  v<Mttntary  surrender, 
neither  of  which  can  be  ju  etended  in  the  present  case:  Therefore,  they 
who  espouse  the  argument,  are  necessarily  driven  to  adopt  this  princi- 
ple: (vi**)  ^^^^  •"c  part  of  the  Colony  hath  a  right  to  curtail  or  deprive 
the  other  part  of  tlieir  natural  and  acquired  rights  and  piivileges,  even 
the  most  essential,  without  their  consent.  The  argument  is  so  absurd, 
that  we  shall  only  say,  that  they  who  advance  such  doctrines,  anri  main- 
tain them,  are  rank  Tories,  in  the  modern  sense  of  the  phrase.  If  this 
principle  must  take  place,  we  had  better  lay  down  our  arms,  and  spend 
no  more  precious  blood  and  treasure  in  the  contest;  for  it  is  onlv  de- 
stroying with  one  hand,  and  setting  u|)  the  same  thing  or  that  which  ie 
worse  with  the  other;  they  who  will  tamely  submit  to  such  a  govern- 
ment as  this,  deserve  not  a  cohabitation,  amongst  a  free  people.  Be- 
sides, if  there  is  any  reason,  why  one  town  should  have  a  greater  share

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of  rupiu'sciiiatioti  lhan  another,  it  must  be  done  by  enlarging  their  priV" 
ilcges,  and  not  by  curtailing  the  others. 

AVe  proceed  2dly,  to  take  notiec  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Assembly, 
which  we  think  will  serve  much  to  the  removing  the  objectinn.  1.  Ob- 
serve, that  the  precepts  issued  out  for  calling  said  Assembly  directed 
the  people  to  elect  Representatives  to  sit  in  Congress,  with  power,  if 
tliouixlit  advisabh'.  to  form  ihi-mselvcs  into  a  House  of  Representatives 
for  said  Colony;  and  the  tirststep  after  they  had  thus  formed  themselves, 
was  to  elect,  principally  if  not  wholly,  A*om  amoflg  themselTes,  a  certain 
number,  called  a  Council,  thus  dividing  the  representative  body  into 
two  parts,  assuming  the  title  of  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Colony, 
Ac.'— How  such  a  plan  of  formation  came  tirst  into  consideration,  we 
leave  for  othern  to  judge:  For  our  part  we  think,  that  if  it  was  neces- 
sary for  part  of  the  representative  body  to  be  set  apart  in  that  capacity, 
il  w.i.s  iiioi  e  necessary  that  they  should  have,  in  the  tirst  place,  appointed 
some  person,  whom  they  might  have  had  to  counsel  and  advise.  We 
can  hardly  think,  that  ai  the  limi'  of  lln  ir  election,  the  invention  of 
their  constituents  su  Iruiltul,  or  that  they  were  by  them  thus  instructed. 
Perhaps  they  might  think  they  were  imitating  a  neighbouring  Colony,, 
but  the  case  is  very  different,  as  the  ollu  r  irovcrnment  acted  by  andent 
practices  and  charters;  but  this  was  by  mere  institution. 

It  appears  by  their  publications,  that  the  next  principal  step 
was  to  settle  the  plan  of  representation  for  the  future.  Whereby  they 
established  their  new  mode  of  government;  and  for  this  purpose  direct 
the  people  in  the  colony,  in  some  future  time,  to  elect  twelve  persons  in 
the  Colony  to  be  a  Council,  (viz.)  Five  in  the  county  of  Rockingham; 
two  in  the  county  of  Hillsborough;  two  in  the  county  of  Stratford;  two 
in  the  couuty  of  Cheshire:  and  one  in  the  county  of  Gralton:  And  as  to 
the  representative  body,  that  is  to  be  elected  in  such  a  way  and  manner, 
as  the  present  Asscmlily  shall  sec  eausc  to  direct.    This  precedent  to 


f governments  where  the  people  elect  their  Council,  they  chuse  them  at 
arge,  without  restrictions  to  any  jiartieulnr  part  of  the  Colony.  It  is 
true,  there  is  a  practice  in  the  MassaehusetLs-Bay,  which  at  first  view 
seems  to  be  somewhat  similar,  but  essentially  different;  which  is  this, 
thai  upon  their  receiving  their  latest  charter,  there  was  a  union  of  two 
anticnt  governments;  in  settling  ot  which  it  was  stipulated  between 
them,  that  there  should  be  such  a  number  of  counsellors  in  one,  and 
BUchA  number  in  the  other,  and  such  a  number  at  large;  which  in  no 
way  resembles  the  present  case:  And  we  might  with  as  much  propriety 
limit  the  Council  to  particular  towns  as  counties. 

2dly.  We  are  at  a  loss  by  the  modling  of  this  Council,  what  they 
would  be  aiming  at.  At  first  view  we  should  conjecture,  that  they  in- 
tended to  arrange  them  in  such  a  manuer,  (according  to  their  plan  of 
representation)  as  equally  to  represent  the  people  in  the  Colony;  but 
when  we  observe  the  title  they  have  given  them,  it  appears  this  cannot 
be  their  intention:  for  by  il  they  not  only  exclude  them  from  tlie  repre- 
sentative body,  but  even  the  Assembly  itself— stiling  them  when  acting 
in  conjunction  with  the  Representatives,  The  Council  and  Atsembiy 
the  Colony,  &c.  But  we  shall  leave  that  matter  for  their  future  explana- 
tion, and  only  add,  that  if  they  are  not  part  of  the  Assembly,  they 
onght  not  to  have  a  political  bein^  in  the  Colony. 

2dhj.  It  is  alarming,  in  that  it  appears  from  the  whole  face  «)f  the 
tiling,  that  monopolizing  and  aggrandisement  are  the  principal  objects 
in  VMW;  and  that  this  new  mode  of  government  Is  a  little  horn,  growing 


us,  not  only 
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up  in  the  place  where  the  other  was  broken  off;  for  by  this  plan,  the 
maiority  of  the  Council  are  to  be  chosen  out  of  a  part  of  the  Colony  ; 
perhaps  not  more  than  one  fourlli  part  of  the  extension  of  inhabited 
territory  in  the  Colony:  And  as  Che  same  power  that  formed  the  Coun- 
cil are  to  regulate  the  representative  body,  we  may  depend  upon  it  that 
their  conduct  will  be  all  of  a  piece  so  as  to  supi;K>rt  their  new  lormed 
and  insiiluted  body;  as  they  have  reserved  to  themselves  the  power  of 
regulating  this  matter,  as  their  wisdom  and  sovereign  pleasure  shall 
dictate.  If  they  meant  to  establish  a  plan  for  future  reprc^icntaiion, 
why  was  it  not  put  on  tome  equal  footing  or  rule,  whereby  the  people 
might  be  able  to  judge  of  its  jiropricty,  and  know  \s  lu  ii  tlu  y  acted  upon 
it  or  not  V    But  as  the  case  now  is,  it  any  town  or  number  of  towns  are 
neglected,  or  deprived  of  having  a  llepresentalive,  the  only  remedy  is 
to  go  witli  a  petition  or  complaint  to  the  new  erected  house,  praying 
for  redress.  &c.    And  what  may  be  expected  for  answer?  If  it  is  ratioiud 
it  will  be  this  only:  that  it  was  not  the  sovereign  pleasure  of  the  furuier 
Assembly  that  yc)U  should  be  represented;  which  will  be  a  full  answer. 
Pra}'  where  is  the  ditlt  r(  i!(  (>  l>etween  this  establishment  and  the  former 
one,  so  much  compiamed  ot,  except  that  the  Governor  had  the  power  in 
the  former,  and  a  number  of  persons  in  the  tatter.  Much  more  might 
be  offered,  to  obviate  the  objection,  but  we  think  what  is  said  already 
is  sufficient:   And  shall  now  proceed  to  some  others.   2dly.  It  is  ob- 
jected by  some,  that  a  large  and  ftill  representation  will  be  more  expen- 
sive, and  a  small  number  can  do  the  business  sufRciently. — To  which 
we  answer — by  the  same  parity  of  reasoning  we  m.ay  say,  that  one  man 
is  sulticient  to  do  the  business,  which  will  make  a  greater  saving  still, 
and  s<i  pill  out  our  own  eyes,  and  trust  toothers  to  lead  us.    But  re- 
member, he  that  gave  up  his  birthright  for  a  small  mess  of  jiottriire.  had 
his  fate  into  the  bargain,  that  his  brother  should  rule  over  him. — VV^e 
believe  this  objection  arise.«i  principally  for  want  of  a  just  estimate  of  so 
invaluable  a  privilege — the  other  Colonies  have  thought  it  necessary, 
and  actually  made  it  a  precedent,  that  every  incorporated  town,  or  dis- 
trict, should  be  represented  by  one  member  at  least,  and  generally  two. 
And  it  may  be  observed,  almost  universally,  that  where  there  is  a  lull 
representation,  the  people  chearfuUy  submit  to  whatever  is  done:  But 
especially,  in  laying  the  foundation  of  Government,  and  establishing  a 
constitution.    Wt  think  it  of  the  utmost  inipt)riance,  tliat  every  inhab- 
ited town  have  the  liberty,  if  Ihey  please,  of  electing  one  member,  at 
least,  to  make  up  the  legislative  body — As  it  may  be  much  questioned,  if 
any  one  distinct  corporate  body  be  neglected,  or  deprived  ot  actual  rep- 
resentation, whether,  in  that  case,  they  are  any  ways  bound,  or  included 
by  what  the  others  may  do:  Certainly,  if  they  are  considered  in  a  state 
of  nature,  they  are  not:  No,  not  even  an  individual  person.   But  sup- 
pose it  slioulil  be  thought  jirudent  at  any  time,  ])y  the  legislative  body, 
to  restrict,  or  lessen  the  number  of  reuresentalives  ;  it  is  absolutely 
nftceaaary  that  the  whole  should  \m  aetiTe  in  the  matter;  in  order  to 
surrender  their  privileges  in  this  case,  aa  they  cannot  be  curtailed 
without. 

'Sdly.  It  will  be  objected  perhaps  by  njany,  that  to  contend  about  thi.s 
matter  at  the  present  time,  will  iiave  a  tendency  to  stir  up  division  and 
contentions  amongst  the  people,  which  would  be  fatal  to  the  common 
cause,  which  so  much  depends  upon  our  union,  &c.  This  objection,  at 
first  view,  appears  important:  But  upon  examination  will  vanish.  We 
readily  agree,  that  it  is  a  thousand  pities,  that  when  we  are  engaged  in 
a  bloody  contest,  merely  to  oppose  arbitrary  power  without  us,  we 
should  nave  occaaion  to  contend  against  the  same  within  ourselves:  es- 
pecially by  those  who  pretend  to  be  friends  of  liberty.— We  imagine  that 
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tliis  objection  arises  for  wdut  of  due  consideration.  We  are  much  oiis- 
Laken  in  our  views,  if  we  are  not  proposing  that,  and  that  only,  which 
will  prevent  contentions,  and  divisions  tabling  place  amongst  us:  And 
that  which  will  have  the  most  happy  V-fTcct  to  unite  ua  in  indi.ssoluble 
bonds  of  union  and  friendship.  Certainly,  if  the  observations,  we  have 
made,  are  just,  ihc  objections  must  cease  in  the  mind  of  every  reasona- 
ble person;  for  if  we  consider,  that  the  great  object  wo  have  in  view, 
for  which  the  present  unnatural  war  is  pursued  between  Britain  and  us, 
principally  consists  in  this,  that  there  cannot  be  any  legislation  or  taxa- 
tion without  representation:  Or  in  more  exjdicit  terras,  That  no  person 
is,  or  ouf?ht  to  be  subject  to  a  law,  which  he  had  no  hand  in  making; 
or  to  which  he  hath  not  given  his  consent;  or  that  his  property  cannot 
be  talcen  from  him,  but  by  his  voluntarily  giving  it.— Now  if  the  case 
under  consideratinn  be  similar,  (wliidi  wo  think  very  plainly  appears) 
are  we  not  uursuing  the  same  general  cause  ?  the  only  diU'erenee  is,  we 
are  contenaing  against  the  same  enemy  within,  that  is  also  without: 
And  certainly,  if  arbitrary  p  )\vt  r  without  us,  ought  to  be  rewarded  with 
vengeance,  that  within  ought  to  have  seven-fold.  Therefore,  wo  are 
persuaded  that  every  one  who  is  a  true  frietid  to  the  liberties  of  man- 
kind, and  has  any  sense  of  his  own  or  posterity's  good,  will  think,  that 
the  cause  well  deserves  a  serious  consideration,  and  speedy  remedy. 

If  there  were  no  steps  taken  towards  settling  a  foundation  of  govern- 
ment in  the  Colony,  we  might  more  easily  be  excused  at  so  difficult  a 
time,  as  the  present  is  :  But  to  our  surprise  we  find  the  plan  already 
laid,  and  confirmed,  as  to  the  most  essential  part — by  the  present  pre- 
tended Assembly. 

Athly.  Pkuiiaps  it  will  be  said  by  some,  that  the  proper  remedy  in  this 
case  would  be  by  petition  and  remonstrance  to  said  Assembly  tor  relief 
&c.  To  this  we  can  say,  that  it  was  early  done  by  several  towns  in  the 
Colony;  but  to  no  purpose;  as  the  petitions  were  rejected,  and  in  a 
manner  treated  with  contempt.  Besidi-s,  if  the}'  represent  but  part  of 
the  Colony,  and  are  not  legally  coustiiuied,  it  is  absurd  to  petition  them 
as  a  legal  body,  to  grant  relief,  especially,  if  in  doing  it  they  would  de- 
stroy their  own  political  being.  The  true  state  of  the  case  is,  that  we 
have  no  legal  power  subsisting  in  the  Colony,  for  the  purposes,  for 
which  it  is  now  necessary  there  should  be  :  It  is  still  in  the  hands  of 
the  people,  to  whom  we  address  ourselves;  and  whom  we  call  upon,  to 
exercise  the  rights  and  privileges  they  have  to  erect  a  supreme  legisla- 
tive Court  for  the  Colony,  in  order  to  lay  a  foundation  and  plan  of  gov- 
ernment in  tliis  critical  juncture  of  afl'airs:  And  that  we  ne  longer  re- 
main, as  in  a  state  of  nature  or  anarchy;  without  law  or  o:overnment. 
Now  is  the  time,  when  we  may  not  only  act  for  ourselves,  and  posterity, 
freely,  and  without  controul— but  we  are  called  upon  to  do  it;  and  if  this 
opportunity  be  lost,  we  shall  not  have  it  renewed  again,  although  we 
may  seek  it  carefully  with  tears,  when  it  is  too  late.  The  time  has  been, 
when  we  have  petitioned  and  prayed  to  others,  for  this  privilege,  but  to 
no  purpose:  And  de[)cnd  upon  it,  if  wp  slcv.p  on  a  little  longe  r,  we  shall 
awake  up  under  like  circumstances.  As  for  ourselves,  we  are  deter- 
mined not  to  spend  our  blood  and  treasure,  in  defending  against  the 
chains  and  fetters,  tliat  are  for<;ed  and  prepared  for  us  abroad,  in  order 
to  purchase  some  of  the  like  kind  of  our  own  manufacturing. — But  mean 
to  hold  them  alike  detestable.  Therefore,  Brethren,  we  refer  the  case, 
with  what  we  have  offered  upon  it,  to  your  candid  perusal— desiring,  the 
same  may  conduce  to  the  general  good  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Colony; 
which  is  the  only  motive  exciting  \is  hereto.  And  will  only  add  tliat 
though  we  have  no  desire  to  dictate  in  the  matter,  yet  as  it  is  necessary 
some  method  be  proposed  by  which  the  sentiments  of  diflBsrent  towns 
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may  be  known  to  each  other^  relative  hereto;  it  is  our  desire  in  case  any 

town,  or  numbci-  of  towns,  concur  with  us  in  snntimonts  as  herein  ex- 
pressed; that  they  will  couimunicate  the  same  by  letters  directed  to 
Bbzalbbl  Woodward,  Esq  ;  uf  Hanover,  Clerk  of  the  TTnited-Com- 
mittees,  by  whom  the  foregoing  address  is  published;  that  wo  inny  he. 
able  to  correspond  on  the  subject;  and  that  some  measure  may  be  pur- 
soed  whereby  our  invaluable  privileges  may  be  secured.

Fbdsnds  ani>  Fellow  Citizens. 

My  acquaintance  with  Your  Political  State  and  circumstances,  and  of 
the  difficulties  attending  You,  induces  me  to  proscnt  You  witli  the  fol- 
lowing Remarks  and  Observations,  which,  according  to  my  apprehen- 
sion, may  serve  in  some  measure  to  point  out  the  way  for  a  removal  of 
them:  And  as  my  only  dissign  is  to  promote  the  Public  Good,  if  it 
should  have  that  ettect,  it  will  much  more  than  compensate  Your  real 
Friend  for  his  little  pains. — You  will  observe,  I  have  proposed  to  con- 
siil(  r  the  Right  of  Jurisdiction  claiiiiod  over  You  by  the  States  of  Neic- 
lork  anri  New-Hampskire.— In  prosecuting  which  I  shall  begin  with 
Ihe  Origiii  of  that  Jurisdiction,  and  pursue  It  down  to  the  present  time. 

Shall  therefore  begin  by  inking  notice  "  that  King  James  the  First, 
by  his  Patent,  dated  November  3^  1620,  incorporated  the  Duke  of

'This  Great  Couik  il  rsiablinhed  at  Plymouth  as  aforesaid  soon  granted 
all  the  Ifiiuls  ctntained  in  llirir  said  Grant  (as  they  supposed)  to  the 
Several  Aeir-Ku(jland  Colonies,  and  re.sisined  their  Grant  into  the  King's 
hands;  and  among  the  several  grants  they  made,  they  granted  to  the  an- 
cestors of  I''  })ert  A[aso7i.  Esq;  his  heirs.  &c.  a  trnct  of  land  about  twen- 
tv-tour  niiU;>^  on  the  sea  shore,  extending  back  info  the  Country  about 
s^xty  miles,  commonly  called  New-Hampshire;  which  lands  on  the  east- 
t<'r1y  p;iit  of  them  next  to  the  sea  sckhi  Ih't.'an  to  settle,  bui  .veie  uitu  h 
iirevcuted  by  the  Indian  vvnrs,  and  the  settlers  were  under  no  regular 
form  of  Government,  except  that  the  MaisaehuieUa-Bay  in  some  meas- 
ure exercised  Jurisdiction  overthem.

IS  tliis  tnrtlii  ]-  clause,  viz.  An  !  if  a]i|)earing  unto  Us  that  the  ances- 
tors ot  liobirt  Mason^  £sq;  ol'iained  Grants  from  our  Great  Council 
of  Plymouth  for  the  tract  of  land  aforesaid,  and  were  at  great  ezpence 

u)Min  the  same.'"  \c.  Whereb\'  it  a]ip(>ar.s  that  said  province  of  A^eto- 

Hampshire  at<  it  was  then  bouuded,  and  the  grant  to  the  said  Mason 
was  one  and  the  same  tract  of  land;  under  which  form  of  Government 
said  province  of  New-Ilaiujishire  continued  until  a  commis.sion  was 
granted  to  Ihnnintf  Wentirarth.  Esq;  enlargintr  the  extent  of  said  prov- 
ince by  including  all  the  lands  in  sa'd  (irants  on  both  slides  of  (^onnccti- 
Cwi-River.  with  power  of  granting  them  in  ihe  name  of  the  King;  and 
also  right  of  Jurisdiction  over  the  whole;  whicli  Governor  Wentworth 
granted  great  part  of  those  lands  included  in  said  Grant  previous  to  the 
sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  Gtorge  the  third,  when  his  said  commission 
was  revoked,  and  a  commission  granterl  \n  Jnhn  Wenttoorih^  Esq;  to 
preside  Governor  over  the  same  extent  ot  Territory;  who  continued  in 
nis  seat  of  government  until  the  commencement  of  the  present  war,  and 
then  left  it  vacant.— These  conmiissions  are  all  the  Grants  that  were 
ever  made  or  given  to  said  province  of  New-Uampshire  relative  to  their 
Civil  (Jovernment;  and  were  held  subject  to  alteration  or  revocation  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Crown;  And  the  said  John  Wentworth  while  he 
presided  Governor  as  aforesaid  granted  the  remainder  of  the  lands  on 
said  Giants;  and  in  ciinsetjueuce  thereof  the  Grantees  have  entered  up- 
on them  nnd  cultivated  and  improved  them,  extending  from  said  former 
piovince  i!  Xfir-lldmpshire.  or  said  Mnson^s  westerly  line  we^lwnrd  to 
Lake- (Jkauij) lain  or  thereabouts;  southerly  to  the  north  line  uf  the  Mas- 
aax^uHttM'Bay;  northerly  to  the  Canado  Umt,  and  easterly  to  the  prov- 
ince of  Main, 
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TiiKSE  Grants  remained  under  the  Government  of  New- Hampshire 
until  about  the  year  1764;  when  a  determinatit)n  of  the  J^ords  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  Plantntious  was  obtiiincd  by  tho  province  of  New- 
York,  that  the  .IiirisdictioQ  of  the  Grants  west  of  ConnecticuP'Miver 
should  be  under  Xew-York;  ;\t  the  same  time  confirming  and  approving 
those  Grants  by  Governor  iVentworth  as  aforesaid. 

In  this  situation  the  Government  on  those  Grants  continued  until  the 
commencement  of  the  present  war;  sinee  whicli  the  several  Conven- 
tions and  Assemblies  of  the  ^tate  ot  Mew  York  claim  Jurisdiction  over 
those  Grants  west  of  ConneeUcut-Biver,  and  the  Conventions  and  Assem- 
blies  of  the  State  of  Neio-Hampshire  claim  Jui  ii^dlction  over  the  Grants 
east  of  said  River,  uutwilhslaudiug  the  refusals  to  submit  and  lepeated 

remoustrauces  against  said  claim.  In  order  therefore  to  examine  iha 

justice  of  them,  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  them  distinctly  and 
apart. 

And  First. — All  the  right  thai  ever  New  York  had.  eitjier  to  the  Soil 
or  Jurisdiction  of  those  Grants  west  of  Oonnecticut-Jiiver^  came  by  virtue 
of  the  Royal  Grant  to  the  Duke  of  Yoik:  this  is  the  only  basis  of  the 
extent  of  said  Province  or  Slate  of  New-York^  except  the  decree  of  the 
Board  aforesaid.  It  will  be  necessary  therefore  in  this  inquiry  to  recite 
part  of  said  Royal  Charter,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  bounds  and  limits 

Uiereof,  together  with  date,  i&c.  But  before  we  proceed  sliall  take 

notice  that  at  the  time  of  the  Grant  made  by  King  James  to  the  Council 
established  at  Ph/rnouth  as  aforesaid,  the  Dutch  am]  Sireeds  were  in 
pos.session  of  New  York^  Albany  and  part  of  the  Jeraies;  and  about  tiiat 
time  or  a  little  after  and  before  lft53  there  was  a  settlement  of  some 
French  at  a  place  called  St.  Croix  near  to  New-iScotland  (alia.s)  Nowxr 
iScotia  (and  a  few  families  of  Dutch  settled  at  Hartford  on  Connecticut- 
Kiver^  which  settlement  at  Hartford  was  evacuated  lung  before  the 
Grant  to  the  Duke  of  York,  and  all  pretensions  to  any  claim  on  Connee^ 
iicut-liiver  given  up.)  1  imw  proceed  to  observe  that  in  I6G4  (there 
beiug  a  war  between  the  English  and  Dutch)  King  CImrles  meditated 
sending  a  force  to  cause  the  Dutch  to  surrender  the  lands  by  them  pos- 
sessi-d  on  Hudson's  liiver,  and  on  tin-  12tli  of  March,  inr,t.  by  his  letters 
patent  "Gave  and  granted  to  his  Royal  Brother  James.  Duke  of  York 
all  tliat  part  of  the  main-land  in  NwhEmjland,  beginning  at  a  certain 
place  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  St.  Croix  next  adjoining  to  New- 
iScotland  in  America,  and  from  thence  extending  along  the  sea  coast 
unto  a  place  calied  reroiiiquie  or  IHemiquid  and  so  up  the  River  thereof 
to  the  turthermost  head  of  the  same  as  ittendeth  northward,  and  ex- 
tending from  thence  to  the  River  Kenebcque  and  njiward  by  the  short- 
est course  to  the  River  Canada  northward;  and  also  all  that  island  or 
islands  commonly  called  by  the  several  name  or  names  Matlawacki  or 
Long  Island,  situate,  lying,  and  being  toward  ilie  west  of  Cape-i'od  and 
the  NarragaMtUy  abutting  up  the  main  land  between  the  two  Rivers 
there  called  and  known  by  the  names  of  Oonntetitui  and  £t«bon*s-l}(ver, 
and  all  the  land  from  the  west  side  of  Coniucticnt- River,  to  the  east  side 

of  Delaware-Bay.  And  also  all  those  several  islands  called  or  known 

by  the  names  oX  Mariir^^s  Vineyard  and  Nantucks^  otherwise  called  JVon- 
tucket,  together  with  all  the  lands,  soils,  ishmds,  &c.  and  all  the  estate, 
right,  title,  interest,  benefit,  advantage,  claim  and  demand  of,  in,  or  to 

the  said  lands  and  premises,  or  any  pari  or  parsels  thereof"  'And  at 

tlie  same  time  gave  a  commission  to  Colonel  Richard  Nichols  to  dispos- 
sess the  Dutch  and  take  possession  thereof  in  behalf  of  his  Brother  the 
Dvkks  of  York^  which  was  accordingly  executed  in  the  mouth  of  August 
1604,  and  Colonel  Nichols  remaned  in  the  Duke'ft  Government  three 
years,  and  in^June  1670  the  Dutch  Government  was  again  revived  and

continued  until  1074  on  a  treaty  of  peace  signed  at  Westminster  in  Feb- 
ruary. Tlu'  English  Government  was  restored,  atid  on  tlie  29*'>  of  June 
1674  his  Koyal  iiighness  the  Dake  of  York  obtained  from  the  Kins  a 
new  Patent  of  the  same  lands  and  territories  in  tlie  same  words  with  ttie 

former  differing  only  in  iln'  date' 

Having  thus  far  recited  the  bounds  and  limits  of  the  Grant  to  the 
Dulce  of  York,  whibh  ts  d1  that  can  be  claimed  in  (kvor  of  the  present 

State  of  Xeu-York,  as  to  the  extent  of  their  Jurisdiction  as  being  paten- 
tees or  Assignees  to  the  Duke,  I  shall  now  proceed  to  consider  in  a  legal 
and  rational  point  of  light,  and  show  that  by  a  fair  construction  it  can- 
not be  supposed  to  include  those  Grants  or  any  part  of  them  west  of 
Connecticut- liiver. — Therefore,  in  the  first  place  take  notice  that  two 
thirds  or  more  of  the  lands  and  territories  literally  contained  in  the 
Duke'ift  Grant  were  so  obviously  absurd  (as  to  its  holding  them)  that  all 
pretensions  of  claim  to  thcni  have  been  laid  aside  from  the  beginning; 
and  scarcely  any  part  thereof  is  holdea  according  to  the  literal  and  ex- 
press words  of  the  Grant. — ^This  therefore  makes  it  necessary  to  inquire 
upon  what  principle  or  construction  they  <lo  or  can  liold? — I  answer  by 
the  reserve  made  in  the  Grant  of  King  James  to  the  Council  established 
at  Plymouth  as  before  recited,  viz.  **  All  lands,  &c.  in  the  possession  of 
WfMoihM'  Christian  Prince  or  State and  had  it  not  been  tor  this  pro- 
viso or  reserve  the  Duke  would  have  taken  nothing  by  bis  Grant:  For 
all  except  ih'\^  was  granted  to  the  Council  of  Plymouth,  and  hy  ihem  re- 
granted,  &c. — Therefore  the  fair  construction  ot  the  grant  must  be  that 
it  incliuies  all  the  lands  within  the  limits  of  Neio-Erujland  that  were  in 
tlie  possession  ot  some  Christian  Prince  or  iSt(ite  other  t/utn  the  King  of 
JSngland  at  the  time  of  granting  to  the  Council  of  Plymoiah  as  afore- 
.^^aid,  and  no  more.— Consonant  to  this  construction  has  been  the  prac- 
tice and  proceeding  of  all  parties  concerned  from  the  beginning:  To 
this  we  may  observe  that  the  subduing  the  Duieh  in  order  to  obtain  poe- 
session  for  the  Duke  was  as  early  and  even  coeval  with  the  Grant  itself. 
— Anfl  when  the  Dutch  had  revolted  from  under  the  English  government 
and  were  a  .second  lime  brought  under  subjection  the  Duke  applied  for 
a  second  Grant  of  the  same  land  which  plainly  shews  he  was  apprehen- 
sive that  his  first  Grant  was  lost  by  the  revolt  of  the  Dutch;  and  also 
that  the  lands  they  were  in  possession  of,  and  which  they  claimed,  were 
the  lands  and  territories  contained  in  his  Grant;  agreeable  to  this  have 
been  all  the  settlement  of  the  limits  and  boundarifis  of  this  Grant  by  the 
Duke,  his  Patentees,  or  Assignees  with  the  other  Colonies  adjoining  to 
to  them  from  first  to  last  —Also  the  bounds  and  extensions  of  this  Grant 
clearly  show  that  this  was  the  int(  nt  of  it. — For  observe,  the  Grant  ex- 
pressly extends  to  every  part  of  New-England  where  there  had  been  any 
settlement  of  any  foreign  nation,  though  ever  so  remote  from  the  main 
object,  wte.  New-York;  which  cannot  be  rationally  accounted  for  but 
upon  this  principle,  viz.  to  include  all  the  lands  that  were  reserved  as 
sroresaid.  Much  more  might  be  said  to  establish  this  construction  of 
the  Grant,  but  I  think  what  has  been  assigned  is  sufficient,  at  least  for 
my  present  purpose:  And  therefore  shall  only  observe,  that  if  this  con- 
struction be  true,  and  tliere  was  no  settlement  or  claim  of  the  Dutch  or 
any  other  Christian  Prince  or  State  other  than  the  B^gUsh  on  or  near 
Connecticut-River  at  the  time  of  grantinc:  to  the  Council  of  Plymouth  or 
the  Duke  of  York,  there  can  be  no  pretensions  of  extending  said  Grant 
to  Connecticut-Biver  or  any  part  thereof. 

I  SHALL  observe  once  more,  that  even  by  the  literal  expressions  in 
said  Grant  or  Patent  it  cannot  be  supposed  to  include  those  lands;  for 
the  only  clause  in  said  Grant  that  can  be  pretended  to  include  the  lauds 
ou  which  said  Grants  are  is  this,  vts.  **  And  all  the  land  ffom  the  went 
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side  of  CormwUcut-Iiiver  to  the  east  side  of  DeZatoare>£ay.''~ll'ow  all  the 

lands  that  may  be  fairly  said  to  lie  between  those  two  extremes  nvAx  be 
said  to  be  included  by  that  clause,  and  ihuse  lands  which  cannot  be  said 
to  lie  between  those  boundaries,  cannot  be  said  to  be  included,  although 
they  may  be  said  to  lie  west  of  Connecticut- Biv er :  For  observe  by  tTie 
expression  they  must  lie  east  of  Delaware-Bay  as  well  as  west  of  Con- 
nteUeut'River. — Therefore  for  trial's  sake  let  us  silbpose  a  line  drawn 
from  the  moutli  of  Connecticut-Hiver  to  the  east  siao  of  Delaware-Bay 
even  to  the  northern  extent  of  it. — This  I  believe  without  dispute  would 
leave  all  or  nearly  all  the  lauds  on  the  main  west  of  Connecticut-River  to 
the  north;  this  construction  therefore  won't  answer:  Then  let  us  sup- 
pose a  line  drawn  from  the  head  of  said  River  to  the  east  side  of  Dela- 
ware-Bay^ and  then  the  lands  on  those  Grants  will  still  lie  westward,  and 
not  be  included:  There  is  therefore  but  one  way  that  I  (!an  possibly 
think  of  that  will  comport  with  the  phrase  and  include  (he  lands  in 
question:  and  that  is  to  extend  Delaware-Bay  in  the  same  degiee  of  lon- 
gitude tlhat  it  is  now  in  as  fkr  north  as  the  head  of  ConnecHeut-Bivery 
and  then  all  the  lauds  west  of  Connecticut-Biver  and  east  rif  Delaware- 
Bay  would  be  included  by  that  clause  so  as  to  take  in  the  lands  on  the 
said  Grants;  such' a  construction  every  unbiassed  mind  will  reject — I 
shall  therefore  dismiss  this  point  relative  to  (he  right  of  jurisdiction 
merely  by  the  extent  of  said  Grant,  and  proc(H'd  to  tlie  consideration  of 
it  in  a  different  view:  For  whether  the  lands  on  those  Grunts  are  in- 
daded  in  the  Grant  to  the  Duke  of  JTorA;  or  not,  the  fee  of  them  has 
been  granted  by  the  Crown  to  the  present  Grantees  and  since  confirmed 
to  them; 'so  that  Jurisdiction  is  the  only  matter  in  dispute.    The  light 
in  which  I  shall  now  consider  this  right  is  relative  to  the  decree  of  the 
Lords  of  Trade  and  Plantauon  before  mentioned,  which,  I  suppose,  is 
the  greatest  right  that  can  be  urged  in'  favor  of  the  claim.   And  in  this 
point  of  light  Iconsider  all  the  grants  upon  equal  footing:  For  as  to  any 
connexions  by  grant  or  charter  cither  with  the  State  of  New-York  or 
New-Hampshire^  I  have  observed  there  is  none,  except  royal  commis- 
sions to  Governors  in  the  one  case,  and  a  decree  of  the  Lords  in  the 
otiier,  that  can  be  challenged  as  giving  them  a  right  to  exercise  Jurisdi<^• 
tion  in  this  case.    Let  us  therefore  consider  %vhat  the  nature  and  design 
of  these  commissions  to  exercise  Jurisdiction  over  particular  territories 
and  extent  of  lands  are. 

They  are  altogether  exparte,  without  the  privity,  knowledge,  or 
consent  of  the  People  governed;  for  they  never  know  by  whom  or  in 
what  manner  they  are  to  be  governed  until  the  commission  be  pub- 
lished. 

21^.   Th£Y  are  held  only  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Crown;  and  that  too 
by  being  liable  to  alteration  at  anv  time  as  the  Crown  shul  see  fit 

3*^.  It  is  an  express  command  to  ihe  subjects  to  submit  and  obey; 
this  is  all  the  People  can  claim  any  right  to:  In  short  it  amounts  to 
this;  do  you  A.  B.  or  C.  exercise  government  or  rule  over  my  subjects 
in  such  a  place  during  mv  pleasure  according  to  such  and  such  rules, 
and  such  others  as  I  ehall  give  you  from  time  to  time;  and  do  you  ray 
people  as  subjects  obey  according. — I  ask  in  this  case  what  act  or  choice 
the  people  have  in  this  jurisdiction  any  more  than  a  company  of  slaves 
have  in  a  plantation  under  the  government  of  one  driver  to-day  and  a 
new  one  to-morrow  ?  Those  who  think  this  is  pointed  too  high  are  de- 
sired to  read  either  of  those  Governor's  commissions  at  their  leisure. 

 Therefore  what  absurdity  is  it  to  urge  that  since  this  oppessive  arm 

of  power  is  broken,  and  the  oppressed  set  at  liberty  to  govern  theni- 
selves,  that  ^erefore  one  part  has  right  of  Jurisdiction  oxer  the  other 
part  merely  becanae  they  were  onoe  under  the  same  master  by  mear 
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compulsion;  th«t  this  Is  the  case  relative  to  the  People  on  these  Grants 

is  clear  and  iiKlisputahle,  for  tliis  jurisdiction  has  bct-n  clianiied  twice  if 
not  three  times  in  tlie  course  of  twelve  or  fourteen  years  without  the 
least  of  their  privity  or  consent.  Such  Jurisdictions  as  these  therefore 
never  bind  a  people  together  any  longer  than  the  force  that  first  com- 
pelled continues  over  tliom,  and  wlutu  that  peases  they  in  point  of  social 
compact  revert  to  a  state  of  nature.  Xo  part  in  this  case  can  claim 
right  of  jurisdiction  over  the  other  without  clatming  power  from  the 
same  fountain.  One  thins:  more  enters  into  the  consideration  of  this 
right  which  I  shall  take  notice  of  in  this  place;  and  that  is  the  local  sit- 
uation of  the  people  in  a  particular  state  or  Jurisdiction;  when  they  are 
8o  situated  that  tliey  cannot  attend  upon  the  matter  of  Government  that 
concern  them  with  any  tolerable  coavenieuce,  it  becomes  necessary  for  • 
an  alteration  of  the  extent  of  such  Jurisdiction.  Otherwise  the  design 
of  Govcrinnent  would  be  entirely  frustrated.  I  know  in  Governments 
when  tlie  people  had  little  or  nothinji  else  to  do  hut  to  obey  Royal  Man- 
dates, &c.  the  more  remote  they  were  from  the  seat  of  government  the 
better;  but  in  Republican  States  it  is  otherwise;  there  every  one  has 
more  or  less  to  do.  and  therefore  ought  to  be  so  situated  that  ne  can  act 
his  part,  otherwise  be  has  no  share  in  the  Government.  When  any  part 
of  a  State  is  so  situated  that  the  Inhabitants  cannot  attend  upon  the 
matter  of  Government  withiTi  the  State  with  any  tolerable  degree  of 
convenience,  this  ill  ellect  will  always  follow,  viz.  That  they  will  grow 
remiss  and  negligent,  and  thereby  expose  themselves  to  be  overreached 
and  oppressed  by  the  other  part. 

From  what  has  been  said  therefore  relative  to  the  right  claimed  by 
yew-York  snd  New-Hampshire  over  the  said  Grants  on  account  of  these 
Royal  Commissions  or  Impositions,  it  is  clear  and  plain  that  it  is  alto- 
gether founded  in  force  and  coftipulsive  power,  and  not  in  compact  and 
agreement,  which  power  upon  the  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the 
United  Staites  became  null  and  void,  and  therefore,  there  bein^  no  com- 
pact or  agreement  of  the  People  whereby  they  became  united  with 
either  of  those  SUites,  they  in  that  case  reverted  to  a  State  of  nature  as 
to  Government,  and  stand  entirely  unconnected  with  them.  This  being 
the  case,  necessity,  the  Providencr-  of  God.  your  own  interest  and  pru- 
dence call  upon  ^ou  to  put  yourselves  into  a'state  of  Government  either 
by  connecting  with  some  State  already  formed,  or  by  erecting  yourselves 
into  a  oew  and  distinct  State.  If  you  have  already  pursued  all  reasona- 
ble measures  tor  a  Union  with  some  other  State  to  no  effect,  or  your 
local  and  other  circumstances  are  such  as  render  it  extremely  difficult  if 
not  impracticable  to  be  united  with  any  State  already  lormed,  your  in- 
dispensibh'  duly  is  (o  form  yourselves  into  a  distinct  State,  and  that 
without  delay.  Tlie  conunon  cause  in  which  we  are  all  embarked,  your 
interest,  and  especiallv  that  of  the  orphan  and  widow,  and  your  morals 
suffer  1  V  the  delay.  —  Hut  doubtie.ss  there  will  be  objections  arising  iu 
the  miuils  ot  some  against  proceeding  at  this  time:  1  will  therefore  en- 
deavor to  mention  the  most  material  and  answer  them.  And 

It  will  bi'  r^V.ifcfed  that  yni  are  not  of  stlfficient  ability  to  sup- 
port and  maintain  GoverumenU-^To  this  I  would  only  say^you  are  much 
more  able  in  any  respect  than  any  of  the  United  States  were  when  they 
Urst  began  their  respective  Governments. 

On.JKCTiox  2'.  We  have  not  yet  fully  established  our  Independence; 
let  us  tinish  llial  uiatter  first,  and  then  see  about  erecting  new  States, 
&c. — To  this  I  would  answer,  Tin  only  way-to  vanquish  our  inveterate 
Enemy  and  support  our  Independence  is  first  to  regulate  and  settle  mat- 
ters at  home;  tor  while  things  remain  iu  coufubion  among  ourselves,  we 
may  esqpect  they  will  be  so  througlioat:  Hence  arlseth  uie  difficulty  of 
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raising  our  army,  equipine,  cloatliin;^'  them.  &c. — And  further  as  the 
United  Stntps  are  all  settled  and  sftllinj;  tiifir  filaiis  of  Govcrntnent,  for 
you  to  be  still  or  in  part  to  act  with  them  uatil  all  lhin<js  are  .settled, 
And  tlien  break  off  and  set  up  a  new  State  would  be  imposing  upon  and 
dealirjf;  dcceilfully  witli  iheni:  Besides  you  will  thereby  give  up  your 
Qatural  right  of  forming  into  a  State  of  Govcrumeut,  and  lie  at  the  will 
of  those  with  whom  you  have  acted,  whether  you  shall  have  the  liberty 
or  not.  Therefore  now  is  llie  time  cither  to  <j:i»  forward  and  net  on  the 
affair  or  give  up  all  preten^tious  ol  ever  doing  anything  about  it  hereaf- 
ter. In  addition  to  this  you  may  be  assured  that  whoever  lives  to  see 
matters  abroad  fully  settled  respecting  tlie  present  dispute  will  also  see 

greater  altercations  and  sharper  contests  about  our  internal  police  and 
omestic  affairs,  if  they  remain  unsettled  until  that  time,  than  we  have 
yet  seen,  or  men  and  things  will  be  much  altered  from  whatever  they 
nave  been. 

But  1  pass  to  another  Objection,  viz.  Tbat  there  is  no  supreme  power 
yet  erected  by  the  United  States  to  make  and  izrant  Jurisaiction  to  any 
new  State,  and  therefore  it  eaunot  now  b»'  done.— 1  answer  it  is  true 
there  is  no  such  power  vet  erected,  and  1  pray  God  there  never  may  be; 
for  should  there  oe  such  a  power  established,  these  Bepublican  States 
would  thereby  become  a  Monarchy. — It  will  be  asked  then,  why  was  it 
that  all  States  or  Bodies  Politic  heretofore  obtained  Juiisdictiim  from 
the  Crown  before  they  ])retended  to  exercise  Government  ?  And  if  nec- 
essary then  why  not  now  from  some  supreme  power?  The  reason  is  this, 
the  King  of  Great-Britain  was  Lord  of  the  fee,  and  Chief  Magistrate  of 
all  executive  power  throughout  his  domiuions;  therefore  all  Government 
was  exercised  in  his  nainc  and  by  his  authority.  This  will  therefore 
lead  us  to  inquire  from  whence  this  power  of  Jurisdiction  must  now 
arise  V  I  answer  from  the  People  who  are  to  be  the  subjects  of  this  Gov- 
ernment, the  true  and  Originiu  Source  of  all  Government,  there  is  noth- 
ing more  or  less  that  can  give  one  man  right  to  rule  and  exercise  Gov- 
ernment over  another  but  Itis  agreement  and  consent  thereto;  therefore 
all  that  is  necessary  to  ^ive  any  body  of  men  power  or  right  to  exercise 
Governmi  iit  in  miuI  over  thcinsflves,  is  their  mutual  comjiuctand  a^rt'e- 
meut  for  that  purpose. — When  this  is  done  they  have  all  the  power  they 
can  or  ever  will  have  from  any  true  source  or  fountain;  nay  they  are 
not  under  the  necessity  of  asking  liberty  of  any  other  power  thus  to 
confederate  together.  &c. — Neither  is  there  any  power  on  this  Continent 
(i^xcepl  Lord  or  General  Jiuwe)  tbat  will  pretend  either  to  give  leave  or 
foibid  in  this  case;  therefore  the  objection  is  of  no  force. — It  will  be 
asked  then  whether  upon  a  new  State  being  formed  on  this  Conliuent 
or  (we  will  say)  on  these  Grants,  they  liave  anything  to  do  with  the 
United  States  in  order  to  be  a  complete  State  for  Civil  Government?  I 
answer  as  to  (licir  internal  police  or  Civil  Government  simply  consid- 
ered they  have  not;  but  in  a  relative  sense  they  have;  and  in  this  way, 
when  they  once  become  a  distinct  State  or  Body  Politic  then  they  are  a 
propt  r  member  or  body  to  be  treated  with  and  received  into  Union  and 
Confederation  with  this  great  and  Aggregate  Body,  and  not  before:  In 
this  way  only  can  they  become  ono  of  the  United  States,  viz.  by  the  Uni- 
ted States  agreeing  to  receive,  and  the  particular  .State  agreeing  to  unite 
with  and  submit  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  A'jtjregate  Body. 
Thereby  they  become  a  proper  subject  of  its  controul  and  Government. 
—Thus  you  may  plainly  see  that  all  Government  from  the  highest  to  the 
lowest  is  founded  iti  ccmipact.  But  melhinks  these  observations  will 
produce  thecuriositv  to  know  in  what  point  of  light  this  particular  .State 
would  be  constdereo,  when  fonned  and  presented  to  the  United  States 
for  aoceptance,  should  it  then  be  r<^ected  ?  I  answer  the  United  States 
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would  treat  them  as  a  iicin^hhnr  jiccording  to  their  brliavior:  For  al- 
though they  should  not  receive  them  thej  cauaot  in  juslice  aunihilate 
them,  because  they  having  never  been  connected  with  them,  are  not 
under  their  power  or  controul.  Therefore  if  they  behave  as  an  honest 
Neighbor  they  will  treat  them  accordingly,  but  if"  their  conduct  should 
be  inimical  to  the  United  States  they  will  be  treated  as  eneiuieh.  This 
doubtless  would  be  the  case. 

Thus,  Gentlcmon.  in  a  l»riof  manner  I  have  endeavored  to  point  out 
3'our  political  situation  and  circumsUmces,  and  your  duty  relative  there- 
to. I  shall  therefore  close  with  a  word  of  advice;  and  that  is,  if  you 
should  think  it  expedient  upon  what  has  been  observed  to  proceed  in 
forming  a  distinct  State,  by  all  means  be  unanimous  and  consider  your- 
selves on  these  Grants  as  being  all  on  the  same  foundation.  Act  to- 
gf'lher  as  one  collective  body  so  situated  by  tlie  Providence  of  God,  as 
clearly  point  out  the  necessity  and  convenience  of  your  being  united  in 
a  distinct  State.— Therefore  divisions  among  yourselves  either  by  rivers, 
mountains  or  the  like  may  prove  fatal;  especially  in  respect  to  your  ac- 
cej)tance  and  approbation  by  the  United  States,  &c.  Much  will  depend 
on  your  joint  nud  unanimous  proceedings;  I  therefore  submit  the  whole 
to  your  candid  perusal:

POSTSCRIPT. 

Containing  Observations  wrote  since  tlie  Publication  of  the  Articlks 

of  CONFKDERATION  of  the  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

Since  my  finishing  the  foregoing  I  have  had  opportutjily  to  j)eruse 
the  proposed  Articles  of  Confederation  of  the  United  States,  and  think 
it  necessary  to  make  some  Observations  on  the  second  and  ninth  arti- 
cles, which  I  conceive  are  of  importance  to  consider,  espocialh'  as  to 
the  proper  time  for  your  Uniting  and  forming  into  a  distinct  State,  &c. 
—You  will  take  notice  that  by  Uie  second  article  *^  Each  State  is  to  re- 
tain its  sovereignty,  freedom,  and  independence,  and  every  power,  juris- 
diction, and  right  which  is  not  by  the  Confederation  expressly  delegated 
to  tibe  United  States  in  Congress  assembled.** 

You  will  observe  also  that  in  the  ninth  article  provision  is  made  for 
the  hearing  and  determining  matters  of  dispute  between  any  two  or 
more  States  relative  to  Jurisdiction,  boundary,  or  any  other  matter  what- 
ever; but  no  provirioil  for  Congress  to  hear  or  determine  anymatter  of 
dispute  between  one  part  of  a  State  and  the  other;  but  are  prevented  by 
the  second  article. — Neither  is  there  any  provision  for  Congress  to  inter- 
pose relative  tc  dividing  any  State  or  States,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
a  new  State  or  Jurisdiction,  or  of  transferring  any  part  of  one  to  the 
Jurisdiction  of  anotlier.  &c.  This  matter  is  left  to  each  particular  State 
to  determine  as  tlu  y  shall  think  proper:  This  is  agreeable  to  what  I 
before  observed,  that  as  to  erecting  particular  States  or  Jurisdictions 
the  United  States  in  Congress  had  nothing  to  do,  neither  wbuld  they 
.ntermeddle  in  those  matters. — Therefore  all  the  particular  States  as  to 
their  Powers,  Jurisdictions,  and  Bights  as  they  are  or  will  be  when  the 
Confederation  takes  place  and  Government  is  settled  in  the  respective 
States  will  be  unalterably  established  and  uiusl  so  remain  as  long  as  the 
Confederation  lasts,  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  alter  themselves,  the 
probability  of  which  I  leave  every  one  to  judge  who  knows  that  men 
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and  bodies  of  men  are  governed  by  self-interest. — This  I  think  a  suffi- 
cient answer  to  those  who  are  for  ))utting  ofi"  the  affair  until  all  public 
matters  arc  settled,  and  then  enter  upon  making  new  States,  &c.  They 
in  that  case  will  be  told  it  is  now  too  late;  this  consideratioa  therefore 
will  make  it  necessary  to  enquire  more  particularly  what  steps  are  pru- 
dent to  be  taken  by  the  Inhabitants  livinj;  on  the  Grants  east  of  (^)i- 
neeficlf^■12»ver,  especinlly  as  we  fiud  the  present  assembly  of  NeW'Hamp' 
shire  "■have  direc  ted  the  several  towns  nnd  di-tricts  if  they  see  fit  to 
instruct  their  Bepresentatives  at  their  next  sessions  to  call  an  Assembly 
by  a  ftill  and  free  election  to  convene  t<^ether  fbr  the  sole  purpose  of 
establishin<^  a  ]ii  rnmnont  plan  of  Government  for  the  State."  and  there- 
fore many  will  say  perhaps  such  a  plan  will  be  settled  as  will  ^ive  satis- 
faction to  all  parties  concerned:  And  further  that  it  is  our  indi8pensii)le 
duty  to  assist  in  forming  this  plan  in  order  if  possible  to  have  it  so  done 
that  we  may  be  satisfied,  but  if  after  all  we  cannot  obtain  such  a  plan  as 
appears  to  us  just  and  equitable  we  will  not  connect  with  them  but  seek 
after  connections  somewhere  else. — But  let  me  tell  you  my  friends  that 
whatever  town  or  district  undertakes  to  act  in  forming  a  plan  of  Govern- 
ment for  the  State,  when  once  the  plan  is  formed  and  settled,  be  it  what 
it  will,  like  or  not  like  it,  they  are  as  eriTectuallj  bound  by  it  as  if  they 
had  made  it  altogether  themselves:  for  you  cannot  act  in  the  least  with- 
out first  uniting,  and  when  once  uuited,  whatever  that  i^ody  does  will 
be  considered  as  your  act  as  much  as  theirs. — ^Therefore  if  you  consider 
yourselves  now  unconnected,  and  that  it  is  jour  duty  and  interest  to 
seek  after  connection  with  them,  and  still  retain  liberty  in  your  own 
bands  until  such  time  as  you  can  agree  to  unite,  the  only  proper  way  is, 
to  propose  such  terms  as  you  ntc  willing  to  unite  upon,  and  if  agreed  to 
then  a  union  may  properly  take  place;  but  if  not  agreed  to,  then  you 
are  at  liberty  to  act  otherwise  as  you  think  proper.  Therefore  every  one 
may  know  for  certain  it  he  once  begins  to  act  in  this  affair  he  must  abide 
the  consequences,  for  haviiiy  put  his  hand  to  the  plough  he  can't  look  back. 
— I  urge  this  the  more  not  to  dissuade  those  who  think  it  their  duty  and 
interest  to  seek  after  connection,  but  that  they  may  act  with  their  eyes 
open,  ajid  not  dabble  in  those  matters,  and  afterwards  complain  that 
they  are  unjustly  dealt  with;  therefore  all  such  as  are  wUling  to  join 
with  said  State  in  forming  a  plan  of  Government,  and  ran  the  venture  of 
obtaining  such  an  one  as  may  be  agreeable,  let  them  join,  they  have  a 
right  so  to  do. — lJut  those  that  are  not.  if  they  intend  to  keep  their 
bauds  at  liberty  hy  no  means  ought  to  meddle  in  the  least. — And  as 
tbins^  seem  to  be  ripening  fast  to  a  settlement  relative  to  governmental 
affidrs  whatever  ought  to  be  done  ought  not  to  be  delayed.

The  occasion  of  my  addressing  you  at  this  Time,  is  the  sight  of  a  very 
insiguificaut  Pamphlet,  the  other  Day  throwu  iu  my  way,  intitied  Ob-

I  should  not  think  this  performance  worthy  of  the  least  Kotice,  but 

that  I  am  certainly  informed,  that  it  is  circulated  up  your  way,  on  both 
sides  of  the  Biver,  and  is  much  relied  upon,  and  has  a  great  effect  in 
misieadingf  the  lets  knowing  and  judicious,  and  betraying  theui  into 
dangerous  errors,  both  in  Judgment  and  Practice,  destructive  of  the 

Public  Welfare. 

Were  we  to  judge  ol  the  Auliior's  design  by  his  luiroductiou,  and 
indeed,  by  the  bulk  of  his  performance,  we  should  suppose  that  (however 

vague  and  inetTectual  it  is  to  any  such  purpose)  he  proposed  to  offer 
something  of  use  for  vour  direction  and  assistance,  in  your  endeavors  to 
extricate  yourselves  from  the  many  Troubles  and  perplexitfes  you  have, 
for  a  number  of  years,  bf-en  onibarrasscd  with,  in  consequence  of  your 
subjugation  to  the  Government  of  New  York.  But  by  some  scattered 
Hints  through  the  whole,  and,  especially  the  last  page  of  his  Postscript, 
I  am  led  to  judcjc  lliat  the  author's  principal  view,  was  to  pave  the  way, 
and  facilitate  the  introduction  of  a  number  of  Towns  on  the  east  side  of 
the  River  Connecticut  into  your  new  forming  State. 

My  design  is,  to  offer  some  things  to  your  consideration,  which,  if 
they  shall  appear  of  equal  weight  to  you,  as  thev  do  to  me,  I  imagine 
you  will  judge  thorn  sufficient  reasons  to  bar  such  a  coalition.  The  au- 
thor's labored  pretense  to  trace  the  two  Pir»viiici  s  of  New  York  and 
New  Hampshire  from  tlieir  origin,  which  take  up  so  much  room  in  his 
performance,  serves  no  other  end  that  I  can  porreive,  than  to  show  his 
own  gross  ignorance  in  those  matters;  for,  w  Iiaicver  title  the  Duk(  of 
Tork  had,  either  with  respect  to  soil  orjurisdiction,  in  any  part  of 
America,  either  as  a  Patentee  under  his  Kroiher,  or  afterwards  in  his 
own  Right,  as  King,  he  soon  lost  it  all,  together  with  his  Crown,  by  his 
misrule;  and  New  York,  ever  since  the  Revolution,'  (be  iis  huuiuls 
where  they  may)  has  been  considered  as  a  Royal  Goveinmeiii  in  con- 
tradistinction from  the  Charter  and  Proprietary  Governments. 

No  less  TiinornnI  does  he  seem  to  be.  with  respect  to  the  origin  of 
New  Hanipsliire,  whicii,  as  lar  as  renpecls  Jurisdiction,  was,  from  the 
beginning,  a  Royal  Government;  Capt.  .John  Mason,  by  several  Grants 
from  the  Council  ot  Plvniouth,  luul  all  the  laud  assigned  hiin,  between 
Salem  River  and  Piscalaqua  River,  and  sixty  miles  up  into  Land;  to 
which  he  gnve  the  name  of  New  Hampshire,  but  it  was  not  iu  (he  |K>wer 
of  tliat  Council  to  2;ive  him  Jurisdiction  over  an  Inch,  80  that,  his  dis- 
tinction between  Mason's  New  Hampshire  and  the  King's  New  Ilamp- 
shire,  is  the  most  idle  whim  that  ever  entered  into  the  Head  of  an  en- 
thusiast in  Politicks. 

No  less  ignorant  does  he  seem  to  be  of  tlu-  English  Constitution  and 
mode  of  expression,  where  he  speaks  <jf  a  Decree  of  the  Board  ol 
Trade,"  as  tiu-  foundation  of  your  subjugation  to  the  Government  of 
New  York,  llu-  Board  of  Trade  nass  no  decrees  in  such  case-s.  but  act 
as  a  sort  ol  Committee,  who  are  to  enquire  into  ail  circumstances  of  any 
afikir  submitted  to  theh*  c<^nizance,  and  to  report  to  the  King  and  Privy 
Council  their  opinion  what  is  best  to  be  done. 

But,  to  pass  over  this  and  some  other  Things  as  of  litUe  or  no  impor> 
lance,  andc^Jme  to  matters  of  F^ctr  New  Tork,  ever  sinoe  the  Revolu- 
tion, and  New  Hampshire  from  the  1)oginning,  had  been  considered  as 
lloyal  Governments;  and  there,  1  suppose,  both  Lawyers  and  Politi- 
cians, in  both  Englands,  are  agreed,  that  the  King's  Commissiun  is  the

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Magna  Charter,  or  rather  the  viyirying  Principle  tliat  puts  life  into  the 

Constitution,  as  wh  U  as  determines  its  Limits  and  many  other  circum- 
stances; and  now,  as  the  boundaries  of  these  two  Provinces,  as  far  a-s 
they  hordered  upon  the  Charter  Governments,  had  been  ascertained,  so 
when  these  were  passed  by,  the  place  where  the  iwo  Royal  Govern- 
ments were  to  meet  had  not  been  plainly  and  explicitly  determin«'d. 
uiiiil  ihc  year  17G4,  or  thereabouts; — ihal  is,  the  Kinjj  had  never  foltl 
his  ^ovi^raor  of  New  Hanipi^liirc  in  express  terms,  how  far  lie 
should  go.  and  lliere  stop,  nor  his  (iovernor  of  Xew  York  how  tar  Esint 
he  should  go  and  theu  cease,  until  the  xVera  last  meutioued. 

Now,  this  beinj?  the  case,  it  was  by  the  English  Constitution  a  matter 
of  mere  preroL' that  is,  it  was  in  the  King's  Power,  to  fix  this  line 
where  and  as  lie  pleased;  but  this,  as  all  acts  of  Power,  should  be  <;uided 
by  Wisdom,  conducted  by  Justice,  and  tempered  by  Goodness.  Now,  I 
8ui>post',  it  was  the  want  of  these  amiable  attendants  of  Power,  in  this 
instance  ol  its  exertion,  that  is  the  principal  grouud  of  your  coiuplaiut; 
that  is,  you  were,  in  a  manner  contrary  to  all  good  Policy,  and  subver- 
sive of  the  M  t  \  end  of  Government,  surreptitiously,  as  it  were,  torn 
and  dissevered  trom  a  Province,  under  whose  auspices  you  settled, 
where  your  connections,  acquainiaiicc  and  busiuess  lay.  and  where  you 
bad  reason  to  expect  and  hope  for  a  good  share  of  those  comtbrts  &  ad- 
vantages which  render  society  elegibtL'  and  {government  beneficial,  and 
subjected,  as  it  were,  to  a  foreign  .Jurisdiction,  Where  these  blessings 
could  not  be  enjoyed  at.  all,  or  but  in  a  very  imperfect  degree.  This, 
however  slightly  and  conftisi'dly  it  is.  as  it  were  glanced  at  by  this  Au- 
thor. I  suppose  is  the  pi  incipai  source  of  your  peculiar  troubles.  But 
now,  my  Friends,  is  anything  like  this  the  case  with  respect  to  those 
Towns  on  the  East  side  of  the  River,  now  about  to  join  you?  Exactly 
the  reverse— Every  step  in  the  whole  progress  of  their  Settlement,  frotii 
its  infancy  to  its  present  improved  state,  has  been  with  the  entire  con- 
sent of  tlio  people.  They  have,  in  every  possible  way  (except  person- 
ally signing  an  insirunn  iil  for  llic  purpose)  expressed  their  satisfaction 
in  their  situation,  as  a  pari  of  New  Hampshire,  in  a  manner  and  to  a 
degree  that  rather  verged  towards  Adulation,  than  exhibited  the  least 
sign  of  disgust  and  uneasiness.  They  apjilii  d  to  ilie  Governor  of  New 
llumpshire  and  obtained  of  him  Grunts  of  their  Lands  and.  Charters  of 
Incorporation,  held  their  Town  meetinsrs  regularly,  chose  their  Town 
(•facers,  transacted  all  business  which  Towns  usuall}'  do,  without  llie 
least  lisp  of  murmur  or  complaint.  Gentlemen  have  taken  and  execu- 
ted Commissions,  both  Civil  and  Military,  and  when  the  Province  was 
divided  into  Couii!ii  s.  one  of  those  very  Towns,  who  are  now  aiming  at 
a  defection,  was  honored  as  a  shire  Town,  and,  at  an  expense  bordering 
on  profusion,  erected  a  Court  House,  held  their  stated  Courts,  «&c.  &c. 
The.  Governor  of  New  JSampshire  attended  the  Commencement  at 
Dartmouth  College,  (where  the  people  now  j()in  in  the  defection)  es- 
corted by  the  princiual  Geutiemeu  in  the  vicinity,  and  there  treated 
with  all  the  eclat  ana  magnificence  that  could  be  exhibited  on  the  oc- 
casion. 

Thus  matters  stood,  when  the  British  administration  stretched  the 

Iron  Rod  of  Tyranny  and  Despotism  over  these  Provinces,  in  a  manner 
and  to  a  degree  that  left  no  mau  secure  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  Prop- 
erty or  even  of  his  life. 

At  this  dark  Period,  Delegates  from  the  several  Provinces  were  de- 
sired to  meet  in  General  Congress  to  delil)erate  and  (h  tcrmine  what 
could  be  done  to  ward  off  the  fatal  Blow.  Now,  these  very  Towns,  by 
their  Representatives,  met  with  their  Brethren,  the  Bepresentatives  of 
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ihv  <»t.her  towns  of  Xcw  Hampshire,  and  joinod  with  them  in  the  choice 
olD&legates  which  made  a  part  ot  that  August  Body  which  now  figures 
in  the  principal  Courts  of  Europe,  and  is  particularly  honored  by  Uie 
Alliance  and  guarantee  of  so  great  a  Prince  as  the  Grand  Monarque. 

But  now,  it  the  Principle  wliich  this  author  lays  down,  and  which  is 
tlu;  basis  of  his  whole  superstructure,  (viz.  That  the  Declaration  of  In- 
de|)ondeDce  dissolves  ail  political  relations  and  connections)  be  admit- 
ted, as  not  only  true  in  Ihpory.  but  also  carried  into  practice,  by  this 
single  blow  of  the  clumsy  Fisi  of  this  dabbler  in  politicks,  the  glorious 
Fabrick  (American  Independence)  which  I  suppose  1  may  say  is  the 
admiration  of  all  Europe,  and  the  Esteem  of  all.  with  a  w-ry  few 
exceptions,  wili  be  laid  prostrate,  jumbled  into  a  huge  heap  of  sand, 
without  any  cement  to  hold  it  together.  For,  if  Provincial  Ijines  that 
were  univeisally  acknnw]t'd«;ed  and  acquiesced  in.  both  by  Governors 
and  Governed,  as  the  true  boundaries  of  tiie  several  Provinces,  be  re- 
jected as  of  no  Talidity,  most  certainly  all  subordinate  Corporations, 
dependiuf;  upon  the  same  authority  must  share  the  same  Fate.  And 
thus,  the  tine  Country  that  bids  so  fair  t<>  shine  in  the  annals  of  futurity, 
is  at  once  reduced  to  a  State  of  Naiurt;  (the  Author's  own  words)  and 
must  soon  sink  under  its  own  weight.  But,  this  is  not  all;  there  is  a 
rninnri(>/  in  each  of  these  Towns,  which  sees  things  as  they  are;  who 
look  upon  themselves  as  bound  by  every  Social  Tie,  to  approve  them- 
selves as  liege  subjects  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  and,  conse- 
quently,  in  obedience  and  conformity  to  this  Principle,  which  Reason 
dictates  and  Keligiou  patronizes,  they  refuse  subjection  to  any  Kales, 
Regulations  or  Orders  of  what  name  or  nature  soever,  inconsistent  with 
the  Faith  they  have  plighted  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. — These, 
when  they  find  themselves  unable  to  bear  up  a<^ainst  the  torrent  of  Ra^'e 
and  0[)pression  from  their  cruel  Neighbors,  will,  doubtless,  apply  to  ilie 
State  of  New  Hampshire  for  protection.  I  must  confess,  I  dont  see 
liow  tlit  v  can,  and  I  have  no  apprehension  that  they  will,  reject  sneh 
application;  but,  after  all  lenient  measures  have  been  used,  without 
■  success,  they  must  and  will  employ  the  Power  of  the  State  to  vindicate 
and  protect  their  thus  injured  subjects,  altho  at  the  expense  of  the 
lilood  and  Treasure  of  another  Civil  War. 

Xow,  pray  GentlciiicTi.  c  onsider  what  an  unfavorable  li^ht  you  will 
stand  in  with  the  Confederated  States,  when  you  are  considered  as  the 
al>ettors  at  least  and  accomplices  in  these  scenes  of  devastation  and 
bloodshed:  particularly  consider  what  a  fund  of  Eloquence  and  Oratory 
you  are  layincr  up  in  store  for  the  use  of  New  York  to  be  played  of!" 
against  you,  wlienever  youi-  case  comes  to  be  candidly  discussed  before  the 
Continental  Congrcs8.'(fbr  I  am  perauaded  it  must  first  or  last  come  be> 
fore  that  august  Assembly)  yon,  in  a  manner,  put  words  into  their 
mouths,  and  direct  them  to  address  that  Venerable  Body  in  such  lan- 
guage as  this:— You  now  plainly  see,  Gentlemen,  wliat  these  men  are 
aiming  at:  that,  however  modest  and  submissive  a  tone  they  may.  at 
certain  times  or  on  special  occasions  have  assumed,  yet,  they  now  begin 
to  throw  off  the  mask,  and  discover  the  latent  Principle  of  Malignity 
which  has  all  along  been  at  the  bottom  as  the  animating  spring  of  all 
that  disturbance  which  they  have  occasioned.  We  appeal  to  facts, 
Gentlemen;  you  have  a  recent  instance  before  you  which  plainly  shows 
they  are  for  grasping  all  they  can  lay  hold  of,  Right  or  Wrong.  Xhey 
•  have  gone  over  the  Line  of  New  Hiimpshir?,  where  they  had  not  the 
least  shadow  of  pretence,  to  intermeddle,  more  than  in  any  other  of  the 
States  of  the  Confederacy;  and  have  been,  at  least,  accessory  towards 
raising  a  Storm,  which  no  one  icnows  where  or  how  it  will  be  appeased.** 
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I  have  but  one  thin*?  more  to  add,  and  that  is  a  hint,  that  it  is  prettv 
well  known  in  New  Ilampshire,  that  the  disappointments  of  a  small 
junto  of  aspiring,  avaricious  men,  in  their  endeavors  to  raise  themselves 
and  their  connections  to  a  degree  of  importance  in  the  State,  far,  very 
far,  beyond  what  their  numbers  or  Estates  gave  them  any  pretence  to, 
is  the  source  of  ail  this  lend.  Now  unless  the  course  of  nature  should 
change  and  similar  Causes  should  cease  to  produce  similar  Effects,  one 
may  venture  to  predict,  tliat  this  Spring  wont  lose  its  stimulus  and 
change  its  vibratory  nature,  by  being  turned  the  other  way,  but  will  be 
active  in  endeavors  to  embarrass  and  perplex  your  Aflhirs. 

I  have  purposelv  avoided  a  particular  Address  to  our  Seceding  Breth- 
ren, on  the  East  side  of  the  liiver  Connecticut,  because  I  understand 
their  rash  proceeding  has  so  awakened  the  attention  of  the  State,  that  it 
will  probably  be  matter  of  public  enquiry  when  the  General  Court 
meets;  and  it  might  appear  officious  in  a  private  Subject  to  anticijjate  a 
Business  which  will  be  much  better  done  by  the  united  Wisdom  of  the 
State. 

However,  that  they  may  not  think  themselves  wholly  neglected,  if 
there  be  any  weight  in  the  reasoning  and  observations  in  the  foregoing 
Pages,  if  they  Will  be  pleased  to  rea!d  them,  they  may,  with  the  alterap 
tioii  of  a  few  circumstances,  apjily  them  tn  themselves;  and  they  will 
lind  many  of  them,  A  J'orUori^  to  conclude  against  tlieir  own  conduct. 

Thus,  Gentlemen,  I  have  honestly  endeavored  to  lay  before  yon  the 
Truth  respecting  an  affair  not  only  of  great  importance  in  itself,  to  the 
Peace  and  Weel  of  those  immediately  concerned  in  it,  but  also  will,  if 
not  seasonably  check<ul,  go  far  in  its  consequences  towards  sapping  the 
foundation  of'  tlu  Confederation  of  the  United  States;  and  am  your 
sincere  Friend  and  well  wisher,  in  all  honest  pursuits.  PACIFICU8.

Containing  Remarks  on  sundry  paragraphs  of  Letters  from  thepre^t- 
dent  of  the  Cou7icil  of  New- Hampshire,  to  his  Excellency  Oovtmor  ChU- 
tenden,  and  the  New-Hampshire  Delegates  at  Congress.

PuKsi'ANT  to  a  Resolve  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont passed  October,  20'^  1778,  "that  a  declaration  be  drawn  up,  setting 
forth  the  political  state  of  the  New- Hampshire  firants  (so  called)  on 
both  sides  of  Connecticut  River,  &c."  the  major  part  of  their  Committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  have  agreed  to  present  the  following  facta 
and  observations,  togetjber  with  two  several  letters  from  the  President

A  Grant  was  made  by  the  Council  of  Plymouth  March  4*  1628-9.  of

"  from  three  miles  northward  ol  any  and  every  part  of  Merrimack  River  " 
to  extend  west  indvtinitely.  A  Grant  wae  atterwards  made  (in  the  same 
year)  to  John  Ma^'on  ol  Loudon  £^q;  containing  a  tract  of  land  be- 
tween Merrimack  and  I'iscalatnia  rivos,  ^ixty  miles  up  each  river,  and 
these  to  he  l)()ninl< d  liy  a  liiu-  across  Irom  river  to  river.  This  Grant 
(although  expressed  in  a  lunsc  manner)  when  compared  with  the  Mas- 
sachupotts  Grant,  is  limited  with  i!ie  ;^rca(est  jnccision,  southerl}'^  and 
westerly  hy  a  line  lljree  miles  northward  oi  any  and  every  part  of  Mer- 
rimack River,  sixty  miles  up  the  river— and  northerly  hy  a  line  drawn 
from  the  place  where  the  said  sixty  milt  s  are  finished  to  Piscataqua 
liiver,  j$ixty  miles  distant  from  tiie  mouth  of  it.'  Ou  this  Mason 
tract  sundry  towns  were  formed  and  considerably  settled.  And 
the  Inhal)itnnt8  in  the  year  1679,  petitioned  Kiu<^  Charles  the  2^^  that 
they  might  be  erected  into  a  eeparate  Government  by  the  name  of  New- 
Hampshire;  in  compliance  with  which  request  a  commission  was  made 
out  to  John  Cults  Esq;  whereby  a  President  and  Council  were  estab- 
lished tor  rulinir  and  tjoverninir  said  New  llampshire  which  was  in  said 
commission  bounded  as  loUows  viz.  "'Ivin;^  and  extending  Irom  three 
miles  northward  of  Merrimack  River  or  any  part  thereof  unto  the  prov- 
ince of  Main. Atid  in  the  same  comniission  is  ihis  further  clause,  viz. 
^^Aud  it  appearing  uulo  us  that  the  ancestors  of  liobert  Mason  Esq;  ob- 
tained Grants  from  our  Great  Council  of  Plymouth  for  the  tract  ot  land 
aforesaid,  and  were  at  izreal  exjn  use  ujion  the  same  &c."  By  which  it 
clearly  appears  that  treaident  Cults'  commissi«>n  was  intended  to  extend 
no  farther  than  the  western  extent  ot  the  Mason  claim  or  the  Mason 
line  (so  called)— and  jurisdiction  was  exercised  agreeable  thereto  with 
little  variation,  untill  a  commission  was  lyranted  to  lienning  Wentworth 
Esq;  to  preside  as  Governor  of  New-Ilamjjshire;  by  which  commission 
his  jurisdiction  was  extended  and  exercised  over  the  whole  of  the 
Grants,  on  both  sides  of  Connecticut  Kiver;  or  at  least  he  was  empow- 
ered to  extend  Jurisdiction  to  the  limits  of  other  Governments^  graut 
lands  Ac.  And  by  virtue  of  that  general  clause  in  his  eommiselon,  and 
Ihe  determination  of  the  King  in  Council  a.  D.  1739^'  he  did  actually

Although 
there  was  a  determination  of  the  King  in  Council  a  d  173S>  that  the 
North  line  of  the  Massachusetts  should  run  west  Irom  Patucket  falls  it 
seems  that  they  did  not  acquiesce  in  the  determination;  as  they  refused 
to  join  New  Hampshire  in  a  survey  conformaldy  thereto.

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extend  jurisdiction,  and  granted  the  most  of  the  vacant  lands  as  far 
westward  as  to  the  line  be  tween  Massachusetts  and  New- York.  But 
New-York,  not  discouraged  from  endeavoring  to  extend  jurisdiction 
eastward,  hy  two  unsuccesslul  struggles,  first  with  Connecticut,  and  aft- 
erwards with  the  Mas«ac.liusf'tl^-B:iy.  now  attempt  to  etfcct  it  against  the 
l^ew-llampshire  commission  and  Llic  beforenieutioued  determination  of 
the  King  in  Council.  And  here  we  tiud  them  under  peculiar  advantage 
to  what  they  were  in  their  former  endeavors  to  encroach  on  the  juris- 
diction of  the  other  GuvernnieDts.  In  those  the  people  who  owned  the 
soil  were  interested  in  the  lurisdiction:  but  here  the  Grantees  of  the 
lands  had  no  concern  willi  tlie  jurisdiction.  That  prerogative  was  re- 
tained solelv  in  the  iving'»  hand,  and,  exercised  by  whatever  servant  the 
royal  mandate  should  point  out.  Neither  the  ))eople  in  New-Hamp> 
shire  or  New-York  had  much  concern  in  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction.  In 
New-Hampshire  especially  the  royal  prerogative  was  so  extensive  and 
the  privileges  of  the  people  so  small,  that  their  Assembly  declined  as- 
sisting the  Governor  in  any  way  whatever  for  the  establishment  of  the 
line.  Aiul  accordingly  under  the  influence  of  sundry  talse  declaralit)ns 
iu  tiavor  of  New  York,  a  decree  was  passed  by  the  King  in  Council  A.  D. 
1764,  that  the  western  bank  of  Conned icut  Itiver  >hould  be  the  bound- 
ary between  Xi'w-York  and  Xew-IIainpshire:  and  the  Grantees  and  In- 
habitants living  on  those  lands,  uol  being  in  capacity  to  defend  against 
the  unreasonanle  claim  and  pursuit  of  New- York  in  endeayoring  to 
obtain  jurisdiction  over  them,  were  under  necessity  of  falling  a  prey. 

In  this  situation  of  ad'airs,  a  coni^iderable  part  of  the  peoule  in  the 
southwesterly  part  of  the  Grants  have  utterly  refused  submission  to  the 
jurisdiction  ol  New- York,  from  the  time  that  said  line  was  established 
as  aforesaid,  by  reason  lliat  they  not  only  claimed  the  jurisdiction  but  • 
the  right  of  soil  also;  which  was  betbre  granted  to  the  settlers  and  oth- 
ers by  the  Governor  ot  New  Hampshire.  All  which  is  more  fully  set 
forth  in  sundry  pamphlets,  wrote  and  published  by  Col.  Ethan  Allen, 
relative  to  the  New-York  claim.  On  other  parts  of  the  Grants,  that 
were  by  said  decree  subjected  to  the  jurisdiction  of  New- York,  the  people 
thro'  fear  of  losing  their  interests  and  being  turned  out  of  possession 
of  their  all,  in  some  measure  submitted.  And  at  exorbitant  prices  ob- 
tained regranU  of  their  lands  from  the  Governor  of  New-York— which 
he  |)resu/ued'to  make  out,  notwithstanding  the  express  inhibition  of  the 
King. 

In  this  situation  the  people  on  the  Grants  continued,  untill  the  late 
glorious  revolution.  And  upon  the  declaration  of  Independence  the  peo- 
ple on  the  Grants  on  bolh  sides  of  Connecticut  River,  seeing  the  kind 
hand  of  providence  iu  releasing  them  thereby  from  the  galliug  yoke  of 
bondage  under  which  they  had  been  held,  began  now  lo  look  out  for 
themselves,  and  assert  their  natural  rights  and  privileges  in  common 
with  their  brethren  in  the  American  States. 

And  Kit  the  circumstances  of  the  Grants  on  the  two  sides  of  the  river 
were  (on  account  of  the  Jurisdictional  line  settled  in  17<)4)  circunislan- 
tially  diti'erent,  in  respect  to  their  connections  with  New-York  and  New- 
Elampehire,  the  Grants  on  the  west  side  were  fully  determined  (as  they 
imagined  by  the  proceedings  nf  ihc  Cun  vent  ions  and  Assembly  of  the 
Slate  of  New- York  that  they  had  little  or  uoUiiug  better  to  expect  from 
the  new  mode  of  government  of  that  Slate  ttuin  they  had  from  the  for- 
mer) not  to  connect  with  them;  but  to  form  themselves  into  a  distinct 
State  with  the  wliole  ot  ihe  Grants,  so  soon  as  time  and  circumstances 
would  adnn'l:  and  accordingly  overtures  were  made  by  a  Convention  of 
the  Grants  on  the  west  side  to  those  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  as  early 
as  September  1776.   But  those  towns  on  the  east  side  liaving  tranaacted 
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some  affairs  with  Xow-IIampsliii  l>  fiom  ihe  time  that  hostilities  wore 
first  committed  by  Uritairi  to  the  tim«;  of  ludopcndence  relative  to  the 
war  &c. — and  by  reason  of  some  disputes  then  subsisting  between  New- 
Hampshire  and  them,  iliey  were  not  prepared  to  enter  into  a  con- 
federacy with  the  people  oil  the  west  side  of  the  river,  untili  the  latter 
had  formed  their  plan  ul  (iovernment. 

But  in  pursuit  of  the  original  object  (viz.  to  be  all  united  together  In 
one  political  bndy,  in  case  thcv  c  mikl  not  agree  to  connect  with  Xew- 
Hampshire)  a  considerable  number  of  towns  on  the  Grants  on  the  east 
side  of  the  [River],  in  the  month  of  March  1778,  hy  a  Committee  ap* 
pointed  for  tliat  purpose.  ])roposed  to  thf  A><rTnMy  of  ihc  (rrantfi  on  tlie 
west  side,  articles  of  union  and  confederatiou;  which  proposals  were  ac- 
cordingly by  order  of  said  Assembly  laid  before  the  towns  on  the  west 
side,  for  their  consideration  and  approbation.  And  at  the  Assembly 
held  at  Bennington  in  the  month  of  .June  last,  said  towns  on  tlic  cnst 
side  of  the  river  were  reecived  into  union  and  confederacy  with  tiiose 
on  the  west  side,  witli  equal  rights  and  privileges,  by  a  solemn  act 
and  resolve  of  said  A-M-mhly;  and  leave  for  other  towns  on  the  Grants 
east  of  the  Kiver  to  join;  by  virtue  of  which  some  others  have  since 
united.  And  they  have  since  acrt«d  together  as  a  distinct  State,  untill 
an  unhappy  dispute  aroRe  in  the  Assembly  at  their  sessions  in  Ootober 
last,  relative  to  the  maouer  of  defending  the  State,  against  the  claim  of 
New-Hampshire  to  the  Grants  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  Incilttded  in 
said  union;  occasioned  by  the  fullowlng  letters  and  report  which  were 
then  laid  before  the  Assembly,  viz. 

1.  A  copy  of  a  letter  from  President  Weare  to  Governor  Chittenden.' 

2.  A  Copy-  of  a  Letter  from  President  Weare  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Delegates  at  Congress;  which  is  as  follows,  viz.* 

3.  A  Report  of  Col.  Ethan  Allen,  which  is  as  follows,  viz.* 

The  foregoing  letters,  report  Ac.  were  all  taken  into  consideration  by 
a  Committee  of  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly;  on  which  the  follow- 
ing proposals  were  reported  to  the  Assembly,  and  by  them  approved, 
viz.* 

In  observing  upon  said  letters,  &e.  will  be  shown  the  right  of  the 
whole  of  the  Grants  to  iniitc  and  confederate  together  as  before  related. 

The  State  of  the  Massachuisetls  notwithstanding  their  undoubted  right 
by  charter  to  a  considerable  part  of  those  Grants,  by  their  neglect  to 
cnallense  them  as  part  of  that  State  since  the  revolution,  have  tacitly 
relinquwhed  that  right  to  the  people  who  inhabit  them,  and  not  to  New- 
York  or  NeW'Hampshire,  or  either  of  them;  and  the  right  of  organizing 
government  among  themselves  must  of  course  be  acknowledged  as  be- 
ing vested  in  the  inhabitants  until  the  Massachusetts  assert  and  vindi- 
cate their  claim;  which  may  be  done  on  much  more  rational  principles 
than  those  of  New- York  or  New-Hampshire;  and  consequently  those 
States  must  be  forever  debarred  from  jurisdiction  over  those  towns, 
were  the  matter  to  be  rested  on  this  single  point. 

As  to  New-Hampshire;  all  their  right  may  justly  be  supposed  to  be 
comprised  in  the  twn  letters  from  President  Weare  before  recited,  as 
they  are  the  result  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Council  aud  Assembly  oi  that 
State  after  near  three  years  dispute  on  the  subject  But  before  we  pru-

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ceed  to  take  notice  of  those  letters,  we  would  observe  that  the  ])copIe  in 
Ifew-Hampshire  never  were  formed  int«'  a  ])o1itical  body,  until  the  com- 
mission to  President  Cutis  ns  belore  mentioned.  Under  which  form  of 
Government  they  continued  (with  very  small  variatioDs)  until  the  com- 
mission to  Benning  Went\v*>rfh,  Esq.;  anno  1740  After  which  a  com- 
mission was  made  out  to  John  Wcntworth,  Esq;  who  continued  in  the 
exercise  of  his  goverifment  until  the  present  revolution. 

These  commissions  are  all  the  Grants  or  Cliarters  (if  they  may  be  so 
called)  which  either  gave  jurisdiction  or  combined  the  people  together, 
and  whereby  they  become  connected  in  any  way  or  manner  whatsoever. 
These  two  last  mentioned  commissions  were  made  out  merely  at  the  will 
and  pleasure  of  the  Crown,  and  constructed  as  sovereiijnty  saw  fit.  By 
these  alone  the  inhabitants  on  the  Grants  were  connected  with  the  peo- 
ple within  the  Mason  claim.  These  were  imposed  on  the  people  with- 
out tln'ir  previous  knowledcre  or  consent,  atul  were  continued  for  such 
time  and  liable  to  such  alterations  at  all  times  and  in  such  way  or  man- 
ner as  the  King  should  see  cause,  both  as  to  extent  of  jurisdiction  and 
mode  of  p^overnment.  By  these  cntninissii >ns  the  people  were  subjected 
without  power  of  chusing  or  refusing.  Aud  the  whole  of  the  Grants, 
by  virtue  thereof  only,  remained  connected  with  the  peoi)le  settled  on 
tlie  Mason  claim,  until  the  regal  power  was  exercised  in  an  arbitrary 
manner  in  1764,  by  passing  an  or<ler  or  decree  in  privy  council,  that  the- 
western  bank  of  Connecticut  River  should  be  the  line  or  boundary  be- 
tween New- York  and  New-Hampshire  as  before  mentioned. 

This  stretch  of  arbitrary  power  (oljtained  h}'  undue  influence)  gave 
rise  to  and  has  been  the  occasion  of  the  (•otitinuane(!  of  all  the  political 
disputes  and  troubles  that  have  subsisterl  in  this  part  of  the  country 
ever  since.  And  the  strenuous  efforts  of  New-  York  «iid  I{ew-IT(impshire 
to  estublisk  and  mainlain  Oiat  unjust  and  arbitrary  line  are  tlie  only  cause 
fif  the  preaenl  di9pui$,  loAiefc  must  he  dcddecl.'  it  seems  (if  we  believe 
Kew-IIampshire)  by  the  point  of  the  sword.^  For  the  ]ieople  on  the 
Grants,  especially  on  each  side  ot  the  river,  on  account  of  their  situation 
and  other  circumstances,  are  utterly  averse  from  being  divided. 
♦  But  to  return  to  those  royal  mandates — W(  11  ml  that  unbounded  pre- 
rt)gative  is  not  satisfied  with  this  act  in  1764;  but  has  since  ('tis  said) 
made  great  part  of  the  Grants  with  other  territories  a  distinct  province;* 
but  this  was  too  late  done  to  take  effect 

Now  we  candidly  ask  the  the  [apparent  repetition  of'Mhe"]  question, 
which  of  those  tive  lines  (before  mentioned)  it  is  that  New-Hampshire 
mean  when  they  say,  "  Are  they  not  within  the  lines  thereof  as  settled 
by  the  King  of  Great  Brilain  in  Council  jirior  ii>  ;lie  present  Aera 

Ccrtaiuly  it  cannot  be  the  first,  for  that  takes  oti'  considerable  part  of 
the  Grants  to  the  Massachusetts;  nor  the  second,  for  there  Is  no  pre-

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tence  that  the  Mason  line  includes  them;  nor  the  third,  fbr  that  includes 

all  the  Grant'*:  and  that  Ne^v-ITamI>^^hi^(^  Iirs  hi  en  utterly  adverse  to, 
notwithstanding  they  have  been  repeatedly  requested  thereto.  Neither 
may  we  suppose  it  to  he  tlie  last;  because  that  will  not  answer  their 
purpose.  It  must  then  be  the  line  of  1704.  Biil  liy  what  rule  of  right 
or  reason  they  can  make  their  choice,  is  beyond  our  perception  to  deter- 
mine— for  certainly  if  they  would  consider  those  acts  of  the  King  in  the 
nature  of  grants,  the  former  must  have  the  presidence;  but  if  in  the  na* 
ture  <if  wills,  then  the  line  described  in  Governor  Skeeii's  commission 
takes  place;  as  that  was  the  last  w  ill  and  testament  which  George  the 
third  made  relative  to  jurisdiction  over  these  territories  before  his 
death,  unless  the  (Grants  were  included  witliin  liie  province  of  Canada, 
as  extende*!  by  Ihe  Quebec  bill,  as  some  have  imagined— But,  thanks  to 
Heaven,  the  lesratees  have  never  accepted  the  leiiacy  since  the  death  ef 
the  testator.  Nor  do  they  mean  ever  1o  accept  l  ither  the  will  in  1764  or 
the  last.  Nor  have  either  of  ibose  wills  been  yet  proved  or  approved, 
or  ever  can  be.  on  account  of  the  insanity  of  the  testator. 

However,  as  ii  appears  evident  that  the  line  p(»intod  out  in  the  decree 
of  17(54.  is  the  line  thcv  mean  to  maintain,  as  best  suitini;  Hieir  designs 
(viz.)  for  each  one  to  have  so  much  and  no  mnre  than  what  they  can 
manage  to  their  purpose,  and  as  this  line  is  their  capital  bulwark  and 
*main  strentrth,  we  will  further  consider  the  force  of  it. 

It  was  obtained,  in  the  tirsi  ])lace,  by  Ibe  intercession  of  the  govern- 
ment of  New-T»tr1c,  by  false  representation,  that  it  tms  the  dtsire  of  the 
people  Uviiuj  nn  the  Jnixh.  fo  he  anntxed  to  Xttr-York — that  it  would 
greatly  cmamode  them  in  trade  and  commerce  tt'C.  ai.so  by  undue  induencc 
by  that  Province,  and  some  principal  men  in  New-Hampshire.  And 
the  poor  Inhabitants  (u  lio  alone  must  sufTerthe  evil  c(»nsequence8)  were 
for.saken  of  New  Hampshire,  and  consequently  under  no  circumstances 
to  make  anv  defence,  or  even  to  be  known  in  court,  of  necessity  fell  a 
sacrifice.  I^ui  the  Kiiii;  bein;i  thus  deceived  the  decree  is  in  its  nature 
void  ' — much  less  have  (he  parties  rii;ht  to  take  advantage  thereby  of 
Iheir  own  wrong,  to  suhjugaie  the  Grants  to  their  sinister  designs  and 
purposes:  Nay.  it  is  void  as  to  allpwUes.*  Therefore  the  jurisdiction  Qf 
New-Hampshire  (so  l(»ng  as  there  was  any  under  the  Crown)  dughtto 
hav(>  taken  place  as  before  said  decree  in  1764  passed. 

Again.  If  the  State  of  New>Hampshire  had  any  right  to  exercise 
jurisdiction  over  the  Grants,  they  have  (by  refusini:  or  tu  L''t  (  ( iul'  to  ex- 
ercise it  over  the  whole)  forteited  their  right  to  any  and  every  parti  lor 
by  the  right  or  authority  they  may  have  heretofore  had  to  exercise  juris- 
diction over  the  whole,  they  cannot  exercise  it  over  a  pdvi  only;  as  Uiai 
would  be  a  ditl'crent  exercise  Irom  what  they  would  in  that  case  he  em- 
powered to. 

Further.  Supposing,  for  argument  sake,  that  the  decree,  in  the  time 
of  it,  was  ever  so  U'gal  anri  binding  on  the  people;  yet  New-Hampshire, 
under  its  present  circumstances,  can  claim  nothing  by  it;  because  that 
power  which  the  government  had  by  virtue  of  his  commission  (when 
the  commission  became  null  and  void)  never  averted  to  or  became 
vested  in  the  people  by  virtue  of  the  commission,  any  more  than  though 
it  never  had  been;  and  consequently  New-Hampshire  can  have  no  ri^ht 
to  exercise  government  over  the  <^rants  on  account  of  the  latter  having 

Notwithstanding  it  is  said  that  the  King  can  do  no  wrony,  yet  it  is  a 
settled  maxim  that  the  King  hdntf  decexted  his  aete  or  grants  are  tAtrc&y 
mode  cotd.

been  connected  with  the  former  in  the  Governors  commission,  anymore 
than  though  they  never  had  been  thus  connected.   When  the  King's 

authority  was  thrown  ofF  and  k  J*  ( ted  by  the  declaralion  of  ludcpen- 
Ocncu  of  the  United  States,  the  royal  commission  became  a  mere  nullity, 
and  was  to  the  people  as  though  it  never  had  been,  for  it  contained  noth- 
ing more  than  a  positive  command  to  the  Magistrate  therein  named  to 
govern,  nnd  a  requisition  or  command  to  the  |)e(>|)le  to  obey.  Xoiliing 
was  contained  in  it  reciprocal  between  the  Kiiii;  and  people.  Noihing 
that  the  people  could  claim  as  a  grant  or  benetit.  not  even  so  much  as 
the  continuance  of  the  commission  itsell:  but  it  rested  wholly  at  the 
pleasure  of  tile  crown.  Now  as  the  commission  altogether  ascertained 
the  extent  as  well  as  power  of  Jurisdiction,  when  the  eommUgion  waa 
once  removed  nut  of  the  wat/.  (here  irere  no  more  any  limita  of  jurisdiction 
l^t  than  there  was  potoer  of  exercisiuy  iV  Consequently  there  never  hav- 
ing been  any  confederacy  of  the  people,'^  either  by  themselves  or  by  any 
grant  i»r  charter  from  the  crown  or  otherwise,  whereby  they  ever  were 
ineor|)orati?d  and  united  in  a  political  body,  whenever  that  rf)mptilsive 
power  (which  alone  held  them  together)  ceased,  they  became  uncon- 
nected;^ and  so  will  remain  until  by  their  own  act  they  unite  and  confedr 
erate  UKjethcr}  ns  much  as  the  thirteen  United  States  were  before  they 
entered  into  a  conlederacy.  Nny  the  people  never  were  at  liberty  to 
unite  together  or  not  unite  until  that  despotic  power  which  alone  held 
them  together,  was  thrown  off;  whkh  too*  done  hy  the  decIaratKm  nf  In- 
dependence.* 

And  as  New-Hampshire  have  not  as  yet  settled  any  permanent  plan  of 

governtnent,  or  confederated  togi-ther  any  other  way  tlian  by  a  consid- 
erable part  of  the  towns  (and  those  principally  in  the  old  Mason  claim) 
acting  together  only  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  on  the  war.  and  in  the 
meantime  to  guar(ragain>t  c  riminal  (jtfences.  and  have  therefore  never 
as  yet  ascertained  what  and  where  New  Hampshire  is  or  sliall  be;  tliey 
are  rather  too  early  in  making  their  challenges  of  jurisdiction,  and 
threatening  \\  ur  and  devastation  upon  those  towns  who  have  dared  to 
assert  their  i  ii^hts.  and  who  liave  never  acted  with  tnem  since  Indepen- 
dence took  place,  (but  have  remonstrated  against  their  proceedings  from 
the  first  setting  up  government  in  the  manner  they  have  done)  except 
as  to  tlie  afl'airs  of  the  War  merely;  which  will  be  more  particularly  con- 
sidered hereafter. 

One  thing  more  may  be  proper  in  this  place  to  consider,  vis.  What 
State  the  people  on  the  Grants  were  in  wnen  they  were  released  from 

the  government  of  Britain. 
And  first.   Did  they  revert  to  a  State  of  nature  ? ' 

We  answer.  Not  wholly  «o.*  For  so  sure  as  the  coercive  power  of  the 
King  was  rejected  and  ceased  to  operate,  the  people  made  a  stand  at  the 
first  legal  stage,*^  viz.  tlieirtown  incorporations.^  w  hich  they  received  from 
the  King  as  little  grants  or  charters  of  privileges  by  which  they  were 
united  in  little  iiirori)nrated  bodies  with  certain  powers  and  privileges 
which  were  not  held  at  Uu  pleasure  of  the  King,^  (as  those  commissions 
were)  hut  were  perpetuate  These  the  people  by  universal  consent  held 
8|icred;  and  so  long  as  they  hold  those  grants,  so  long  do  they  hold 
themselves  subjects  of  government  according  to  them:  and  as  such  must 
and  do  they  act,  and  transact  all  their  political  affairs.  Hence'  It  is  that 
the  major  part  of  one  of  those  towns  have  a  right  to  control  the  minor  part.^ 
These  are  all  the  grants  the  people  ever  hud  trom  the  King  whereby 
they  become  united  together  and  could  hold  agaiust  the  ^i»g  Con- 
sequently they  will  remain  so  many  distinct  corporations  nnul  they  agree 
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to  unite  in  one  aggregate  body.  But  to  this  doctrine  tliere  has  been  an  ob- 
jection raised  by  some,  viz.    That  if  the  case  is  as  here  represented,  every 


proposition;  and  the  obiection  mij^it  with  as  great  propriety  have  been 
uriTi  fl  airuinst  the  thirteen  united  States  being  distinct  separate  bodies, 
belure  they  united  or  confederated  togetlter;  for  tlio  two  cases  are  ex- 
actly similar,  except  as  to  their  extent  Moreover,  so  long  as  men  have 
a  regard  to  the  sniely  of  their  persons  and  families,  their  liberties  and 
properties,  they  will  naturally  associale  and  confederate  together,  so  far 
as  will  best  secure  themselves;  wliieh  is  the  whole  design  of  govern- 
ment. And  the  same  principle  that  induenced  to  hold  saered  those 
town  incorporations,  will  prompt  them  to  unite  still  further.  Necessity 
and  interest  are  so  intluential  in  tiiis  matter  that  there  is  not  the  least 
danger.  The  only  difficulty  ever  arising  in  this  case  is  tho  manner  and 
form  of  uniting,  and  mode  of  government 

Again,  perhaps  ii  will  be  objected  by  some,  that  the  principles  here 
laid  down  will  apply  as  well  to  tho  towns  within  the  Mason  claim  as  to 
the  towns  on  the  Grants,  and  consequently  they  will  have  the  same 
liberty  &c. 

To  which  it  may  be  said,  that  there  is  at  least  this  difference  in  their 
circumstances,  viz.  (1.)  The  people  within  the  Mason  claim,  from  their 
education,  customs  and  manners,  are  of  one  notion  and  sentiment  in  re- 
spect to  the  principles  and  mode  of  government;  and  theretore  are  well 
united.  (2.)  They  hold  their  landed  property  by  the  same  tenure,  but 
diverse  from  the  tirant'*.  (H.)  The  inhabitants  first  set- pifrkid  in  wHttcn 
tied  on  that  claim,  agreed  in  chusiu^  Ihem  a  King,^  ''"'^'tot^jrue"'*' 
(^ias)  a  Kingly  governmvnl,  by  petitioning  for  and  receiving  it.  (4) 
They  have  acted  tcgether  so  lono;  ilmt  they  may  claim  any  union  by  pre- 
scription, having  enjoyed  an  uuinierrupted  connection  in  the  exercise 
ot  government  among  themselves  beyond  the  memory  of  man. 

In  all  these  circumstances  the  people  on  the  Grants  are  different  from 
those  on  the  Mason  claim. 

But  sutlicieni  has  beeu  said  here  and  in  a  former  Letter  signed  lie 
pubUcan,'  as  to  the  right  that  New- York  and  New-Hampshire  have  to 
exercise  jurisdiction  over  these  Grants  by  virtue  of  those  royal  decrees 
and  commissions.  We  pass  on  now  to  consider  some  other  reasons  as- 
signed in  the  foregoing  letter,  which  we  should  not  think  worthy  of  no- 
tice, wen^  it  not  that  they  are  almost  ail  of  them  palpable  falsehoods 
and  misrepresentations,  made  use  of  to  excite  the  indignation  of  the 
highest  power  in  America  against  this  new  risiug  State,  and  to  bring 
the  power  of  the  United  States  upon  them,  wilhoui  their  having  an 
opportunity  of  defending  their  cause,  or  even  to  know  the  accusations 
afledged  against  them,  until  the  decisive  sentence  is  passed — ^a  measure 
not  parallel  except  in  the  inquisition. 

We  shall  therefore  in  the  tirst  place  notice  liiat  clause  in  the  let- 
ter to  the  State  of  Vermont,  where  il  is  said  "  that  the  sixteen  towns 
are  not  connected  with  any  State  with  with  [literal]  respect  to  their 
internal  polict;,  is  an  idle  |)han1nin  a  mere  chimera  without  the  least 
shadow  of  reason  t&c.  -  that  the  town  of  Boston  iu  the  Massachusetts,  or 
Hartford  in  Connecticut  might  as  well  evince  their  not  belouging  to 
their  respective  States,  as  thoee  sixteen  towns  their  not  being  connected 
with  New  Hampshire,  &c." 

It  is  surprising  that  men  who  pretend  to  be  wise  politicians,  by  being 
educated  under  an  arbitrary  government,  are  so  grossly  ignorant  of  the

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dSitinetion  there  is  between  charier  l  iglits  uud  the  exei-ciee  of  despotic 

power.  Do  they  not  know  that  every  individual  inhabitant,  and  conse- 
quently every  town  in  (he  Slate  of  Gounecticul  by  charier  make  up  the 
Governor  and  Company  of  that  Colonv  or  State.  And  that  by  the  same 

frant  or  charter  they  ho]<l  all  their  landed  property,  as  much  as  any 
ody  of  proprietors  of  a  township  or  tract  of  land.  And  by  ihe  same 
charter  tney  are  raade  a  body  corporate  and  politic  in  name  and  fact 
And  in  holding  this  charter  sacred  they  hold  themselves  indissolubly 
connected  together.  Whicli  bond  of  union  must  remain  so  long  as  the 
Slate  exists.  There  never  liaa  been  nor  does  there  need  to  be  any  alter- 
ation of  the  mode  ot  government  in  that  State  to  comport  with  a  state 
of  independence,  but  I  he  transposition  of  the  name  in  which  the  execu- 
tive power  is  exercised  from  the  King  to  the  people. 

In  the  same  way  and  manner  are  the  people  in  the  Massachusetts 
held  together  and  united  viz  by  grants  and  charters  from  the  King  con-  • 
taining  both  landed  property  aiid  jurisdiction,  which  the  King  could  not 
oonstitntionally  alter,  and  which  the  people  still  hold  sacred,  and  thereby 
hold  themselves  coniKcted  together  iiinch  as  Connecticut.  Now, 
wherein  does  New-Il  impshire  compare  with  these  two  States  y  for  lake 
away  the  royal  prerogative  power  which  alone  held  them  together,  and 
what  have  they  left  V  Nothing  but  a  number  of  little  town  incorpora- 
tions— there  is  not  a  shadow  of  a  eonfRderaled  State  li  ft- -Xothing  but 
an  empty  name.  Xew  llainpHhire  as  such  never  owned  one  inch  oj  land 
or  foKTWing  of  proper  tij,^  n.  iiber  could  they  ever  so  much  as  grant  a  town 
incorporation,  nor  bail  they  right  t«»  a  voice  in  tbnf  matter.  In  short, 
tlity  neotr  toere  a  hody  politic  in  any  legal  sense  whatever,^  and  nothiog 
more  than  a  number  of  people  subiccted  to  the  obedience  of  the  King^ 
servant  in  such  way  and  manner  as  the  commission  prescribe  d:  very 
similar  to  the  old  feudatory  system  in  England.  Now  to  compare  the 
towns  on  the  grants  as  being  in  like  circumsCances  with  Boston  and 
irariri>rd,  is  not  only  "an  idle  phantom,  a  mere  chimera,"  but  an  act  of 
profound  ij'norance.  As  to  the  (juesiiou  "  Were  not  those  towns  set- 
tled and  cultivated  under  the  government  of  New-Hampshire." 

We  answer— They  were  not.  They  were  granted  settled  and  cultiva- 
ted under  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  (by  the  agency  of  his  servant  the 
Governor  of  New-IIampshire)  and  entirely  at  his  control,  as  much  as 
the  towns  on  the  Grants  west  of  Connecticut  River:  and  as  liable  as 
they  to  be  put  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  any  other  person 
than  the  Governor  of  New-Hampshire,  whenever  the  King  should 
please  to  do  it 

The  next  argument  made  use  of  is,  that  most  of  those  towns  sent  dele- 
gates to  tJie  Convention  in  tke  iStatt  in  1775— Tts  true  thq/  did* — and  lor 
the  sole  purpose  of  devising  measures  to  defend  against  the  tyrannical 
power  of  Britain  which  then  began  openly  to  set  itself  in  hostile  array 
against  America.  And  by  the  arbitrary  conduct  of  that  Assembly  in  set- 
tling the  7node  of  representation  ^  (which  they  were  never  authorized  to  ' 
do)  they  disguaUd  many  towns  then  cojinecled^  with  the  Province  or  state, 
so  that  theij  have  never  connected  mth  them  «tnc«,'  except  to  remonstrate 
against  their  proceedings,  both  to  the  Assembly  and  people  at  large. 

Hut  what  of  all  this?  were  we  not  then  all  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  King  ?  Yes:  and  long  afterwards;  for  ind^f$ndtnee  wu  thm  tcareefy 
in  idea.^  ' 

The  next  thing  alledged  is,  that  from  the  commencement  of  the  pres^ 
ent  war  the)/  have  applied  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  assistane§ 
tmd protections^  and  that  New  Hampshire  at  their  own  expense  hath  sup- 
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plied  them  ^vi1ll  :irni«  and  Hinintmit ioti  to  a  Very  gmit  aiBOUat  M  well 
asjiaid  soldiers  lor  their  det'ence  &c. 

Here  seems  to  be  a  magazine  of  stores  played  off  at  once — but  if  all 
was  fad,  we  hardly  believe  it  would  amount  to  a  consideration — For  by 
the  same  reason  every  Slate  upon  the  Contiueut  would  claim  jurisdiction 
not  only  over  the  Grants,  but  over  every  other  State,  npon  the'score  of  de- 
fendini:  them;  so  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  determine  which  had  the 
best  right — But  when  the  matters  are  considered  in  their  true  light,  they 
will  appear  bnt  a  mere  fiction~-The  tme  state  of  the  case  is  this.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  vohtn  toe  wert  all  connected,'  we  did  apply  to 
New  Hampshire  for  arms  and  ammunition;  but  to  very  little  pnrpftse: 
the  expense  of  application  was  more  than  the  value  of  what  was  ob- 
tained. Tis  true  tliey  did  advance  a  few  barrels  of  powder,  and  a  quan- 
tity of  lead  not  {Mjual  to  the  powder,  and  some  fire  arms:  tor  the  wliole 
of  which  ample  security  was  giveu  to  the  Slate  at  the  time  of  receiving 
them,  either  to  return  or  pay  for  them.  And  besides,  these  towns,  not- 
withstandinir  the  repeated  solicitations  to  New  Hain[)sliire  for  sujiplies 
&c.  were  obliged  to  apply  to  other  of  the  united  States,  and  from  them 
received  very  considerable  supplies,  on  the  same  terms  as  those  received 
from  X(  w-IIampshire,  and  without  being  claimed  on  that  account  as 
being  under  tlieir  jurisdiction,  except  by  New-York.  But  what  a  vain 
pretence  is  this  that  it  was  done  only  to  defend  17«,  when  in  fact  the 
enemy  were  never  known  to  have  been  within  fifty  miles  of  Connecti- 
cut-lliver,  which  is  the  utmost  western  limit  which  they  claim  in  those 
letters.  Tl»e  defence  yielded  both  by  New-Hampshire  and  Us,  was  at 
Bennington,  the  Creek,  Ticonderoga  and  Lake  Cluimplain.  &c.  where 
the  general  cause  was  the  immediate  and  principal  object,  and  where 
most  of  the  United  Slater  delended,  and  who  notwithstanding  we 
believe  never  thought  of  claiming  jurisdiction  on  that  account.  8ucti 
pretcTu't's  not  only  argue  the  weakness  of  their  cause,  hut  meanness  of 
spirit,  as  it  is  well  known  that  the  people  on  tiiese  Grants  have,  ever 
since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  exerted  themselves  to  their  utmost 
in  raising  Soldiers  and  Militia  to  subserve  the  general  cause  of  the  Uni- 
ted Slates.  This  same  plea  Britain  made  ^  (viz.)  that  they  had  been  at 
great  expense  in  defending  Arnerica  in  the  last  war,  and  therefore  had  a 
right  to  8ut(fugaU  them^  &c. 

Furthermore,  'tis  true  (tho"  not  alledged)  that  the  military  oj^cers^  of 
the  reginienis  in  those  lowus  received  commissions  from  the  Conven- 
tions of  Xew- Hampshire,^  obeyed  orders  from  them,  Ac  before  indcpen- 
(If  ntc  look  place,  and  acted  uptni  them  in  some  measure  afterwards. 
Which  Ihev  did  upon  this  principle \viz.)  That  we  must  do  our  part  to 
maintain  the  American  cause;  and  as  we  were  not  nor  could  be  in  a  sit- 
uation to  regulate  our  militia  until  wr  were  soltkd  in  a  regular  stat^-  of 
civil  government,  it  was  thought  best  to  continue  in  that  respect  as  we 
were  for  the  present,  as  it  mattered  not  so  mach  what  state  we  acted 
under  in  that  respect,  as  that  we  did  our  duty.  And  indeed  no  part  of 
the  state  of  New-IIampshire  hath  done  equal  to  what  these  towns  have 
in  sujpplying  men  for  the  continental  army,  luiuiug  out  on  alarms, 
scouting,  &c. 

The  next  thing  mentioned  is,  "that  near  one  half  of  the  people  in  those 
revolted  towns^  (as  they  are  called)  are  averse  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
majority^  who  threaten  to  eonJlteaU  tAeIr  estaUt,^  if  they  do  not  ioin  with 
them;  and  that  they  are  about  to  apply  to  New-Uampshire  tor  aBsist" 
ance;  and  that  some  have  already  applied,"  &c. 

These  assertions,  as  they  are  represented,  are  entirely  false*— And  in 
__  . 
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order  to  set  bbera  in  their  true  lifjlit,  we  are  under  the  disap^reeable  ne- 
ceasilf  of  troubling  the  public  with  some  facts,  which  we  should  not  oth- 
erwise have  done. 

The  (ruth  is,  in  some  of  those  towns  there  are  a  few  who  do  not  agree 
in  opinii»n  with  tlu;  major  part;  but  in  those  we  dare  cftalUnge  any  cred- 
itable person  to  say  that  ever  there  was  the  least  threatening  by  the  major 
part  to  eonJUcate  their  e«lotes,'  or  even  to  injure  them  eitlier  in  iheir  per- 
sons or  properties  in  any  way  wliatsoever  on  that  account.  And  noth- 
ing short  of  malice  and  euyy  could  influence  any  person  to  make  such 
report. 

As  to  those  who  hnv*i  applii'd  for  relief,  &c.  we  know  of  noiir.  except 
one  Col.  John  Hurd,  formerly  of  Haverhill,  at  Cohos,  (who,  to  the  great 
joy  of  the  {)eople,  has  removed  oat  of  that  part  of  the  country,  a  mutual 
disaffection  having  arisen  between  liini  and  llie  people)  wl:o  lias  made 
application  to  the  Assembly  of  New-Uumpshirc,  and  from  them  obtained 
a  summons  or  order  to  notifV  a  certain  gentleman  living  in  said  Haver- 
llili,  to  appear  before  said  Assembly,  to  answer  to  certain  defamatory 
charges  some  time  or  oiht  r  i>i  hy  him  against  said  llurd — also  one 
Nathaniel  Hovey,  laiely  living  iii  Entield,  (who  is  well  known  to  have 
been  a  litigious  per.sou  trom  his  youth  Up,  and  i-onsenting  to  be  a  tool 
for  said  Ilurd.  (o  assi.sl  him  in  holding  some  lands  which  he  claims  in 
said  Eutieidj  who  occustoued  such  disturbance  in  the  t^wn,  that  they 
warned  him  tu  depart — and  after  some  time  (be  not  obeying  the  order) 
the  constable,  by  wiu  ranl  from  tht  <i'li  rt-meu,  proceeded,  to  remove  him 
and  family  towards  his  last  seltU  nient,  &c.  for  which  transactions  we 
understand  he  has  been  incessantly  applying  to  New-Harai)shire  for  as- 
sistance as  best  suiting  his  circumstances. 

These  wu  arc  well  assured,  arc  all  the  applications  that  have  been 
made,  and  the  only  motion  that  wc  know  of  that  kind.  These  are  the 
terrible  things  which  are  painted  in  such  high  colours,  as  tho'  they  all 
originated  from  tlie  joining  of  those  towns  with  the  Grants  on  the  west 
side  of  the  river;  when  they  are  nothing  more  than  mere  party  disputes, 
which  would  have  arisen  if  there  never  had  been  such  an  union.  And 
we  puppose  that  the  Council  and  Asseml)ly  ot  New-Hami)shire  have  in 
this  way  had  their  information  of  all  those  extraordinary  things  men- 
tioned in  their  letters  (including  the  affair  of  Col.  Bedel*)  that  are  in  so 
solemn  a  manner  transmitted  to  Congress  for  a  foundation  of  their  pass- 
ing some  decisive  sentence  against  us;  which  would  (according  to  Col. 
Anon*s  report)  have  immediately  taken  place,  had  it  not  been  for  his 
interposition  &c.  And  as  we  have  no  place  in  Congress,  we  are  obliged 
in  this  way  to  appeal  to  the  public  to  defend  ourselves  against  such  un- 


»  ned. 

•The  suggestion  or  rather  assertion  in  President  Weare's  letter,  "that 
Col-  Bedel  by  influence  of  money  and  his  command  has  occasioned  a 
great  share  in  the  disorders  of  those  towns  is  as  destitute  of  founda- 
tion as  most  other  articles  contained  in  it.  And  the  information  "  that 
very  little  service  has  been  done  by  him  '*  and  "  the  desire  of  the  more 
sober  solid  people  to  have  him  removed  "  was  doubtl*  ss  from  some  dis- 
affected persons  who  apprehend  the  defence  of  this  frontier,  and  (per- 
haps) of  the  large  quantities  of  continental  stores  eollectinff  in  thfs  quar- 
t(  r  will  be  of  very  little  service,  and  who  wish  to  have  all  defence  re- 
moved that  they  and  the  inhabitants  may  lie  open  to  the  depredations  of 
the  enemy  l¥om  Canada,  who  have  (without  doubt)  been  kept  from  rav- 
aging this  frontier,  only  by  their  knowledge  of  Coi.  Bedel's  regiment*s 
being  stationed  here. 
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fair  and  injurious  conduct  of  our  adversaries,  who  liave  id  that  respect 

an  advantatre  in  iheir  hands. 

Again.  We  take  notice  in  those  letters  of  tlieir  rcfcrrinij  to  arms  to 
decide  the  dispute,  when  at  the  ssme  time  there  is  not  the  least  hint 
that  the  people  on  the  (Grants  ever  meant  to  <!<  fciKl  ilieir  right  in  that 
way.  Nay  Ihey  expect  to  su()port  them  by  fair  reasonings  founded  upon 
principles  of  justice  and  righteousness  in  an  open  and  pnbllc  manner, 
giving  their  adversaries  ihi-  opportunity  of  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  in 
any  tribunal  that  may  have  coguizauce  of  the  cause.  Whether  this  fre- 
quent recourse  to  arms  is  to  surprise  Congress  into  an  haaty  determina- 
tion by  an  ex  parle  hearing  or  to  terrify  and  alTrighten  us  to  a  submis- 
sion, or  whether  it  is  for  want  of  justice,  argument,  and  reason  to  sup- 
port their  claim,  or  all  of  them,  we  submit  to  tlie  impartial  public  to 
determine. 

We  would  licr(!  observe  further,  as  to  the  circumstances  of  New- 
Hampshire,  that  since  these  disputes  have  arisen,  but  little^  (if  any^  more 
tAon  Milf^  nwnhtr  of  inhalbiUA  tovons^^  within  the  limits  they  claim  ju- 
risdiction over,  are  r^^tseiitcdin  their  asf^ernhJ;/.^  or  infun  to  lie,  uncler 
their  present  mode  of  acting;  and  this  is  the  great  instituted  power  that 
claims  such  extensive  jurisdiction  even  over  a  greater  extent  of  inhab- 
ited  and  unrepresented  territory,  IIkiii  wliat  is  represented.  Moreover, 
this  partial  assembly ,  when  they  issued  orders  for  a  convention  of  delegates^' 
from  all  the  towns  in  the  state  (as  they  claim  it  to  be)  to  assemble  and 
form  a  plan  of  government  for  tii(!  State,  would  not  trust  it  with  th« m  to 
prescribe  how  it  should  be  estal)lished,  but  drtermined^  themselves  ibaL 
when  the  C'  nvention  should  agree  upon  and  publish  a  vlan  of  govern- 
menf,  it  should  not  take  place,  unless  three  fouriM  of  the  Iiikahitants  in  the 
State  should  agree  to  Thereby  retaining  power  in  . Jive  or  six  towns  in 
the  easterly  part  of  the  State  (by  rea.Hon  of  its  numbers)  to  negative  near 
OM  hmdrod  and  fifty  other  towns.  This  convention  have  already  existed 
about  six  montlis  without  agrccitig  upon  any  jilan.  and  have  adjourned 
for  another  six  mouths  fur  cousideralion;  and  when  they  shall  have  fin- 
ished their  business,  or  come  to  an  end  is  uncertain. 

Under  such  conduct,  what  jieople  that  have  any  regard  for  theinselves 
or  posterity,  will  submit  to  their  government  V  Surely  none  that  can  do 
otherwise.  And  yet  they  pretend  to  appear  among  the  confederated 
States,  as  having  full  and  compleat  right  to  control  these  extensive 
Grants. 

Much  more  mi»ht  be  said  (if  needful)  rehilive  to  their  conduct  in  dis- 
regarding and  rejecting  the  complai^its  and  remonstrances  of  the  people 
against  their  arbitrary  proceedings,  ever  since  they  "^et  up  their  present 
mode  of  government;  and  yet  tbey  have  the  confidence  lo  represent  in 
Congress,  that  *^  every  condescending  measure  that  could  be  invented, 
has  been  tried  from  the  beginning  of  the  schism,  and  rejected,"  when  in 
fact  thev  have  never  given  up  the  least  point  complained  of  from  first  to 
last.  The  foregoing  facts  will  evidently  appear,  whenever  they  may  be 
called  in  question,  by  written  and  other  authentic  vouchers. 

Wc  shall  now  olfer  some  reasons  of  the  propriety  of  the  Grants  being 
u  distinct  Slate,  upon  principles  of  prudence  and  equity. 

And,  1**.  As  lo  their  local  situation — the  lands  near  Connecticut-River, 
between  the  motnitains  heights  on  each  side,  that  are  suitable  for  culti- 
vation, iu  a  general  way  are  about  thirty-six  or  forty  miles  wide,  and 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  in  length  fh>m  Massachusetts  North 
line  (as  they  now  exercise  jurisdiction)  to  Canada  South  line,  as  settled 
in  1764;  through  which  Couueclicut-Kivcr  runs  so  as  about  equally 

*BeA. 
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dividuit  it  lengthwise,  and  theretbre  Uiu  Kivet-'o  beiug  luaUe  a  Uividiut( 

line  between  two  States,  divides  a  country  thai  Providence  has  wisely 
calculated  to  belong  together,  and  so  situated  that  the  iubabilant»  living 
theroun  may,  by  being  united,  innnnge  their  political  affaire  with  con- 
venience; and  so  calcuhited  hy  pidpci-  intervales  lbroii;:;li  ihv  western 
mountains  or  heights,  that  tlie  passes  to  and  from  the  inhabitants  on  the 
Grants  west  of  li»e  Green  Mountains  (so  called)  are  ccjnvenient. 

2.  The  connections  and  commerce  of  the  people^  on  eaeh  side  of  ihr 
river,  are,  and  always  will  be,  so  interwaven  and  connected  '  with  eaeh 
other,  that  it  would  be  very  disadvantageous  to  be  in  two  ditierenl  juris- 
dictions, 

'l  The  inhabit  lilts  (almost  to  a  man)  emigrated  from  the  Massachu- 
setts-Bay and  Couueclicut,  but  chiefly  Irom  Connecticul;  whereby  their 
mamnera,  customs  ond  haibite  are  eonfimnable  to  wch  other^  and  their  prin- 
ciples  and  sentiments  the  same  in  rejrnrd  to  religion  and  civil  govern- 
ment; but  very  diiferunt  from  the  people  of  the  iStalea  of  New-York 
and  New«Hampshire:  which  different  prim  iples  by  edacatfon  and  cus- 
tom are  become  so  habitual  and  hereditary,  that  it  is  beyond  the  power 
of  man  to  eradicate  them,  and  iherelore  will  cause  a  jarring  discord  be- 
tween them  so  long  as  ihe^'  are  continued  together. 

4.  The  Grants  (exclusive  ol  those  in  the  northeast  part  which  He 
more  contiguous  to  the  center  of  New- Hampshire)  will  make  a  respect- 
able 8tate  by  themselves,  and  the  other  two  States  not  be  injured 
thert^by,  espeeially  New-York;  and  as  to  New-Hampshire,  it  will  be 
much  larger  than  it  ever  was  until  since  the  last  war,  and  more  tlian 
twice  as  large  in  extent  ot  territory  as  the  Stale  of  lihode-lsland. 

5.  The  peo])le  inhabiting  these  lands,  having  undergone  the  hard- 
ships and  fatigues  ot  settling  this  once  howling  wildi  i  ness,  and  the  suf- 
ferings and  losses  occasioned  by  the  war;  aud  having  exerted  them- 
selves to  their  utmost  (in  the  grand  American  cause)  with  their  breth- 
ren of  the  United  States,  ou>;ht  not  alter  all  to  be  divided  and  appor- 
tioned to  and  between  New-York  aud  New-Hampshire,  meridy  to  serve 
tlu  lUM  Ivi  s  of  us,  lor  their  pulilieal  and  interested  purposes— and  all  be- 
cause they  will  establish  that  arbitrary  line  of  1764. 

6.  These  Grants  '  are  so  situated  that  they  will  altcays  he  an  important 
frontier  to  the  United  JStates  '  (so  long  as  Canada  continues  under  the  u<>u- 
trol  of  Great-Britain)  and  by  being  a  distinct  State,  will  be  in  a  much 
better  capacity  to  act  their  part  as  such,  than  by  being  the  out-skirts  of 
other  Slates. 

7.  In  the  early  settlement  of  this  country,  the  Reyerend  Doctor 

AVheeloek's  charity  school,  founded  on  the  most  noble  and  benevolent 
basis,  and  incornorated  with  a  University  by  a  grant  or  patent  from  the 
King  of  Great-liritain,  was  introduced  and  settled  in  this  i)art  of  the 
country;  which  we  esteem  an  inestimable  lienetit  and  advantage  to  this 
new  State,  as  well  as  to  the  Continent  :  and  which  the  inhabitants  of  this 
State  are  disposed  to  patronize  to  llien  utmost — but  on  the  contrary,  if 
it  falls  into  the  State  of  New-Hampshire,  it  will  be  in  a  Stato  which' has 
heretnfnre  (a-^  such)  shewn  a  very  cool  disposition  towards  it,  and  j^rob- 
ably  will  couliuue  the  same  neglect  of  it,  and  principally  (perhaps)  on 
account  of  its  situation. 

8.  The  peojile  ou  the  Grants  are  well  agreed  and  united  in  their  plan 
of  government  already  adopttd,  whereas  New-llan)|ishire  have  not  as 
yet  agreed  on  any,  aud  there  is  very  little  prospect  (by  accounts)  that 
they  will  soon.  And  as  to  New- York  constitution  or  plan  of  goyem- 
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ment.  if  there  was  no  oilier  objcciioo,  that  aloDe  would  be  a  aufficieat 
bur  111  the  way  of  counecling  them. 

9.   Tlie  great  distance  most  of  the  towns  would  be  nt  from  their 
eral  scats  of  ^ovorument.  in  ease  they  were  connected  with  New-York 
and  jJJew-Hampshire,  is  a  powerful  reason  why  thev  should  not  belong 
to  them,  if  there  was  nothing  else  to  be  offered  on  the  bead.  « 

10  Therefore^  on  the  whole  of  tht;  forcjioing  facts  and  observations, 
we  are  fully  |)ersuaded  (and  believe  every  impartial  judge  will  be  also) 
that  the  people  on  the  G-rants,  considered  in  every  point  of  view,  have  a 
natural,  legal  and  equitable  right  to  unite  together  and  form  themselves 
into  a  distinct  State  or  Government,  in  the  manner  they  have  done,  and 
that  the.  are  all  on  both  sides  of  the  river,  upon  the  same  political 
foundation,  and  have  an  equal  riglit  to  act  in  the  affair:  for  certainly  if 
the  line  settled  in  1764  is  established  for  Kew-Hanipshire.  it  is  also  for 
New-York:  and  if  it  is  void  as  to  New-York,  it  is  also  void  as  to  New- 
HAinpshirc:  but  sofBdent  has  been  already  offered  to  shew  that  it  is 
void  as  to  both. 

And  as  we  are  determined  to  be  and  remain  together,  and  not  be  split 
npand  divided  merely  to  serve  the  interested  and  designing  purposes 
of  New-York  and  New-Hampshire,  or  any  others ;^and  to  convince  all 
that  our  motives  do  not  arise  (as  has  been 'represented)  from  ambitious 
and  schismatical  principles:  hot  on  the  contrary,  that  they  are  only  to 
obtain  the  privileges  and  benefits  of  civil  government  in  common  with 
our  American  brethren,  and  to  put  an  end  to  all  disinites  on  account  of 
our  being  a  distinct  State,  &c.  We  would  recommend  lluit  the  follow- 
ing terms  and  proposals  be  made  to  the  Assembly  of  Kew  Hampshire, 
viz. 

1.  To  agree  upon  and  settle  a  dividing  line  between  New  Hampshire 
and  the  Grants,  by  committees  firom  each  party,  or  otherwise,  as  they 
may  mutually  a<;ree. 

Or,  2.  That  the  parties  mutually  agree  iu  a  Court  of  Commissiouers 
of  disinterested,  jndicious  men,  of  the  three  other  New^Englmid  States, 
to  hear  and  determining  the  disputes. 

Or,  3.  That  tlie  whole  dispute  with  New-Hampshire  b*e  submitted  to 
the  decision  ot  Congress,  in  such  way  and  manner  as  Congress  iu  their 
wisdom  shall  |»resci  ibe. 

Provided  always,  That  the  Grants  In-  a'.luvved  equal  privilege  with  the 
other  party,  in  esiiousing  aud  couducliug  their  cause. 

Or,  4.  It  the  cimtroversy  cannot  be  settled  on  either  of  the  foregoing 
articles,  and  in  case  we  can  agree  with  Ni  w-IIatniishire  upon  apian  of 
government,  inclusive  of  extent  of  territory,  that  we  unite  with  them, 
and  become  with  them  ono  entire  State,  rcjecUng  the  arbitrary  line 
(It  iwn  on  the  western  bank  of  Connecticut  river,  by  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  iu  1764. 

Before  we  conclude,  we  think  that  duty  to  the  public  and  regard  to  the 
honor  and  dignity  of  the  Continental  Congress,  require  that  we  make  a 
few  remarks  on  the  report  and  declaration  of  Col.  Ethan  Allen,  belbre 
recited.  On  which  we  must  observe,  that  it  his  account  be  true,  as  be- 
fore related,  it  is  in  a  degree  alarming  ;  as  of  all  other  legislative,  judi* 
( ial  nr  cxe'Mitive  powers  on  the  continent,  the  Congress  (who  hold  the 
supreme  power)  ought  to  stand  in  the  highest  and  fairest  point  of  view; 
and  no  court  has  more  justljr  obtained  an  established  character  Ibr  wis- 
dom, integrity  and  impartiality,  and  none  so  cl<;ar  from  the  imputation 
of  intrifiue  and  bribery  of  any  kind  whatsoever.  And  as  it  is  of  the 
highest  importance  that  their  character  be  supported;  and  that  they  and 
the  public  be  acquainted  with  everything  of  a  public  nature,  which  is 
derogatory  to  the  honor  and  integrity  of  that  august  body,  we  have 
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thought  it  expedieni  to  {mhli^h  lo  ilu-  woiid  (Jul.  Aiu:ii"h  icpitschtaliuu 
of  the  conduct  of  the  ^ew-Hamnshire  delegates,  coDtained  ia  his  report 
and  declaration  before  rehear8e(l,  which  we  conceive  to  be  of  that  kind. 
And  allhough  U  has  the  a|)pi'aianci'  of  ))artial  fiieinlt^Iiip  to  this  new 
Stale,  yet  we  wholly  reject  it,  as  l)ein<j;  done  without  tlieir  knowled<;e  or 
desire:  i  that  it  savors  too  much  of  intrigue  and  bribery,  and  is  a  method 
of  obtaining  our  cause  that  we  despise,  for  we  desire  uol  to  have  that  hon- 
orable body  or  any  member  of  it.  injure  (lioir  character  for  the  sake:  of 
beipiug  us;  nor  that  ihey  do  the  .same  to  our  injury.  If  the  justice  of 
our  cause,  when  rightly  understood  by  impartial  judges,  won"!  sui>|M»rt 
us,  we  are  willing  to  fall.  And  as  the  said  report  and  <k'(  laration  are 
matters  of  fact,  and  lie  fair  for  every  on<>  to  make  his  comiucats  upon, 
we  submit  them  witliout  saying  anything  further  tbercon.

Letter  from  Ira  Allen  to  Meshech  Weave.* 

WiNDSOB,  December  12"^,  1778. 

Hon**  Sir- 
As  I  wish  to  do  nothing  that  cousifrns  a  Neiglibourini,'  State,  but  what 
should  be  there  ntade  known,  I  therefore  herewith  Inclose  to  you  my 
Printed  Incite;-  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  8i.ile,  as  also  an  Extract  of  the 
Pros(  duri-  of  a  Convention  called  at  the  Request  of  those  Gentlemen 
thai  with  Drew  li<tm  the  council  an<l  Assembly  of  Vermont  at  their  ses- 
sion in  October  !ast;~8aid  Convention  was  liL-ld  at  Cornish  on  the  O*"* 
day  of  Insi:int  Decem^  As  I  Provident ialiy  Ilappened  at  said  Conven- 
tion, niui  as  1  have  l)een  conversant  with  the  principal  nien  in  most  of 
the  Towns  beiwi^eu  this  and  Cohoos,  shall  make  a  lew  ohsurvations  on 
the  Present  confused  State  of  affairs  in  those  Parts. 

'Plu  i-i  w;is  (  ight  Towns  Kepreseiilcd  in  said  Convi'iit ion  from  tlie 
West  side  of  llic  liivcr  auU  Probable  two  or  three  more  may  joiue  Ihum. 
fiut  in  most  If  not  all  of  said  Towns  there  is  a  large  minority  in  oposi- 
tioD  to  such  Prosedure. 


»  Aliho'  it  is  evident  by  Col.  Allen's  report  that  he  was  not  constitu- 
tionally appointed  to  appear  at  Con«;ress  as  agent  for  the  Slate  of  Ver' 

mont.  yet  his  'j:<'iiig  ''by  (lesire  of  the  Governor,  and  at  the  request  of 
several  members  of  the  Council,"  cairtus  the  appearance  of  his  having 
authority  fh>m  them  for  that  purpose,  and  doubtless  added  great  wein-la 
to  his  jiroposals  to  and  agiccmenls  with  tlie  mem  hers  of  Congress  int)e- 
half  of  the  IState  ;  which  "  the  Governtir  and  sevet  al  !neml)er8  of  the 
Council  "  had  no  right  to  confer  without  a  quorum  oi  the  Council  consti- 
tutionally convened,  which  appears  by  bis  report  not  to  have  been  the 
case  in  the  present  instance. 

3  Furnished  by  Bev.  Dr.  Bouton. 
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In  the  sixteen  Towns  sed  to  be  in  union  with  this  State  sine  the  Brake 
in  tlie  Assembly  of  October  lisst,  tiie  Party  that  was  in  favour  of  New 
Hampshire  have  considerably  Increased. 

Within  the  disaffected  Towns  on  bolii  sides  of  tlie  River  are  several 
Gentlemen  whose  Desii^n  is  to  Brake  up  this  State  and  cotmeci  the  lohole 
to  -A^eto  Hampshire  for  the  sole  Purpose  of  Bringing  the  seat  of  Oovemment 
on  Connecticut  Kiver  at  or  near  lAe  Ootte^v,  and  U>  estoAiMb  a  Plan  <tf  Qw- 
emment  similar  to  Vermont 

There  is  no  authority  exercised  East  of  Connecticut  Iliver  hy  this 
State,  and  I  dare  Engage  at  the  Risque  of  my  Reputation  as  a  man  of 
Honour  or  common  sense,  that  flic  future  General  Assembly  of  this 
6l&te  will  not  countenance  an  encroachment  on  the  Stale  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

In  the  year  1764  by  an  Arbitrary  act  of  the  Crown  the  Grants  West 
of  the  River  was  put  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  New  York,  where  the 
Inhabitants  have  since  Experianced  all  the  Evils  that  a  Golden,  Dunmore 
and  Tryon,  together  with  a  clan  of  New  York  Land  jobbers  could  invent 
and  iutlict; — in  the  course  of  which  troubles  (■i^  I  am  informed)  appli- 
cation was  made  to  New  Hampshire  to  a.»*M  1 1  their  clame,  which  was 
Retfused.  The  Inhabitants  on  the  West  si  lt-  of  the  Green  Mountain 
IJoldly  asserted  their  Kiiijlits  and  Defended  their  Property  untill  the  late 
Revolution;  soon  after  wliich  Overtures  was  made  .to  the  IiUiabitants  of 
the  then  Counties  of  Cumberland  and  Gloucester  who  had  in  some  degree 
submitt  to  the  Arbitrary  Power  of  New  York  and  had  then  members  in 
the  Proveutial  Gongreiss  of  said  State;  alter  many  Perswasive  Areu- 
ments  tlie  Inhabitants  in  said  Counties  eonncutca  with  tliose  on  the 
West  side  of  tlu  Green  Mountain  to  form  a  SUite,  and  Prosedcd  to  form 
a  Constitution  &c. 

Had  it  not  been  for  that  the  Inhabitants  of  (his  State  wouhl  by  their 
own  consent  been  effectually  bound  to  New  York,  by  connecting  with 
them  in  fornnncr  a  constiiulion  &c.  Had  that  been  the  case  no  one 
would  have  been  so  iiardy  as  to  liave  ihuuglit  of  claiming  the  antient 
jurisdiction  of  New  Hampshire,  nor  even  New  Hampshire  of  claiming 
the  now  State  of  Vermont,  any  more  than  the  Mns<achusetls  Bay  the 
southerly  part  ot  said  Slates.  But  it  seems  u  few  Restless  Uneasy  men 
not  having  the  good  of  either  of  the  States  at  Heart,  (but  their  own  pri- 
vate  Interest  and  Immoliment)  are  about  to  clanie  the  antient  Jurisdic- 
tioQ  of  New  Hampshire.  Should  that  be  the  case,  doubt  not  but  they 
will  meet  with  such  treatment  as  to  Justice  may  appertain.

J.ddre$$  to  the  InhabitantB  of  the  iState  of  Vermont,  hy  Ira  AUitn^  dated  at 

Dresden,  Nov.  27.  1778.' 

To  THE  Inhabitants  of  thk  State  of  Vebmont. 
Gentlkmen— 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  did  appoint  me  to  wait 

on  the  Honorable  Meshech  "Weare,  E-<q  President  of  tbe  Council  of  tlie 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  with  a  Lett  if  fiotn  his  Excellency  Thomas 
Chittenden  Esq.  and  another  from  Col.  Ethan  Allen,  &c.    And  whereas 

1  Farnished  by  Bev.  Dr.  Bouroir. 
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several  of  the  members  of  the  iioiiorable  Couiu  ii  and  Assembly  of  this 
State,  desired  me  to  write  to  them  (on  my  return  from  New  Hampshire) 
Ihe  state  of  nftairs  relative  to  the  Union  witli  sixteen  Towns  east  of 
Connecticut- liiver  and  this  Slate:  I  therefore  beg  leave  to  state  the  fol- 
lowing as  a  short  state  of  the  matter,  viz. 

When  I  arrived  at  Exeter  found  the  General  Assembly  then  sitting, 
delivered  said  I^ellers  lo  the  President,  who  after  exaiuiniog  the  same 
in  Council,  sent  them  to  the  House  for  their  inspection:  the  said  Letters 
\v(  r(  a<{aiii  read  and  largely  discoursed  on,  and  a  Committee  appointed 
from  boih  Houses  to  answer  tin-  same. — I  hein<;  then  present  besides 
having  many  other  (tonferouces  willi  ibe  members  of  boili  Houses,  found 
that  they  were  unanimous  for  maintaining  Inviolable  their  Jurisdiction  * 
to  the  East  Banks  of  Connecticut-liiver,  but  that  they  had  no  disposition 
to  iutertikire  with  the  Stale  of  V'ermont  in  its  tirst  described  Limits, 
which  will  mure  fully  appear  by  their  Ilesoluliou  in  the  affair  of  Mr. 
Hovey,  and  an  Extract  of  President  Weare's  Letter  to  Col.  Ethan  Allen, 
which  is  as  follows,  viz. 

"  State  of  New  Hampshire 

In  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  Nov.  10*^,  1778. 

According  to  the  Vote  of  the  House  of  this  dav,  the  Honorable  Conn- 
oil  and  House  being  met  in  the  Assembly  Chamber,  the  Honorable  Me- 
shech  Weare,  Esq.  in  the  chair,  proceeded  to  (ake  under  consideration 
the  petition  of  Nathaniel  Hovey,  preferred  to  the  Honorable  Committee 
ot  Safety  of  this  Stale  on  the  24'^  September  last,'  and  the  further  trans- 
actions thereon — And  upon  consideration  of  the  same  came  to  the  fol- 
lowing Resolutions  and  reported,  That  two  Hundred  Pounds  be  granted 
to  the  said  Hovey,  out  of  the  Treasury,  by  order  of  the  Presidei;'.  f' ?• 
his  present  necessities,  to  be  by  hira  aoeonnted  for;  and  that  the  persons 
named  as  Rioters  in  his  complaint  and  Petition,  tofrether  with  Nehe- 
miah  Est ab rook,  of  Lebanon,  he  notified  to  allend  i!u  hi  arini;  of  said 
Petition  before  the  General  Assembly,  if  sitting,  or  Committee  of  Safety 
of  this  State  in  the  recess,  on  the  Second  Thursday  of  December  next, 
and  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  issue  proper  notice  to  the  said  per- 
sons; and  that  Capt.  Samuel  Atkinson,  of  ijoscawcn,  he  directed  to  jNo- 
tily  them  accordingly: — Which  Report  was  rea<l  and  accepted.

[From  Mr.  Weare's  Letter.] 

"  As  you  have  been  so  full  and  explicit  in  your  own  sentiments.  I 
trust  the  Body  of  your  people  will  he  of  the  same  opiuion,  as  1  am  .sure 
every  sensible  peraon  will;  notwithstanding  blind  designs  of  some  un- 
easy and  never  to  be  contented  nim.  whose  views  must  certainly  be 
more  detrimental  to  you  than  they  possibly  can  be  to  New  Hampshire — 
Whatever  may  be  determined  by  Congress  relative  to  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  your  independence  will  be  freely  acquiesced  In  by  this  State." 

I  find  by  enquiring  into  the  situation  of  the  Grants  (so  called)  east  of 
Connecticut  Biver,  that  the  Towns  in  the  County  of  Cheshir  are  almost 
Unanimously  Represented  in  the  GeneM  Assembly  of  Kew  Hampshh-e 
— and  that  about  tW(  I\  c  Towns  in  the  County  of  Grafton  are  also  Rep- 
resented in  the  Assembly  of  New  Hampshire— and  that  in  the  sixteen

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Towns  in  coonection  with  this  State  by  said  union,  there  is  a  large  mi- 
nority in  opposition  to  s;iifl  union. 

Amon;;st  the  arguments  mude  use  of  by  New  Hampshire  to  support 
their  claim  to  Connecticut  River,  are  the  following,  vis. 

That  by  the  determination  of  the  Court  of  fircat  Brifnin  in  (■^tn1)lish- 
ing  Provinces  in  North  America,  said  Lands  were  included  in  tht;  juris- 
diction of  New  Hampshire,  and  in  consequence  of  that  many  Charters 
for  Towns  was  jrranted  by  the  Governor  of  said  Province  with  all  llie 
priviled'jes  iuid  immunities  that  any  other  Towns  in  said  Province  did 
enjoy,  wliit  h  they  held  under  the  Crown  untill  the  Revolution;  at  which 
time  Circular  Letters  was  sent  to  the  several  Towns  tlu  i  '  (liat  Province, 
to  Choose  Members  to  form  a  Cou'jrcss  to  transact  tlie  polifical  busi- 
ness of  tlie  Stale,  at  which  lime  several  of  those  Towns  now  in  union 
with  this  State  sent  Members:  About  a  year  after  a  second  Congress 
was  clu>«('ii,  and  some  of  said  Towns  sent  members.  Said  Congress 
then  estabii^<hed  a  Plan  of  Government  which  was  to  remain  in  force 
nntill  the  exigencies  of  the  State  would  admit  of  more  leasure  time  to 
form  anotliei"  —  wliicli  jilan  or  Const itulioti  of  said  State  has  ever  since 
and  now  remain  to  be  governed  by.  Since  the  depreciation  of  Money, 
an  additional  pay  has  been  given  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  the 
Militia  of  said  State,  in  addition  to  their  Continental  pay  when  in  such 
service;  which  pay  has  hwu  cheerfully  received  by  the  Militia  of  said 
Towns. 

Thus  Gentlemen  I  have  given  you  a  short  state  of  facts,  agreeable  to 
the  best  information  I  can  ijct.  by  which  you  will  observe  tliat  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  are  willing  that  the  Stale  of  Vermont  should  be  a 
State  in  its  first  described  limits  west  of  Connecticut  Biver. 

I  have  also  to  observe,  that  by  several  aulhentick  Accounts  lately  re- 
ceived from  the  Honorable  Couiinental  Congress,  that  the  Delegates  are 
willinff  that  the  State  of  Vermont  should  he  a  State  within  its  first  dfe- 
scribed  limits  (the  Delegates  of  New  York  excepted)  which  fully  ap- 
pears from  that  Honorable  Body's  not  passing  any  llesolves  against  any 
of  the  Proceedings  of  the  State  of  Vermont  since  its  formation,  altho' 
ofien  requested  by  New  York. 

Having  met  with  several  printed  pa]iers  published  by  order  of  th  se 
Gentlemen  thai  withdrew  trom  the  (general  Assembly  of  this  Stale  at 
their  session  in  October  last:  But  as  I  did  not  desi^  tiiis  Letter  for  an 
answer  thereto,  shall  make  l)Ut  few  remarks  thereon: — 

In  the  course  of  which  papers  there  i.s  a  request  to  all  the  Towns  on 
the  Grants  on  both  sides  of  the  River,  whether  united  with  the  State  of 
Vermont  or  not,  to  send  members  to  form  a  Convention  to  consult  and 
agree  upon  measures  whereby  we  may  all  be  united  together,  by  being 
and  remaining  a  distinct  State,  on  such  foundation  that  we  may  be  ad- 
mjUed  into  confederation  with  the  United  States  of  America,  and  under 
their  protection.  &c. 

A  very  large  part  of  the  Towns  on  the  Grants  west  of  the  Mason  line 
•  and  East  of  Connecticut  River,  are  Re])resented  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  New  Hampshire,  and  con^i  fiu'  iiHy  they  arc  Represente<l  in  Con- 
gress: therefore  they  cannot  withdraw  from  New  HampHhirc,  and  cou- 
nect  with  an^  other  body  politick,  and  present  themselves  j;o  Congress 
to  be  taken  into  Confederation  with  the  United  States,  for  they  are 
already  taken  into  Confederation  by  the  way  of  New  Hampshire: — The 
way  them  Towns  could  Act,  were  they  to  send  members  to  said  Conven- 
tion,  would  be  to  act  on  ibe  latter  clause  of  the  Warrant  which  is  to 
claim  AnlietJt  juriMliction  of  the  Guveri.ment  of  New  Hampshire, 
and  in  thai  way  defend  ourselves  against  the  pretend«<l  right  of  juris- 
dictiuD  of  any  other  State,  and  thereby  become  one  entire  btate  accord- 
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ing  to  the  extent  of  New  Hftmpshire  Province  as  it  stood,  before  the 

Decree  in  1704  look  plart — Hut  whctlior  that  is  the  <lesign  of  the  Con- 
vention or  uot  I  leave  the  caudid  reader  to  determine. 

T  appeal  to  every  person's  own  conscience  in  the  State  of  "Vermont, 
whetlier  when  the  inhabitants  on  tlie  west  and  east  sides  of  tlie  Green 
Mountain  first  connected  lojiethcr  to  become  one  body  politick,  tliey  did 
it  under  a  view  that  the  Grants  east  of  Connecticut  River  .would  join 
them;  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  that,  they  woald  not  have  joined  in  said 
plan. 

All  those  ih:tl  (lid  unite  toi;clher  in  one  body  juditick  to  form  a  State 
west  of  Coniucticut  Uivei,  will,  I  doubt  not,  on  due  consideration,  pur- 
sue that  di'sir;d)le  oI)ji  ct;  (if  any  difficulties  should  arise  so  as  unhap- 
pily to  separate  tlione  Towus  east  of  Conuecticut  Uiver  from  this  State) 
for  in  that  view  of  the  case  we  should  then  enjoy  all  we  first  expected; 
and  as  the  Constitution  of  this  Slate  is  so  happily  cnlcalatcd  to  i)re.serve 
inviolable  the  rights  of  tlie  people;  and  as  is  in  it  there  is"' ample  provis- 
ion made  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel,  together  with  proper  Sem- 
inaries and  Schools  of  learning,  which  are  among  the  greatest  blessings 
God  iu  his  wivtlnm  vwv  bestowed  on  (he  fallen  race  of  man. 

By  what  lias  aln  ad}  beeu  elucidatetl,  it  appears  that  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont is  in  iavor  with  the  United  States  of  America;  therefore  if  the 
people  in  said  State  arc,  and  continue  steadfast  to  maintain  the  same, 
they  will  without  doubt  support  the  liidepeudeuce  of  .said  State,  so  long 
as  the  United  States  do  theirs. 

Since  the  (  lioito  appears  to  be  in  the  brest  of  the  good  people  of  this 
Slate  whether  tbey  will  be  j^overned  by  the  agreeable  Constitutiou  they 
have  made,  or  lay  that  a  side  and  seek  for  connections  with  a  neigh- 
bouring State,  which  is  some  in  debt,  and  whose  known  jdan  of  repre- 
sentation is  by  numbers,  so  that  it  would  take  live  or  six  of  our  new 
Towns  to  send  one  member;  and  when  we  consider  that  those  infant 
])lantations  have  gone  thro'  numberless  fatigues  and  expences  to  defend 
tht'ir  just  rights  from  the  arbitrary  power  of  New- York;  and  since!  this 
preseul  contesL  we  have  been  a  frontier  to  three  neighbouring  Stales, 
our  inhabitants  have  been  obliged  to  tlee  before  their  enemy,  our  sol- 
diery olten  called  torlli  by  alarums,  who  have  fought  and  Idea  nobly  on 
the  field  lor  the  defence  of  their  country: — Is  there  not  a  much  greater 
probability  that  we  should  be  considered  for  those  extraordinary  diffi- 
culties, by  the  Honorable,  the  Grand  Council  of  America,  in  defraying 
the  expense  uf  this  uuuatural  war,  than  by  the  legislature  of  any  State 
whose  private  interest  would  be  nearer  connected  with  ours. 

I  (loul)t  not  but  every  reasonable  person  will,  on  due  deliberation,  de- 
termine that  it  is  best,  wisest,  and  cheapest  for  the  good  people  of  this

sponse to  the  call  upon  them.  The  following  letter  serves  this  purpose. 
It  is  in  the  DoammU  relating  to  the  VoUmtal  History  ofNtm  York,  Yol. 
Yin,  p.  664. 

Brig.  Gen.  Woosier  to  Col  Warner. 

Montreal  G'*'  Jan'^  1776. 

Dear  6'ir.— With  the  greatest  distress  of  mind,  1  now  sit  down  to  in- 
form you  of  the  event  of  an  unfortunate  attaclc  made  upon  Quebec, 
between  the  hours  of  4  niul  6  of  the  morning  of  the  31»'  Decemb""  last. 
Unfortunate  indeed  for  in  it  fell  our  brave  General  Montgomery,  his 
Aid  de  Camp  McPherson,  Captain  Cliecsemnu,  Capt"  Hendrick  of  the 
Rifle  Men,  &  two  or  three  Suhaltern  Officers,  &  between  sixty  and  a 
hundred  Privates,  the  number  not  certainly  known,  &  about  tliree  hun- 
dred .Officers  and  Soldiers  made  prisoners.  Amongst  which  is  Lieut. 
Col*"  Green,  Major  Higelow,'  Major  Miggs  [Meigs,]  &  a  number  of  Cap- 
tains and  inferior  Oifii  crs. 

Col.  [Benedict]  Arnold  was  wounded  in  the  leg  in  the  beginning  of 
the  action,  as  was  Major  Ogden  in  the  shoulder,  and  brought  off  to  the 
general  hospital.  1  have  not  time  to  i^ive  you  all  the  particulars,  but 
this  much  will  shew  you  that  in  consequence  of  this  dclcat  our  present 
prospect  in  this  Country  is  rendered  very  dubious,  ft  unless  we  can  be 
quickly  reinforced,  perhaps  they  ma^'  be  fatal,  not  only  tons,  who  are 
stationed  here,  but  also  to  the  Colonies  in  general.  As  in  my  Opinion, 
the  safety  of  the  Colonies,  especially  the  Frontiers,  greatly,  very  greatly, 
depends,  upon  keeping  possession  of  this  Country. 

'  Timothy  Bigelow  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  first  giuulec  of  Montpelier. 
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You  koow  fts  well  bs  any  man  the  temper,  disposition  &  character  of  the 

Canadians.  Tint  llu  y  nre  to  be  depended  upcm,  but.  like  Savages, 
nru  vcrj-  fund  of  cbusuiug  the  strongest  party.  Add  to  this,  our  enemies 
in  this  count  r}'.  of  which  there  are  many,  they  use  every  method  to  excite 
tbc  Canadians  ai^ainst  us;  Ainon<^  othi-r  thinj^s  tlu  y  tell  them  the  United 
Colonies  intend  to  abandon  tliis  country,  tbe  clergy  refuse  absolution  to 
«ll  wlio  have  shewn  (beinxclves  our  friends,  and  preach  damnation  to 
all  those  who  will  not  take  up  arms,  against  us,  ttdl  them  that  even 
now  it  is  not  too  late,  that  we  are  but  a  liandlull  of  Men,  &c.  &c. 

1  have  sent  an  express  to  Gen'  Seiiuyler,  Geu^  Washington  &  tbe 
Congress,  but  you  know  how  far  they  have  to  go,  &  that  it  is  very 
uncertain  how^iong  it  will  \\v  Ix-forc  wo  can  have  relief  from  them. 
You,  Sir,  and  the  valiant  Green  Mountain  Corps,  are  in  Our  neighbour- 
hood. You  all  have  arms,  and,  I  am  confident,  ever  stand  ready  to  lend 
a  helping  hand  to  Your  brethren  in  distress. 

T  am  HeuKiblc  there  was  some  disagreement  between  General  Mont- 
i^otniiry  and  you.*  Poor  man  he  lost  his  life  in  fl<rhtirig  valiantly  for  his 
C'ountry.  Hut  why  do  I  mention  anylhin;L;  about  disagreement  to  you.  I 
know  private  resentment  cannot  prevent  your  exerting  every  faculty  to 
vindicate  the  rights  and  priviledges  for  which  we  are  so  nobly  contending. 

Therefore  let  \wv  lu-^'  of  you  to  eoik  et  as  many  men  as  you  can.  Five, 
or  Six.  or  Seven  liuiidr(  <l  if  it  can  \n\  done,  and  some  how  or  other  get 
into  this  country,  it  slay  witli  us  until  we  have  relief  from  the  Colonies. 

Y(m  are  sensible  wt-  have  purvisions  here  in  abundance  and  the 
weather  in  this  Country  1  assuri-  you,  is  far,  very  far,  from  bidrig  so 
frighlfull  as  mauy  have  imiigined.  YuuU  see  that  proper  Otiicers  are 
appointed  under  you  <fc  both  Officers  and  soldiers  shall  be  paid  as  other 
Continental  Troops  are.  It  will  be  well  for  Your  men  to  set  out  as 
s^toii  as  they  can  be  collected,  it  is  not  so  much  matter  whether  to- 
gedicr  or  not,  but  let  them  be  sent  by  Tens,  Twentys,  Thirty s,  Fortys, 
or  Fifty's  as  they  can  be  collected,  for  it  must  have  a  good  effect  on  the 
minds  of  the  Canadians,  to  see  Succours  coming  on. 

You  will  be  good  enough  to  send  copies  of  tliis  letter,  or  such  part  of 
it  as  you  think  proper,  to  the  people  below  you;  I  catt*t  but  think  our 
Friends  will  push  for  this  Country.  I  am  confident  you  will  not  disap- 
point my  most  fervent  wish  and  expectation  of  seeing  you  here  with 
your  men.  in  a  very  short  time. 

Xow  is  the  time  to  distinguish  Yourselves,  &  obtain  the  united  ap- 
plauses of  your  very  gratefull  countrymen,  &  of  Your  distressed  Friends 
m  Canada,  &  of  Your  sincere  ftriend  &  most  Serv*
